FIRST  meeting- 
Albany,  March  18,  1892 

The  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  appointed  pui-suant  to  Chap- 
ter 100  of  the  Laws  of  1892,  met  in  the  Mayor's  Office,  on  Friday, 
March  18,  1892,  at  4:30  p.  m. 

Present — Commissionei-s  Herman  Bendell,  Andrew  S.  Draper, 
Charles  H.  Gaus,  William  L.  Learned,  John  H.  Lynch,  William 
J.  Maher  and  James  M.  Ruso. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Draper,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ruso,  Mr.  William 
L.  Learned  was  unanimously  elected  President. 

After  an  informal  discussion  between  the  Mayor,  Mr.  James  H. 
Manning,  and  the  members  of  the  Board,  on  the  educational 
interests  of  the  city,  the  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  in  the  High  School  building, 
on  Monday,  March  21,  1892,  at  8  p.  m.

The  statute  under  the  provisions  of  which  this  Board  is 
organized  reads  as  follows  : 

CHAPTER  100. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty-four 
of  the  lawB  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  entitled 
"An  act  to  create  a  board  of  public  instruction  in  the 
city  of  Albany,  to  establish  free  schools  therein,  and 
amendatory  of  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  district 
schools  in  said  city,"  and  also  to  repeal  chapter  eleven 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  en- 
titled "An  act  in  relation  to  filling  vacancies  in  the 
board  of  public  instruction  of  the  city  of  Albany." 

Approved  by  the  Governor  March  8, 1892.     Passed,  thi*ee-fifths  being  present. 

TJie  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yoi%  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty -four 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  1.  Within  fifteen  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  mayor 
of  the  city  of  Albany  shall,  by  a  written  appointment  to  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  common  council,  appoint  seven  citizens,  resi- 
dents of  the  city  of  Albany,  to  be  members  of  the  board  of  public 
instruction  of  the  city  of  Albany,  and  their  respective  terms  of 
office  shall  be  as  follows  :  One  commissioner  to  hold  office  until 


January  one,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four ;  one  commissioner 
to  hold  office  until  Jauuaiy  one,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  ;  one  commissioner  to  hold  office  until  Januat  y  one,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six;  one  commissioner  to  hold  office  until 
January  one,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven ;  one  commis- 
sioner to  hold  office  until  January  one,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight ;  one  commissioner  to  hold  office  until  Jaimary  one, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  one  commissioner  to  hold 
office  until  January  one,  nineteen  hundred.  On  the  third 
Wednesday  of  November,  eighteen  hundi*ed  and  ninety-three, 
and  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  November  in  each  year  there- 
after, the  mayor  shall  appoint  one  citizen  of  the  city  of  Albany, 
to  be  member  of  the  board  of  public  instruction  of  the  city  of 
Albany,  to  take  the  place  of  the  commissioner  whose  term  shall 
expire,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  such  appointee  shall  hold 
office  for  a  period  of  seven  years  and  until  a  successor  shall  be 
appointed.  The  term  of  office  of  the  present  commis8iouei*s  of 
the  board  of  public  instruction  shall  end  and  their  official  func- 
tions cease,  and  such  board  of  public  instruction  abolished  within 
ten  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  Section  three  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
i*ead  as  follows  : 

§  3.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  first  meeting 
within  five  days  after  their  appointment  by  the  mayor,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  organization.  They  shall  thereupon  appoint  one  of  their 
number  president,  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  usually  in- 
cident to  such  office.  They  shall  also  appoint  a  suitable  peraon, 
other  than  a  member  of  their  body,  superintendent  of  schools  in 
the  city  of  Albany,  who  shall  exercise  all  such  powers  and  shall 
discharge  all  such  duties  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time 
dit^ect,  and  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  services  as 
the  said  board  may  at  any  time  determine,  not,  however,  to  ex- 
ceed in  rate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  doUara  per  annum.  The 
board  shall  also  appoint  a  suitable  person  other  than  a  member  of 
their  body  as  clerk,  who  shall  exercise  such  powere  and  shall  dis- 
chai^e  all  such  duties  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct, 
and  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the 
board  may  at  any  time  determine,  not,  however,  to  exceed  in  rate 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  said  board 
shall  also  appoint  a  suitable  i^eraon  other  than  a  member  of  their 
body  superintendent  of  buildings  and  repairs,  who  shall  exercise 
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such  powei'S  and  perfoim  such  duties  as  the  said  board  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct.  The  said  superintendent  of  buildings  shall 
be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  said  board 
may  at  any  time  determine,  not,  however,  to  exceed  in  rate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollara  per  annum.  The  said 
board  shall  also  appoint  a  suitable  pei-son  other  than  a  meml)er  of 
their  body  as  stenographer,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the 
board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  shall  be  allowed  such 
compensation  as  the  board  may  at  any  time  determine,  not,  how- 
ever, to  exceed  in  rate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

§  3.  Section  five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  5.  Any  member  of  said  board  of  public  instruction  may  be 
removed  from  ofiice  for  cause  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  provided, 
always,  that  such  member  shall  be  served  with  a  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  him  and  notice  of  trial,  not  less  than 
twenty  days  previous  to  the  day  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the 
matter,  by  leaving  such  copy  and  notice  at  his  residence  in  the 
city,  or  by  sending  the  same  to  his  address  by  mail ;  the  accused 
member  on  his  appearing  before  the  mayor  for  trial,  shall  have 
the  usual  privileges  in  similar  cases  extended  to  him  in  his  defense. 

§  4.  Section  six  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  All  vac'ncies  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor 
of  the  city  of  Albany  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  the  i)erson  so 
appointed  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of 
the  person  in  whose  place  he  is  appointed  and  uutil  a  successor 
shall  be  appointed. 

§  5.  Section  ten  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  10.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  at  all  times  to  fix  the 
term  for  which  any  teacher  bhall  be  appointed  ;  to  determine  the 
kind  of  class-books  which  are  to  be  used  in  the  several  schools ; 
the  books  thus  adopted  shall  be  uniform  throughout  all  the  schools, 
as  near  as  may  be,  and  they  may  at  any  time  adopt  other  books 
in  the  place  thereof,  to  supply  the  i-equisite  class-books  and 
stationery  for  the  use  of  indigent  pupils  ;  to  provide  the  several 
schools  under  their  charge  with  the  necessary  school  apparatus, 
maps  and  music  books,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  school  moneys  of  the  city.  To  enact  by-laws  by  a  majority 
vote  of  all  the  membei-s  appointed,  and  to  repeal,  change  or 
modify  the  snme  by  a  like  vote  ;  and  generally  to  possess  all  the 
powers,  to  discharge  all  thid  duties  and  to  be  subject  to  all  the 


obligations  heretofore  conferred  and  imposed  upon  the  several 
school  ofScera  of  the  city  by  the  several  laws  now  in  force,  relative 
to  the  public  schools  of  said  city. 

§  6.  Section  eleven  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  11.  Four  members  of  said  board  shall  be  necessary  to  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  majority  of 
the  membei's  present  at  any  meeting  shall  be  sufficient  to  carry 
any  measui'e  or  to  decide  any  question  before  their  body  for  their 
action,  except  as  is  othei'wise  provided  in  this  act  and  which  is 
not  in  conflict  with  the  by-laws  adopted  by  this  board  as  stated  in 
section  five  of  this  act,  and  in  cases  of  appointment  or  dismissal  of 
any  teacher  or  officer  of  the  board,  when  it  shall  require,  in  each 
case,  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  four  members  thereof. 

§  7.  Section  fouileen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

§14.  All  the  office  furnitui'e,  text-books,  stationery  and  school 
apparatus,  as  well  ob  all  other  school  property  of  the  city  which 
may  be  in  the  possession  and  under  the  control  and  management 
of  the  present  board  of  public  instruction  of  the  city  of  Albany 
fifteen  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall,  on  and  after  that 
time  be  regarded  as  in  the  possession,  control  and  management  of 
the  said  board  of  public  instruction  of  the  city  of  Albany  as 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  8.  Sections  two  and  four  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty- 
four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  chapter 
eleven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately. 
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SECOND  MEETING-. 

The  Board  held  a  meeting  purauaut  to  adjournment  Monday, 
March  21,  1892.

The  minutes  of  the  first  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ruso,  Superintendent  C.  W.  Cole  was  re- 
quested to  act  as  Secretary. 

Resolutiozis. 

By  Mr.  Ruso : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  to  draft  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  Board,  and 
report  the  same  at  some  future  meeting. 

Adopted. 

By  Mr.  Ruso : 

Resolved^  That  Charles  W.  Cole  be  appointed  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  John  H.  Oliver,  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  John  J. 
Gannon,  Clerk,  and  Grace  C.  Klugman,  Stenographer,  and  the 
janitors  in  the  various  schools  be  continued  in  their  positions  until 
the  Committee  on  Rules  make  their  report,  and  that  their  re- 
spective salaries  be  the  same  and  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
heretofore. 

Adopted. 

By  Mr.  Ruso : 

Resolved^  That  the  teachei-s  now  employed  in  the  various 
schools  be  continued  m  their  positions  until  the  close  of  the 
schools  the  coming  summer,  and  that  their  respective  salaries  be 
the  same  and  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore. 

Adopted. 
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By  Mr.  Buso : 

Resolved,  That  John  H.  Lynch  be  elected  President  pro  tern., 
to  sign  drafts  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  and  that  Charles 
W.  Cole  be  directed  to  countei'sign  the  same,  pursuant  to  section 
13  of  chapter  444  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  as  amended. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Graus  moved  that  orders  for  the  purchase  of  library  books 
heretofore  given  but  not  yet  filled  be  rescinded. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Lynch  moved  that  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  be 
held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month,  except  August, 
and  that  the  hour  of  the  meetings  be  eight  o'clock  p.  m. 

Adopted. 

The  President  announced  as  the  Committee  to  Draft  By-Laws, 
Messrs.  Ruso,  Draper  and  Oaus. 

Mr.  Draper  moved  that  a  special  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed with  directions  to  ascertain  how  much  money  is  available 
for  New  School  Building  No.  6,  and  to  inquire  into  and  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  what,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  the  size  and 
general  character  of  the  building 

Adopted. 

The  President  announced  as  such  special  committee,  Messrs. 
Draper,  Gaus  and  Lynch. 

Mr.  Ruso  moved  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  be  au- 
thorized to  provide  for  the  absence  or.  resignation  of  teachera  by 
assigning  substitutes  in  the  same  manner  as  he  had  been  accus- 
tomed. 

Adopted.

On  motion  pf  Mr.  Draper,  the  minutes  of  the  first  and  second 
meetings  were  approved  as  printed. 

Report  of  a  Special  Committee. 

Mr.  Draper,  on  behalf  of  the  special  committee  on  new  school 
building  No.  6,  submitted  the  following  I'eport : 

Albany,  April  5,  1892. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instiniction  of  die  City  of  Albany : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  with 
dii^ections  to  ascertain  how  much  money  is  available  for  School 
building  No.  6,  and  to  inquire  into  and  recommend  to  the  Board 
what,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  the  size  and  general  character 
of  the  new  building,  very  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

The  accompanying  statement  from  the  public  building  com- 
mittee indicates  that  the  Board  may  count  upon  the  sum  of 
$51,830.62  as  available  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  said  build- 
ing and  the  sum  of  $3,934  for  furnishing  the  same. 

The  best  information  of  the  committee  is  to  the  eflect  that  a 
suitable  and  substantial  building  containing  twenty-four  rooms  as 
heretofore  contemplated  cannot  be  erected  for  the  sum  at  our  dis- 
posal. It  seems  impracticable  to  obtain  moi*e  money.  In  this  con- 
tingency the  proposed  building  must  inevitably  suffer  in  strength 
or  character,  or  one  of  smaller  capacity  must  be  erected.  To  erect 
school  buildings  lacking  in  substantial  character  is  certainly  unwise. 

The  only  alternative  then  is  to  erect  a  building  of  sixteen  or 
twenty  rooms.  A  building  of  sixteen  rooms  would  contain  896  sit. 
tings.  One  of  twenty  rooms  would  have  1 120  sittings.  One  of  the 
latter  proportions  would  apparently  be  adequate  to  present  needs. 
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It  is  a  question  well  woilhy  of  consideration  whether  in  a  city  of 
the  size  of  Albany  it  is  advisable  to  erect  buildings  calling  to- 
gether a  larger  number  of  children  under  one  roof  than  may  be 
accommodated  in  a  building  of  twenty  rooms.  That  question 
may  be  left  for  future  determination.  When  the  time  comes  that 
more  than  such  a  number  of  children  must  be  provided  for  in  the 
neighborhood  of  School  No.  6,  that  building  can  be  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  four  or  eight  rooms,  or  another  building  can  be 
erected  for  their  accommodation. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  good  health  and  safety 
of  pupils  require  that  no  school  buildings  should  be  erected  which 
are  more  than  two  stories  high,  and  that  the  extent  of  our  popula- 
tion and  the  value  of  real  estate  here  do  not  involve  the  necessity 
of  departing  from  this  rule  in  Albany. 

If  the  Board  determines  upon  the  erection  of  a  building  of  the 
size  and  character  alx)ve  indicated,  it  is  manifestly  fair  to  archi- 
tects and  apparently  necessary  that  a  new  competition  as  to  plans 
be  invited. 

Your  committee  therefore  respectfully  recommends  that  a 
building  two  stories  high,  containing  either  sixteen  or  twenty 
rooms,  and  so  plamied  that  other  rooms  may  be  added  if  thought 
advisable,  and  to  cost  not  more  than  $51,830.62,  be  erected  in  the 
place  of  School  building  No.  6,  and  that  the  Public  Building 
Commission  be  respectfully  requested  to  cause  new  designs  to  be 
pi-epared  accordingly.

Mr.  Learned  offered  the  following  resolution : . 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  building  hereto- 
fore occupied  as  School  No.  24,  and  located  at  No.  417  Madison 
avenue,  has  become  unfit  and  inappropriate  for  school  purposes ; 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  hereby  relinquishes  to  the  Public 
Building  Commissionei's  of  the  City  of  Albany,  the  above-named 
building  and  the  premises  thereto  pertaining,  and  heretofore  used 
for  school  purposes,  namely  :  all  that  part  of  the  lot  used  by  said 
school  which  lies  westerly  of  a  line  which  runs  along  the  east  side 
of  the  projection  (supposed  to  be  a  projection  of  about  eighteen 
feet)  on  east  side  of  the  rear  of  the  building,  such  line  being  ex- 
tended in  a  straight  line  north  to  the  north  line  of  the  lot  and

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction: 

The  special  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  matter  of  "as- 
certaining whether  suitable  and  healthful  quarters  can  not  be  leased 
some  where  in  the  neighborhood  of  Schools  Nos.  6  and  23  for  use 
of  said  schools  while  waiting  for  the  erectiou  of  the  building  for 
their  accommodation, ''  respectfully  reports : 

First  J  That  the  committee  bus  adveilised  for  propositions  to 
rent  premises  for  the  purpose  above  named  and  has  received  one 
response  to  such  ad  vei-tisement,  but  the  premises  offered  are  entirely 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose. 

Second,  The  committee  has  pei*sonally  looked  over  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  two  schools  in  question  and  is  unable  to  iind  any 
building  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  can  not  suggest  any  way  of 
obtaining  such  quarters  without  a  very  large  and,  in  the  com- 
mittee's opinion,  unnecessary  expenditure  of  money.  In  view  of 
this  state  of  things,  your  committee  i*ecommends  that  School  No. 
23  be  turned  over  to  its  owner  and  school  sessions  therein  cease 
at  once  and  that  arrangements  be  made  to  accommodate  the  classes 
of  this  school  with  a  single  session  in  the  building  of  School  No  7; 
that  the  sessions  of  School  No.  6  be  continued  in  the  old  building 
through  this  school  year,  unless  the  site  should  be  needed  earlier ; 
but  that  thereafter  arrangements  be  made  to  hold  one  session  per 
day  of  the  classes  of  School  No.  6  in  Schools  Nos.  5  and  7.  In 
order  to  accommodate  all  these  classes  with  the  least  loss  to  the 
pupils  concerned,  it  is  recommended  that  the  morning  sessions  ex- 
tend from  8:30  a.  m.,  to  12:30  p.  m.,  and  that  these  morning 
sessions  be  devoted  to  the  classes  of  Schools  Nos.  5  and  7,  and 
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that  the  afternoon  sessions  extend  from  I  until  4:30  p.  h.,  and  be 
devoted  to  the  classes  of  Schools  Nos.  6  and  23.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  six  primary  classes  of  School  No.  6  be  directed  to 
use  school  building  No.  7,  and  that  the  other  classes  use  School 
No.  5,  and  that  the  management  of  the  classes  attending  the  after- 
noon session  at  School  No.  7  be  assigned  to  the  Principal  of 
School  No.  23.  In  view  of  the  occupancy  of  School  No.  23  by 
that  school  during  the  present  mouth,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
sum  of  thirty  dollars  be  paid  to  Mr.  John  Hourigan,  the  owner.

GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Meetings,  Oi*der  of  Business,  Etc, 

MEEXmOS,  WHEBE  HELD. 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board. 

STATED   MEETINOS. 

2.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Tuesdays  in  every  month  except  August ;  except  that  when  said 
second  or  fourth  Tuesday  shall  fall  upon  a  legal  holiday,  the 
meeting  shall  be  held  upon  the  following  Tuesday. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

3.  Other  meetings  shall  be  held  by  adjournment,  or  on  the 
written  request  of  any  three  membei's,  provided,  however,  that 
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the  notices  to  membera  of  the  Board  for  such  other  meetings  held 
at  such  request,  shall  distinctly  state  the  special  matter  or  matters 
to  be  brought  before  such  meetings.  No  other  subject  shall  be 
considered  at  such  meetings,  unless  all  the  members  of  the  Board 
are  pt*esent. 

HOUR  OP  MEETING. 

4.  The  hour  of  meeting  shall  be  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  ; 
but  special  or  adjourned  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  hour  that 
may  be  appointed. 

5.  At  each  meeting  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  at  the 
time  appointed,  and  the  Clerk  required  to  record  the  names  both 
of  the  members  pi-esent  and  the  absentees.  Four  membei*s  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

6.  At  all  stated  meetings,  the  business  before  the  Board  shall 
be  disposed  of  in  the  following  order  : 

1.  Reading  and  approving  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

2.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  to  be  called  in  order. 

3.  Repoi*ts  of  Special  Committees. 

4.  Reports  or  communications  from  Superintendent. 

5.  Communications  received  and  acted  upon. 

6.  Miscellaneous  and  unfinished  business. 

All  questions  requiring  a  vote  of  the  Board,  except  as  other- 
wise provided,  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
voting.  The  President  of  the  Board,  in  making  his  decision  on 
any  parliamentary  question,  shall  be  guided  by  the  views  set  forth 
in  Fish's  Parliamcntaiy  Manual. 

BILLS   TO   BE   AUDITED   BY   THE   BOARD. 

7.  All  bills  for  supplies,  repaii-s,  construction,  and  for  other 
expenses  (salaries,  rents  and  insumnce  excepted),  shall  be  referred 
to  the  several  appropriate  Standing  Committees  by  the  Clerk,  for 
examination,  before  the  presentation  thereof  to  the  Board ;  and 
the  said  Standing  Committees  shall  make  a  written  report  con- 
cerning each  bill  so  referred,  stating  its  amount,  certifying  that 
they  have  examined  the  same,  and  giving  their  opinion  as  to  its 
correctness.  Said  report  shall  be  entered  in  full  upon  the 
minutes  and  a  printed  copy  mailed  each  member  of  the  Board, 
and  before  being  paid  said  bills  shall  be  passed  upon  by  the  Board 
at  a  subsequent  meeting. 
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8.  The  ayes  and  nays  shall  always  !)c  taken  and  recorded  upon 
questions  of  finance,  or  the  appropriation  of  money,  and  upon  any 
question,  when  demanded  by  a  member  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE   II. 
•     Officers. 

TENURE   OF  OFFICE. 

9.  All  Teachers,  salaried  officei*8  and  employes  of  the  Board, 
shall  hold  their  positions  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

OFFICERS. 

10.  The  officei's  of  the  Board,  as  provided  by  law,  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Superintendent  of  Schools,  a  Superintendent  of 
Buildings,  a  Clerk  and  a  Stenographer. 

ELEOTION   OF   PRESIDENT. 

11.  At  the  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  January,  the 
membei*s  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  shall  elect  a  Presi- 
dent by  ballot  for  the  ensuing  two  yeans. 

DUTIES   OF   THE   PRESIDENT. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  enforce  such  rules 
as  are  necessary  to  the  deliberate  action  of  the  Board,  and  he 
shall  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the  powers  usually  incident  to  such 
office.  In  his  absence  the  President  pro  tem.  shall  fill  the  place 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  chair.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  President,  or  the  President  pro  tem.,  to  sign  and  seal  on  be- 
half of  the  Board,  all  contracts  entered  into  by  order  of  the  Board. 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

13.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  visit  the  several 
schools  of  the  city  at  least  once  every  two  months  ;  he  shall  meet 
the  teachers  as  often  as  once  a  month,  in  order  to  aid  them  by 
suggestions  in  the  improvement  of  the  several  schools,  and  give 
them  such  directions,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  its  regulations.  He  shall  pay 
paiticular  attention  to  the  classification  of  the  pupils,  and  to  the 
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character  of  the  iDstruction  given.  At  the  last  stated  meeting 
in  December  of  each  year  he  shall  file  with  the  Board  a  written 
statement  as  to  the  condition  and  progress  of  each  school,  and 
the  character  of  the  work  of  the  Principals  in  the  same.  He 
shall  render  monthly  reports  of  statistics  of  attendance,  tardiness, 
cases  of  discipline,  etc.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  the 
attendance,  organization,  discipline  an(!^  condition  of  the  schools, 
and  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  their  annual  report  to 
the  Common  Council,  and  generally  he  shall  act  under  the  direc- 
tion and  advice  of  the  Board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct.  He  shall  be  in  attend- 
ance at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

TENURE   OF  OFFICE    AND    DUTIES    OF   THE   SUPERINTENDENT    OF 

BUILDINGS. 

14.  The  Superintendent  of  Buildings  shall  hold  his  office 'dur- 
ing the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

The  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  and  the  Committee  on  Buildings  (through  its  Chaiiman,  or 
a  majority  of  the  Committee),  shall  have  charge  of  the  erection 
of  new  school  buildings,  subject,  however,  to  the  supervision  of 
the  architect.  He  shall  also  superintend  all  repairs,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  same  Committee  as  above.  He  shall  have  power 
to  make  such  minor  repairs  as  need  immediate  attention,  without 
previously  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Board  or  the  Committee, 
employing  for  such  repaii*s  the  persons  who  may  have  been  pi*e- 
viously  designated  by  the  Committee  to  perform  needed  work. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  vihit  each  school  at  least  once  in  each 
school  month,  and  see  that  the  school  buildings,  out-houses,  fences 
and  yards  are  in  good  repair  and  in  a  cleanly  condition ;  and  in 
case  repairs  are  needed,  or  want  of  cleanliness  prevails,  he  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

He  shall  carefully  examine  all  bills  for  construction  and  repairs 
of  school  buildings,  etc.,  and  shall  ceitify  as  to  their  correctness 
to  the  Committee. 

He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
at  those  of  the  Committee  on  Construction  and  Repairs,  when 
notified,  keeping  careful  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

He  will  be  expected  to  give  such  assistance  to  the  Clerk,  in  the 
work  of  the  office,  as  will  be  consistent  with  a  &ithful  discharge 
of  his  own  particular  duties. 
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He  miist  not  be  engaged  Id  any  other  businese,  but  muBt  give 
his  time  exclusively  to  the  service  of  the  Board. 

He  will  be  expected,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable,  to 
establish  regular  hours  when  he  may  be  found  at  the  oflSce  of  the 
Board. 

He  shall  promptly  report  to  the  Board  any  case  of  neglect  or 
imperfect  performance  of  duty  on  the  part  af  any  janitor. 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE   AND   DUTIES  OF   THE   CLERK. 

15.  A  Clerk  shall  be  ele(;ted  by  ballot,  four  votes  in  favor  of  a 
candidate  being  necessary  to  an  election ;  and  said  Clerk  shall 
hold  his  o£Bce  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  faithfully  to  keep  the  records  of  the  Board,  and  to  record 
the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  in  books  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  make  proper  indexes  of  the  same.  He  shall  give 
timely  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  to  each  member 
thereof.  He  shall  also  notify  Committees  of  their  ai)pointment, 
and  inform  them  in  writing  of  all  matters  referred  to  them  for 
their  consideration,  and  render  at  all  times  such  assistance  to  the 
Committees  as  shall  be  required  of  him.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
keep  a  record  of  his  official  acts,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Board  at  all  times ;  to  keep  the  accounts  of  each 
school  in  the  charge  of  the  Board,  in  such  manner  aa  to  show 
separately  the  amount  paid  on  account  of  each  for  salaries  of 
teachers,  supplies,  repairs,  cleaning,  and  for  other  purposes,  dis- 
tinguishing between  furniture,  fuel  and  other  supplies.  He  shall 
perform  clerical  services  in  th%  office,  and  under  the  direction,  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  shall  discharge  all  such  other 
duties  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  STENOGRAPHER. 

16.  The  Stenographer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  shall 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  shall  perform 
eierical  services  in  the  office,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  shall  discharge  all  such  other  duties  as 
the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

ARTICLE  in. 

Committeea, 

APPOINTMENT   OF   COMMITTEES. 

17.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.    The  Standing  Committees 
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shall  be  appointed  annually  at  the  fii'st  stated  meeting  in  January, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable. 

NUMBER  OF   MEliBERS  OOBiFOSING  OOMMITTEES. 

18.  All  Committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless 
otherwise  ordered.  A  majority  of  any  Committee  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

OOMMITTEES   TO    REPORT   ON   ALL   MATTERS   REFERRED  TO   THEM. 

19.  All  Committees,  to  whom  any  matter  shall  be  referred, 
shall  report  in  writing  thereon  at  the  fii^t  stilted  meeting  after 
such  reference  ;  but  further  time  may  be  allowed  by  the  Board. 
Every  report  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  and 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  facts  with  their  opinion  in  writing. 
When  the  report  of  a  Committee  is  made,  a  minority  of  the  Com- 
mitte  may  present  its  views  in  writing. 

COMMITTEES  TO   RETURN   ALL   DOCUMENTS  TO   THE   BOARD. 

20.  At  the  time  of  making  their  reports,  Committees  shall  i-e- 
turn  any  communication,  memorial,  account,  resolution  or  other 
paper  relating  to  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  the  same  shall 
be  filed  by  the  Clerk. 

STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

21.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees  : 

A  Committee  on  Instruction. 
A  Committee  on  Buildings. 
A  Committee  on  Purchases. 

Three  Sub-Committees,  to  be  designated  as  the  Firet,  Second 
and  Third  Sub-Committees. 

COMMITTEE   ON   INSTRUCTION. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  to 
examine  all  text-books  which  may  be  proposed  for  use  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  report  thereon,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  or 
against  the  introduction  of  such  book  or  books.  They  shall  see 
that  the  author  or  publisher  furnishes  a  copy  of  the  text-book 
olBFered  for  introduction  to  each  member  of  the  Board  for  exam- 
ination. All  proposed  changes  in  the  course  of  study  in  any  of 
the  schools  shall  be  referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  this  Com- 
mittee before  adoption.     Said  Committee  shall  also  have  charge 
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of  all  matters  relating  to  examinations,  the  regulation  of  instruc- 
tion in  all  the  departments  of  the  schools,  and  the  Public  School 
Library. 

OOMMrrTEE   ON   BUILDINGS. 

23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  report  each  year, 
before  the  first  day  of  May,  all  additions,  alterations  or  repairs  of 
school  pi*emi8es,  buildings  or  fixtures  necessary  to  be  made  during 
the  summer  vacation  ;  to  take  charge  of  the  erection  of  new  school 
buildings,  after  plans  for  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  Boaid,  and  of  all  alterations  and  repaii*s  of  school  houses  and 
premises  authorized  by  the  Board,  and  to  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision over  the  warming  and  ventilation  of  the  same.  After  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  concerning  the  repaire  to  be 
made  to  the  several  schools  during  the  summer  vacation  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Committee  shall  cause 
specifications  describing  said  repaii'S  to  be  made  and  submitted  to 
competent  mechanics,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  proposals  to 
perfoinn  the  entire  work,  or  portions  thereof,  as  the  Committee 
may  determine.  Said  proposals  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board 
for  approval,  and  the  Committee  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with 
the  person  or  pei-sons  whose  proposals  are  approved,  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  work.  The  foregoing  regulation  shall  not  be 
construed  as  restricting  the  Committee  from  ordering  repairs  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  cost  at  any  time.  But  in  all  cases  of 
repairs  amounting  to  fifty  dollars,  or  more,  in  cost,  done  at  any 
tinie,  the  work  shall  be  let  by  contmct  after  obtaining  estimates 
of  the  cost  thereof.  The  Committee  shall  also  select  sites  for  new 
school  buildings,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

OOMMITTEE   ON   PUBOHASES. 

24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Purchases  to  buy, 
from  time  to  time,  the  amount  and  kinds  of  text-books,  supple- 
mentary reading  books,  books  for  the  Library,  maps,  sbitionery, 
school  apparatus,  school  furniture  of  all  kinds,  fuel,  janitoi's'  and 
school  supplies,  and  all  other  articles  that  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Board.  This  Committee  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  binding, 
printing  and  advertising  that  maj'  be  required  by  the  Board  for 
itself  or  for  the  schools.  ^ 

SUB-GOMMITTEES. 

25.  The  Sub-Committees  shall  be  the  special  guardians  of  the 
intei'ests  of  the  schools  in  their  charge,  when  such  interests  are 
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not  othei-wise  provided  for  in  these  regulations,  and  the  membetB 
thereof  shall  visit  their  respective  schools  as  often  as  once  in  two 
months.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  advice  to  the  teachers  in 
any  emergency,  and  to  take  cognizance  of  any  difference  that 
may  have  occurred  between  the  teachers  and  parents  of  pupils,  or 
between  the  instructors  themselves,  relative  to  the  goveniment  or 
instruction  of  their  schools,  except  as  provided  in  section  42 ;  and 
to  act,  if  the  exigency  demands  immediate  action  ;  but  in  all  such 
cases  the  Sub-Committee  shall  report  its  acts  in  writing  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  members  of  the  Sub-Committees,  in  their  visits  to  the 
schools,  should  observe  the  condition  and  cleanliness  of  the 
schools,  yards  and  all  out-buildings,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  shall 
ascertain  the  capability  of  the  teachers  and  the  progress  of  the 
pupils. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
School  Regulations. 

SOHOOL   TEAR. 

26.  The  school  year  shall  commence  on  the  second  Monday  of 
September  and  end  with  the  last  Thursday  of  June,  excepting  as 
to  the  High  School,  the  school  year  of  which  shall  end  on  the 
last  Friday  of  June. 

The  school  year  shall  be  divided  into  four  teiins,  which  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  school  day  of  September,  the  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember, the  first  day  of  February,  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  April, 
respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  fees  from  non-i-esident 
pupils  ;  and  into  two  semesters,  the  fii-st  ending  on  the  last  school 
day  of  January,  and  the  second  on  the  last  school  day  of  June,  for 
the  pui'pose  of  promoting  by  classes;  but  individual  promotions 
may  be  made  at  any  time,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Principal  of 
each  school. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  Grammar  Schools  shall  be  held 
on  the  said  last  Thui-sday  of  June  ;  and  the  graduating  exercises 
of  the  High  School  shall  be  held  on  the  said  last  Friday  of  June. 

VACATIONS  AND   HOLIDAYS. 

27.  The  vacations  and  holidays  allowed  in  the  schools  shall  be 
as  follows :  Every  Saturday  and  Sunday  throughout  the  year ; 
any  day  which  shall  be  declai-ed  a  legal  holiday,  excepting  election 
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day ;  the  period  from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  to  the 
second  day  of  Januaiy,  both  inclusive ;  the  week  next  preceding 
Sunday  observed  as  Easter  Sunday  ;  and  the  period  from  the  last 
school  day  in  June,  or  July,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  fii*st  school 
day  in  September.  When  any  holiday  shall  occur  on  Thuraday, 
there  shall  be  no  school  held  on  the  next  day. 

NO  OTHER  SUSPENSION    OF  THE    SCHOOLS,    EXOEFT  FOB  SPECIAL 

AND   IMPORTANT   REASONS. 

28.  No  other  holidays  shall  be  allowed,  except  by  special  vote 
of  the  Board ;  and  no  school  shall  be  suspended  on  any  other 
occasion,  except  for  s])ecial  and  important  reasons  relating  to  a 
particular  school,  and  then  only  by  express  permission  of  the 
Sub-Committee,  which  shall  report  its  action  to  the  Board  at  its 
next  meeting. 

SCHOOL  SESSIONS. 

29.  The  schools  shall  commence  their  moiiiing  sessions  at  nine 
o'clock,  and  close  at  half  past  eleven  o'clock,  and  commence  their 
afternoon  sessions  at  quarter  past  one  o'clock,  and  close  at  half 
past  three  o'clock,  throughout  the  year  ;  except  that  in  the  High 
School  the  daily  session  shall  begin  at  nine  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and 
close  at  two  o'clock,  p.  m. 

RECESSES. 

30.  There  shall  be  a  general  recess  for  the  pupils  of  the  fii-st, 
second  and  third  year  classes  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  in  each 
half  day,  except  for  such  classes  as  ma}'  be  dismissed  before  the 
close  of  the  session. 

Recesses  shall  be  granted  to  individuals  of  all  other  classes  at 
the  discretion  of  the  teacher. 

CERTAIN   GLASSES  OF  PRIMARY   DEPARTMENTS  MAT  BE  DISMISSED. 

31.  The  Principals,  at  their  discretion,  may  authorize  the 
teachers  of  the  Kindergarten  and  first  year  classes  to  dismiss 
those  children  who  have  completed  their  exercises  for  that  session, 
one  hour  before  the  regular  time  for  closing,  or  at  the  time  of  the 
morning  recess.  Whenever  the  percentage  of  attendance — which 
shall  be  ascertained  by  comparing  the  average  membership  with 
the  average  attendance— of  any  class-room  of  the  Primary  and 
Grammar  schools  shall  have  been  ninety-eight  per  cent  for  one 
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week,  said  room  may  be  dbmuji^ed  one-half  horn*  earlier  than  usual 
on  the  last  afternoon  of  such  week. 

PROVISIONS  FOB  INCLEMENT  WEATHER. 

32.  In  special  cases,  when  it  would  be  injurious  for  pupils  to 
go  home  at  noon  on  account  of  the  inclement  weather,  or  the 
great  distance  of  their  homes  from  school,  they  shall  be  allowed 
to  remain,  and  some  suitable  provision  shall  be  made  for  them. 
No  pupil  shall  be  sent  away  immediately  from  school  for  an 
excuse  for  tardiness  or  absence,  when  the  circumstances  are  such 
that  it  would  occasion  an  exposure  of  health. 

When  the  weather  is  exceptionally  inclement  and  exposure  to 
it  liable  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  pupils,  the  Principals  of 
the  several  schools,  in  their  discretion,  are  authorized  to  dismiss 
school,  for  the  day,  in  the  primary  departments  at  the  usual  hour 
of  dismissal,  and  in  other  departments  at  twelve  o'clock. 

Whenever  a  dismissal  is  made  under  this  rule,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Principal  concerned  to  report  forthwith  his  action  to 
the  Superintendent,  in  writing,  and  the  Superintendent  shall  re- 
port all  such  cases  to  the  Board  monthly. 

PURPOSES. 

33.  The  Principals  shall  not  permit  the  school  rooms  under 
their  charge  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  other  than 
the  instruction  prescribed  in  these  regulations,  unless  by  order  of 
the  Board. 

TEACHERS  TO  PRESERVE  SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

34.  The  teachers  are  required  to  take  daily  care  that  the  school 
houses,  the  furniture  and  apparatus  in  the  same,  as  well  as  the 
out-buildings,  fences  and  all  other  property  belonging  to  the 
school  estates,  be  not  defaced  or  injured  in  any  manner  by  the 
scholars  ;  and  they  shall  be  held  i-esponsible  for  any  want  of  neat- 
ness or  cleanliness  on  their  premises.  During  the  season  of  tires 
the  Principal  shall  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined,  all  parts  of 
the  building,  including  cellai-s  and  unoccupied  rooms,  at  least 
once  during  each  session. 

RECORD   OP   ATTENDANCE   AND   OTHER   REGISTERS   TO  BE   KEPT. 

35.  The  principal  teacher  in  every  school  shall  keep  a  register, 
in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  names,  age  at  time  of  entrance  and 
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date  of  birth,  the  latter  to  be  recorded  at  every  change  of 
registiy  either  by  promotion  or  transfer,  date  of  admission  and 
place  of  residence  of  the  scholai-s.  In  addition  to  this  register, 
records  shall  be  kept  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  daily  absence 
of  the  scholars,  and  such  other  mattere  as  may  be  found  necesssiiy. 

BLANKS   USED   IN    THE   SCHOOLS   TO   BE   UNIFOBM. 

36.  All  school  registers  and  other  books  for  records,  as  well  as 
all  blanks  for  reports  an<l  other  purposes  required  in  the  several 
schools,  shall  be  of  uniform  patterns,  to  be  determined  by  the 
Superintendent,  to  whom  the  teachers  are  ex})ected  to  apply 
whenever  such  articles  are  needed  by  them. 

PRINOIPALS  TO   REPORT    MONTHLY. 

37.  The  Principals  of  the  several  schools  shall  make  reports  on 
the  last  school  day  of  each  month,  of  the  number  of  registered 
pupils  and  the  number  actually  attending  on  each  school  day  of 
the  month  ;  also  of  the  absence  or  tardiness  of  any  teacher,  and  of 
the  attendance  of  any  substitutes  during  the  month,  and  containing 
such  other  information  as  may  be  called  for  by  the  Superintend- 
ent, or  as  may  be  necessaiy  to  set  forth  the  general  condition  of 
their  schools,  together  with  any  suggestions  which  they  may  have 
to  offer  for  the  improvement  of  the  same,  and  shall  also  report  to 
the  Board  in  writing,  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  December  of 
each  year,  as  to  the  character  of  the  work  of  the  assistant  teachers 
in  theu*  schools. 

NO    SUBSCRIPTION   ALLOWED   IN   THE   SCHOOLS. 

38.  No  subscriptions  for  any  purpose  shall  be  introduced  into 
any  public  school,  nor  shall  any  teacher  be  permitted  to  purchase 
any  article  for  use  in  the  schools  without  the  express  permission 
of  the  Board,  nor  shall  any  teacher  be  permitted  to  sell  any 
article  to  the  pupils,  nor  act  as  the  agent  of  others  for  such 
purpose. 

SCHOOLS  NOT   TO   BE   USED    BY   AGENTS    OR    OTHER    PERSONS    TO 

INTRODUCE   NEW   WORKS. 

39.  No  person  shall  read  to  the  pupils  of  any  school,  or  post 
upon  the  walls  of  any  school  building  or  fences  of  the  same,  any 
sidvertisement ;  nor  shall  any  agent  or  any  other  person  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  any  school  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  either  to 
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teachers  or  pupils  any  new  book  or  article  of  apparatus,  or  for  the 
pui'pose  of  selling  tickets. 

ARRANOEMBNT  OF  STUDIES. 

40.  It  is  recommended,  in  the  arrangement  of  the  studies  and 
recitations  in  the  grammar  schools,  that  those  which  most  severely 
task  the  attention  and  efforts  of  the  pupils  be,  as  far  as  possible, 
assigned  for  the  forenoon. 

GBAMMAB   SCHOOL    CLOSING    EXERCISES. 

41.  The  closing  exercises  of  the  grammar  schools  shall  take 
place  during  the  last  school  week  of  June  in  each  year.  The  class 
about  to  enter  the  High  School  shall  participate  in  such  exercises, 
which  shall  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Instruction  and  the  Superintendent. 

PRINCIPAL   TO   BE  RECOGNIZED  AS  HEAD   OF   SCHOOL. 

42.  In  all  schools  in  which  assistants  ai'e  associated  with  a  Prin- 
cipal, the  Principal  shall  be  be  recognized  as  the  head  of  the 
school,  and  all  his  directions  which  do  not  conflict  with  the  regu- 
lations shall  be  obeyed  by  the  assistants.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  Principal  to  call  together  the  assistant  teachera  of  his  school, 
for  consultation  and  discussion,  at  least  once  in  each  month  during 
the  school  year. 

The  Principals  of  the  several  schools  shall  have  power  to  assign 
their  assistants  to  the  conduct  of  such  grades  or  studies  as  they 
may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils ;  but  should  any 
disagreement  or  dissatisfaction  arise  in  consequence  of  such  assign- 
ments, the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Sub-Committee  in 
charge  of  the  school,  and  the  Sutler intendent  of  Schools,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

43.  The  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Instruction,  shall  examine  all  the  classes  of  the  primary  and 
grammar  schools,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  upon  written  ques- 
tion papers  prepared  by  him  or  under  his  direction,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  ascertaining  the  conditiou  of  scholarship  in  said  classes 
and  of  deteiiniuing  promotions.  The  Superintendent,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  shall  make  such  regu- 
lations to  govern  the  conduct  of  said  examinations  as  may  be 
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deemed  advisable  ;  and  he  may  also  call  upon  any  of  the  teachers 
to  examine  papers  or  to  assist  in  any  other  way  in  the  conduct  of 
these  examinations. 

m 

OOUBSE  OF  STUDIES  AND   ORDER  OF   EXERCISES  TO   BE   KEPT   IN 

EACH    SCHOOL    ROOM. 

44.  Each  school  room  shall  be  provided  with  a  copy  of  the 
course  of  studies  adopted  by  the  Board,  which  shall  be  kept  for 
refei*ence.  Tho  order  of  exercises  and  the  time  allotted  to  each 
class  throughout  the  day  shall  be  posted  iu  a  conspicuous  place  in 
each  room. 

DUTT   OF  SUPERINTENDENT   TO   REPORT  FAILURE   OF   PRINCIPAI^ 

TO   MAKE   PROPER   REPORT. 

45.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  report  to  the 
Board  any  failure  of  Principals  to  make  the  various  reports  i*e- 
quired  by  these  regulations. 

TEACHERS  TO  HAVE  A  COBT  OF  THE  REGULATIONS. 

46.  All  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  are  required  to  make 
themselves  familiar  with  these  regulations,  and  especially  with 
that  portion  which  relates  to  their  own  duties.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  teacher,  at  all  times,  to  keep  in  his  school  room  a 
copy  of  these  regulations  ;  and  teachers  are  hereby  required  to 
observe  them  strictly,  in  every  respect.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of 
each  Principal  to  communicate  to  each  of  his  assistants,  imme- 
diately upon  receiving  a  copy  thereof,  all  resolutions  or  motions 
adopted  by  the  Board  for  the  guidance  of  teachera,  and  also  all 
circulars  and  other  directory  communications  received  from  the 
Superintendent. 

TEACHERS   MAY   VISIT  OTHER  SCHOOLS. 

47.  Principals  and  other  teachers  may,  occasionally,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Superintendent,  visit  other  schools,  to  observe  the 
methods  of  instruction  and  manner  of  discipline  of  the  »ime. 

ADMISSION   OF   PUPILS  TO   THE  LOWEST  GRADE. 

48.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  lowest  grade  of  the 
primary  schools  except  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.

PUPILS  LIVING   NEAREST   TO   BE   PREFERRED. 

49.  The  Principals  of  the  various  schools  shall  not  receive 
pupils  coming  from  a  distance  and  who  live  nearer  another  school 
teaching  the  same  grades  unless  the  pupils  present  transfer  from 
such  schools ;  and  no  Principal  shall  give  such  transfer  unless  his 
or  her  school  shall  be  crowded,  or  for  some  other  cause  to  be  ai> 
proved  only  by  the  special  Commissioner  in  charge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Relative  to  Books  and  Studies. 

BOOKS  AND  STUDIES  TO  BE  ONLY  THOSE  ADOPTED  BY  THE  BOARD. 

50.  The  books  and  the  studies  puraued  in  all  the  public  schools 
shall  be  only  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board.  The 
teachera  shall  not  permit  any  books,  tracts  or  any  other  publica- 
tions to  be  distributed  in  the  schools.  For  the  information  of  the 
teachera,  printed  lists  of  the  books  authorized  by  the  Board  to  be 
used  in  the  schools  shall  t>e  furnished  to  each  of  the  schools. 

DIFFERENT  EDITIONS  OF  THE  SAME  BOOK  NOT  TO  BE  USED. 

51.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Prhicipal  to  report  to  the  Su- 
perintendent, as  soon  as  he  learns  of  the  same,  the  presence  in  his 
school  of  two  or  more  essentially  different  editions  of  any  one  of 
the  text-books  in  use.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  that  effect  by  the 
Superintendent  to  the  publishers  or  agents  of  such  books,  and 
unless  they  shall  supply  a  uniform  edition  of  such  books  by  way 
of  exchange,  without  cost,  to  all  such  scholar's  as  may  l>e  already 
provided  with,  and  using  any  of  the  previous  editions,  such  neg- 
lect or  refusal  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  ground  for  excluding 
such  text-books  from  the  school. 

GASES   IN   WHICH  BOOKS,    ETC.,     MAY   BE    SUPPLIED     BY   SUPERIN- 
TENDENT. 

52.  In  cases  where  children  are  in  danger  of  being  deprived 
of  the  advantages  of  education  by  reason  of  the  inability  of  pa- 
rents or  guardians  to  purchase  books,  the  Superintendent,  upon 
the  application  of  the  Principal,  is  authorized  to  furnish  the 
same  from  the  supplies  kept  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  for  that 
purpose.  Said  books,  when  so  furnished,  shall  be  marked 
**  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  Albany,"  and  are  to  be  regarded 
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as  the  property  of  the  Board,  and  loaned  to  the  pupils.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Pnncipals  to  account  to  the  Superiutendent 
at  the  close  of  each  school  year  for  all  the  books  furnished  them 
for  the  accommodation  of  indigent  children.  For  this  purpose 
every  book  thus  received  shall  be  numbered  and  entered  in  a  reg- 
ister to  be  kept  in  each  school  for  that  puipose,  opposite  the 
name  of  the  pupil  to  whom  it  is  delivered.  In  said  registry  shall 
also  be  recorded  the  name  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  pupil, 
and  his  residence. 

TIME  FOB   INTRODUCING   NEW   TEXT-BOOKS. 

53.  When  any  new  text-book  is  adopted  by  the  Board,  it  shall 
come  into  use  on  the  opening  of  the  schools  after  the  summer 
vacation,  or  at  any  time  when  classes  enter  upon  the  study  of  a 
new  subject ;  at  which  times  only  shall  any  new  text-book  be  in- 
troduced, except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Relating  to   Teachers. 

APPOINTMENT   AND   TENURE   OF  OFFICE   OF   TEACHERS. 

54.  Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Principal  or  assistant 
teacher  is  to  be  filled,  or  an  additional  Principal  or  assistant 
teacher  is  to  be  appointed,  a  transfer  may  be  made  by  the  Board 
or  the  Sub-Committee,  or  a  temporary  appointment  for  the  term 
of  one  yeai*  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  hei'einafter  provided  ; 
and  when  the  appointment  has  been  confirmed  in  the  manner 
hereafter  provided,  the  teacher  thus  appointed  shall  continue  to 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  ol  the  Board  ;  but  no  teacher 
shall  be  appointed  by  this  Board  unless  in  possession  of  the  cer- 
tificate of  this  Board  as  is  provided  by  law. 

55.  The  Merit  List  filed  with  the  preceding  Board  of  Public  In- 
struction is  hereby  adopted  as  the  Merit  List  of  this  Board.  The 
Committee  on  Instruction  shall  cause  the  Principals  of  the  various 
schools  to  submit  a  written  report  on  the  work  of  the  substitutes 
employed  since  the  first  of  January,  1892,  in  their  schools,  and 
from  such  i*eports  and  the  records  of  such  substitutes  in  the  Train- 
ing class  the  Committee  on  Instruction  shall  re-grade  them,  placing 
opposite  each  name  the  special  qualifications  that  such  applicant 
has  shown  for  teaching  in  any  or  all  of  the  following  gi'ades  :  the 
kindergarten  ;  the  primary,  namely,  the  fii'st,  second  or  third 
year  grades,  and  the  intermediate,  namely,  the  fourth,  fifth,  or 
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sixth  year  grades,  as  the  above  named  grades  are  described  in  the 
course  of  study  now  in  tbrce.  All  applicants  for  employment  as 
teachera,  not  now  on  the  Merit  List  on  file  with  the  Board,  shall 
present  the  Begents'  Academic  Diploma ;  and  applicants  who 
present  such  diplomas  and  are  deemed  worthy  to  be  employed  by 
the  Board,  may,  upon  completing  the  prescribed  course  in  the 
Traming  Class,  received  certificates  of  qualification,  signed  by  the 
President  and  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  be  ranked  in  the 
same  manner  as  graduates  of  the  Training  Class ;  two  years  suc- 
cessful experience  in  teaching  may  be  accepted  as  an  equivalent 
for  said  course.  The  names  of  all  future  graduates  of  the  Train- 
ing Class  shall  be  placed  upon  said  Merit  List,  by  the  Committee 
on  Instruction,  in  the  order  they  will  be  entitled  to  take  from 
their  marks  in  scholarship,  knowledge  of  good  methods,  ability  to 
control,  and  other  qualities  as  shall  appear  on  the  records  of  said 
Training  Class.  The  Committee  on  Instruction  shall  take  from 
the  Merit  List  the  names  of  the  seventeen  persons  first  named 
thereon,  and  place  them  upon  a  list  of  employees  to  be  known 
as  the  Substitute  Corps.  The  Committee  shall  then  assign  four  of 
such  persons  to  School  No.  14,  four  to  School  No.  11,  four  to 
School  No.  21,  and  four  to  School  No.  5,  and  one  to  the  High 
School.  The  committee  shall  assign  to  the  High  School  the  j^er- 
son  having  the  highest  standing  on  the  Merit  List  and  who  has 
taken  at  least  a  four  yeai-s'  coui-se  in  the  study  of  Latin  ;  and 
such  pei-son  shall  report  at  the  High  School  every  morning  at 
twenty  minutes  before  nine  o'clock  and  shall  remain  until  ten 
minutes  p&st  nine  o'clock,  unless  needed  as  a  substitute,  and  shall 
be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  members  of  the  Substi- 
tute Corps.  In  case  a  substitute  is  needed  in  any  of  the  following 
schools,  viz.,  Nos.  1,  8,  14,  15  or  17,  the  Principal  of  such  school 
shall  send  for  one  to  School  No.  14,  and  the  substitutes  shall 
respond  to  such  calls  in  the  order  of  their  rank  and  appropriate 
grade,  as  set  forth  on  the  substitute  list.  In  like  manner, 
the  substitutes  at  School  No.  11  shall  respond  to  calls  from 
Schools  Nos.  2,  4,  11,  12,  24  and  25  ;  the  substitutes  at  School 
No.  21  to  calls  from  Schools  Nos.  3,  10,  21  and  23,  and  the  sub- 
stitutes at  School  No.  5  to  calls  from  Schools  Nos.  6,  6,  7,  13 
and  20. 

The  substitutes  so  assigned  shall  report  to  the  Principals 
of  schools  first  above  named,  each  school  day,  twenty  minutes  be- 
fore the  opening  of  school,  both  in  the  morning  and  in  the  after- 
noon, and  remain  until  ten  minutes  after  the  opening  of  school ; 
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unless  sent  for  as  above  provided.  They  shall  pi'esent  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  at  the  eiul  of  each  month,  a  repoit 
signed  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  which  they  were  assigned, 
showing  that  they  have  reported  as  above  provided,  and  shall  re- 
ceive a  compensation  of  fifty  cents  a  day  for  each  day  on  which 
they  have  reported  ;  unless  they  have  been  engaged  in  substitut- 
ing ;  in  which  case  they  shall  receive  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a 
day.  Where  an  emergency  arises  requiring  the  services  of  a  sub- 
stitute or  substitutes,  in  addition  to  the  regular  Substitute  Corps, 
the  Principal  shall  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who 
shall  request  the  pei*sou  next  in  rank  on  the  Merit  List  to  act 
until  a  i*egular  substitute  can  be  obtained. 

56.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  assbtant  teacher 
in  any  school,  the  Sub-Committee,  in  whose  charge  the  school 
is,  shall  make  inquiry  and  report  to  the  Board  whether  the  va- 
cancy ciU)  be  filled  by  transfer  of  a  teacher  from  a  school  whei'e 
the  attendance  has  diminished  to  such  a  degree  that  the  sei'vices 
of  a  teacher  can  be  dispensed  with  without  injury  to  the  progress 
of  the  pupils.  If  such  Sub-Committee  shall  report  in  favor  of  such 
tmusfer,  then  it  shall  be  made  forthwith  upon  the  consent  of  the 
Sub-Committee  having  in  charge  the  school  from  which  such  trans- 
fer is  to  be  made.  If  such  transfer  can  not  be  made  as  above  pro- 
vided, such  vsicancy,  if  it  be  in  the  seventh,  eighth  or  ninth  year 
grade,  shall  be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  a  teacher  from  one  of 
the  lower  grades  in  the  school  in  which  the  vaciuicy  occurs,  if, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal  of  the  school,  such  teacher  is 
qualified  to  teach  a  higher  grade.  In  case  a  promotion  can  not 
be  made,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  transfer  from  another 
school  of  the  teacher,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  is  best  qualified  to  fill  such  position.  If  a 
transfer  shall  be  made  of  a  teacher  from  the  seventh  or  eighth 
year  grade  in  another  school,  the  vticancy  thus  made  in  said  last 
mentioned  school  shall  be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  a  teacher 
from  one  of  the  lower  grades  in  the  school,  if,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Principal  of  the  school,  such  teacher  is  qualified  to  teach  a 
higher  grade.  If  such  promotion  can  not  be  made,  the  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  a  tratisfer  from  another  school  by  the  Superin 
tendent  of  Schools  as  above  provided.  If  the  vacancy  occa 
sioned  by  the  transfer  above  provided  for,  or  if  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  1)3'  reason  of  death  or  resignation  or  i-emoval  by  the  Board, 
shall  be  in  the  kindergarten  or  in  any  one  of  the  first  six  years 
of  the  course,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  selection  of  the 
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person  standing  highest  on  the  substitute  list  whose  special  quali- 
fications as  therein  set  forth,  designate  her  as  the  peraon  entitled 
to  the  position.  If  there  are  two  or  moi*e  applicants  of  the  same 
rank,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  older  certificates ;  if  the 
certificates  bear  the  same  date,  the  name  or  names  shall  be 
selected  by  the  Board.  The  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  such 
position  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee. If,  during  that  period,  she  has  met  the  approbation  of 
the  Sub-Committee,  her  name  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board 
for  confiimation  by  ballot ;  such  confirmation  requiring  the 
a£Brmative  votes  of  at  least  four  members  of  the  Board. 

Whenever  a  permanent  appointment  shall  be  made  from  the  sub- 
stitute list,  the  person  standing  next  highest  on  the  merit  list 
shall  be  appointed  on  the  substitute  list  and  assigned  by  the 
Committee  on  Instruction  to  one  of  the  four  schools  to  which 
substitutes  shall  report.  But  qo  person  hereafter  appointed  on 
the  substitute  list  shall  receive  a  permanent  appointment  as 
teacher  until  the  pei^ons  in  their  respective  grades  on  such  list, 
namely,  the  kindergarten,  primary  or  intei*mediate,  shall  have 
first  been  appointed. 

In  case  a  person  is  appointed  to  said  substitute  list,  but  does 
not  desire  to  serve  on  the  same,  her  name  shall  be  stricken  fiom 
the  merit  list.  Should  a  woman  teacher  marry,  her  place  shall 
thereupon  become  vacant.  No  married  woman  shall  be  appointed 
teacher  or  Principal  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Board.  Ceitificates  to  teach  in  the  High  School 
shall  be  issued  to  such  pei'sons  only  who  have  had  three  years  of 
consecutive  and  successful  experience  in  teaching,  and  have  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  such  advanced  branches  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  Instruction  may  select ;  provided  that  a  full  four  years' 
collegiate  course  may  be  acce[)ted  as  an  equivalent  for  the  aforesaid 
prescribed  course  in  the  Training  Class  and  the  said  three  years  of 
experience ;  but  the  examination  in  advanced  branches  of  study 
above  prescribed  must  be  taken  in  all  cases,  and  no  peraon  shall 
be  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  among  the  women  teachers  in  the 
High  School  unless  she  holds  the  certificate  herein  prescribed. 

SUPERINTENDENT  TO  KEEP  LIST  OP  APPLICANTS  HOLDING  CERTIFI- 

GATES. 

67.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  keep  a  record 
of  the  names  and  addresses  of  such  pei*sons  as  are  found  qualified 
to  teach  and  have  I'eceived  ceitificates  thereof. 
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LIMITATION   OF   AGE   IN   GRANTING   OERTIFIGATES. 

58.  No  cei*tificate  of  qualification  as  a  teacher  shall  be  granted 
to  any  person  whose  age  is  less  than  eighteen  yeai*s. 

ATTENDANCE   O^   TEACHERS. 

59.  The  teachers  shall  punctually  observe  the  hours  appointed 
for  opening  and  closing  the  schools,  and  during  school  hours  shall 
faithfully  and  exclusively  devote  themselves  to  the  public  service; 
they  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective  school  rooms  twenty 
minutes  l)efore  the  time  prescribed  for  commencing  school,  and 
to  open  their  respective  school  rooms  for  the  reception  of  chil- 
dren, who  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  of  order  for  school 
houra  as  soon  as  they  enter  the  rooms. 

TARDINESS   AND   ABSENCE   OF   TEACHERS. 

60.  Teachers  who  are  not  i)reseut  at  their  respective  school 
rooms  twenty  minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  commencing 
school,  will  be  considered  as  tardy.  Teachers  who  are  not  pres- 
ent at  their  respective  schools  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  quarter 
past  one  o'clock  p.  m.,  will  be  considered  as  Uue.  The  assistants 
shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  at  school, 
both  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  furnish  the  presiding 
teacher  a  copy  of  the  same  on  the  last  school  day  of  each  month. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principals,  in  their  monthly  report  of 
attendance  of  teachers,  to  report  in  writing  all  cases  of  tardiness 
or  al)sence  from  duty  on  the  part  of  the  several  teachers  in  their 
respective  schools,  including  the  teachers  of  music  and  drawing, 
during  the  month.  Teachers  reported  late  or  absent  at  either  of 
the  8chof>l  sessions  shall  be  deemed  absent  from  duty  one-half 
day,  and  a  deduction  therefor  shall  be  made  from  the  salary  of 
the  delinquent  for  each  absence.  The  deduction  to  be  made  for 
being  late  or  absent  shall  be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
day's  absence  of  teachers  whose  annual  salaries  are  less  tiian 
$1,000,  and  thi*ee  dollara  for  each  day's  absence  of  teachei-s  whose 
annual  salaries  are  $1,000  or  more  ;  and  the  deduction  for  each 
case  of  tardiness  shall  be  fifty  cents.  The  absence  of  a  teacher 
may  be  excused  by  the  Board,  with  full  pay,  where  satisfactory 
evidence  is  produced  that  the  absence  is  caused  by  the  teacher's 
pensonal  illness.  No  such  absence  of  any  teacher  shall  be  excused 
with  full  pay  for  a  longer  period  than  thi*ee  months  in  the 
aggi-egate. 
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SALARIES  OF  TEACHEBS. 

61.  The  salaries  of  teachera  shall  commence  at  the  time  they 
respectively  enter  upon  their  duties,  and  are  payable  in  ten  pay- 
ments at  the  end  of  each  month  of  the  school  year ;  each  of  said 
payments  being  one-tenth  of  the  annual  salary  of  each  teacher. 

TEACHERS  TO  DEVOTE  THEMSELVES  EXCLUSIVELY  TO  THE  SCHOOLS. 

62.  The  teachers  shall  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  the 
duties  of  their  position. 

TIME  OF  MUSIC   AND   DRAWING  LESSONS  AND  ABSENCE  OF  MUSIC 

AND   DRAWING   TEACHERS. 

63.  The  teachei-s  of  music  and  drawing  shall,  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  strictly  comply  with  the  programme  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Instruction  regulating  the  time  to  be  devoted 
by  them  in  the  several  schools,  and  the  Pix^ident  of  the  Board 
may  excuse  their  tardiness  or  absence  for  like  reasons  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  teachers  are  excused  by  the  Sub-Committees. 


ARTICLE    VIL 
Relating  to  Diadpline. 

DISCIPLINE. 

64.  It  ib  enjoined  on  the  teachers  to  exercise  vigilant,  prudent 
and  firm  discipline,  and  to  govern  by  persuasion  and  gentle  meaa- 
ui-es,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  no  pei*sonal  chastisement  shall  be 
inflicted  except  by  the  principal  teacher.  For  violent  opposition 
or  gross  misbehavior,  the  Principal  may  exclude  a  pupil  from 
school  for  the  time  ;  and  in  all  cases  of  such  exclusion  shall  forth- 
with give  information  in  writing  of  the  cause  thereof  to  the  parent 
or  guardian,  and  shall  apply  to  the  Sub-Committee  for  advice  and 
direction.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  one 
school  who  has  been  expelled  by  the  Board  from  another,  or 
while  under  suspension,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  ;  but  any 
child  under  public  censure,  who  shall  have  expressed  to  the 
teacher  his  regret  for  his  folly  or  indiscretion,  as  openly  or  explic- 
itly as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  and  shall  have  given 
evidence  of  amendment,  shall,  with  the  previous  consent  of  said 
Sub-Committee,  be  reinstated  in  the  privileges  of  the  school. 


OOBPOEAL    PUNISHHENT, 

65.  Corporal  piiiiisbmeut  shall  be  iuflicted  only  after  the  nature 
of  the  ofiense  has  been  clearly  explained  to  the  [lupil,  and  shall  be 
restricted  to  blows  on  the  hund  with  a  rattan.  In  the  monthly 
reiwrts  of  the  Principals,  the  number  of  cases,  and  the  nature  of 
the  offense  in  each  c^tse,  in  which  corpomi  puiiishnieiit  bus  been 
inflicted  during  the  mouth  shall  be  stated.  All  teachers,  other 
than  Principals,  who  shall  inflict  corporal  punishment,  shall  be 
liable  to  diamissal. 

DSILLS   IN   RAPID   DISMISSION. 

66.  The  Principals  of  the  several  schools  shall  instruct  and  train 
the  pupiU  by  means  of  diill,  ut  least  once  iu  eaf-b  month,  so  that 
they  may,  on  a  sudden  emergency,  be  able  to  leave  the  building 
iu  ^e  shortest  possible  time  and  without  confusion  or  panic. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Relative    to    Pupils. 

PUPILS  TO  BE  NEAT  AND  CLEANLT. 

67.  No  child  who  comes  to  school  without  proper  attention 
having  been  given  to  the  cleimlinGss  of  his  jici'son  und  of  bis 
dress,  or  whose  clothes  are  not  properly  repaired,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  school,  but  shall  be  sent  home  to  be  prepared 
for  Bchool  in  a  proper  manner. 

PDPELS  HC8T  BE   SUPPLIED   WITH   NECESSARY   BOOKS,   ETC. 

68.  No  pupils  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  connection  with 
any  of  the  public  schools,  iniless  tliey  are  furnished  with  the  books 
and  utensils  regularly  required  to  be  used  in  various  classes. 


69.  Teachers  having  charge  of  pupils  who  are  habitually  truant 
shall  report  their  names  and  residences,  and  the  names  of  their 
parents  or  guardians,  to  the  member  of  the  Sub-Committee  hav- 
ing special  chaige  of  the  school. 

ABSENCE    OF  PUPILS   AND  6AN1TART   BBQULATIONS. 

70.  Whenever  any  scholar  is  absent  from  school  llic  tctcber 
shall  immediately  ascertain  the  reason ;  and  if  such   absence  l>e 
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not  occasioned  by  sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  or  is  not  satis- 
factorily explained,  such  pupil,  with  the  consent  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee, may  be  suspended  or  excluded  from  the  school.  Any 
pupil  who  is,  or  has  been,  sick  of  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  or  who  comes  from  a  dwelling  wherein  there  is  or  has 
been  any  case  of  such  diseases,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  attend 
school  until  he  produces  the  certificate  of  a  physician  that  he  may . 
attend  with  safety  to  himself  and  others.  Whenever  the  family 
physician  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  issuing  said  certifi- 
cate, the  case  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  for 
decision.  No  person  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  a  member  of  the  school. 

TARDINESS   AND   EXCUSES. 

71.  Tardiness  shall  be  subject  to  such  penalty  as  in  each  case 
the  teacher  may  think  proper.  Pupils  detained  at  home  must, 
on  returning  to  school,  bring  an  excuse  for  such  detention ;  and 
eveiy  pupil  wishing  on  any  day  to  be  dismissed  before  the  close 
of  the  session,  must  assign  satisfactory  reasons  thei*efor,  and  ob- 
tain the  consent  of  the  Principal. 

PUPILS  CHANGING   SCHOOLS  TO  HAVE  CERTIFICATE  OP  TRANSFER. 

72.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  from  one  school  to  another 
without  a  certificate  of  transfer  from  the  Principal  of  the  former 
school.  For  this  purpose  the  Clerk  shall  furnish  blanks  of  the  fol- 
lowing form  to  the  Principals  of  the  schools  :

The  Principals  are  directed  never  to  permit  any  school  room  to 
be  filled  beyond  its  seating  capacity. 

NON-RESIDENT   PUPILS. 

73.  Scholars  residing  out  of  the  city  may  be  admitted  to  any 
department  for  which  they  are  qualified,  under  the  same  regula- 
tions as  residents,  by  paying  three  dollars  per  term  in  advance. 
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for  admission  to  the  Primary  grades  (the  First  to  the  Fourth 
Years  inclusive),  four  dollars  per  term  in  advance  for  admission  to 
the  Grammar  grades  (the  Fifth  to  the  Ninth  Years  inclusive),  and 
fifteen  dollars  per  term  in  advance  to  the  High  2^chool. 

AWABD  OF   ICEDALS   AND   PHIZES. 

74.  Whenever  medals  or  prizes  of  any  kind  are  to  be  awarded 
to  any  of  the  pupils  of  the  schools  under  the  charge  of  the  Board, 
the  award  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  of  disinterested  persons 
not  connected  with  the  schools  in  any  capacity,  said  committee  to 
be  designated  by  the  Committee  of  the  Board  in  charge  of  the 
school  in  which  said  medals  or  prizes  are  ofiered,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE   IX. 
ReUUive  to  Janitors. 

APPOINTMENT  OP  JANITORS. 

75.  The  janitors  and  engineers  of  all  the  schools  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  receive  the  sums  severally  alloted  to  the  schools  for  the 
service  performed  by  them,  through  the  Principals,  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  in  monthly  instalments. 

DUTIES  OF  JANrrpRS. 

76.  Each  jaAitor  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  supervi- 
sion of  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  He  shall  engage  in  no 
other  occupation,  but  shall  devote  himself  entirely  to  the  care, 
cleaning  and  heating  of  the  building,  and  to  keeping  the  grounds 
and  water-closets  in  neat  condition. 

He  shall  open  his  building  promptly  for  the  school,  at  the  pre- 
scribed hours,  and  remain  in  and  about  the  same  during  school 
houra. 

He  shall  sweep  and  dust  the  school  rooms,  stairs  and  halls,  clean 
floors  and  windows,  and  give  a  thorough  cleaning  to  the  entire 
building,  as  often  as  required  by  the  Principal. 

He  shall  clean  the  streets  in  summer,  remove  the  snow  fi*om  the 
sidewalks,  approaches  and  gutters  in  the  winter,  and  do  any  work 
required  in  his  line  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

He  shall  aim  faithfully  to  keep  the  temperature  in  the  class- 
rooms at  a  standard  of  70  degi'ees  Fahrenheit,  and  shall  freely 
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consult  with  tho  Priocipal  as  to  the  manner  of  heating  and  venti- 
lating. Teachers  and  pupils  shall  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
apparatus  for  heating. 

He  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage  done  to  the  building, 
grounds,  or  property  contained  therein,  occasioned  by  his  neglect. 
During  vacations  he  shall  continue  in  charge  of  the  building,  and 
devote  his  time  to  putting  and  keeping  the  same  in  proper  condi- 
tion under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  He 
shall  attend  to  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  building  while  it  is 
undergoing  repair,  and  during  the  storing  of  fuel  in  the  vacations. 

He  shall  be  directed  to  see  that  the  American  flag,  if  there  is 
one  in  the  building,  shall  be  raised  on  all  days  and  occasions  when 
fliigs  are  raised  from  state  and  city  buildings. 

During  the  absence  of  a  janitor  from  school  by  reiison  of  sick- 
ness or  any  other  cause,  his  salary  shall  cease,  and  his  place  shall 
be  filled  immediately  with  a  competent  substitute,  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Buildings,  who  shall  report  his  action  to  the  Commis- 
sioner in  charge  for  his  approval ;  the  substitute  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

In  the  High  School,  the  work  shall  be  divided  between  the 
janitor  and  the  engineer  by  the  Principal,  and  the  engineer  shall 
also  assist  in  the  management  of  the  heating  apparatus  of  other 
schools  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings. 

Every  applicant  for  the  position  of  janitor  of  a  school  building 
must  fuiTiish  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  applicant  has  sufficient 
knowledge  and  is  in  every  respect  qualified  to  properly  manage 
the  apparatus  used  in  warming  the  building. 

In  case  of  steam-heated  school  buildings,  no  person  shall  be 
employed  as  janitor  without  a  certificate  of  qualification  signed  by 
a  former  employer,  and  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  the  engineer  of  the  High  School,  showing  that  he  has  8ei*ved 
one  year,  at  least,  as  a  steam  engineer  and  possesses  sufficient  me- 
chanical skill  to  provide,  so  far  as  practicable,  against  damage  to 
any  portion  of  the  school  property  arising  trom  the  use  of  the 
a))paratus. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Relative  to  By-Laws. 

NO   BY-LAWS  TO  BE   ALTERED    WITHOUT   A   BiAJOBITY  VOTE. 

77.  No  By-Law  or  Geneml  Rule  or  Regulation  shall  be  altered 
or  adopted  or  suspended  except  upon  the  affiiinative  vote  of  at 
least  four  members. 
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BT-LAWS  TO  GOVERN   ALL   SOHOOLS. 

78.  These  By-Laws,  Rules  aud  Regulatioos  shall  be  applicable 
Uy  the  High  School  as  well  as  the  other  schools  in  the  city,  except 
in  cases  where  they  conflict  with  the  Rules  aud  Regulations 
adopted  by  the  Board  for  the  government  of  that  school. 


ARTICLE  XI. 
teachers'  training  glass. 

79.  1.  The  course  shall  embrace  one  school  year. 

2.  There  shall  be  two  branches  in  the  couree,  the  one  to'em- 
brace  a  thorough  review  of  the  elementaiy  studies  which  are 
taught  in  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  to  include  daily  prac- 
tice in,  or  observation  of,  the  teaching  of  model  classes,  followed 
by  critical  discussions  of  methods  and  the  principles  of  pedagogy. 

3.  On  and  after  June  1,  1892,  the  course  shall  be  oi)ened  to 
resident  graduates  of  the  High  School,  or  to  residents  of  this 
city,  who  have  obtained  the  Regents'  academic  diploma.  Any 
non-resident  graduate  of  the  High  School,  or  any  other  non-resi- 
dent who  gives  the  same  evidence  of  preparation  required  by  this 
regulation,  shall  l>e  admitted  to  this  course  upon  paying  a  tuition 
fee  of  $75  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance. 

4.  At  the  completion  of  the  course,  certificates  of  qualification 
shall  be  issued  to  all  who  give  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Instruction  of  having  fulfilled  the  i*cquirements  of 
said  courae. 

5.  The  conduct  of  the  review  studies  aud  exercises  and  the 
training  shall  be  intrusted  to  an  instructor  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Board. 

6.  A  model  school  shall  be  conducted  at  School  No.  24  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  opportunities  for  constant  practice  in 
teaching. 

7.  All  details  of  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  depart- 
ment, not  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  arranged,  under  the  dii*ec-. 
tion  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  and  the  instioictor. 

8.  No  member  of  the  chiss  shall  be  appointed  as  assistant 
teacher,  or  be  permitted  to  act  as  a  substitute,  until  she  has  been 
granted  a  certificate  at  the  completion  of  this  coui-se. 

9.  The  closing  exercises  of  the  class  shall  take  place  at  the  end 
of  its  school  year,  and  shall  be  held  in  the  High  School.     The 
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exercises  shall  be  couducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Instruction  and  the  special  teacher  of  the  class. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
Relative  to  the  High  School, 

THE   FACULTY. 

80.  1.  The  Faculty  of  the  High  School  shall  Consbt  of  a  Princi- 
pal, a  Vice-Principal  and  Professor  of  Latin  and  Greek,  a  Professor 
of  Mathematics,  a  Professor  of  Natural  Sciences,  a  Professor  of 
English  Language  and  Literature,  a  firat  assistant  in  Latin  and 
Greek  (who  shall  be  Text-Book  Librarian),  and  a  second,  third, 
fourth  and  fifth  assistant  in  the  same  department;  a  firat  and  second 
assistant  in  Natural  Sciences;  a  first,  second  and  third  assistant  in 
Mathematics,  and  a  fii*st,  second,  third,  tburth  and  fifth  assistant 
in  English  Literature;  a  teacher  of  the  German  Language  and 
Literature,  a  teacher  of  Drawing,  a  teacher  of  Vocal  Music,  and 
two  teachei's  of  Manual  Training. 

SPECIAL   TEACHERS. 

2.  The  special  teachers  employed  in  the  High  School,  namely, 
those  who  are  not  required  to  give  their  undivided  time  to  the 
school,  shall  punctually  discharge  the  special  work  for  which  they 
are  employed,  at  such  hours  as  the  Principal  shall  appoint,  and 
shall  report  their  absences  to  him. 

SCHOOL    SESSIONS. 

3.  There  shall  be  one  session  of  the  High  School  daily,  begin- 
ning at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  ending  at  2  o'clock,  p.  m.,  with  a  re- 
cess of  twenty  minutes. 

REPORT  OF   PRINCIPAL, 

4.  The  Principal  of  the  High  School  shall  render  annually,  at 
the  firat  meeting  of  this  Boaid  in  the  month  of  September,  a  re- 
port on  the  state  and  progress  of  the  school  during  the  preceding 
year,  recommending  such  changes  and  improvements  as,  in.  his 
judgment,  will  promote  its  success. 

HEADS   OF   DEPARTMENTS. 

5.  Each  department,  namely,  Latin  and  Greek,  Mathematics, 
Natural  Sciences  and  English  Language  and  Literature,  shall  be 
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under  the  general  supervision  of  its  Professor,  who  shall  report  to 
the  Principal  any  changes  that  he  may  deem  necessary  to  add  to 
its  efficiency.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  heads  of  departments 
to  report  to  the  Principal  from  time  to  time,  any  defects  in  the 
text-books  or  other  facilities  provided  for  their  classes ;  or  any 
other  change  they  may  desire. 

text-books;  how  provided. 

6.  On  entering,  the  students  will  be  provided  with  necessary 
text-books  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  which  they  shall  each  pay 
annually  the  sum  of  two  dollai-s  ;  but  they  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  all  injury  done  beyond  ordinary  wear. 

OOURSES   OF   STUDY. 

7.  On  entering,  scholai'd  shall  select  from  the  courses  of  study 
pi-escribed  by  the  Board,  the  one  which  each  wishes  to  pursue. 
After  a  student  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  for  six  weeks, 
he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  change  from  one  course  of  study  to 
another,  excei)t  upon  the  written  request  of  his  parent  or  guar- 
dian (giving  specific  i*easons  for  such  request),  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Principal. 

4 

DIPLOMAS  AND    TERMS   OF  PROMOTION   AND   GRADUATION. 

8.  The  diplomas  given  to  graduates  in  the  several  courses  of 
study  shall  be  deemed  of  equal  rank.  A  pupil  who  is  conditioned 
in  two  or  more  of  the  regular  required  studies  completed  by  his 
class  at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  promo- 
tion. A  pupil  who  is  conditioned  in  one  study  must  make  up 
that  condition  befoi*e  the  close  of  the  ensuing  school  year  ;  other- 
wise he  shall  not  be  eligible  to  promotion. 

To  be  eligible  for  graduation,  a  student  must  have  completed 
the  prescribed  course  of  study,  and  must,  as  long  as  they  are  used 
in  the  school,  have  passed  the  Regents'  examinations  in  all  the 
Preliminary  subjects,  and  also  in  at  least  six  of  the  Academic 
branches. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

OFFICE   HOURS. 

81.  The  offices  of  the  Board  shall  be  kept  open  from  8:40 

o'clock  A.  M.,  to  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  except  on  Sundays  and  holidays. 

The  office  hours  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  be^from 
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11:30  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  4  to  5  p.  m.  on  school  diiys,  and 
from  9  A.  M.  to  12  M.  on  Saturdays. 

The  office  hours  of  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  shall  be 
from  11:30  A.  M.  to  12:30  p.  m. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

EVENING   SOHOOLB. 

82.  1.  Evening  Schools  shall  be  maintained  in  such  schools  and 
for  such  terms  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct ;  a 
scpanite  school  for  girls  to  be  held  in  the  High  School. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Instruction  shall  select  the  principal 
teachers  of  the  evening  schools  from  the  cori)s  of  Grammar 
School  Principals.  The  assistsmts  shall  be  assigned  from  the  Merit 
List  (excluding  those  who  are  on  the  Substitute  Corps),  in  the 
order  of  their  rank.  The  pay  of  both  Principals  and  assistants 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

3.  A  deposit  of  one  dollar  as  an  evidence  of  good  faith  will  be 
required  from  each  pupil  of  the  evening  schools ;  the  money  to  be 
retained  by  each  Principal  and  returned  at  the  close  of  the  term 
to^he  depositoi's  whose  attendance  has  been  satisfactory,  or  at  the 
time  of  leaving  to  all  who  have  attended  with  regularity.  No 
pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  evening  schools  who  is  not  lawfully 
employed  in  the  day  time,  or  is  under  fourteen  yeare  of  age. 
Principals  of  evening  schools  are  authorized  to  suspend  pupils 
from  attendance  whenever,  in  their  judgment,  the  well-being  of 
the  schools  requires  such  action.

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The  Superintendent  of  Schools  suhofiitted  the  following  report  : 

Albany,  May  10,  1892. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

Gentlemen — Concerning  the  lists  of  apparatus  and  books 
whofiic  purchuse  has  been  recommended  by  the  Professor  of  Na- 
tural Sciences  and  the  Principal  of  the  High  School  respectively, 
and  which  were  referred  to  me  Mfith  instructions  to  report  on  the 
propriety  of  the  snorgested  purchases,  and  also  as  to  the  advisabil- 
ity of  establishing  a  special  reference  library,  I  respectfully 
report : 

Firet,  1  find  the  articles  recommended  bvProf.  Onderdonk  well 
adapted  to  the  plan  of  instruction  in  Chemistry  aAd  Physics  now 
pursued  in  the  High  School,  with  the  exception  of  one  item.  The 
pieces  of  apparatus  suggested  are  nearly  all  illustrative  of  the 
latest  developments  of  electricity  and  optics,  and  will  be  very  use- 
ful in  explaining  new  processes  and  teims.  And,  as  these  articles 
will  all  be  of  use  whatever  plan  of  study  mny  be  pursued,  I  re- 
commend their  purchiise,  unless  the  Board  should  favor  a  plan  of 
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study  which  I  shall  recommend,  and  which  will  require  all  the 
funds  now  available.  The  item  I  not  i-ecommend  is  that  of 
twenty-five  dollai'S  ($25)  for  objects  for  polari^cope  and  hmtein 
slides.  Some  objects  for  the  polariscope  are  desirable,  and  the 
purchase  of  a  moderate  number  is  recommended  ;  but  the  lantern 
slides  I  cannot  recommend  until  I  am  better  satisfied  than  at 
present  that  they  ai-e  needed  for  educational  purposes  and  not  for 
entertainment. 

The  fifty  dollars  ($50)  asked  for  to  keep  up  the  stock  of  chem- 
icals and  minor  supplies,  as  well  as  for  small  repairs,  is  necessary, 
and  is  approved  ;  though  the  amount  ciin  not  be  paid  out  of  the 
the  apparatus  fund,  under  the  Begents'  rules,  and  must  be  charged 
to  *'  Supplies.'* 

The  alternative  plan  above  referred  to  is  the  one  urged  in  my 
last  annual  report,  where  I  suggested  a  re-casting  of  the  work  in 
physics,  botany  and  chemistry  upon  what  is  known  as  the  lal)or 
atory  plan,  whei-eby  all  the  simpler  experiments  and  investiga- 
tions may  be  made  by  the  student  himself;  a  plan  that  tends  to 
make  students  out  of  those  who  are  now,  too  often,  only  listcnei-s, 
that  gives  pupils  possession  and  control  of  principles,  instead  of 
making  them  repositories  of  unarranged  and  undigested  facts. 
This  plan  is  coming  into  almost  universal  use.  As  evidence  of 
the  general  opinion  on  this  matter,  I  quote  from  an  article  just 
published  by  Prof.  W.  M.  Davis,  of  Harvard  University,  who 
says: 

**  Physics  and  Chemistry  are  also  in  process  of  liberation  from 
text-book  control,  and  no  well-equipped  school  where  these  sub- 
jects are  taught  is  now  without  its  laboratory  in  which  simple  ex- 
periments may  be  performed  by  the  pupils  jis  a  means  of  really 
learning  the  fundamental  principles  of  these  sciences.'* 

Without  farther  discussion,  I  suggest  that  by  ushig  the  nearly 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  available,  for  a  plant  for  individual 
laboratory  work,  by  dividing  the  present  large  classes  into  smaller 
divisions,  by  transferring  one  teacher  to  the  Natural  Science  de- 
partment, and  by  relieving  the  Professf>r  and  his  assistants  from 
all  labor  now  performed  in  relation  to  matters  outside  the  depart- 
ment, the  new  plan  of  instruction  can  be  put  into  successful  ope- 
ration during  the  coming  year. 

Should  this  be  done,  the  question  of  the  purchiise  of  the  books 
asked  for  would  be  disposed  of,  as  there  would  be  no  funds  with 
which  to  make  the  purchase. 

Second,  should  the  Board,  however,  not  feel  ready  to  adopt 
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the  laboratory  plan  of  instruction  at  present,  I  i-ecommend  the 
purchase  of  the  following  books  named  on  the  list :

The  constant  use  for  and  the  need  of  duplicate  copies  of  these 
standard  reference  books  in  a  large  school  of  the  grade  of  the 
High  School  is  apparent. 

I  find  that  the  regulations  of  the  Regents  permit  the  purchase, 
with  the  funds  under  consideration,  of  books  for  collateral  I'eading 
as  well  as  for  reference,  so  that  the  recommendation  to  purchase 
the  other  books  named  in  the  list  was  entii'ely  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  grant  from  the  Regents.  I  do  not  recommend 
their  purchase,  however,  for  the  i*eason  that  nearly  all  of  them  a,ve 
now  in  the  Libmry,  and  that  such  as  are  not  can  readily  be  pro- 
cured. 

The  Library  is  supix>sed  to  be  accessible  to  the  teachere  and 
pupils  of  the  High  School ;  if  it  is  not  sufficiently  accessible,  it 
must  be  rendered  so.  When  removed  to  the  new  quarteis,  sDon 
to  be  provided,  the  library  will  be  moi*e  convenient  for  daily  use 
than  at  present.  I  believe  that  books  in  the  Library  that  serve  to 
illustrate  and  supplement  the  studies  pursued  in  the  school  should 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  teachers  with  as  much  freedom  as 
a  judicious  care  for  their  safe  custody  will  permit.  The  placing 
of  such  books  on  teachei's'  desks  for  daily  reference  and  for  read- 
ing by  pupils  will  surely  be  increasing  the  practical  usefulness  of 
the  Library.  This  has  been  done  to  some  extent  in  the  past,  with 
good  results.  By  enlarging  the  number  of  books  thus  placed  at 
the  convenience  of  teachei's  and  pupils,  the  use  of  the  several 
books  asked  tor  will  be  obtained. 

I  do  not  think  it  would  be  well  to  establish  in  the  High  School 
a  reference,  or  any  other  kind  of  a  librai-y,  separate  in  manage- 
ment from  the  Library  now  established,  because  such  a  course 
would  result  in  a  divided  responsibility  and  a  diversity  of  man- 
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agomeDt-  that  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  harmful  to  all  the*  in- 
terests ooucerned.  The  present  Library  is,  as  it  should  bev  both  a 
reference  and  a  circulating  libraty  for  the  High  School,  thougk 
not  exclusively  so,  and  I  can  see  no  adequate  reason  why  it  should 
act. continue  to  fulfill  that  office,  with  the  understanding  that  its 
management  shall  conform  to  the  needs  of  the  teachers  and 
pupils.

Albany,  May  31,  1892. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Insiructmi : 

Pureuant  to  your  instructions,  I  have  inquired  into  the  cost  of 
fitting  up  a  hiI)oratory  for  individual  experimentation  in  the  High 
School  and  find  that  a  sufficiently  complete  outfit  for  fitly  i)upil8 
csm  be  insUilled  for  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dolIai*s  ($600).  Of 
this  amount,  the  Apparatus  Fund  can  furnish  one-half,  as  the 
Regents'  office  has  decided  that  the  individual  apparatus,  which 
would  embmce  at  least  one-half  of  the  entire  cost,  may  properly 
bo  purchased  from  that  fund.  To  make  up  the  remainder  of  the 
cost,  the  Board  will  have  available  in  the  fall  a  sufficient  amount 
from  the  accumulation  of  tuition  money,  which  the  Board  may 
use  for  whatever  purpose  it  deems  best. 

As  this  plant  should  be  constructed,  and  placed,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Natural  Science,  no  real 
delay  would  occur  by  waiting  until  fall  to  contract  for  the  work, 
and  for  the  money  to  be  on  hand. 

As  to  a  room  for  this  purpose,  there  can  be  no  hesitation  in 
selecting  what  is  known  as  room  F.  This  room  adjoins  the 
chemical  lecture  room,  is  large  enough  for  a  plant  for  seventy- 
five  or  more  persons  and  will  be  exceedingly  well-lighted  when 
the  skylights  already  contracted  for  are  made.  This  room  was 
designed  for  the  classes  in  Drawing  ;  but  besides  the  fact  that  its 
sloping  sides  make  it  undesiiable  for  these  classes,  a  suitable  place 
can  be  provided  for  them  by  omitting  the  partitions  from  the  third 
story  of  the  extension  rooms  which  face  on  Steuben  sti'eet ;  the 
room  thus  afibrded  l)oing  about  fifty  (50)  feet  long  by  twenty-five 
(25)  feet  wide. 

I  suggest  that  if  this  plan  for  providing  and  locating  an  indi- 
vidual laboratory  is  to  be  adopted,  early  action  is  necessary,  as 
the  erection  of  the  addition  is  progressing  rapidly  towards  the 
floor  affected  by  the  proposed  omissions  of  partitions.

Schools  No6.  3,  6  aud  23  report  prevalence  of  measles  and 
scarlet  fever  as  affecting  their  attendance  nnfavorably. 

School  No.  8  repoila  May,  1892,  as  giving  the  largest  May 
attendance  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  inci'ease  in  the  item  per  cent,  of  attendance  and  the  de- 
crease in  the  items  c(n*poral  punishment,  suspension  and  truancy 
are  the  noticeable  and  favorable  features  of  this  month's  report. 

Comnminioations. 

A  communication  was  presented  from  Miss.  J.  K.  Ward,  teacher 
in  School  No.  21,  asking  a  leave  of  absence  until  the  end  of  the 
school  year  with  the  allowance  of  the  difference  between  her  own 
and  the  substitute's  pay  for  the  time  of  her  absence.

Coznmumoatiozi  to  the  City  Authorities. 
The  Pi'esident  presented  the  following  draft  of  a  communication 
from   this  Board  to  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Finance  and  the 
Common  Council : 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor;  and  to  the  Board  of  Finance;  and 
to  the  Common  Council: 

The  Board  of  Public  Instruction  wish  to  brnig  before  you 
the  condition  of  schools  Nos.  6  and  23. 

The  late  Board  of  Public  Instruction  sold  the  School-house  No. 
23,  which  had  been  condennied  as  unhealthy.  It  was  expected 
that  the  new  building  to  be  erected  for  No.  6  would  be  large 
enough  to  take  also  the  scholars  of  No.  23.  The  lute  Board  ap- 
proved of  a  design  and  plans  accordingly.  But  the  design  and 
plans  were  returned  by  the  Building  Commission  for  the  reason 
that  the  building  could  not  be  erected  for  the  money  available. . 
And  the  present  Board  has  been  informed  by  the  Building  Com- 
mission that  only  the  sum  of  $48,000,  could  be  allowed  for  build- 
ing No.  6. 

Accordingly  the  Board  has  had  plans  prepared  intended  to 
come  within  that  amount.  But  such  plans  will  be  for  a  building 
of  sixteen  rooms,  which  will  substantially  accommodate  only  the 
scholars  at  present  attending  No.  6.  There  will  lie  no  room  for 
the  scholars  of  No.  23. 

Owing  to  the  sale  of  No.  23,  and  its  bad  condition,  the  Board 
has  been  obliged  to  give  it  up  altogether.  The  Board  tried  un- 
successfully to  hire  rooms  elsewhere  for  the  school. 

At  |>resent  the  scholars  of  No.  23  occupy  in  the  afternoon  a 
part  of  School-house  No.  7.  This  is  a  temporary  arningement, 
and  is  evidently  objectionable,  because  it  shoitens  the  school 
hours  both  of  the  scholars  in  No  7  and  of  those  in  No.  23. 

When  the  building  of  the  new  SchooUhouse  No.  6  shall  begin, 
of  course  there  will  be  also  an  interruption  of  that  school,  which 
also  will  have  to  be  provided  for  by  some  temporaiy  arrangement. 

In  respect  to  School  No.  23,  one  of  three  things  is  necessary  : 
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1.  To  abandon  the  school  altogether  and  deprive  the  200  child- 
i-en  of  all  opportunity  for  public  education. 

2.  To  keep  them  for  a  part  of  the  day  in  School-house  No.  7, 
thus  incommoding  that  school  and  reducing  the  study-bout's  of 
both  schools. 

3.  To  erect  a  now  building  for  School  No.  23  at  some  lot  to  be 
selected,  the  cost  probably  not  to  exceed  $45,000. 

The  Board  desires  to  bring  this  matter  early  before  you  in 
order  that  you  may  understand  sis  soon  as  possible  the  necessities 
of  the  case,  and  that  at  the  proper  time  you  may  take  the  neces- 
sary action,  if  a  new  school-house  is  to  be  erected. 

Mr.  Bendell  moved  that  the  foregoing  be  adopted  as  the  ex- 
pression of  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  and  that  the  communication 
signed  by  the  President,  be  duly  transmitted.

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  a  system  of 
heating  and  ventilation  should  be  provided  for  School  No.  6, 
which  shall  warm  the  rooms  of  said  building  to  a  seventy  degrees 
Fahrenheit  temperature  during  the  coldest  weather,  and  that  each 
class-room  should  be  so  uniformly  warm  that  no  two  seats  in  the 
same  room  and  on  the  stime  level  shall,  at  the  same  time,  show  a 
difference  of  more  than  two  degrees  FHhrenheit ;  and  that  if  any 
room  shall  become  overheated  in  cold  winter  weather,  the  same

Commumcation  &om  the  Mayor. 
The    following  communication   was  read    and    ordemd  to  be

City  of  Albany,  Mayor's  Office, 
Albany,  June  15,  1892. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Public  Listruction  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  received  from  your  honorable  body, 
under  date  of  June  8th,  a  communication  in  which  you  stiite 
that  the  new  building  for  School  No.  6  will  accommodate  only 
the  pupils  already  provided  for  by  the  building  now  used  for  that 
school ;  that  the  pupilt^  in  School  No.  23  are  still  unprovided  for, 
iis  that  building  is  unfit  for  school  purposes  and  has  been  aban- 
doned by  your  Board,  and  that  it  is  now  imi)erative  to  decide 
upon  one  of  three  several  courses — to  abandon  the  school  alto- 
gether, to  keep  the  pupils  of  School  No.  23  during  part  of  each 
school  day  in  School  No.  7,  or  to  erect  a  new  building  for  School 
No.  23,  at  a  cost  of  probably  not  more  than  $45,000. 

In  reply  to  this  communication,  I  have  the  honor  to  inlbnn 
you  that  there  is  at  present  no  authority  for  the  city  to  erect 
another  school  house,  and  that  the  solution  of  the  problem  now 
before  your  Board  must  be  found  by  a  judicious  distribution  of 
the  pupils  in  School  No.  23  among  the  several  public  schools 
adjacent  to  the  building  now  used  for  that  school.  The  Public 
Buildings  Commission  has  no  power  to  erect  buildings  other  than 
those  specified  in  the  act  under  which  the  commission  is  organized. 
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To  becure  the  authoiity  needed  to  erect  another  school  build- 
ing it  will  be  necessary  for  your  Board  to  go  to  the  Legisla- 
lature,  or  to  have  the  sum  needed  inserted  in  the  next  annual 
budget.

Albany,  Sept.  27,  1892. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  In^stniction  : 

The  (^ommittee  on  Instruction  respectfully  beg  leave  to  present 
the  following  i-eport  : 

Last  year  tho  Board  tried  the  experiment  of  evening  schools  in 
this  city.  Schools  Nos.  1,  11,  13  and  the  High  School  were  se- 
lected :is  the  most  convenient  places  for  the  holding  of  the 
schools,  and  a  cor^^s  of  teachers  was  employed  to  take  charge  of 
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the  schools.  The  schools  opened  on  October  5,  1891,  and  con- 
tinued until  Feb.  3,  1892.  The  results  justified  the  expenditures 
that  were  made,  and  established  the  fact  that  there  are  many 
young  men  and  young  women  in  this  city,  l)et\veen  the  ages  of 
twelve  and  twenty  yeara,  who  are  deprived  of  the  advantages  of 
school  during  the  day  and  who  are  desirous  of  educating  them- 
selves, and  are  willing  to  devote  time  and  study,  after  the  hours 
of  work,  for  that  purpose. 

There  was  a  registered  number  of  433.  The  average  member- 
ship was  315,  and  the  average  attendance  was  2H1.  We  l)elieve 
that  this  number  will  be  equaled,  if  not  incnused,  by  opening  the 
schools  again  this  year.  Your  committee  would,  therefore,  re- 
commend : 

First  That  the  same  schools  that  were  used  last  year  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  evening  school  sessions. 

Second,  That  the  same  Principals  b^  employed  as  last  year, 
viz.:  Messra.  Sherwood,  Howe,  Rockwell  and  McQuade  ;  and 
that  two  assistants  be  employed  for  each  school  from  those  stand- 
ing highest  on  our  Merit  List. 

Third.  That  the  same  com])ensati(m  be  i)aid  as  hist  year  to  the 
teachers  and  janitors,  viz.:  two  dollai*s  ($2)  an  evening  for  the 
Principals  ;  one  dollar  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  tor  the  jissisUuit  teitchei-s, 
and  seventy-five  (75c.)  for  the  janitors. 

Fourth.  That  each  pupil  applying  foi-  admission  shall  de[)osit 
with  the  Principal  one  dollar  ($1),  sis  an  evidence  of  his  intention 
to  attend  and  receive  instruction,  the  same  to  be  refunded  at  the 
end  of  the  term  to  all  those  atUiiuius^  an  averaa;e  of  seventv-five 
(75)  per  cent,  in  deportment  and  scholarship. 

Fifth,  That  the  schools  open  on  October  10,  1892,  and  con- 
tinue  until  Friday,  January  27,  1893. 

Sixth,  That  an  advertisement  be  inserted  in  the  city  official 
papers  and  that  a  sufficient  immber  of  posters  be  printed,  stating 
the  time  when  the  schools  will  open  and  the  days  when  the  Prin- 
cipals will  be  at  the  various  schools  for  the  purpose  of  registration.

Address  to  Members  of  the  Graduating  Class  bt

President  William  L.  Leajrned. 

J/y  Young  Friends  of  the  Graduating  Class : 

This  is  the  end  of  your  school  days.  It  h  the  termination  of 
a  long  and  perhaps  wearisome  course  of  study.  This  special 
oi)portunity  which  you  have  had  for  cultivating  your  minds  and 
for  extending  your  knowledge  has  come  to  a  close.  Whether 
you  have  imi)r()ved  it  or  have  wasted  it,  it  is  all  past,  and  3'ou 
can  not  go  hack  to  nuike  good  any  defect:^.  It  would  be  strange 
if  there  were  not  some  regrets  in  your  hearts  that  yon  had  not 
worked  more  earnetitly  and  faithfully  in  the  years  that  have  gone. 
Very  few  of  us  close  any  career  with  a  feeling  of  perfect  satis- 
faction. As  we  look  hack  we  i>ee  the  failures  that  we  had  not 
noticed  before,  and  wc  awake,  when  it  is  too  late,  to  the  conviction 
that  we  have  done  much  less  than  wixs  in  our  power.  But  such 
regrets  aie  useless,  except  as  they  may  stimulate  us  to  greater 
zeal  and  activity  in  the  future.  If  then  any  of  you  feel  that  you 
have  falle:)  short  of  what  you  now  see  to  have  been  your  duty  in 
these  school  years,  let  such  feelings  inspire  you  with  the  determi- 
natiim  that  your  future  lives  shall  cause  no  regrets  of  this  kind. 

You  are  al)out  to  step  into  a  new  position  in  life.  From  being 
controlled  and  guided,  hemmed  in  by  rules  and  regulations,  you 
are  to  be;  to  a  large*  extent,  your  own  mastei-s.  You  are  to 
govern  yourselves,  and  thus  are  to  know  whether  this  school  h:is 
tjiught  you  that  nio.st  important  lesson  :  to  be  the  master  over 
your  own  passions  and  impulses.  Of  what  use  to  load  a  vessel 
with  precious  freight,  if  the   man  at  the  helm   lacks  either  the 
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power  or  the  will  to  direct  the  veasePs  course  ?  Of  what  use  all 
the  knowledge  aud  skill  you  may  have  acquired  if  you  are  to 
drift  through  life  hither  and  thither,  as  passions  and  impulse^ 
may  turn  you  ?  Have  then  some  fixed  aim.  and  a  firm  control 
over  youi*self  in  all  your  future  life.  Learn  to  resist  the  tempta- 
tions  which  are  so  powerful  at  this  period  of  your  lives.  Walk 
strictly  and  steadfastly  in  the  path  of  duty,  whatever  it  may  be 
and  wherever  it  may  lead,  and  make  your  lives  a  blessing  to 
3'ourselvesand  to  the  world 

You,  like  the  young  of  every  generation,  owe  everything  to 
those  who  have  preceded.  To  your  parents'  love  and  care  you 
are  indebted  for  the  sui)i)ort  and  nourishment  of  the  past  yeai-s. 
To  the  liberality  of  the  generations  which  have  gone  before,  you 
are  indebted  for  the  grand  opportunities  which  you  have  enjoyed 
in  these  public  institutions  of  learning.  You  can  not  repay  these 
obligations  to  thosje  who  bestowed  them.  But  it  is  for  you  to 
hand  the  same  opportunities  on  to  those  who  shall  follow  you. 
It  is  for  you,  by  worthy  lives,  to  repay  what  you  have  i-eceived, 
not  so  much  to  those  who  gave  as  to  the  world*  about  you. 
Kcmember  the  Divine  Siiying,  '*  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give." 

You  will  of  couree.  as  you  go  frpm  this  school,  have  your  own 
private  duties  and  responsibilities.  But  bear  in  mind  that  a 
selfish  life,  however  much  it  may  glitter  in  wealth  or  show  or 
power,  is  only  a  i)oor  life  after  all.  Life  that  is  centered  in  self 
is  but  the  life  of  the  brute.  Even  the  dog  that  is  truthful  and 
obedient  to  lus  master  rises  above  that  low  range  of  action,  and 
shows  something  of  the  nobler  and  grander  life  which  is  spent 
for  others.  It  is  the  honor  of  man  not  to  spend  his  stit^ngth 
merely  for  his  own  pleasure,  but  to  work  for  others,  lor  wife,  for 
family,  for  home,  for  country.  And  so  I  would  ask  you  as  you 
look  forward  and  make  your  plans  in  life  to  bear  this  thought  in 
mind  that,  so  far  as  you  can,  you  must  strive  to  do  good  in  the 
world,  to  make  the  world  better,  and  so  in  some  degi-ee  repay 
what  you  have  received  from  those  who  have  labored  for  your 
welfare. 

In  the  contest  for  honoi-s  in  school  it  necessarily  happens  that 
all  can  not  succeed.  Often  those  may  not  succeed  who  have 
striven  the  hardest.  They  may  fall  behind  for  no  fault  of  theiiis. 
So  it  will  be  in  your  future  lives.  Some  may  win  what  looks 
like  success ;  others  without  fault  of  their  own  may  fail.  But 
that  which   looks  like  success  not  infrequently  proves  to  be  a 
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failure,  and  brings  disiippointment  and  sorrow  following  close 
after.  And  uKinv  thinirs  which  look  brilliant  and  attra<.*tive  to 
ycui  now  and  temi)t  your  eager  gaze  will  turn  dull  and  worthless 
should  you  ever  griisp  them.  But  there  is  one  contest  in  which 
all  may  succeed,  in  which  no  one  need  fail  and  no  one  can  be 
disappointed.  That  is  the  attempt  to  lead  a  good  and  useful  lite. 
No  one  engaged- in  that  competition  will  ever  be  chagrined  by 
the  thought  that  someone  else  is  better  than  he  is.  No  one  will 
find  that  a  life  of  real  goodness  will  prove  an  api)le  of  Sodom. 

I  congratulate  you,  my  young  friends,  on  having  completed 
your  studies  in  the  High  School.  And  I  congratulate  this  city 
that  so  many  intelligent  and  educated  young  |)eople  are  coming 
forward  to  take  their  places  in  the  ranks  of  life.  It  is  on  you  and 
on  others  that  yeiir  after  year  follow  you  that  the  hopes  of  our 
city  largely  rest.  With  such  education  its  you  have  received 
your  influence  over  the  welfare  of  our  city  will  be  great. 
Whether  you  are  actively  engaged  in  out-of-door  life  or  whether 
as  sistei*s  and  wives  you  are  exerting  a  Lome  influence,  in  either 
cjise  you  can  do  a  gicat  deal  to  create 'and  perpetuate  what  we  so 
much  ni^d,  a  sound,  honest,  uin-iglit  public  sentiment.  This  it  is 
your  duty  to  do,  and  by  doing  tills  you  can  repay  something  of 
the  debt  you  owe. 

What  else  have  we  to  trust  to  ?  If  you  who  have  received  all 
that  this  city  can  give  in  the  way  of  education — if  you  are  untrue 
to  its  interest;  if  you  do  not  frown  upon  all  fraud  and  corrup- 
tion, upon  all  cheating  and  dishonesty,  what  then  is  all  this  sys- 
tem of  edu<mtion  good  for  ?  Better  hon&st  ignorance  than  edu- 
cated wickedness.  If  learning  and  knowledge  are  to  result  only 
in  m.'iking  their  possessors  more  capable  ot  defrauding  others  and 
of  showing"  how  to  win  wordly  success  by  crafty  means,  then 
schools  are  worse  than  useless.  iSo  I  urge  upon  you  to  show  by 
your  lives  that  you  have,  in  the  schools  of  this  city,  not  merely 
gained  knowledge  and  the  skill  to  use  it,  but  that  you  have  be- 
come iin!)ued  with  those  great  doctrines  of  purity  and  morality 
which  will  make  you  truly  useful  men  and  women.  Of  ccmrse  it 
is  not  the  province  of  the^^e  schools  to  teach  the  peculiar  tenets  of 
any  religious  faith.  But  I  hope  the  day  is  distant  when  the  great 
truths  of  love  to  God  and  of  good  will  to  men  will  cease  to  have 
an  abidins:  influence  over  our  scholars. 

Some  two  weeks  ago,  on  your  class  day,  you  remember,  when 
the  curtain  which  obscured  your  orjft  to  the  Hio:h  School  was 
drawn  aside,  how  the  light  from  above  suddenly  streamed   down 
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upon  you  and  lighted  up  your  upturned  faces.  The  room  which 
had  seemed  somewhat  dull  Wits  instantly  illumined  with  bright- 
ness, as  ihc  i*ays  of  the  sun  sparkled  through  the  rich  coloi-s  of 
the  gloss.  And  following  the  language  of  your  worthy  Principal 
I  spoke  a  word  of  another  and  a  nohler  **  light  from  above,"  as 
the  guide  of  your  future  lives.  Permit  me  to  recall  that  thought. 
You  cannot  escape  toils  an«l  perplexities,  cares  and  anxieties. 
The  wwk  of  the  world  tends  to  make  you  look  downward  as  if 
the  light  on  your  path  was  to  come  from  things  around  you.  But 
most  surely,  if  you  will  but  sec  il,  there  is  a  light  from  above. 
As  the  golden  ra>s  poured  down  on  that  chiss  day  and  illumined 
everything  about  you,  so  in  your  times  of  trouble  and  difficulty, 
if  you  will  only  believe  it,  there  shall  come  to  you  a  '*  light  from 
above."  It  shall  cheer  you  in  i)erplexity  ;  it  shall  dirott  you  in 
doubt.  Without  it.s  benign  influence  your  liv(«  nuiy  bo  groveling 
and  selfish.  But  in  its  Divine  radiance  they  shall  move  onward, 
brighter  and  clearer,  till  they  reach  the  Eternal  source  of  all  tiue 
light  in  heaven. 

Especially  you,  young  men,  need  this  aid  to  make  you  strong 
against  temptation;  against  the  temptations  of  vice  in  its  many 
alluring  forms,  most  alluring  now  in  your  young  days.  You 
need  it  to  make  you  strong  to  stand  up  for  what  is  right,  no 
matter  what  crowds  n)ay  oppose  you  ;  to  make  yon  strong 
against  what  is  called  public  oi)inion,  but  what  is,  in  fact,  only  u 
noisy  pretence.  Be  brave,  then,  at  all  times  in  this  light  of 
Heaven  to  do  right.  Do  not  think  that  it  is  of  no  consequence 
to  your  mature  lives  if  for  a  time  you  give  way  to  the  tempta- 
ticms  which  are  certain  now  to  beset  you.  If  you  yield,  be  sure 
that  you  will  bear  the  scars,  even  if  you  are  not  utterly  over- 
thrown. 

One  cannot  look  u^Km  such  a  miraber  of  young  men  as  ai-e 
now  before  me  without  an  earnest  wish  that  he  could  impress  on 
their  minds  the  surpassing  value  of  that  puie  and  unsullied  youth 
which  they  possess. 

It  is  as  if  each  of  you  were  entrusted  with  the  possession  of  a 
priceless  vase,  the  work  of  some  gieat  artist,  graceful  in  outline 
and  adorned  with  rich  designs.  How  carefully  would  you  carry 
such  a  gift  through  the  busy  crowds.  How  anxicms  would  you 
be  lest  some  careless  hand  should  deface  it  or  some  rouirh  blow 
should  shatter  it  in  pieces.  But  no  vase  of  mortal  handiwork 
has  any  such  value  as  you  now  have  in  yourselves;  in  your  body, 
your  mind  and  your  soul.     It  is  for  you  to  say  whether  you  will 
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l>ear  this  trea&ure  thus  entrusted  to  you  siitely  through  the  perils 
of  life,  or  whether  you  will  recklessly  dash  it  into  fragments. 
Remember :  the  vase  may  be  patched  ;  it  never  can  be  made 
whole,  when  once  broken. 

And  now  my  young  friends  going  out  of  this  school,  whei*e 
you  have  walked  side  by  side,  your  paths  will  be  separate. 
Diflbrent  duties  and  different  pursuits  will  claim  you.  Some 
of  you  will  prohubly  continue  for  a  time  in  your  scholastic 
pui>$uits.  Others  will  turn  aside  to  the  active  duties  of  life. 
Let  me  urge  even  on  these  not  to  give  up  altogether  the 
habits  of  study  in  which  you  have  all  been  trained.  There  is 
danger  that  you  will  lose  something  of  the  interest  which  you 
have  acquired  in  litei'ature  of  various  kinds;  and  that  you  will 
begin  to  think  that  the  active  work  of  life  is  of  far  more  import- 
ance than  the  works  of  ))oets  and  thinkers.  But  however  neces- 
sary such  active  work  may  be,  you  may  still  give  some  part  of 
your  time  to  those  pursuits  which  do  not  directly  tend  towards 
the  getting  of  your  daily  bread.  By  keeping  yourselves  thus 
constantly  in  contact  with  the  literature  of  past  ages  and  of  the 
present,  you  will  siive  yourselves  from  falling  into  those  narrow 
views  to  which  all  are  liable  who  confine  their  thoughts  and  their 
work  to  a  tixed  routine  of  daily  lab(n'.  Even  a  professional  man 
is  in  danger  of  being  absorbed  iu  the  work  and  study  of  his  pro- 
fession. 8till  more  the  man  of  business  is  liable  to  think  there 
is  little  of  importimce  beyond  the  limits  of  his  shop  or  counting 
room.  So  the  woman,  tilled  with  thoughts  about  the  necessities 
of  the  household,  may  drop  from  her  mind  those  loftier  thoughts 
which  were  once  familiar.  So  far  then  as  you  can,  I  would  urge 
you,  in  your  future  lives,  to  continue  some  of  the  intellectual 
study  in  which  you  have  been  engaged.  Do  not  let  it  drop,  as  if 
it  were  a  matter  in  which  you  had  no  further  interest. 

And  now,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  and  in 
behalf  of  the  Principal  and  Faculty  of  the  High  School,  I  wish 
you  God  speed,  with  our  warmest  wishes  for  your  success.  We 
do  not  know  and  cannot  tell  what  is  best  for  you.  But  there  is 
One  who  knows  and  in  His  Fatherly  keeping  we  leave  you.

Report  of  the  (Committee  on  Graduating  Essays. 

Department  of  History,  Vassar  College, 
PouGHKEEPSiE,  N.  Y.,  May  10,  1892. 

Principal  0.  D,  Robinson  : 

Dear  Sir  —  The  committee  authorized  by  the  Faculty  ol 
Vassal;  College  to  examine  iXid  essays  submitted  to  it  by  you,  beg 
leave  to  make  the. following  report : 

The  committee  is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  prize 
should  be  awarded  the  essay  on  Prison  Labor^  signed  **  Ciucin- 
atus/'  This  essay  seemed  to  them  superior  to  any  of  the  othei"s 
presented  in  its  vigorous  and  logical  thought,  excellent  analysis, 
and  its  simplicity,  directness  and  conciseness  of  exprei>i>ion.  The 
essay  also  commended  itself  to  the  committee  on  account  of  it^ 
lack  of  moralizing  and  of  attempts  at  what  may  be  termed  fine 
writing. 

The  committee  has  assigJied  the  place  of  first  honorable  men- 
tion to  the^ssay  on  Pnson  Labor  l)y  "  Sodi."  Thijs  decision  was 
based  on  the  fact  that  an  abundance  of  excellent,  pertinent 
material  had  been  collected,  and  this  material  had  not  only  been 
well  arranged  and  analyzed,  but  it  had  been  well  digested  and 
assimilated.  As  a  rule,  theie  was  also  an  absence  of  purely 
rhetorical  writing. 

Second  honorable  mention  is  given  the  essay  on  What  NeM  f 
signed  '*A  Prophetess."  This  rank  was  jussigned  the  essay 
because  of  its  clear  thought  and  good  expreSvsion,  and  also  because 
the  illustiiitions  were  fresh  and  drawn  from  the  writer^s  own 
observation. 

Third  honorable  mention  is  given  the  essay  on  77/e  End  Not 
Te^,  signed  '*np6<7w  Kat  ^vw."  This  essay  seemed  excellent  in  many 
respects,  especially  in  epigrammatic  and  imaginative  expression, 
and  for  S(mie  reasons  deserved  a  higher  place  on  the  list.  The 
writer  was,  however,  hampered  by  the  snlyect  selected,  which  did 
not  permit  definite,  forcible  treatment,  and  the  essay  was  marred, 
especially  in  the  latter  part,  by  the  affectation  of  an  impassioned 
style,  out  of  keeping  with  the  subject. 

Fourth  honorable  mention  is  given  the  essay  on  1492-1892, 
by  **  Columbia."     The  committee  commended   in  thio  paper  the 

*  The  prizes  lor  reading  and  sneaking  were  awarded  on  commencement  evening  by  a 
committee  conbisling  of  Principal  H.  P.  Warren,  M>ron  U.  Coonoy.  Ksq.,  and  Joaepli 
Craig,  M.  D.  For  lack  of  time  to  prepare  the  same,  no  written  report  was  rendered 
beyond  giving  the  names  of  tho  successful  competitors. 
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written  analysis  of  the  subject  and  facility  in  clear,  picturesque 
and  imaorinative  writinsr,  but  felt  that  its  jjeneral  excellence  was 
somewhat  vitiated  by  the  fact  that  the  manner  of  presenbition 
often  overshadowed  the  matter  presented. 

Three  other  essays  seemed  in  sevenil  respects  worthy  of  honor- 
able mention,  but  decision  against  them  was  given  because  of  the 
frequent  use  of  illustrations,  especially  those  drawn  from  the 
history  of  Greece  and  Kome,  which  were  beyond  the  experience 
MV  knowledge  of  the  writers,  aud  therefore  of  so  vague  and  gen- 
eral a  nature  as  to  detmct  seriously  from  the  otherwise  high 
character  of  the  essays.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Deawing. 

To  tht  Faculty  of  the  Albany  High  School  : 

The  coiumittee  selected  to  adjudge  the  respective  merits  of 
pupils'  work  in  the  department  of  drawing,  and  to  award  the 
])rizes  for  the  same,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Your  connniltee  desire  to  state,  first  of  all,  that  the}'  were 
absolutely  uncontrolled  by  any,  even  the  least,  suggestion  that 
might  influence  their  judgnient ;  nor  was  there  any  one  present 
but  the  members  of  the  committee  during  the  houi-s  of  delibem- 
tion  and  final  awards. 

Not  one  of  the  contesting  pupils  was  known  to  the  committee, 
and  in  most  cases  works  weie  numbered,  and  not  signed  with  the 
names  of  the  pupils. 

Therefore,  in  many  instances  of  award  to  works  merely  num- 
bered, the  names  of  the  successful  pui)ils  weie  learned  afterward 
and  so  placed  in  this  report.  The  designs,  original  and  in  copy, 
were  displayed  indiscriminately  for  inspection  of  the  committee, 
without  any  i-egard  whatever  to  the  different  schools  of  the  city 
represented. 

Before  enteriuo^  the  room  of  exhibition,  information  was  given 
only  as  to  the  number  of  the  prizes  and  the  grades  of  schools 
contesting  for  each.  According  to  that  information,  the  firet,  or 
**  Annesley  Art  Prize,"  was  to  be  competed  for  by  all  the  schools, 
the  seccmd  prize  by  the  jiupils  of  the  High  School  only,  and  the 
third  prize  was  to  be  restricted  to  the  Grammar  Schools.  Four 
**  Honorable  Mentions  *'  were  to  be  made  in  each  of  these  classes. 

After  nearly  three  hours  of  most  careful  and  painstaking  ex- 
amination, your  conunittee  agreed  perfectly  in  making  the  follow- 
ing awards : 

The  ''  Annesley  Prize"  was  won  by  the  excellent  general  work 
of  Guy  E.  Atherton,  of  the  High  School.  Two  of  the  designs 
submitted  by  this  pupil,  which  won  the  admiration  of  the  judges, 
were  a  most  carefully  executed  original  design  for  carved  frames 
from  the  hawthorn,  and  a  surprisingly  finished  original  drawing 
for  a  Columbian  Medal. 

Honorable  Mention  wjis  richly  deserved  by  three  Granunar 
School  scholars,  and  Helen  Hoy,  High  School — design  for  carved 
oak  panel. 

The  High  School  Art  Medal  was  awarded  to  Lizzie  F.  B.  Hailes, 
who  presented  a  marvelously  lined  and  shaded  sketch  for  oak 
carving  for  sideboard  panel. 
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The  following  i)iipil8  of  the  High  School  received  the  award  of 
HonoraMe  Mention  in  the  order  placed  : 

Guy  Atherton,  *'  Music  Teacher  ;  "  very  fine  work. 
Miunie  McFurlane,  des^ign  ior  wood  carving  from  *'  Bleeding 
Heart.' 

W.  H.  Stoneujan,  pen  and  ink  sketch  of  bookcase. 
Bertha  McHai-g,  sketch  of  panel  of  wild  flowers. 

Very  slight  defects  wcie  tho.se,  indeed,  that  kept  the  four  last- 
mentioned  works  from  closest  competition  with  the  winner  of  the 
l>rize. 

The  character  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  many  difficult 
lines  of  ail  reflected  the  greatest  credit  on  the  Professor  of  Draw- 
ing and  on  the  teachers  of  the  schools. 

It  was  not  l)Oi^sil>le  to  have  examination  more  impartial,  and  it 
would  he  very  difficult  to  find  proficiency  more  general.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  German. 

Yi)nr  committee,  appointed  to  examine  candidates  for  the  Ger- 
man medals,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  : 
•  The  cimdidates  divided  as  heretofore  into  two  classes,  the  first 
composed  of  five  pupils  of  German  parcnta<^e,  the  second  of  six 
of  non-German  parentage,  were  subjected  to  a  thorough  and  piac- 
tical  written  and  oral  examination.  The  written  examination, 
consisting  of  translati(m  both  from  Ge:man  into  English  and  from 
English  into  German,  with  critical  questions  upon  the  same, 
tested  fairly  the  student  vocabulary,  their  ability  to  write  in  the 
German  script,  and  their  knowledge  of  grammatical  construction. 
By  the  oral  examinations  the  coinn)iltee  were  enaljled  to  judge  of 
their  ability  to  think  and  express  tlKMUselves  intelligently  in  this, 
one  of  the  most  important  of  the  modern  languages. 

While  regretting  that  the  time  allotted  in  the  High  School  for 
the  study  of  Gerriian  is  so  limited,  a  fault  common  to  many  other 
institutions  of  learning,  we  teel  gratified  at  the  result,  which  re- 
flects credit  alike  on  both  teacher  and  pui)il8. 

After  careful  consideration,  it  is  the  unanimous  conclusion  of 
your  committee  that  the  medal  ofiTered  to  pupils  of  German  pa- 
i-cutage  be  awarded  to  the  candidate  designated  Ity  the  letter  ''  B,"

and  that  honorable  mention  be  made  of  **  C  "  and  **  D."  In  the 
class  of  non-German  parentage  we  would  recommend  that  the 
medal  bo  awarded  to  the  student  known  as  **  No.  2/*' and  consider 
*•  No.  1  "  and  '*  No.  3  '•  as  worthy  of  honoi-able  mention.

Text-books  and  Course  of  Study. 

Avery't)  Physics,  which  was  adopted  last  year  in  place  of 
Cooley's,  proved  emiiieutly  satisfactoiy  to  the  teachers  in  that 
subject.  The  new  edition  of  Wentworth's  Geometry,  which  was 
phiced  on  trial  in  one  division,  is  highly  spoken  of  hy  the  teacher 
in  whose  division  it  was  used. 

All  the  teachers  hnvin<r  classes  in  first  year  ''  Language  and  Lit- 
erature "  have  expressed  a  decided  preference  for  *' Lock  wood's 
Lessons  in  English,"  in  place  of  the  iivo  books — Chittenden's  and 
Sheldon's — now  used  in  those  classes.  I  hope  the  change  can 
soon  be  made.  It  is  very  desirable  to  have  an  Arithmetic  better 
adapted  to  our  work  in  ''  Senior  reviews"  than  the  one  now  in 
use.  Collar's  '*6ate  to  CsBsar"  would  be  a  valuable  addition  to 
our  text-books  in  first  year  Latin.  I  would  also  earnestly  renew 
the  request  ali-eady  presented  to  the  Board,  for  a  change  in  Phy- 
siologies and  Roman  Histories. 

The  change  from  American  History  to  Physical  Geography,  in 
the  first  semester  of  the  first  year  class,  is,  I  believe,  a  great  gain 
to  the  pupils.  While  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  have  this  study 
come  later  in  the  course  (and  the  same  may  be  said  of  every  firet 
year  study),  it  is  probably,  all  things  considered,  as  well  placed  as 
it  could  be.  It  will  be  necessary,  l>efore  another  year,  to  select  a 
semester  study  for  the  Junior  English  division  in  place  of  Physi- 
cal Greography,  which  those  pupils  now  take,  in  common  with 
other  divisions,  in  the  first  year.  I  recommend  that  the  study 
selected  be  **  General  History.''  I  believe  our  classical  course 
would  be  improved  by  so  reorganizing  it  as  to  provide  for  a 
semester  of  Physics  or  Chemistry,  or  a  combination  of  the  two. 
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At  the  opening  of  the  last  school  year,  Stenography  was  added 
to  the  course  as  a  full  year  Senior  i>tudy,  and  made  elective  in 
place  of  Psycology  and  Kthics,  each  a  semester  study. 

About  forty  pupils  entered  the  class,  and,  with  few  exceptions, 
did  excellent  work.  Six  type-writing  machines  were  purchased 
about  March  first,  and  most  of  the  Stenography  pupils  attained  a 
fair  degree  of  eflScicncy  in  type-writing,  by  practicing  during 
their  **stndy  hours,"  and  before  and  after  school.  Several  senior 
pupils  took  Stenography  as  an  extra  study,  and  made  excellent 
progress.  Of  course  they  were  among  the  more  cai)[ible  pupils 
of  the  class.  One  decided  advanta«:e  in  this  *'  elective  '^  study  was 
the  reducing  of  the  number  of  pupils  in  P:>ychology  from  about 
ninety,  a  mnnber  entirely  too  large  for  a  single  class,  to  about 

fifty. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  pupils  taking  French,  the  Boaf'd 
[  decided  to  drop  that  study  from  the  curriculum   after  February 

!  first.     Madame  Ortheiler,  who  had  instructed  the  French  classes 

since  September,  1886,  was  an  accomplished  and  efficient  teacher. 
I  I  would  res[)ectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  ad- 

!  visalnlity  of  arranging,  as  a  part  of  our  curriculum,  a  **  Modern 

I  LangUiige  coui-se,"  in  which  German  or  French  siiould  hold   the 

I  same  relative  position,  for  at  least  three  yeais,  that  Latin  now  holds 

j  in  the    **  Latin-English '*  course.     With  German  taken  as**  op- 

tional" and  **  extra  "  only  twice.a  week,   the  result  must  necessa- 
rily be  somewhat  unsatisfactory  even  under  so  excellent  an  in-* 
j  structor  as  Prof.  Meyer.

I  Teachers. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year,  Miss  Ella  Burnap  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  High  School  to  Grannnar  Si  hool  No.  2,  and  Miss 
Carrie  P.  Godlcy,  a  former  High  School  gradnate,  and  a  success- 
ful Grammar  School  teacher,  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus 
created.  Miss  Godley^s  work  has  been  eminently  satisfactory, 
both  in  the  class-room  and  in  other  positions  where  she  hjis  been 
asked  to  assist. 

Miss  Floience  W.  Home,  a  graduate  of  the  High  School,  and 
of  Vjissar  College,  was  selected  as  an  additional  assistant  teacher 
in  English  and  Latin.  Though  without  previous  experience  in 
teaching,  she  succeeded  admiiably  in  the  work  aj<signed  her. 

Miss  Agnes  O' Mai  ley  was  selected  from  among  .several  candi- 
dates iis  teacher  of  Steuograi)hy,  and  the  result  of  her  year's  work 
showed  that  the  selection  wits  a  wise  one.     Besides  the  excellent 
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work  demo  with  her  cbi&ses.  her  services  :is  stenographer  and 
type-writer  were  very  valuable  in  the  large  correspondence  that 
necessarily  belongs  to  such  a  school  as  ours.  The  time  thussjived 
to  the  Principal  was  given  to  school  su{>ei'vision. 

The  new  study  hall  on  the  second  floor,  corresponding  in  size 
with  room  **  A,"  was  placed  in  l5harge  of  Miss  Agnf«  Davison,  who 
proved  a  most  adminible  manager. 

Miss  Ainiie  Halpon  was  aasigned  to  room  *'C"  (first  floor),  Jis 
assistant  study  hall  manager  to  Prof.  Onderdonk.  In  this  room 
were  seated  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  boys,  belonging 
mostly  to  the  tii-st  year  chiss.  As  Prof.  Onderdonk's  classes  all 
wcite  on  the  third  floor,  he  is  necessarily  alisent  from  his  study 
hall  during  recitation  hours,  and  no  small  part  of  the  management 
of  the  room  fell  to  Miss  ilalpon.  She  showed  hereelf  fully  com- 
jx^tent  to  the  situation,  and,  in  the  absence  of  Prof.  Onderdonk, 
managed  the  loom  with  rare  tact  and  good  judgment. 

Publics. 

The  public  and  semi-public  exercises,  so  long  a  distinguishing 
feature  of  the  school,  have  taken  place  as  usual  during  the  year 
In  several  stiitcs  there  exists  a  statute  requiring  all  schools  to  de- 
vote the  last  school  session  ])r(ceding  February  22  and  May  30, 
to  patriotic  exercises  api)ropriate  to  those  dates.  No  such  legal 
requirement  exists  '\i\  our  state,  but  lor  the  past  six  yeai*s  it  has 
been  (mr  invariable  custom,  without  omitting  regular  recibitions, 
to  devote  a  portion  of  the  afternoon  of  the  school  day  next  pre- 
cetliuif  the  above  named  dates  to  exercises  intended  to  foster 
pntriotism  and  love  of  country.  The  following  notice  relating  to 
the  exercises  preceding  February  22,  appeared  in  one  of  our 
morning  papers : 

**  In  Honor  of  Washington." 

**  The  High  School  celebrated  Washington's  birthday  in  an  ap- 
propriate maimer  in  the  chapel  \esterday.  The  High  School 
choir,  led  by  Prof.  George  Edgar  Oliver,  opened  the  exercises 
with  a  chorus  entitled  *'  Lmd  of  Our  Fathers.*'  The  programme 
published  in  yesterday's  Argus  was  then  carried  out.  A  patriotic 
address  was  then  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Richmond  Shreve.  State 
Treasurer  Danforth  then  addressed  the  school.  He  said  that  the 
declamations  rendered  brought  forcibly  to  his  mind  the  scene  in 
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the  old  hall  in  Philadelphia  when  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence was  signed. 

»'*Well  may  it  be  read  upon  each  i*ecurring  annivei'sary 
throughout  the  land,  and  well  may  every  bell  re-echo  the  notes 
that  so  stirred  the  hearts  of  patriots.'  The  speaker  then  referred 
to  John  Morton's  vote  which  decided  the  country  for  independ- 
ence. Washington's  cai*eer  was  reviewed,  and  the  speaker  closed 
his  rem!;rks  as  follows :  *  He  fought  for  no  cmwu,  no  scepter, 
but  for  the  mutual  advancement  of  his  fellow-beings.  Other 
names  may  gather  in  the  coming  ages,  but  this  one  great  and 
nobler  name  will  stand  like  an  imperishable  mountain  peak,  white 
with  the  snow  of  the  eternal  ages.'  " 

The  exercises  pi'eceding  May  30  were  rendered  unusually  in- 
teresting by  prcsenUition,  from  Greorge  S.  Dawson  Poet  63,  Orand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  of  a  beautiful  United  States  flag  to  rephice 
the  one  presented  by  the  same  Post  in  April,  1890.  Appropriate 
addresses  were  made  by  Angus  McDade  Shoemaker,  former 
member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  Charles  M.  Hyatt, 
E^q.,  and  others. 

On  June   10,  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  presented 

to  the  school  a  beautiful  stained  glass  memorial  window,  for  the 

cupola  of  the  chapel,  constituting  the  fourth  gift  of  the  kind  by 

uccessive  classes.     An  account  of  the  exercises  was  printed  in  the 

*  Argus  "  of  June  1 1,  from  which  we  quote  in  part  as  follows  : 

**  Class  op  92'8  Gift. 
''Another  Memona!  Winda*v  Placed  in  the  High  School  GhapeL 

*' A  unique  gift  was  presented  to  the  Albany  High  School  yester- 
day by  the  graduating  class  of  1892,  it  being  the  custom  of  each 
class  to  leave  behind  something  as  a  fitting  memento.  The  me- 
morial is  a  prettily  tinted  skylight,  about  six  feet  in  diameter. 
It  is  made  up  in  sections,  excepting  the  centre,  which  is  a  fac- 
simile of  the  class  pin.  This  contains^the  school  monogram,  the 
triangle  and  the  class  motto  in  Greek — *  Onward  and  Upward.' 

*'  President  William  D.  Sporborg,  of  the  class,  made  the  presen- 
tation speech  at  the  exercises  in  the  afternoon.     He  said  in  part : 

'* '  It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  joy  and  sadness  that  we  are  this 
day  a.ssemblcd  to  bid  farewell  to  teachers  and  schoolmates.  On 
such  an  occasion  as  this  there  arises  in  the  heart  a  certain  inde- 
scribable feeling.     It  is  not  purely  joy,  else  why  that  sensation  of

sadness  as  we  gaze  upon  these  wsMa  ?  uor  is  it  all  sadness,  for  we 
can  detect  a  feeling  of  exulbition  mingled  with  our  regret.  Joy, 
inasmuch  as  we  have  successfully  completed  our  course,  a  course 
in  which  we  have  labored  hard,  and  yet  it  is  fraught  with  duty 
and  happiness.  Sadness,  l)ccause  we  ai^e  about  to  leave  these 
happy  associations  and  take  up  the  thread  of  our  existence  in  the 
stern  school  of  life,  not  yet  the  most  illustrious  uor  yet  the  least 
so  of  those  classes  that  have  preceded  us.  Whatever  honoi*s  we 
may  have  won  were  acquired  by  hard,  earnest  wcu'k.  It  is  not 
because  it  has  l)een  the  custom  of  previous  classes,  but  because  we 
are  filled  with  gratitude,  which  prompts  this  memorial  gift.  Ac- 
cept, therefore,  sir,  this  window  which  the  class  of  '92  so  cheer- 
fully ofiers.  To  our  classmates  I  say  that  in  some  future  time  we 
may  again  come  back  to  this  our  alma  mater.  It  may  be  that 
then  we  will  recognize  not  one  face  among  those  congregated  in 
this  very  room,  but  as  we  gaze  upon  this  window  we  will  discover 
not  strangers  i>ut  friends  in  those  faces.  Old  memories  long  sinee 
forgotten  will  flash  acroi^8  our  minds,  and  those  reveries  so  dear 
to  us  will  bring  back  to  us  alma  mater  and  our  associations.' " 

After  responding  to  President  Sporborg,  luul  thanking  the  class 
for  their  beautiful  gift,  Principal  Robinson  introduced  the  President 
of  the  new  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  Hon.  William  L. 
Learned,  who  addressed  the  class  and  the  school  in  a  few  well 
chosen  and  impressive  remarks. 

A  very  important  feature  of  all  our  public  exercises  is  the 
music,  under  the  able  management  of  Prof.  Oliver,  who,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regulai'  singing  exercises  on  Tu&sday  mornings  and 
Wednesday  afternoons,  has  given  much  valuable  time  in  training 
the  *»Glee  Club,"  composed  of  about  twenty  boys,  and  the  **  Eu- 
terpe Society,''  composed  of  all  the  best  singei's  among  the  girls. 
The  boys  also  maintained  dui'ing  the  year  a  very  creditable 
orchesti*a. 

As  showing  the  interest  which  our  students  continue  to  feel  in 
the  High  School  after  lesiving  it,  we  with  pleasure  mention  the 
fact  that  the  two  medals  for  excellence  in  German  were  given  the 
past  year  by  recent  graduates,  Messrs.  Geoige  G.  Davidson,  Jr., 
and  Edwin  H.  Miller,  respectively. 

Near  the  close  of  the  school  year,  the  following  notice  was  sent 
to  each  teacher  in  the  High  School  : 

''  You  are  especially  requested  to  make  a  written  statement, 
l)efoi*e  June  23,  of  any  changes  or  improvements  made  in  your 
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classes  during  the  past  your;  also,  of  any  changes  (including 
changes  in  text-books)  which  seem  to  you  desirable  for  the  coming* 
year,  either  in  particular  classes  or  in  your  special  department  of 
instruction."

3.  Critical  reading  of  many  short  poems,  the  following  among 
the  number :  *' Skeleton  in  Armor,"  "Lady  Clare,"  **  Maud 
Miiller,"  ''  Lochinvar's  Ride,"  **  Grey's  Elegy." 

4.  Careful  study  of  the  following  longer  poems  :  **  Snow  Bound," 
'*  Among  the  Hills,"  *'  Deserted  Village,"  *»  Lady  of  the  Lake." 

5.  Critical  reading  of  the  following  plays  of  Shakespeiu*e  :  **  Julius 
Cfiesar,"  **  As  You  Like  It,"  »*  Merchant  of  Venice,"  **  Hamlet." 

6.  Written  exercises. 

7.  Memorizing  selections  from  the  above  works. 

'•  I  intended  to  give  a  good  portion  of  the  time  to  the  study  ot 
prose,  but  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  want  of  proper  books, 
and  hence  had  to  resort  to  a  more  extended  study  of  Shake- 
speare. Ever  since  the  new  counse  in  English  was  adopted  I 
h^ve  been  in  need  of  more  material  in  the  shape  of  good  litera- 
ture from  which  to  make  selections.  I  hope  this  lack  will  soon 
be  met. 

**  We  have  sought  to  awaken  a  love  for  the  best  literature  and 
for  correct  expression,  but  this  with  young  pnpils  is  necessarily  a 
long  and  laborious  task.  We  have  been  rewarded  in  our  efforts 
in  seeing  students  take  a  greater  ple.isure  in  such  books  us  purify 
and  elevate,  and  it  is  patent  to  all  that  what  pupils  take  pleasure 
ID,  really  shapes  and  determines  their  character." 
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Manual  Training  —  Girls'  Department. 

**  1  have  been  pleased  to  note  this  year  that  the  pupils  have  made 
much  more  rapid  progre.s8  than  formerly,  due  partly  to  a  great 
incresise  in  enthusiasm,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  scholars  have 
come  to  regard  this  branch  of  education  as  an  established  pai-t 
of  the  regular  programme — not  simply  a  recreation.  They  have 
also  devoted  more  time  to  the  work,  coming  before  and  lemaiu- 
ing  after  school  hours,  and  in  almost  every  class  there  have  been 
pupils  asking  permission  to  fill  any  vacancies  during  their  study 
hour. 

'*The  Sloyd  system  i.s  very  thorough ;  no  exercises  have  been 
introduced  unnecessarily,  and  therefore  none  of  them  can  be 
passed  over  or  slighted  without  failure  as  a  result.  It  is  simply 
impossible  to  rush  through  the  work,  and  this  constitutes  one  of 
its  greatest  merits,  as  we  are  all  too  apt  to  hurry  our  work,  not 
caring  so  much  to  have  it  well  d(me  as  to  get  it  finished  *  isome- 
haw.^  I  am  compelled  to  refuse  this  hurried  work  over  and  over 
again.  Consequently  the  progress  made  in  many  cases  is  ex- 
tremely slow.  The  pupils  show  at  once  the  great  necessity  of 
this  kind  of  training,  their  first  attempts  denoting  an  utter  lack 
of  ability  to  use  the  hand  and  eye  properly.  Someone  says  that 
*  Maimal  dexterity  is  an  indication  of  a  certain  kind  of  mental 
power,  and  this  mental  power  is  developed  along  with  the  dex- 
terity— the  training  of  the  hand  trains  perceptive  power.' 

**No  one  who  undei-stands  the  principles  of  the  Sloyd  system 
will  dispute  this  statement.  We  find  the  difierent  exercises  with 
the  tools  are  so  thoroughly  taught  in  this  system  that  the  pupils 
experience  no  difQculty  whatever  in  applying  this  kuowledge  in 
a  practical  way.  Where  the  first  three  years'  work  has  been  sat- 
isfactory, I  think  the  girls  should  be  allowed  to  take  wood  cai"v- 
ing  during  the  Senior  year." 

I  have  quoted  thus  liberally  from  the  I'eports  on  the  coui-se  in 
**  Sloyd"  because  the  iirinciples  of  the  system  are  so  little  un- 
deiTstood  ;  and  from  the  repoils  on  the  '*  English  language,"  be- 
cause, while  to  most  people  a  course  in  Latin  or  Greek  or  Math- 
ematics means  something  definite  in  the  kind  and  amount  of 
work,  veiy  few  appreciate  the  great  variety  and  amount  of  the 
work  done  in  our  **  English  language  "  studies. 

In  concluding  this  my  sixth  annual  report,  I  desire  to  acknowl- 
edge my  obligation  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  In- 
struction for  their  helpful  suggestions  and  gcneious  support;  to 
the  membeis  of  the  High  School  Faculty  for  their  zealous  and  un- 
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tiring  effoiis,  not  only  in  the  excellent  work  in  the  class  room,  but 
in  all  that  pertains  to  the  successful  management  of  the  school  : 
and  to  the  loyal  and  earnest  pupils,  more  than  five  hundred  of 
whom  maintained  a  perfect  depoitnient  record  during  the  year.

Mr.  Lynch  repoiled  vei'bally,  on  behalf  of  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Buildings,  that  the  cost  of  the  improvements  suggested  in  the 
i-esolution  of  Mr.  Ruso,  authorizing  the  fitting  up  of  a  room  for 
the  dniwing  classes,  would  exceed  six  hundred  dollars  ($600)  and 
that  the  present  condition  of  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  com- 
mittee would  not  permit  this  work  to  be  done,  but  that  the  com- 
mittee would  fit  up  a  slore-room   for  the  use  of  the  teacher  in 
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drawing,  which  would  uuswer  uU  purposes  probably,  until  some 
future  time  when  funds  are  available  and  the  necessity  of  the  im- 
provement becomes  more  clear. 

Mr.  Bendell  moved  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  be 
directed  to  call  thesi)ecial  attention  of  the  Principals  and  teachers 
of  the  city  to  the  provisions  of  sections  63  and  64  of  the  By-Laws, 
covering  the  subject  of  cori)oral  punishment ;  and  also  to  the  hist 
clause  of  section  71,  directing  that  no  school  room  shall  be  filled 
beyond  the  seating  capacity,  and  to  instruct  Principals  that  in 
case  it  becomes  necessiiry  to  reduce  the  number  of  attendants  in 
the  room,  that  they  should  exclude  from  the  room  first  those  who 
reside  the  farthest  from  the  school  ;  the  understanding  l>eing  that 
this  latter  direction  will  not  be  at  present  executed  in  such  a  way 
as  to  interfere  with  the  present  organization  of  the  schools  ;  but 
that  on  and  after  the  first  school  day  of  the  second  semester  of 
this  school  year,  the  rule  must  be  strictly  observed.

REMARKS. 

The  decrease  in  attendance  is  attributed  to  the  deterrent  effect 
of  single  sessions  in  six  schools.  Young  children  who  would 
naturally  enter  school  this  fall  have  been  kept  back  from  the 
morning  schools  on  account  of  the  early  openilig.  It  is  also  true 
that  a  primary  parish  school  has  diminished  the  attendance  at 
No.  7  about  fifty.  The  opening  of  new  Nos.  4  and  24  this 
winter  will  undoubtedly  restore  the  noimal  attendance. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  also  presented  a  table  showing 
the  gradation  of  the  schools  for  the  present  term,  which  was 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes.

Gentlemen — Pui-suant  to  your  re«rulations,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this,  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  upon  the  condition, 
progress  and  needs  of  the  schools  under  your  charge. 

Two  Important  Events. 

The  school  year  just  closed  h:is  been  marked  by  two  notable 
events,  the  re-organization  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instructicui 
and  the  progress  made  hi  completing  new  school  buildings. 

A  very  brief  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  during  tlie  p:ist  quarter-century  will  not  be  untimely. 
The  Board  was  organized  in  18(>6  upon  the  non-partisan  plan, 
and  consisted  of  twelve  members,  six  of  whom  represented  each 
of  the  predominant  political  parties.  Upon  the  organization  of 
the  Board,  it  was  found  that  there  were  fifteen  schools  in  the 
city,  with  a  registered  number  of  pupils  aggregating  8,924  and 
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:iu  average  daily  attendance  of  4,289.  Most  of  the  buildings 
were  erected  in  1838,  and  the  moi*e  recent  were  badly  planned 
and  afforded  very  poor  facilities  for  conducting  good  school  work. 
No  attention  bad  been  paid  to  the  ventilation,  proper  lighting, 
seating  or  warming  of  these  structures,  and  in  respect  to  school 
architecture,  Albany  was  many  years  behind  most  of  the  cities  in 
the  country.  All  but  three  of  these  buildings  have  been  replaced 
by  modern  stnictures  of  approved  form  and  upon  correct  sani- 
tary, and  educational  principles.  The  three  not  replaced  have 
been  remodelf^d  so  as  to  make  them  in  all  essentials  modern  build- 
ings.  In  addition  to  those  replaced,  the  Board  has  also  erected 
seven  additional  buildings  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  our 
school  population.  To  day  we  have  twenty-two  excellent  school 
buildings  that  will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  types  of 
modern  school  architecture.  The  attendance  has  kept  puce  with 
these  improvements.  In  the  twenty-five  years  siiuje  1866  the 
attendance  upon  the  schools  has  increased  until  the  registered 
numl>er  of  pupils  has  reached  14,412,  and  the  average  attendance 
10.328  ;  an  advance  of  236  per  cent,  in  the  latter  item. 

The  most  striking  act  of  this  Board  was  the  foundation  of  the 
High  School,  which  was  accomplished  in  1868  in  the  face  of  bitter 
opposition,  but  which,  by  its  excellence,  rapidly  won  its  way  into 
public  favor,  and  to-day  has  practically  no  opponents.  Many 
other  important  and  some  radical  changes  in  the  manageuicnt  of 
the  schools  were  effected  during  the  period  above  named,  which 
have  brought  the  schools  of  our  city  into  excellent  repute. 

Pj'ior  to  1870  there  was  no  uniform  course  of  study  in  the 
schools.  Such  a  course  was  then  established  and  has  since  been 
maintained  with  such  changes  and  improvements  as  experience 
and  careful  observation  of  the  progress  of  the  educational  world 
have  suggested.  A  teachers'  trainiiig  class  was  established  in 
1883.  by  means  of  which  an  excellent  body  of  teachers  has  been 
specially  prepared  for  work  in  graded  schools,  the  effect  of  whose 
careful  and  special  training  is  now  felt  for  good  in  all  the  schools 
of  the  city. 

Within  the  past  three  yeai-s,  the  teachei-s  have  been  given  a 
safe  tenure  of  office.  The  annual  elections  have  been  abolished 
and  the  teachers  ])ow  hold  their  positio])S,  practically,  during 
good  behavior.  A  still  more  important  reform  wsis  enacted  about 
a  year  ago  by  the  adoption  of  a  graded  list  of  the  candidates  for 
appointment  from  which  alone  vacancies  are  filled,  and  which 
insures   to   the   most   meritoiious   prompt   recognition  of  their 
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qualities  and  careful  pi'cparatiou.  This  measure  has  taken  the 
innnagement  of  the  schools  entirely  out  of  the  reach  of  political 
influence  and  insures  the  filling  of  all  vacancies  with  the  Itest 
attainable  teaching  talent.  Many  other  minor  changes  and 
impmvements  have  been  made  which  tended  to  the  well-being  of 
the  school  system,  but  space  will  not  admit  of  their  presentuticm 
in  detail.  Altogether,  the  record  of  the  Board  which  has  I'etired, 
is  one  of  which  Albany  may  be  well  proud. 

There  wei'e,  however,  some  defects  inhereiit  in  the  plan  of 
organization  which  were  always  regarded  with  apprehension  by 
the  friends  of  the  schools.  With  rai*e  exceptions,  non-partisan 
boards  have  been  such  only  in  name,  and  there  was  always 
present  the  danger  that  a  combination  would  be  made  which 
would  work  disastrously  to  school  interests.  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  nothing  ever  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  Albany  Sch(X)l 
Board  to  warrant  any  such  charge.  Again,  the  number  of  the 
Board  was  quite  generally  regarded  a^  too  large  for  eflfective 
work.  It  was  not  always  easy  to  fix  responsibility  for  the  acts  of 
the  Board  when  it  was  divided  among  such  a  number. 

Legislation  was  obtained  last  winter  i*c-organizing  the  Board  so 
that  it  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  city,  for  the  term  of  seven  years  each.  This  plan  of  appoint- 
ment obviates  the  objections  to  the  plan  of  electicm  to  the  non- 
partisan board  by  the  people,  whereby  a  nomination  by  a  politi- 
cal convention  is  equivalent  to  an  election.  Political  conventions 
were  found  to  be  too  little  interested  in  the  selection  of  the  very 
best  men  for  non-partisan  boards,  and  it  was  not  found  practica- 
ble to  keep  up  the  high  standard  of  special  fitness  thatAvas  made 
in  the  naming  of  the  original  Board  in  1866.  Now  the  i^esponsi- 
bility  for  the  personnel  of  the  Board  rests  with  the  Mayor  of  the 
city,  who  will  always  feel  it  ei^sential  to  his  own  reputation  to 
place  no  one  in  charge  of  the  most  important  interests  of  the  city 
except  those  whom  his  fellow-citizens  will  readily  appix)ve. 
Again,  sis  the  term  of  the  Mayor  is  for  two  years,  and  he  has  the 
appointment  of  only  two  membei-s  during  that  time,  it  is 
impracticable  for  any  one  man  to  change  the  membei'ship  of  the 
Board  so  as  to  control  it.  or  carry  out  any  special  scheme  of  his 
own.  The  new  Board  was  organized  March  18,  1892;  five  of  its 
n:embers  being  gentlemen  who  had  had  previous  experience  as 
members  of  the  former  body.  The  appointments  made  by  the 
Mayor  met  with  universal  approval,  and  the  vigorous  and  pro- 
cri^essive  course  of  the  new  Board  has  been  such  as  to  make  the 
organization  a  souix^e  of  general  satisfaction  to  our  citizens. 
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The  other  uotuble  event  of  the  year  is  the  progrea*  made  in  the 
construction  of  new  buildings,  the  details  for  the  preparation  of 
which  were  given  in  my  last  report.  At  pre^sent  writing,  the 
extension  to  the  High  School  is  rapidly  progressing  with  the 
prospect  of  completion  and  occupation  before  the  fii'st  of  January 
next.  New  School  No.  4  is  about  completed,  and  will  be  occupied 
within  a  few  weeks,  greatly  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people 
residing  hi  its  neighborhood,  who  have  long  and  earnestly 
desired  this  additional  acconnnodation.  School  No.  24  is  not  so 
far  advanced  owing  to  unexpected  delays  in  procuring  materials, 
but  it  will  be  ready  some  time  during  the  coming  winter.  The 
ground  was  not  broken  for  the  erection  of  School  No.  6  until  late 
in  August,  and  it  will  be  nearly  a  year  before  we  can  hope  to 
occupy  the  new  building. 

When  the  general  plans  for  the  construction  of  these  new 
buildings  were  adopted,  it  was  believed  that  sufficient  accommoda- 
tion would  be  afforded  for  our  public  school  pupils,  and  that  some 
years  would  elapse  before  any  more  buildings  would  be 
necessary.  When,  however,  the  plans  and  specifications  for  new 
No.  ti  were  finally  submitted,  it  w:is  found  that  the  funds  author- 
ized by  law  would  not  permit  the  construction  of  so  large  a 
building  as  was  contemplated.  The  original  thought  was  to 
erect  a  school-house  containing  twenty-four  class-rooms,  and  that 
this  one  building  would  accommodate  all  the  pupils  of  the 
eighteen  cla-^ses  oi  No.  6,  and  the  six  classes  of  No.  23.  New 
plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  and  finally  appioved  for  a 
sixteen  room  buibling  ;  this  being  as  large  a  structure  as  the  funds 
would  erect.  We  are,  therefore,  left  with  eight  classes  still 
unprovided  for,  and  it  is  ityperative  that  still  another  school 
building  shall  be  provided  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  old 
Nos.  6  and  23.  In  the  mean  time  the  Board  had  sold  the  old 
frame  school  house  known  as  No.  23,  which  was  in  a  very  bad 
siinitary  condition,  and,  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the 
building  was  abandoned  and  turned  over  to  its  purchiiser.  This 
necessitated  the  removal  of  the  classes  to  School  No.  7,  where 
they  are  at  present  housed,  having  the  advantage  of  only  half-day 
sessions  ;  a  condition  which  all  will  admit  is  very  undesirable  and 
even  harmful  to  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils.  It  is  hoped, 
therefore,  that  some  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Board  and  the 
Finance  Department  of  the  city,  looking  to  the  immediate  pro- 
vision of  a  proper  school  building  for  these  classes.  When  this 
shall  have  been  done,  it  is  safe  to  say  that,  unless  there  should  be 
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an  unexpected  growth  of  the  city,  no  other  new  building  will  hv 
needed  for  many  years.

As  compared  with  the  figures  of  last  }■  ear,  this  table  shows  a 
diminution  in  the  item  of  enrollment  of  408;  406  of  these  being 
boys,  a  result  I  am  at  a  loss  to  account  for.  The  decline  in  the 
net  registration  was  491.  Of  coui-se,  sympathizing  with  the  de- 
crease in  the  total  enrollment,  the  average  membei'ship  decrensed 
361,  and  the  average  attendance  314.  These  latter  resulti?  ai'e 
largely,  if  not  entii^eiy,  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  fmm  the 
exigencies  of  rebuilding  School  No.  6  and  the  sale  of  old  No.  23, 
the  Board  was  obliged  to  losort  to  half-day  sessions  for  No.  23, 
which  coini)elled  a  like  situation  in  School  No.  7,  whose  building 
No.  23  occupied  in  the  afternoon.  The  same  falling  off  in  at- 
tendance, induced  under  similar  circumstances,  took  place  hi 
Schools  Nos.  24  and  11.  Many  parents,  who  were  intending  to 
.send  new  pupils  to  both  these  schools,  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
half-day  arrangement,  and  decided  to  keep  their  children  at  home 
until  they  could  have  the  benefit  of  a  full  day's  instruction.  The 
diminution  in  attendance  will  undoubtedly  continue  through  the 
coming  school  year,  when  School  No.  6  with  its  sixteen  classes 
will  also  be  added  to  the  number  of  half-day  schools,  and  No.  5 
with  its  twelve  classes,  whose  building  will  be  occupied  in  the 
afternoons  by  No.  6,  will  be  in  the  same  condition.  But  there 
can  be  no  doubt  when  all  the  new  buildings  are  completed  and  a 
full  day's  attendance  seciu'ed  for  all  pupils,  the  normal  condition 
of  thiuffs  will  be  restored  and  our  attendance  will  be  as  full  as 
heretofore. 
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School  Census. 

For  mniiy  ycai's  we  have  had  no  definite  knowledge  of  the  ex- 
act number  of  children  of  school  age  lesiding  in  this  city.  Last 
February  an  enumeration  of  all  the  inhabitants  was  taken  by  the 
State  authorities,  and  from  this  enumeration,  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  County  Clerk,  the  following  table  has  been  compiled  :

A  study  of  this  table  in  connection  with  the  statistics  of  our 
own  schools  for  the  year  will  show,  apparently,  that  a  very  large 
member  of  children  are  not  in  attendance  at  any  school.  As  has 
lieen  set  forlh  in  previous  reports,  the  real  problem  is  to  find  out 
how  many  children  from  five  to  sixteen  years,  inclusive,  are  not 
in  attendance  upon  any  school,  since  the  number  above  this  age  is 
necessarily  very  small.  In  fact,  only  719  who  are  over  sixteen 
years  of  age  attended  our  public  schools  during  last  year,  and  it 
is  very  certain  that  the  number  1,000  will  include  all  of  that  cat- 
egory iu  attendance- upon  the  educational  institutions  in  this  city. 
Therefore,  the  age.s  from  seventeen  to  twenty  yeans,  inclusive, 
may  l)e  disregarded  entirely  in  this  problem. 

Now  we  find  by  the  census  that  there  are  21,303  children  be- 
tween the  ages  ot  five  and  sixteen  residing  in  this  city.     Of  these 
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we  can  account  for  13.000,  in  round  nunibei's,  as  attending  our 
own  schools,  and  we  have  for  some  time  estimated  that  5,000  are 
in  attendance  upon  the  various  parochial  and  private  schools  of 
the  city;  making  in  all  18,000  in  attendance  and  leaving  over 
3,000  unaccounted  for.  Now,  our  own  tiguies  are  absolutely  exact 
while  the  number  in  private  schools  has  been  estimated  for  a  long 
time,  and  we  have  no  method  of  verifying  oiu'  estimate.  It  ig 
very  clear  to  me,  however,  that  we  have  underestimated  the  num- 
ber in  attendance  upon  these  schools,  and  that  the  total  should 
certiiinly  be  larger.  My  opportunity  of  personal  observation 
throughout  the  entire  city  leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  there 
can  possibly  be  no  such  number  as  3,300  children  of  school  age 
running  about  the  sti^eels  of  the  city  or  kept  at  home.  Of  coui^se 
it  is  certiun  that  a  large  proportion  of  this  number  is  em|)loyed 
in  factories  or  stores,  lawfully  or  unlawfully  ;  still  I  think  it  safe 
to  say  that  we  should  estimate  the  attendance  on  the  private 
schools  at  6,000,  instead  of  5,000.  Ihis  would  seem  to  leave 
about  1,000  children  of  proper  school  age,  who  cannot  lawfully  beat 
work,  wandering  about  our  streets  ancl  becoming  more  and  more 
a  menace  to  the  moral  and  material  prosperity  of  the  comnnmity. 

These  figures  make  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  the  enact- 
ment of  an  eflBcient  compulsory  education  law.  Some  efi\)rt  was 
made  last  winter  to  obtain  moie  efficient  legislation  on  this  sub- 
ject, but  without  success.  In  illustration  of  the  good  eflects 
which  follow  from  even  the  imperfect  workings  of  the  pi-esent 
law,  where  a  determined  elfcMt  is  made  to  execute  it,  I  quote  the 
following  from  an  educational  journal  : 

**  The  moral  effect  of  compulsory  education  is  well  illustrated  by 
the  statistics  of  New  York  city.  In  the  five  years,  1870-74,  pre- 
ceding the  enactment  of  the  compulsory  law,  the  number  of 
children  l)etween  the  ages  ot*  eight  and  fourteen  arrested  was 
6,105;  for  the  last  five  years,  1 887-9  T,  the  arrests  are  only 
2<982,  a  falling  off  of  one-half,  while  the  population  of  the  city 
has  increased  one-half.  The  arrests  for  truancy  have  decreased 
from  493  to  185;  for  vagrancy.  999  to  360;  for  petty  larceny, 
from  1,195  to  400;  disorderly  conduct,  from  1,067  to  654. 
Even  the  more  serious  offenses,  like  intoxication,  assault,  burglary, 
etc.,  have  been  decreased.  So  that  allowing  for  inci*euse  of  popu- 
lation precocious  crime  is  le^^s  than  one-third  what  it  was  fifteen 
years  ago.  Of  the  15,000  cases  of  truancy,  10,000  wei*e  due  to 
the  compulsion  of  parents  or  to  sickness.  Only  fifty-two  needed 
to  be  sent  to  reformatory  institutions.'' 
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It  is  also  officially  stated  that  the  diminution  in  the  number  of 
arrests  of  children  in  New  York  city  had  decreased  the  cost  of 
criminal  prosecutions  arising  therefrom  more  than  one  half.  How 
much  more  might  be  eflfected  in  reducing  the  evils  arising  from 
uon-at tendance  upon  school  instruction  by  means  of  a  workable 
Matute  can  readily  be  seen. 

Tardiness  and  Half-Day  Abskngbs. 

The  number  of  c&ses  of  tardiness  reached  a  total  of  4,560, 
being  724  more  than  hust  year.  The  per  cent,  of  tiirdiness  was 
twenty-four  hundredths  of  one  per  cent.,  or  four  hundredths 
more.  The  half-day  absences  aggregated  79,159,  a  reduction  of 
13,543  as  compared  with  last  year's  figures.  The  incretise  in 
tardiness  is  accounted  for  by  the  adoption  of  an  early  hour  for 
opening  the  morning  sessions  in  the  half-day  i^chools,  while  the 
decrease  in  half-day  absences  is  entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  four 
schoold  hold  these  half-day  sessions,  and,  therefore,  could  have  no 
altsences  of  this  kind. 

Sanitary  CoNDmoNS. 

The  improvements  projected  last  year  affording  proper  cellar 
ventilation  in  Schools  Nos.  8  and  22  wei-e  accomplished  this  year, 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  all  the  school  buildings  in  the  city  are 
now  in  a  good  sanibu'y  condition  It  is  not  claimed  that  the 
ventilation  of  all  the  buildings  is  as  nearly  perfect  as  they  may 
be  made,  but  there  is  no  building  where  the  condition  is  at  all  bad. 
The  ventilation  of  School  No.  14  may  be  much  improved  by  the 
substitution  of  an  electric  motor  for  the  water  motor  now  in  use ; 
the  latter  being  of  insufficient  power  to  drive  the  fan  with  the 
rapidity  necessaiy  to  remove  the  foul  air  as  rapidly  as  desirable. 
Improvements  may  yet  be  made  in  the  ventilation  of  Schools 
Nos.  12,  13  and  15,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the 
Boai*d  will,  be  able  to  make  the  needed  changes. 

Examinations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  records  made  by  all  the  classes 
in  the  different  schools  in  which  they  were  examined  during  the 
written  tests  of  June  last :

*  This  is  an  exercise  in  reading  at  Bight, 

Ninety-three  and  one-half  \iev  cent,  of  the  classes  were  marked 
excellent;  over  Jive  and  one-half  per  cent,  good^  and  less  than  on^, 
per  cent.  fair.  No  chisses  were  marked  bad.  These  figures  are 
slightly  better  than  those  reported  last  year,  and  are,  at  least,  pi-e- 
sumptive  evidence  of  the  high  character  of  the  work  done  in  the 
schools.  As  I  have  had  occjision  to  say  in  former  reports,  the 
value  of  these  examinations  in  determining  the  question  of  pro- 
motions is  not  very  great,  and  our  principle  has  always  been  to 
give  the  preponderance  to  the  opinions  of  the  class  teachers  and 
the  Principals  in  deciding  upon  the  advancement  of  classes  or 
individuals. 

At  my  suggestion,  during  the  pjist  year,  the  January  examina- 
tions were  omitted  entirely:  the  one  given  in  June  l>eing  the  only 
general  written  examination  of  the  year.  The  great  gain  arising 
from  the  omission  of  the  January  examination  is  that  the  work  of 
the  year  has  been  continuous  and  unbroken,  and  a  gain  of  time 
fully  equal  to  two  school  weeks  has  been  made.  Were  it  not  for 
the  fact  that  the  High  School  is  under  the  visitation  of  the 
Regents  of  the  Univei-sity,  I  should  recommend  the  entire 
abolition  of  general  and  stated  examinations  of  the  schools.  The 
opinion  is   rapidly  growing  among  those  who  are  making  a  con- 
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stant  study  of  school  management,  that  much  better  work  can  be 
done  where  the  questions  of  advancement,  either  of  classes  or 
of  individual  pupils  are  determined  hythe  recorded  expressions  of 
opinion  of  class  teachers  made  with  sufficient  frequency  to  estab- 
lish a  reliable  record,  together  with  ^the  numerical  results  obtaiued 
from  test  exercises  given  from  [time  to  time  without  previous 
announcement.  It  may  be  wise  to  adopt  this  plan  in  respect  to 
all  classes  that  do  not  take  the  Regents"  examinations.  As  the 
latter  are  submitted  to  pupils  of  the  Eighth  and  Ninth  Yeais  only, 
of  our  grammar  schools,  involving  only  about  eight  hundred 
pupils,  the  remainder  of  the  classes  can,  I  think,  lie  promoted  on 
the  plan  above  suggested.  Indeed,  the  Regents'  examinations  are 
used  now  only  as  a  matter  of  convenience,  because  the  pupils  who 
take  them  must  do  so  in  order  to  become  full  academic  seholare, 
under  the  Regents'  rules,  and  as  the  proper  time  for  examinations 
in  the  elementary  subjects  is  about  the  clodc  of  their  grammar 
school  course,  we  have  already  given  the  preliminary  examina- 
tions at  that  time, and  thus  have  relieved  the  High  School  faculty 
of  the  drudgery  of  conducting  these  tests,  and  examining  the 
enormous  number  of  papers  annually  submitted.  There  would 
be  nothing  incompatible  in  the  promotion  of  pupils  to  the  High 
School  upon  the  bsisis  of  the  opinions  of  the  teachers  of  their 
fitness  for  advancement,  and  the  continuance  of  the  use  of  the 
Regents'  questions,  which  can  be  made  an  incidental  exercise.  It 
might  be  objected  to  this  plan,  that  the  stimulus  of  the  prospective 
admission  to  the  High  School  would  be  taken  away  from  the 
preparation  for  the  Regents'  examinations,  and  that  the  scholars 
would  be  less  ambitious  to  obtain  the  required  proficiency.  I 
think,  however,  that  this  would  practically  make  no  diftei'ence, 
because  the  pupils  of  our  schools  have  come  to  regard  the  Regents' 
Preliminary  Geilificate  as  an  authoritative  indorsement  of  their 
rank  in  scholai'ship,  and  the  desire  to  obtain  this  certificate  would 
always  furnish  a  sufficient  stimulus  to  exeilion.  I  do  not  ask  for 
any  immediate  action  on  these  questions,  but  put  them  forward 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Board  and  all  others  interested  an 
op|)ortuuity  to  give  them  the  careful  considemtion  they  deserve. 
I  do  not  wish  to  be  undci'stood  as  recommending  any  tiction  that 
would  lead  to  the  disuse  of  the  Regents'  examinations,  for 
although  in  some  respects  their  influence  has  been  narrowing,  yet 
uiK>n  the  whole  I  believe  they  have  accomplished  much  good  in 
raising  the  sUmdard  of  scholarshi[)  both  in  this  city  and  through- 
out the  State.     It  would  be  well,  however,  if  soniQ  such  plan  as 
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the  one  al)ove  suggested  for  promotion  could  be  put  into  opera- 
tion, so  as  to  curb  the  present  too  great  influence  exerted  by  the 
Regents*  examinations  in  determining  the  courses  of  study  and 
school  room  methods.  The  desire  to  turn  out  as  many  Regents* 
scholars  as  possible  has  certiiinly  warped  the  eflbrts  of  our  teachers 
and  led  them  to  conduct  their  work  on  certain  lines  rather  than 
broadly  and  independently.  Thi«i  narrow  style  of  work  results 
in  the  acquirement  of  a  greater  number  of  facts,  but  is  not  so 
fruitful  in  the  development  of  the  desirable  qualities  of  mind  and 
character  as  would  be  the  broader  and  freer  methods  of  instruction.

Ne»rly  nil  of  the  Nintli  Year  pupils  pussod  in  Spelling  in 
January.  Three  hundred  forty-seven  (347)  preliminary  oertifi- 
vates  are  claimed.  The  usual  examinations  fur  admission  to  the 
High  School  were  held  in  June.  As  heretofore,  the  Regents' 
questions  were  used  in  the  elementary  subjects,  and  the  claisses 
were  further  examined  in  American  History,  Penmanship,  Draw- 
ing, Music  and  Writing,  either  directly  by  the  Superinlendent  or 
under  his  supervision.  Three  hundred  ninety-nine  (399)  of  our 
own  pupils  wore  examined,  all  of  whom  were  admitted,  iind  some 
twenty  or  thiitj'  from  olher  schools  in  this  vicinity  wereexamined 
at  the  stmiu  time,  and  as  many  of  these  as  the  final  inspection  of 
their  papers  shall  show  that  the^  ha\  e  passed  the  Uegeiits'  exami- 
nations, will  be  admitted.  The  total  number  admitted  will  Ikj 
about  the  same  as  last  year.     The  completion  of  the  extension  to 
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the  High  School,  which  wc  anticipate  will  be  ready  for  occupa- 
tion this  fall,  wilt  afford  ample  facilities  for  this  large  incoming 
class. 

Studies. 

In  my  l&st  i-eport,  I  discussed  at  some  length  the  difficulties 
encounteied  in  the  teaching  of  Reading,  arising  from  an  imperfect 
knowledge  of  the  many  varying  sounds  of  vowels  and  consonants 
that  hold  sway  in  the  pronounciation  of  our  language.  In 
countries  like  Germany  and  Italy,  where  the  language  is  almost 
phonetit;,  the  ability  to  read  and  spell  is  acquired  in  a  very  shoit 
time.  As  soon  as  the  sounds  arc  learned,  the  work  of  learning 
the  pronounciation  and  orthography  of  the  language  is  practically 
done,  and,  therefore,  practice  in  expre^^siou  alone  is  needed.  In 
English,  the  task  is  a  far  more  difficult  one,  owing  to  the 
arbitrary  natun^  of  our  orthography  and  the  uncertain  authority 
in  pronounciation.  I  then  said  that  some  of  the  difficulties  met 
with  in  teaching  pronounciation  could  be  removed  by  more  care- 
ful and  persistent  instruction  in  phonics.  This  instruction  had 
been  provided  for  in  our  course  of  study  ;  but  had  not  been 
followed  up  as  closely  as  it  should  have  been.  The  attention  of 
the  primary  teachers  was  sharply  called  to  the  importance  of  this 
special  branch  of  instruction.  Early  in  the  year,  a  meeting  was 
held,  at  which  a  irood  method  of  teachinof  the  sounds  wiis 
exemplified  by  a  teacher  who  had  been  very  successful  in  this 
special  work.  The  etlect  of  the  effort  thus  made  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  early  instruction  in  phonics  was  shown  in  all 
the  schools  before  the  closer  of  the  year.  Teachens  who  had 
attempted  little  or  nothing  on  this  line,  found  that  the  task  was 
not  a  very  difficult  one,  and  that  the  effort  was  fruitful  I  have 
been  assured  by  a  large  number  of  teachers,  that  the  work  in 
residing  had  been  made  much  easier,  and  the  progress  of  the 
pupils  was  nnich  more  satisfactory  than  it  had  been  for  a  long 
time.  It  would  seem  that  four  or  five  years  spent  in  learning 
how  to  read,  that  is,  in  learning  the  vaiious  sounds  applied  to  the 
letters  of  our  alphalnt  in  all  the  ordinary  combinations,  and  to 
acquire  the  habit  of  looking  for  the  thought  instead  of  calling 
words,  t,h()nkl  suffice.  If  this  be  so,  the  three  or  four  additional 
yejii^s  of  our  grammar  school  course  could  be  devoted  entirely  to 
reading  literature  and  acquiring  skill  in  oral  expression.  This 
would  ceitainly  eeonomiz-e  school  time,  as  reading  of  the 
chanicler  just  indicated  wimld  oceu^jy  far  less  time  than  the 
pi*esent  slow  and  tedious  teaching  from    the  ordinary  reading-

l)ooks.  Beading  of  this  kind  has  been  sulistituted  for  the  read- 
ing-book in  the  Ninth  Year  grade,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  extended  gradually  to  lower  grades. 

The  changes  suggested  last  year  in  the  primary  work  in  number 
was  the  subject  of  discussion  at  te<ichei'8'  meetings,  and  the  whole 
matter  wjis  finally  referred  to  a  committee  of  primary  Principals 
with  instruction  to  report  a  modified  course.  That  repoit  was 
submitted  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  and  has  not  j-et  Ijeen 
considered  at  teachers'  meetings.  The  report  will  be  considered 
at  an  early  date,  and,  when  approved,  submitted  to  the  Board  for 
final  action.  The  changes  that  will  be  suggested  arc  not  nidicai, 
but  lie  largely  in  the  direction  of  saving  time  and  effort.  I 
believe,  also,  that  nmch  time  mny  be  saved  in  the  higher  gi-ades 
by  the  use  of  examples  involving  smaller  numbers  and  by  teaching 
in  the  line  of  general  principles  and  not  trying  to  exhaust  all  the 
possible  cases  that  may  arise  under  a  given  topic. 

In  the  department  of  Language  instruction  there  has  been  a 
steady  advance  on  the  practical  side,  while  the  study  of  technical 
Grammar  has  had  its  full  shara  of  attention.  If  there  are  any 
changes  needed  in  this  department,  I  should  say  it  would  l>e  in 
the  direction  of  even  less  technical  work.  This  could  perhaps 
be  best  accomplished  by  starting  the  study  of  Grammar  proper 
at  a  later  period  in  the  course,  or  perhaps  even  better  by  relegat- 
ing the  whole  subject  to  the  last  two  years. 

Our  coui'se  of  study  has  been  based  upon  the  theory  that  al>out 
nine  years  were  needed  by  the  average  scholar  to  accomplish  the 
work  laid  down,  and  this  period  of  time  has  been  regarded  in 
very  many  other  places  ns  practically  right.  Serious  discussion, 
however,  irf  this  question  of  the  amount  of  time  needed  has  lieen 
going  on  for  the  past  two  years  in  educational  circles,  and  the 
trend  of  opinion  seems  to  be  in  favor  of  an  eight-year  course 
rather  than  one  of  nine.  The  position  has  been  very  firmly  taken 
that  our  pupils  should  be  advanced  to  the  High  School  grade  a 
year  earlier  than  at  present.  The  average  age  for  entrance  has 
been  fifteen  years  for  a  long  time,  and  as  this  would  make  the 
average  age  at  graduation  nineteen  years,  it  is  contended  that 
the  entrance  of  our  pupils  upon  the  active  duties  of  life  is  put 
off  at  least  one  year  too  long,  especially  in  the  case  of  those  who 
take  a  subsequent  collegiate  and  professional  course.  If  this  is 
so,  it  would  seem  that  the  only  place  in  which  time  can  be  gained 
is  in  the  grammar  school  course.  The  contention  of  those  who 
advocate  this  shortening  of  the  courae  is  that  not  only  can  this 
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he  done,  but,  by  a  i*earrangement  of  the  time  given  to  the  sub- 
jects which  all  agi*ee  arc  essential,  still  more  time  may  be  gained 
which  may  be  devoted  to  other  subjects ;  for  example,  to 
Elementary  Physics  and  advanced  Mathematics.  In  this  way  it 
is  claimed  that  oui*  grammar  school  course  may  1x3  both 
"shortened  and  enriched."  Of  course,  the  impoitant  question  in 
this  connection  is  the  practical  one  of  how  the  time  may  be  gained. 
I  think  considerable  time  might  be  gained  by  combining  the 
studies  of  Greogra[)hy  and  History,  as  I  have  heretofore  suggested. 
The  objection  raised  to  this  is  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  prepare 
our  pupilsforthe  Regents' examinations  in  these  subjects  uponsuch 
a  plan.  I  do  not  value  this  consideration  very  much,  and  believe 
that,  if  this  should  be  the  only  objection,  it  would  l)e  wise  to  let 
the  Regents'  examinations  take  care  of  themselves  and  let  them 
be,  as  they  should  be,  an  incident  and  not  an  end  of  our  instruc- 
tion. Some  time  might  be  saved,  perhaps,  in  jtopping  the  regular 
coui'se  in  Spelling,  say  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year  of  an  eight- 
year  coui'se.  If,  by  that  time,  pupils  could  acquire  the  habit  of 
taking  in  the  pictui'e  of  each  new  word  met  with  as  a  whole,  and 
could  retain  this  mental  impression,  the  daily  drill  which  now  occu- 
pies so  much  time  could  stop  at  the  time  above  indicated.  I  make 
no  recommendation  at  the  pi*esent  time  as  to  the  shortening  of 
our  gnimmar  school  coui'se,  but  call  your  attention  to  this  special 
topic  in  the  exi)ectation  that  it  will  soim  become  a  question  to  be 
seriously  considered  and  decided. 

I  earnestly  renew  the  suggestion  that  the  plan  of  instruction  in 
the  High  School,  especially  in  the  departments  of  Physics,  Botany 
and  Chemistry,  be  modified  so  as  to  introduce  laboratory  methods. 
I  had  strong  hopes  of  accomplishing  something  in  this  dii*ection 
while  the  extension  to  the  High  School  was  in  coui-se  of  construc- 
tion, and  was  encoumged  by  the  evident  desire  of  the  Board  to 
furnish  the  necessary  facilities.  The  lack  ol  funds  hits,  however, 
pi*evented  the  immediate  provision  of  the  necessary  rooms  and 
apparatus.  I  recommend  that,  its  soon  as  funds  are  available,  the 
roof  storv  of  the  extension  be  finished  off  so  as  to  furnish  the 
needed  facilities.  I  also  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  very  large  chisses  in  the  High  School  and  to  the  advisability 
(vf  making  provision  for  their  division  into  smaller  groui>s.  I  do 
not  think  it  will  be  at  all  necesssiry  to  incrciise  the  teaching  force 
of  the  school  in  order  to  accomplish  this.  I  suggest  that  time  may 
1)6  gahied  for  additional  recitation  houi*s  by  the  disuse  of  one  or 
two  general  exercises  of  doubtful  value.     I  consider  that  the  time 
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spent  111  instruction  in  Penmanship  and  Spelling  could  be  far  better 
employed  in  additional  recitation  bonus,  which  would  permit  the 
division  oC  large  clafisci^  into  .smaller  ones.  The  handwriting  of 
our  pupils  is  fornied  when  they  enter  the  High  School,  and  if 
any  improvement  is  to  Im?  made,  I  believe  that  it  will  be  through 
some  supervision  of  the  constant  written  exercises  in  the  various 
subjects  of  study,  and  thus  prevent  the  deterioration  of  hand 
writing  that  has  too  often  resulted.  I  also  think  that  the  High 
•  School  pupils  are  old  enough  to  acquire  the  spelling  of  the  new 
words  they  meet  by  observation,  and  that  the  time  given  to 
formal  exercises  in  this  branch  every  week  can  well  .be  tiiken  for 
other  purposes;  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  orthography  is  a 
daily  exercise  in  connection  with  the  written  work  of  the  pupils. 
By  discontinuing  these  two  exercises  more  than  an  hoiu*  can  l)e 
gained  every  week  which  can  be  readily  utilized  in  additional 
recitations  in  other  suiyects. 

1  believe  that  the  tin)e  has  come  when  some  re-arrangement  of 
the  coui'ses  in  Manual  Training  in  the  High  School  ai-e  nece8^ary 
in  order  to  accomplish  their  purpose.  That  Manual  Training  is 
of  high  educational  value,  and  that  opportunities  for  its  pui-suit 
should  be  given  in  the  course  of  study  of  public  schools  is  now 
almost  universally  admitted.  Whether  it  should  be  a  required 
or  a  voluntary  course  is  not  so  well  settled.  In  several  large 
cities.  Manual  Training  High  Schools  have  been  established  with 
special  and  distinct  courses.  In  cities  of  the  size  of  Albany,  this 
is  entirely  impracticable,  and  I  believe,  equally  uimecessary.  I 
think,  however,  that  some  differentiation  is  needed  in  order  to 
give  this  work  its  proi)er  field.  In  some  instiuices  this  has  l>een 
accomplished  by  simply  providing  a  special  course  of  study 
chosen  on  entering  the  school  just  as  pupils  now  choose  between 
the  English,  the  Latin  English  and  the  Classical  courses.  I 
have  given  some  attention  to  the  preparation  of  such  a  special 
courae,  and  submit  an  outline  of  it  below  as  a  suggestion  subject 
to  changes  that  reflection  or  experience  may  offer.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  modern  lano^ua<x<^>s  are  <riven  a  lar^e  share  in  this 
proposed  course.  This  hjis  been  done  advisedly,  because  1 
lielieve  that  every  pupil  should  have  an  oppoi-tunity  of  acquiring 
at  least  one  language  other  than  his  own,  and  that  as  i;:ucfa 
benefit  may  be  derived  from  a  full  coui'se  in  the  modern 
languages  'aa  is  obtained  from  the  study  of  the  ancient  ones. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  was  called  last  year  to  the  pro- 
priety of  extending  the  wood-work  plant  by  pliicing  in  the  shops 
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wood-turning  machinery.  The  additional  room  given  in  the 
extension,  will  permit  this  to  be  done  in  as  complete  a  manner 
H8  desired.    '

The  Manual  Training  for  hoys  consists  of  lessons  throughout 
the  course  in  Fi-ee-Hand  iiud  Mcchimieai  Drawing,  lessons  in 
Wood- Working.  Carpentry,  Joinory,  Turning,  etc.,  for  two 
years,  and  in  Iron- Working  for  two  yeai-s;  for  the  girls  the  same 
work  in  Drawing,  Sloyd  for  two  yeai's,  nnd  VVo<hI -Carving  for 
two  yeaiw. 

The  exjieriment  of  teaching  Stenography  in  the  High  School, 
which  was  tried  during  the  past  yeai-,   [irovea  to  be  quite  sue- 
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oessful,  and  I  am  of  tho  opinion  that  it  should  be  continued  as  a 
regular  study.  A  large  clasd  was  formed  early  in  tho  year,  and 
although  the  instinictor  had  little  pravious  experience  in  teaching, 
with  the  able  and  at  times  daily  assistance  of  Commissioner  Ruso, 
who  is  an  accomplished  stenographer,  the  class  was  carried  along 
to  a  higher  degree  of  attainment  than  was  anticipated.  An 
adequately  searching  examination,  submitted  from  the  office  of 
the  Regents,  was  taken  by  the  entire  class,  and  nearly  every  one 
was  succetssful  in  passing  with  credit.  With  the  yeai*'s  experience 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  next 
class  will  become  moi*e  proficient. 

EiNDERGABTEN. 

The  special  usefulness  and  beneficence  of  kindergarten  iwe 
emphasized  more  and  more  strongly  every  year.  What  is  done 
by  the  kindergarten  drill  and  the  infusion  of  the  kindergai'ten 
spirit  among  teachei-s  of  the  primary  and  higher  grades  can  not 
be  stated  in  words.  It  is  an  influence  which  is  felt  in  every 
family  represented  in  our  schools,  and  always  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. As  has  boon  tiiily  said,  '*  The  kindergai'ten  takes  the 
children  before  bad  habits  are  formed,  keeps  them  out  of  the 
street,  teaches  them  how  to  play,  to  work,  to  think,  to  be  clean, 
orderly,  economical,  honest,  truthful  and  unselfish.  This  early 
tmining  more  than  doubles  the  value  of  the  public  school  courae 
which  follows  it." 

The  reluctance  shown  by  a  few  parents  to  place  their  children 
in  the  kindergarten,  arising  from  the  notion  that  the  kindergarten 
is  impractical,  has  almost  entirely  disappeared.  Mothers  especially 
are  beginning  to  undei'stand  the  purposes  and  the  benefits  of  the 
kindergarten,  and  in  some  localities  very  many  more  children  are 
ofiTered  for  this  grade  than  we  can  possibly  take  care  of.  Several 
of  the  classes  ai'e  still  much  too  large  for  one  teacher  to  instruct 
properly,  and  I  renew  the  recommendation  of  last  year,  that  as. 
soon  as  the  Board  feels  that  it  can  afford  to  do  so,  an  assistant  1x3 
employed  in  each  kindergarten  whose  attendance  averages  fifty 
for  the  month  and  has  not  fallen  below  forty  for  the  year.  I 
also  again  suggest  that  much  needed  unification  of  the  work 
would  be  brought  about  by  the  employment  of  a  skilled  super- 
visor. The  special  need  of  many  of  our  kindergaiten  rooms  is 
a  piano.  Seven  of  the  sixteen  rooms  in  which  this  work  is  carried 
on  are  now  supplied.  It  would  be  a  great  assistance  could  the 
Board  supply  musical  instruments  in  all  these  rooms.     By  pur- 
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chasing  two  or  three  u  year  the  annual  expense  would  not  lie 
very  great.  Square  pianos  are  most  desirable  for  school  rooms, 
as  the  teacher  can  overlook  the  class  while  playing,  and  as  this 
style  of  instrument  is  rapidly  going  out  of  use,  good  instiiiments 
can  be  purchased  for  a  very  moderate  price.

Drawing. 

The  drawing  exhibition,  omitted  last  year  on  account  of  the 
illness  of  the  instiuctor,  was  held  on  Decoration  Day  in  the  cha))el 
of  the  High  School.  The  work  exhibited  was  in  many  respects 
far  in  advance  of  that  of  preceding  yeiii-8,  and  was  favombly 
conimenteci  upon  by  the  hundreds  of  visitors  who  thronged  the 
chapel  on  that  occasion.  The  usual  competition  for  medals 
occuri-ed,  and  the  following  awards  were  made :

Discipline. 

The  fact  that  only  thirteen  cases  of  corporal  ptniishment,  aud 
fifteen  cases  of  suspension  from  the  schools  occurred  during  the 
school  year,  among  the  more  than  ten  thousand  daily  attendants, 
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is  a  strong  evidence  of  the  ease  with  which  our  schools  are  now 
conducted.  The  comparative  ta))lc  printed  helow  is  interesting 
in  showing  the  rapid  decline  in  the  use  of  the  rod  during  the  past 
twelve  yeai-s.  A  still  stronger  evidence,  in  my  mind,  of  the 
good  management  that  obtains  in  all  our  schools  is  the  very  small 
number  of  appeals  from  parents  and  guardians  in  behalf  of  their 
children  on  the  score  of  conduct.  I  have  not  had  presented  more 
than  half  a  dozen  of  these  cases  of  apparent  friction  between ' 
pupils,  or  pai'ents,  and  tesichers  during  the  entire  year. 

I  am  highly  pleased  to  record  that  this  is  undoubtedly  .the  last 
time  that  we  shall  print  any  statistics  in  relation  to  corporal 
punishment.  The  action  of  the  Bojird  in  forbidding  corporal 
punishment,  is  the  culmination  of  a  long  struggle  for  this  reform; 
and  it  is  especially  gratifying  tluit  the  reform  was  accomplished, 
not  by  a  mandatory  edict,  as  might  have  been  done  some  years 
ago  had  it  been  urged,  but  by  the  gradual  conviction  which  our 
teachers  have  attained,  that  the  use  of  corporal  punishment  is  not 
only  uiigecessary  but  harmful  to  the  pro{)er  and  easy  manage- 
ment of  the  school.

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Evening  Schools. 

The  experiment  of  evening  schools,  after  a  lapse  of  eleven 
vears,  was  renewed  during  the  past  year.  By  the  use  of  the 
device  of  requiring  a  deposit  of  one  dollar  as  evidence  of  good 
faith  and  a  determination  to  attend  and  receive  instruction,  the 
attendance  was  very  much  more  regular  than  in  previous  years. 
.The  total  number  registered  in  the  four  schools  that  were  opened 
was  four  hundred  thirty-three  (433)  ;  the  average  membership 
was  three  hundred  fifteen  (315),  and  the  average  attendance  two 
hundred  sixty-one  (261),  Other  items  of  interest  may  be  gath- 
ered from  the  table  given  below. 

Although  this  result  is  comparatively  gratifying,  I  still  feel 
that  the  demand  for  elementary  evening  schools  in  this  city  is 
small,  and  thoroughly  believe  that  the  offering  of  a  higher  grade 
of  instruction  would  increase  both  the  volume  and  the  character 
of  the  attendance.  Quite  a  number  of  pei-sons  over  fourteen 
years  of  age  applied  for  instruction  in  advanced  subjects  ;  but  as 
no  provision  had  been  made  for  such  instruction,  they  were  neces- 
sju'ily  refused.  Upon  inquiry,  I  think  that  the  experience  in  most 
of  our  iuland  cities  is  the  same.  On  the  sea-board  and  in  the 
west,  the  foreign  population  requiring  elementary  instruction  in 
English  furnishes  a  large  attendance  at  evening  schools ;  but  with 
us  the  number  of  those  who  desire  instruction,  simply  through 
lack  of  knowledge  of  our  language,  is  really  small ;  and  again 
the  number,  as  we  find  by  experience,  who  are  absolutely  lacking 
in  the  elementary  subjects,  who  do  not  voluntarily  attend  oui* 
day  schools,  is  still  smaller. 

In  the  city  of  Buffalo,  of  an  average  attendance  of  1,476,  and 
it  should  be  remembered  that  there  is  a  very  large  Grerman  pop- 
ulation in  Buffalo,  four  hundred  thirty-nine  (439)  were  in  attend- 
ance on  the  evening  high  school.  I  believe  that  the  proportion 
that  would  attend  an  evening  high  school  in  this  city  would  l)e 
very  much  larger,  and  I  feel  confident  that  unless  such  a  school 
be  estiiblished  we  shall  see  a  decided  falling  ofi*  in  attendance  in 
another  year.  The  opening  of  the  evening  schools  early  in  the  fall 
is  undoubtedly  a  wise  arrangement.  The  attendance  up  to  the 
holiday  season  is  very  much  more  regular  and,  therefore,  more 
profitable  than  after  the  first  of  January.  If  practicable,  I  think 
it  would  be  well  to  begiu  the  evening  schools  at  the  same  time 
that  the  day  schools  open,  and  to  end  the  session  with  the  Christ- 
mas holidays.  I  suggest  that  after  another  year's  trial,  the  ele- 
mentary instruction  be  continued  only  in  such  special  districts 
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88  show  need  for  this  kind  of  instruction  by  good  attendance. 
For  instance,  the  attendance  at  School  No.  1  and  School  No.  1 1 
was  last  year  sufficiently  large  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  this 
kind  of  instruction  in  those  localities,  while  that  at  School  No.  13 
hardly  justified  the  attendant  expense. 

The  scpamte  school  for  girls,  while  not  very  largely  attended, 
served  an  excellent  purpose,  and  the  work  done  there  was  fraught 
with  much  good  to  those  who  did  attend.  The  girls  certainly 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  a  school  entirely  hy  themselves. 

On  the  evening  of  February  3,  1892,  the  schools  were  closed 
with  public  exercises  at  the  High  School.  The  High  School 
Glee  Club  furnished  the  music  for  the  occasion.  Mayor  Man- 
ning made  the  address  to  the  pupils  and  Prof.  Ouderdoiik  de- 
lighted them  all  with  a  series  of  experiments  showing  the  pit>p- 
erties  of  air.  Certificates  of  mei-it  were  presented  to  all  who 
had  attended  and  performed  their  tasks  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
several  Principals.

Training  Class. 

Two  terras  of  instruction  in  the  Training  Class  were  conducted 
under  the  rules  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the 
sum  of  $586  was  received  from  the  fund  provided  l\v  the  State. 
This  amount  makes  the  total  received  from  this  source  in  ten 
years  $4,670.  A  poilion  of  the  money  received  was  wisely 
exi)ended  in  the  i)urchuse  of  about  fifty  works  on  pedagogy  for 
the  use  of  the  class.  I  recommend  that  additional  purchi'ises  be 
made  from  time  to  time  until  a  good  working  library  (if  this  kind 
shall  be  provided. 
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This  is  the  first  year  in  which  Miss  Utter  h{is  had  charge  of 
the  chiss,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  the  largest  class  wc 
have  yet  had,  and  of  the  special  difficulties  connected  with  the 
conduct  of  this  class  and  of  a  large  primaiy  school  with  only  a 
half-day  session,  the  excellent  results  reached  are  to  be  especially 
commended.  When  we  are  able  to  occupy  new  School  No.  24 
and  have  the  advantage  of  the  special  facilities  therein  provided 
for  the  training  of  teachei*s,  we  may  expect  even  better  work 
than  in  the  past. 

The  action  of  the  Board  in  raising  the  standard  of  admission 
to  the  Training  Class  so  that  no  person  can  attend  who  has  not 
obtained  the  Regents'  diploma,  or  has  psissed  Regents'  examhiations 
equivalent  thereto,  will  tend  to  give  us  much  smaller  classes  and 
give  far  greater  opi)ortunity  to  the  pupil-teiichers  in  pnictice 
work.  It  has  already  been  ascertained  that  this  year's  class  will 
iK)t  exceed  tifteen  in  number,  but  it  is  believed  that  it  will  more 
than  make  up  in  quality  for  its  lack  of  numbers. 

With  the  practical  workings  of  the  Merit  List  and  tha  diminu- 
tion in  the  size  of  the  Training  Chiss,  we  may  expect,  in  a  few 
yejirs,  that  about  all  who  receive  our  certificatp  of  qualification  to 
teiich  may  count  upon  an  appointment  in  our  schools. 

Teachers. 

The  Board  employed  two  hundred  eighty-six  (286)  teachers 
during  the  past  year,  the  Siime  numi)er  as  during  the  preceding 
year.  Of  these,  two  hundred  sixty-three  (263)  were  women  and 
twenty-three  (23)  men.  One  hundred  eighty-five  (185)  were 
graduates  of  our  High  School,  sixteen  (16)  were  collegians,  fifty- 
one  (51)  were  State  Normal  graduates,  and  thirty-nine  (39)  were 
educated  at  private  schools  and  academies.  Ninetj'-four  (y4)  were 
graduates  of  our  Training  Class ;  an  increase  of  two  over  last 
year. 

The  I'egular  monthly  meetings  of  Principals  were  conducted 
upon  the  siune  plan  as  heretofore,  being  taken  up  entirely  with 
discussions  of  practical  school  questions.  The  few  gnide  meetings 
held  were  fruitful  and  practical.  The  kindergarten  teachers  con- 
tinued their  weekly  meetings  for  conference  and  the  airangement 
of  programs,  and  a  spirit  of  study  and  inquiry  n>:  to  how  l)est 
they  may  work  wjis  evinced  among  our  teachers  of  all  grades. 
Over  two  hundred  (200)  of  our  cori^  attended  the  University 
Extension  lectures  on  Political  Science,  and  many  of  these  have 
signified  their  intention  to  take  up  other  coui'ses  in  the  future. 
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When  8ucb  a  spirit  is^  »howii  among  our  teachers,  it  is  a  niatter 
of  course  that  our  schools  are  becooiing  more  and  more  elSicieiit 
and  useful. 

The  plan  of  uppoiutmeut  of  teachers  in  accordance  with  tho 
relative  merits  of  the  candidates  was  in  opeiation  from  January 
1,  1892,  and,  although  there  happened  to  be  only  two  vacancies 
to  l>e  filled  by  the  end  of  the  school  year,  the  api)ointnient.s  made 
were  in  themselves  the  highest  commendation  of  this  plan  of 
appointment.  The  fii*st  appointment  made  was  of  a  young  woman 
who  had  graduated  from  our  High  School  about  thirteen  years 
ago.  with  the  very  highest  rank  in  scholars»hip,  and  who  had 
shown  evidence  of  teaching  ability,  but  nevertheless,  although 
extremely  anxious  for  a  position  in  our  schools,  owing  to  her 
inability  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  either  social  or  political  forces, 
had  been  disap])ointed  year  after  year.  The  .second  appointment 
was  one  who  had  been  a  teacher  in  our  schools  and  had  lost  her 
husband  a  tew  months  after  marriage,  but  whose  record  made  in 
actual  work  in  our  schools  was  of  the  very  highest.  The  names 
which  will  next  be  drawn  upon  for  appointnent  include  the  vciy 
best  material  afforded  by  our  Training  Class  for  the  past  ten 
years,  and,  therefore,  wu  can  not  fail  to  have  the  very  best  teach- 
ing talent  so  l(.'ng  as  this  system  is  adhered  to.  This  plan  of 
appointment  has  been  commented  upon  by  the  leading  educa- 
tional and  many  other  journals  of  this  country  in  the  most 
favorable  terms,  and  the  example  of  Albany  haa  been  held  up  as 
a  guide  to  all  communities. 

Conclusion. 

In  concluvHion,  I  should  say  that  while  we  have  by  no  means 
attained  the  high  ideals  which  a  progressive  community  should 
always  hold  in  view,  Albany  oHers  to  its  citizens,  and  to  all  those 
who  may  think  of  becoming  its  citizens,  school  buildings  con- 
stmcted  in  accordance  with  the  best  siscertained  principles  of 
Siuiitary  and  architectual  science,  officered  by  a  corps  of  skillful, 
earnest  and  progressive  teachers,  and  maiuiged  by  an  able,  con- 
servative unci  enlightened  School  Board.  It  is  safe  to  say,  with- 
out disparagement  to  any  other,  that  this  department  of  our 
municipal  aifairs  is  doing  its  full  share  towards  making  Albany  a 
Uesinible  and  permanent  home  for  all  who  are  seeking  to  better 
their  condition. 

1  thank  the  Board  for  the  renewed  evidenc(;  of  its  confidence, 
and  for  its  many  kind  acts  and  words  of  support.     I  also  gladly 
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acknowledge  the  cordial  nud  able  manner  in  which  the  Principals 
and  teachers  have  seconded  all  bui*  efforts  to  advance  the  interests 
of  our  schools.

Young  Ladies  of  the  Teachers'  Training  Class — I  feel 
myself  somewhat  embarrassed  in  addressing  you  because  I  have 
never  hnd  any  experience  in  the  work  which  you  have  learned  to 
do,  and,  I  hope,  to  do  so  well.  A  great  number  of  men  in  every 
profession  have  in  early  life  engaged  in  the  most  useful  and  hon- 
orable work  of  teaching.  In  very  many  instances  it  has  been  the 
preparation  for  a  distinguished  life  at  the  bar,  in  the  pulpit  and  in 
the  senate,  and  many  a  man  could  tell  you  from  his  own  expe- 
rience of  the  peculiar  pleasures  and  trials  of  this  work.  But  I 
cannot  do  this,  and  I  am  si)ecially  incompetent  because  teaching 
has  of  late  years  becoine  a  science  in  which  those  who  would 
practice  it  ai-e,  as  you  have  been,  regularly  instructed.  When  I 
was  young  it  wils  assumed  that  any  one  could  *^  keep  school "  if 
he  knew  somewhat  more  than  his  scholars,  so  that  he  could  be  a 
little  in  advance  of  them,  as  they  went  forward  day  after  day. 
But  now  the  tejicher  is  not  only  to  understand  the  subjects  which 
he  is  to  teach,  but  he  is  to  know  how  to  teach  them.     It  is  not 
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enough  for  him  to  understand  arithmetic,  algebra  and  geometi-y 
himself,  but  he  must  know  how  to  make  his  scholars  undei-stand 
them.  He  may  be  able  to  read  his  Tacitus  ;  but  more  than  this 
he  must  know  how  to  teach  his  scholai's  to  re:id  that  wnter.  And 
this  is  the  special  skill  which,  I  ^suppose,  you  have  acquired.  I  do  . 
not  fully  understimd  in  what  this  peculiar  skill  consists.  But  I 
am  willing  to  believe  that  you  possess  it,  as  far.  as  it  can  it  be 
taught. 

It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  principal  qualifications  of  a  good 
teacher  must  lie  in  the  heail  and  not  in  the  hejid.  The  days 
have  gone  by-  when  boys  and  girls  were  driven  through  their 
studies  with  the  rod  and  the  ferule,  and  when  a  sti*ong 
arm  w^is  an  important  qualification  in  a  teacher.  And  scholars 
now  are  to  be  led  by  kindness  and  wisdom.  This  is  a  happy 
change  for  them  and  for  the  teachei*s  also.  But  it  imposes 
a  new  duty  on  the  teachers,  that  of  keeping  their  own  passions 
under  restraint.  Of  coui^se  there  must  often  be  much  to  vex  and 
annoy  a  teacher  in  the  dullness  and  ill-behavior  of  scholars,  and  I 
think  it  highly  imi)ortant  that  a  teacher  should  acquire  such  con- 
trol over  self  as  will  enable  her  never  to  show  vexation  or  amioy- 
ance.  It  is  dilSicult  tor  a  scholar  to  continue  in  bad  and  vexa- 
tious conduct  when  he  finds  that,  while  it  is  fully  seen  and  un- 
derstood, it  arouses  no  antagonism  in  the  teacher. 

Further,  you  are  to  cultivate  in  your  scholars  their  moral  as 
well  as  their  mental  powers.  Your  work  is  i)ut  half  done  when 
you  teach  them  knowledge  and  skill.  You  are  to  do  more  than 
this.  You  are  to  make  them  good,  honest,  truthful,  patient,  loving 
and  obedient.  And  to  do  this  you  must  be  the  example.  You 
cannot  expect  them  to  be  what  you  are  not  yourselves. 

And  let  me  remind  you  that  it  is  not  always  the  formal  incul- 
cation of  doctrines  which  impresses  children.  Very  frequently  a 
casual  word  carries  more  weight  than  any  formal  speech.  And 
hence  the  need  that  you  should  always  be  careful  as  to  what  j'ou 
say,  and  should  never  utter  a  harsh  or  injurious  word  or  criticism. 
One  ciui  never  be  too  careful  in  what  is  said  before  children. 
They  are  quick  to  catch  whatever  they  hear,  and  they  are  wis?e 
enough  to  know  that  the  casujil  and  accidental  word  shows  the 
real  feelings  of  the  heart,  while  the  carefully  enunciated  precept 
may  be  only  a  parrot-like  utterance. 

Of  course  there  may  be  much  that  is  wearisome  in  your  work. 
But  you  nmst  accept  this  wearisomeness  chet^rfully,  as  necessarily 
following  from  the  work  you  have  voluntarily  undertaken.     And 
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you  should  sympathize  with  the  children  who  will  often  be  more 
weary  of  learning  than  you  are  of  teaching.  Modern  modes  of 
teaching  call  for  quite  con.st)int  effort  of  the  mind  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher  during  school  houi*8.  And  it  is  not  6ti*angc  that  a 
teacher  should  otlen  feel  worn  out  when  the  day's  labor  ici  over. 
Especially  when  one  thinks  that  the  same  labor  is  to  be  repeated 
day  after  day.  And  for  your  own  sake  and  for  the  sake  of  your 
scholai-s  you  should  endeavor  to  preserve  your  health  by  fresh  air 
and  out  of  door  exercise,  so  that  you  may  come  to  the  school 
every  morning  with  new  strength.  Otherwise  the  jaded  feeling 
with  which  you  left  the  schoolroom  in  the  afternoon  will  •continue 
into  the  next  day  and  will  be  increased  by  that  day's  work. 

It  seems  to  me  that  few  persons  need  more  than  teachers  to  ob* 
serve  carefully  the  simple  rules  of  health,  so  that  they  may  be 
saved  from  that  breaking  down  which  so  often  follows  continuous 
and  wearing  mental  effort. 

And  here  there  is  another  closely  connected  subject  of  which  I 
would  speak.  One  great  £iult  in  our  schools  is  the  nervous  strain 
put  on  the  scholars.  Mere  hard  study  without  worry  or  anxiety 
does  not  do  so  much  harm.  If  combined  with  proper  out  of  door 
life,  mere  study  is  not  likely  to  injure  the  student.  But  our 
schools  put  the  scholars,  and  especially  the  girls,  into  a  nervous 
condition,  which  is  very  injurious  to  health.  There  are  so  many 
studies  of  each  of  which  they  must  have  a  smattering ;  there  is 
such  a  stimulus  to  stand  high  in  the  class  ;  there  is  such  eager- 
ne2<s  to  obtain  this  certificate  and  that  ;  there  is  such  a  desire 
never  to  miss  attending  school,  that  the  girl  in  our  schools  is 
often  in  an  anxious  condition  day  after  da}'.  And  she  shows  this 
in  enfeebled  health. 

Now  we  who  have  the  care  of  the  schools  are  largely  to  blame 
for  this.  We  publish  honor  rolls  and  results  of  Regents'  examina- 
tions and  in  various  ways  we  blow  the  fire  of  nervous  excitement. 
But  I  would  ask  you  to  do  what  you  can  to  keep  the  scholars  who 
are  in  your  care  in  a  healthy  state.  Guard  them  not .  merely 
against  oi)en  diseases,  but  against  that  insidious  weakening  of 
[mysical  strength  which  comes  from  the  causes  I  have  mentione<l. 
Of  what  good  is  it  that  you  should  send  out  into  the  world  a  girl 
who  has  not  been  absent  or  tardy  for  yeai*s  fmm  her  school  and 
who  has  passed  more  Regents'  examinations  than  any  Regetit  him- 
self could  wade  through,  if  she  has  not  the  physical  stit^ngth  to 
meet  and  discharge  the  peculiar  duties  of  a  woman  ?  It  would 
Ite  far  better  if,  instead  of  teaching  her   how  many  bones   and 
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muscles  she  has  in  her  body,  she  had  been  so  trained  as  to  give 
vigor  to  her  muscles  and  solidity  to  her  bones,  and  so  that  she 
should  be  endowed  with  that  charm  of  youthful  health  and  beauty 
which  poets  sing  and  artists  paint. 

There  is  a  very  special  compensation  for  the  toil  of  the  teacher 
After  many  years  of  labor  which,  perhaps,  to  her  eyes  were  not 
productive  of  gi'eat  results  as  she  went  on  day  by  day,  she  may  in 
alter  yeare  look  around  her  upon  those  who  were  once  her  scholars 
and  who  have  now  grown  up  to  maturity.  She  may  see  them 
useful  men  and  women,  doing  good  to  others  and  gaining  respect 
for  themselves.  And  she  may  say  to  herself,  this  was  my  work ; 
here  is  the  fruit  of  the  seed  which  I  sowed  long  ago  and  which  I 
nurtured  with  care.  Thus  she  will  rightfully  claim  a  share  in  ail 
the  good  which  these  scholars  now  do  and  in  all  the  credit  which 
they  gain. 

Of  course  such  results  are  not  always  apparent.  Still  you  may 
be  sure  that  they  exist,  and  this  ceitainty  may  cheer  you  in  all 
your  labor,  for  you  may  be  confident  that  in  the  days  to  come  it 
will  bear  abundant,  though  it  be  unseen  fruit. 

As  Shenstone,  speaking  of  the  possible  future  of  the  children  of 
a  village  school,  says  : 

Yet  nuraed  with  skill,  what  dazzling  fruits  appear ; 

E'en  now,  sagacious  foresight  points  to  show 

A  little  bench  of  heedless  bishops  here, 

And  thei'e  a  chancellor  in  embryo. 

Or  bard  sublime,  if  bard  may  ere  be  so, 

As  Milton,  Shakespeare,  names  that  ne*er  shall  die. 

And  similar  possibilities  among  the  children  in  your  care  may 
inspire  you  to  do  your  best  for  them  and  to  feel  how  sacred  is  the 
charge  which  is  entrusted  to  you

General  Palmer's  Address. 

Some  tour  yeaiv  ago  the  suggestion  was  made  by  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  that  it  would  be  befitting  and  appropriate 
to  have  the  public  school  buildings  throughout  the  country  deco- 
rated during  school  hour^s  by  our  glorious  National  colors.  It 
WHS  lielieved  that  the  flag  floating  over  these  edifices  vvould  prove 
an  object  lesdon  in  patriotism,  which  would  never  be  unlearned 
or  forgotton.  The  suggestion  wjis  eagerly  and  widely  accepted 
by  thoBe  in  charge  of  our  public  educational  interests ;  and  to- 
day thousands  of  the  public  school  buildings  throughout  the  land, 
including  alike  the  humble,  rude  structure  and  the  more  costly 
and  elaborate  architectural  specimens  in  our  cities  and  larger 
villages,  keep  the  old  flag  flying  while  the  schools  are  in   session, 
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an  inspiiiition  and  hope  and  promise  to  all  of  us,  but  especially 
to  you  }'oung  people,  who  are  so  soon  to  become  the  mastei's  of 
the  couutry,  and  into  whose  hands  its  destinies  must  l)e  intrusted. 

And  what  a  grand  old  flag  in  ours  ;  its  origiimi  thirteen  s^tars 
have  teen  iucreaised  to  forty-four,  and  the  territory  over  which  it 
floats  supreme  has  been  increased  from  a  narrow  strip  on  the  At- 
lantic seaboaru'uulil  it  now  embraces  all  that  vast  domain  between 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific,  the  great  lakes  on  the  north  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  Bio  Grande  on  the  south,  and  even 
stretches  up  beyond  the  Arctic  Circle,  giving  us  far-off  and  prom- 
ising  Altiska,  with  its  magnificent  area  of  550,000  square  miles. 

It  is  the  flag  which  Washington  and  Greene  and  Schuyler  and 
Wayne  and  Paul  Joues  upheld  during  our  long  and  desperate 
struggle  for  indei)eudeDce  ;  the  same  flag  for  which  Jackson 
aiKl  Perry  and  McDonough  lought  duiing  our  second  war  with 
Gi'eut  Britain  ;  the  same  that  Scott  and  Taylor  and  their  brave 
conuiules  planted'later  and  triumphantly  upon  the  citadels  of  the 
Montezumas ;  the  same  that  Graut  and  Sherman,  Sheridan,  and 

Thomaii  and  McClellan  and  their  thoustmds  of  brave  assistants 
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and  millions  of  brave  and  patriot  soldier  defenders  of  the  Union, 
bore  to  victory  in  our  late  civil  conflict. 

ll'^Twenty-nine  yeai-s  ago  to-day  many  gallant  Albanians  yielded 
up  their  lives  in'  one  of  the  three  great  battles  fought  before  Port 
Hudson.  I  remember  that  in  my  own  regiment,  the  91st  New 
York  Vol«.,  nearly  one-half  of  the  number  engaged  wore  either 
killed,  wounded  or  disabled  ;  so  that  it  is  i^eculiarly  appropriate 
on  the  annivci'sary  of  that  day,  I  should  present  to  you  on  behalf 
of  my  Albany  commdes^  the  flag  for  which  they  fought  to  de- 
fend— the  emblem  of  liberty,  equal  rights  and  national  unity. 

Now  during  tour  long  years  of  civil  strife  we  fought  the  bat- 
tles that  you  might  have  been  compelled  to  encounter.  We 
have  given  you  a  heritage  of  peace  and  prosperity  instead  of  an 
enormous  and  expensive  litiiration  to  be  settled  by  a  jury  of  sol- 
diers  ;  but  my  young  friends  we  cannot  fight  for  you  the  battles 
of  life  that  are  before  you  ;  that  is  a  contest  upon  which  you 
must  soon  enter.  It  is  a  contest  that  I'equii'es  as  much  braveiy. 
endurance,  self-reliance  and  resistance  to  combat  the  evils  and 
temptations  that  will  comfront  you  in  your  journey  through  life, 
as  the  soldier  required  upcm  the  battle  field. 

As  a  soldier  makes  for  himself  a  record  either  for  bravery  or 
cowardice,  so  you  must  establish  your  own  character  by  integ- 
rity, virtue  and  industry.     There  is  nothing  obtained   in  this  life 
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without  labor  ;  it  is  the  conflict  with  difficulties  that  obliges  us 
to  labor  for  success.  A  smooth  sea  never  made  a  good  mariner, 
neither  does  interrupted  i)rosperity  qualify  us  for  usefulness  or 
happiness ;  the  soldier  never  knew  he  was  l>niye  uutil  he  was  test- 
ed by  the  fii*e  of  battle ;  so  the  citizen,  like  the  soldier,  has  his 
character  tried  by  prudence,  skill  and  foilitude.  Not  one  of  us 
know  how  strong  or  how  feeble  we  are  until  we  are  tested  by 
temptation. 

So  build  up  your  character  so  tinn,  and  let  your  conduct  in 
life  be  such  that  it  cannot  be  shaken  by  calunuiy  or  insinuation. 
If  you  are  a  success  in  life  some  will  envy  you  your  pros- 
perity ;  go  straight  on,  don't  mind  them  ;  a  man  who  has  no 
enemies  is  seldom  good  for  anything,  he  is  made  of  that  kind  of 
material  that  is  so  easily  worked  that  everyone  has  a  hand  in  it ;  a 
stcrlino:  chanicter  is  one  who  thinks  for  himself  and  makes  bis 
own  way  in  life ;  such  a  character  is  sure  to  have  enemies.  If 
you  are  a  failure  others  will  pity  you,  so  remember  it  is  better  to 
be  envied  than  pitied.  Be  brave,  be  just,  true  to  your  word  ;  re- 
member that  your  charactqr  is  to  be  largely  your  stock  in  trade 
through  life;  it  gives  you  power  and  influence.  It  makes  friends, 
it  paves  the  way  to  success,  to  honor  and  happiness. 

During  the  past  four  months  I  have  traveled  nearly  forty 
thousjind  miles,  visiting  the  different  Stsite  gatherings  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  had  an  opportunity  in  thegrwit 
north-west  to  see  the  results  of  perseverance  and  self-reliance. 
Many  young  men  who  had  been  educated  in  the  east  went  west, 
expecting  to  find  a  gold  mine;  they  felt  that  their  educations  fitted 
them  for  some  lucrative  position  in  life  without  hard  work  ;  but 
education  without  pluck  and  determination  to  labor  will  never 
succeed.  The  country  is  rich  with  bniins  and  men  of  talent.  A 
good  education  is  the  best  legacy  a  father  can  bequetith  to  his 
children  ;  what  it  may  have  take  a  father  a  lifetime  to  eiu'n  by 
toil  and  frugality,  a  [>oy  can  spend  in  a  veiy  shoit  space  of  time. 

The  only  way  to  appreciate  the  value  of  money  is  to  eani  it, 
and  when  you  earn  it  learn  to  save  it. 

I  had  pointed  out  to  me  several  young  men  who  at  the  com- 
pletion of  their  college  course,  went  west :  when  they  reached 
there  the  only  means  of  obUiining  a  living  was  to  accept  laboring 
employment ;  they  were  neither  afraid  nor  ashamed  to  work  ;  their 
ability  and  industry  were  soon  i-ecognized,  and  to  day  they  rank 
among  the  prominent  and  wealthy  men  of  that  part  of  our  great 
country.     So  whatever  you  undeitake  in  life  don't  [)e  afraid  to 
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work  ;  enter  into  it  with  all  tlio  ze'»l  of  your  nature  ;  go  iibout  it 
with  a  determination  to  win,  and  success  will  crown  your  efforts; 
don't  waste  the  hettei"  pari  ol*  your  lite  in  social  plejisure.  Steel 
youi^ves  for  something  more  useful  in  life  than  to  be  a  mere 
**  ornament.''  The  boy  who  has  no  higher  ambition  in  life  than 
to  appear  tiishionably  dressed,  and  afraid  to  soil  his  clothes  for 
feiu*  someone  might  think  he  had  to  work  for  a  living,  and  whose 
only  aim  is  to  be  a  **  dude,"  he'H  never  prove  a  success.  Re- 
member that  nothing  is  so  difficult  but  that  it  may  be  accomplished 
by  industry. 

It  has  been  a  great  plesusure  to  me  to-day  in  my  capacity  as 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and 
on  behalf  of  my  comrades  of  Lew  Benedict  Post  No.  5,  to  pi  e- 
sent  to  you  the  emblem  of  our  Nation's  greatness,  unity  and 
strength.  Protect  it,  cherish  it,  defend  it  when  necessary,  i-evere 
it  always.  Those  of  you  who  in  later  years  may  go  abroad,  will 
find  no  sight  more  welome  to  your  eyes  in  foreign  lands  than  the 
flag  of  your  beloved  country  floating  from  the  mast-head,  and 
from  the  flag  staff  of  an  American  legation,  or  raised  by  alien  or 
friendly  hands,  over  structures  not  our  own,  but  as  a  compliment 
to  the  Great  liepublic.  The  flag  is  the  emblem  of  our  sover- 
eignty and  our  greatness,  of  our  independence,  of  ev'crthing  that 
makes  Amercan  citizenshii)  worth  having.  Give  it  your  care, 
your  reverence,  your  blood  even,  if  necessary.  So  shall  you 
prove  yourselves  worthy  desceudents  of  illustrious  and  patriotic 
ancestors.

Reoeption  of  Flag — Principal  E.  A.  Cokbin. 

I  thank  you,  General  Palmer.  Representing  five  hundred 
grateful  children,  I  thank  you  and  your  comrades  most  heartily. 

This  is  a  proud  moment  f(n*  me  as  I  receive  this  beautiful 
emblem  from  the  hands  of  veterans  to  place  it  in  the  kee[)ing  of 
true-hearted  boys  and  girls,  who  will  honor  it  and  what  it 
symbolizes  wherever  they  may  be,  as  you  have  done  upon  the 
field  of  conflict. 

Patrick  Heniy,  after  his  public  career  Wiis  ended,  was  accus- 
tomed to  gather  young  men  around  him  for  training  in  the  art 
of  public  speaking.  His  biographer  speaks  of  this  ^is  the  noblc*st 
way  of  spending  his  declining  yeai*s.  It  is  a  grand  thing  to 
impart  to  the  young  the  lessons  gained  by  practical  experience. 
This  our  honored  visitora  are  doing  to-day.  And  as  in  1861  they 
were  men  of  action  rather  than  words,  so  now  they  instruct  us 
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by  means  of  an  object  le.s60U,  one  which  will  be  long  remem- 
bered ;  for  I  am  sure  even  the  youngest  child  in  our  kindergarten 
will  treasure  recollections  of  this  occasion  while  his  life  shall  last. 
It  is  no  light  matter  for  a  hundred  men  to  leave  their  homes  and 
business  and  take  this  long  march  in  order  to  present  a  flag  to  a 
school,  and  we  shall  all  feel  that  this  particular  flag  has  especial 
value  as  it  was  brought  to  us  with  such  pains  by  our  honored 
guests. 

We  will  display  this  banner  upon  our  beautitiil  and  commodious 
school  building,  a  more  than  ordinarily  fitting  place,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  it  is  situated  in  the  gateway  of  the  city,  in  plain 
sight  of  the  multitudes  who  daily  i)ass  along  the  gi-eat  thorough- 
fares of  this  historic  valley.  Review  fen*  a  moment  the  scenes 
which  have  tnmspircd  here.  Along  this  northern  road  traveled 
the  armies  of  Johnson,  Abeix^rombie  ami  Amherat.  Up  our 
Broadway  passed  the  victors  of  Saratoga  and  the  defenders  of 
Plattsburgh.  During  the  civi  I  war  battalion  after  battalion  marched 
past  our  doors  on  their  way  to  the  front  from  the  rendezvous 
upon  the  Troy  road,  and  within  the  sound  of  our  voices  is  the 
site  of  the  mustering-out  camp,  from  which  the  survivore  of  those 
battalions  hastened  to  their  homes  when  the  war  was  ended. 

The  time  as  well  as  the  place  is  inspiring,  for  this  is  an  anni- 
versaiy  of  stirring  events.  Thiity  yeai-s  ago  to-day  the  battle  of 
Hanover  Court  House  took  place.  Many  of  the  soldiers  present 
were  in  that  engagement.  Twenty-nine  years  ago  the  fii-st  attack 
was  made  upon  Port  Hudson.  General  Palmer  was  there. 
Twenty-eight  years  ago,  at  Tolopotomy,  the  Foi-ty-third  New 
York  was  under  fire — Captain  Blasie's  regiment. 

Patrons  of  the  school,  let  me  thank  you  for  providing  every- 
thing needed  to  make  this  occasion  a  success.  It  has  only  been 
necessaiy  to  mention  what  was  wanted  and  the  response  was 
prompt  and  generous.  Let  me  congratulate  you  upon  the  honor 
that  has  come  to  our  beloved  school  to-day.  When  you  see  the 
flaig  aloft,  remember  that  your  children  are  safe  under  the  wsitch- 
ful  care  of  patriotic  teachere,  and  the  protection  of  the  just  laws 
of  a  powerful  country. 

Scholars,  one  of  the  first  lessons  the  soldier  is  taught,  is  to 
keep  as  near  as  possible  to  the  coloi-s,  and  when  the  standard 
is  advanced,  every  man  must  be  in  line  with  it.  So,  when  you 
see  the  flag  ascend  the  stafi*,  remember  your  place  is  beneath  it. 
ane  never  let  he  shadow  of  our  flag  fall  upon  a  truant,  a  laggard 
or  a  sneak. 
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Patron's  Address  bt  Hon.  Georoe  Rivenburoh. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and  Fellow-Citizens  —  I  am 
sorry  that  the  honor  you  have  done  me  in  so  prominently  con- 
necting my  name  with  thi^  celebration  bad  not  been  conferred  on 
some  one  whose  prominence  and  patriotism,  and  al>ove  all,  whose 
command  of  language  would  more  fittingly  represent  the 
occasion. 

I  am  unaccustomed  to  making  speeches,  and  especially  **  spretid 
eagle ''  speeches,  but  since  flag  raising  would  seem  to  bec(mie 
lately  a  feature  of  many  of  our  public  gatherings,  I  know  of  no 
place  where  it  can  be  more  appropriately  dis[)layed  than  from 
the  public  school.  The  student  must  be  taught  all  it  stands  for, 
all  it  represents,  all  it  symbolizes  from  its  birth  at  Lexington  to 
its  triumph  at  Yorktown. 

Therefore,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  am  glad  of  these  evidences 
of  patriotism  here  to-day.  I  am  glad  to  note  the  vast  improve- 
ment in  our  school  system  since  my  own  schoolboy  days. 

Li  this  connection,  I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  industry  and  painstaking  of  our  excellent  principal.  Professor 
Corbin,  for  we  have  all  fiequently  met  him  on  his  rounds  after 
school  houi's.  hunting  up  the  truant  and  the  absentee,  and  lectur- 
ing their  parents  on  their  remissness  in  not  embi-acing  the 
advantages  the  State  so  generously  provided  for  them. 

I  have  also  to  thank,  on  behalf  of  the  patrons  of  this  school, 
the  efficient  corps  of  lady  assistants  for  the  splendid  discipline  and 
promptitude  exhibited  by  them.  They  are  deserving  of  the  ever- 
lasting gratitude  of  the  parents  of  this  district,  of  whom  I  am, 
myself,  one. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  the  thanks  and  gratitude  of 
parents  and  pupils  alike  to  the  distinguished  gentlemen  who  have 
graced  this  celebration  by  their  presence,  talents  and  learning. 
It  will  be,  I  am  sure,  a  '*  Red  Letter  Day  ''  in  our  school  annals, 
and  will  long  be  reniembered  in  affectionate  i*egard  when  the 
weights  and  cares  of  advancing  years  and  their  attendant 
responsibilities  and  duties  by  those  happy  boyish  and  girlish 
&ces  here  today  must  be  assumed. 

Let  us  all  hope,  then,  that  our  public  schools  will  continue  to 
grow  in  usefulness  and  morality.

President  William  L.  Learned's  Address. 

We  are.  much  accui«tomed  to  associate  our  national  flag  with 
fifes  and  drums,  with  guns  and  trumpets,  with  gilt  buttons  and 
shining  epaulets  and  all  the  other  signs  of  military  pamde.  The 
little  boy  who  carries  a  flag  wishes  to  march  at  the  head  of  a  line 
of  miniature  soldiers  with  tin  swords  and  harmless  muskets. 
And  he  thinks,  if  he  considers  the  inattor  at  all,  of  wara  and 
battles,  of  fights  and  triumphs  and  of  the  gloiy  of  victory.  And 
it  is  not  strange  that  the  conflict  of  some  twenty-five  yeiirs  ago 
should  leiive  its  mark  on  our  thoughts;  that  the  sad  struggle 
through  which  we  went  should  for  a  long  time  be  recalled  by 
every  sight  of  the  well-known  staivij  and  stripes.  A  contest  so 
long  and  so  extensive,  which  brought  sorrow  to  so  many  homes, 
which  burdened  our  country  with  such  a  heavy  debt,  and  which 
left  so  many  political  questions  difiicult  of  solution,  must  make  a 
very  lasting  impression  on  those  who  remember  it,  and  must 
influence  even  those  to  whom  it  is  only  history.  But  many  yeai-s 
have  gone  by  since  that  time.  The  waves  of  that  contest  have 
subsided  to  a  calm.  Days  of  peace,  of  harmony,  of  quiet,  have 
returned.  And  the  flag  of  our  country  is  not  the  stimulus  to  war 
and  carnage.  It  waves  over  school-houses,  the  assurance  of  a 
prosperous  and  happy  nation.  The  winds  which  spread  its  folds 
bring  no  smoke  from  the  deadly  cannon.  They  bear  no  sound 
of  the  tread  of  soldiers  marching  to  the  fi-ont.  Nor  arc  they 
saddened  by  the  muflied  drum,  telling  of  the  last  honors  paid  to 
some  bntve  man  killed  in  battle. 

It  is  well,  therefore,  that  we  should  remember  that  war  is  but 
an  episode  in  the  life  of  the  nation.  It  does  not  belong  to 
the  nation's  onward  course  and  prospei'ity.  When  it  becomes 
necessary  it  has  to  be  endured  like  other  necessary  evils.  It 
arises  always  from  the  wrongdoing  of  one  side  or  the  other,  and 
fi*equently  from  the  wrongdoing  of  both.  It  is  a  thing  to  be 
regi'etted,  for  it  brings  and  it  leaves  greiit  suffering.  Good  may 
come  out  of  it.  But  when  we  look  back  calmly  we  can  see  that, 
if  men  had  only  been  wise  and  considerate,  the  good  might  have 
been  gained  at  a  far  less  sacrifice.  Ana  we  must  never  lose  the 
hope  thnt  as  men  grow  wiser  and    better  the  day  shall   come 
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when  the  peace  which  is  promised  to  men  of  good  will  shall 
cover  the  earth. 

The  national  flag  now  calls  us  to  other  and  peaceful  duties.  It 
reminds  us  that  we  are  the  citizens  of  u  great  republic;  that 
while  our  immediate  interests  and  duties  lie  in  our  tainilies.  our 
neighborhoods  and  our  cities,  yet  that  these  are  not  the  limits  to 
our  obligations.  Or  perhaps  I  should  rather  say  that  the  flag 
tells  us  that  in  a  large  deirree  it  is  the  peace  and  prosperity 
which  our  country  gives  us  that  enables  us  quietly  and  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  which  lie  at  hand.  But  this  change  from 
war  to  peace  has  taken  nothing  from  the  impoi*tancc  of  our  flag, 
and  nothing  from  the  patriotic  spirit  which  it  awakens.  Now,  tin 
then,  the  national  flag  inspii*es  us  with  that  love  for  our  country 
which  ought  to  bear  us  above  all  selfish  feelings,  and  ought  to 
make  us  strive  to  place  our  country  foremost  in  all  good  work  as 
it  is  fast  becoming  foremost  in  strength  and  magnitude. 

The  flag  represents  to  us  our  government.  And  it  is  the  pro- 
tection which  our  government,  National  and  State,  gives  to  us  that 
enables  us  to  go  forth  to  our  daily  work  in  safety,  to  send  oin* 
children  to  a  school  like  this,  with  confidence  that  no  evil  will 
befall  them  here  or  by  the  way.  Let  us  ever  remember,  also, 
that  it  is  our  own  flag.  Many  a  national  flag  bears  only  the  arms 
of  the  monarch.  But  this  is  the  flag  of  the  people — ^your  flag 
and  my  flag;  telling  in  its  stripes  of  the  few  colonies  which  won 
their  independence,  and  in  its  thickly  clustered  stars  of  the  many 
states  which  now  form  this  Union.  And  because  this  is  the  flag  of 
the  people,  what  thoughts  of  duty  should  it  bring  to  us  all,  and 
especially  t^>  these  children  over  whoi^e  school  it  is  floating. 

In  a  few  yeai's  this  government  will  come  into  the  hands  of 
you,  children,  and  of  othei-s  of  your  age.  It  will  be  what  you 
and  those  others  shall  make  it;  that  is,  it  shall  be  what  you  and 
they  shall  l>e;  bad.  if  you  and  they  are  bad;  good,  if  you  and 
tbey  are  goocl. 

A  government  like  oui'>»  must  be  substantially  what  the  people 
choose  to  have  it.  We  often  complain  of  1^  laws  and  bad 
adniinl<tration  of  law.s.  But.  in  the  general,  both  the  laws  and 
their  administnition  will  l)e  such  as  the  people  choose.  And 
while  %ou,  children,  have  at  present  nothing  to  do  with  the  mak- 
ing  or  administering  laws,  you  have  much  to  do  in  making  your- 
sek^  fit  for  your  fiiture  duties.  When  you  learn  in  this  school 
to  he  honest  and  truthful;  to  lie  pure-minded  and  kind;  when 
voti  learn  the  great  less«Hi  of  obedience;   when  you  fill  your  pindu

witb  useful  knowledge;  wlieu  you  try  to  be  just  to  all  youi*  cooi- 
panions  and  never  to  t:ike  a  mean  ud vantage  of  thcin;  when  you 
learn  to  honor  God  and  to  do  good  to  your  sebooiniates,  then 
you  are  fitting  youi*dclves  to  make  that  flag  which  now  floats  over 
you  a  blessing  to  the  world  and  a  glory  for  coming  years. 

It  may  be,  and  I  hope  it  will  l)e,  that  you  will  never  have  to 
foUaw  it  in  battle.  It  may  be,  and  who  does  not  hope  this,  that 
the  flag  will  never  be  stained  with  the  blood  of  comlvit  or  torn 
by  the  shot  of  an  enemy.  But,  however,  that  may  be,  there  are 
always  enemies  enough  of  good  government.  And  thei-e  are 
peculiar  dangers  to  which  oui*:>  is  exposed.  There  is  always  the 
temptation  to  ilishonesty  and  wrono^-doiug  on  the  part  of  those 
who  adnn'uister  the  government.  There  is  the  danger  that  men 
will  seek  for  oflSce  in  unjust  ways,  and,  once  being  in,  will  u&e 
their  power  improperly.  There  is  danger  of  bribery  and  corrup- 
tion among  the  people  and  among  office  holdeiu  All  these  things 
and  many  mfn'e  like  them  are  the  enemies  of  the  country,  just  as 
much  as  a  toreicrn  nation  marchiucr  ao:ainst  us  with  sword  and 
cannon.  And  this  flag,  which  is  given  to-day  to  honor  this 
sch(»ol-house,  is  the  sign  that  you  who  are  taught  here  must  fight 
against  all  this  sin  and  wickeduess  as  bravely  as  you  w  'uld 
against  a  foreign  soldiery.  This  will  be  a  long  and  a  constimt  war- 
fare. You  will  have  to  do  battle  every  day  of  your  lives,  or  else 
submit  to  the  ruin  which  such  wretchedness  inevitably  brings. 

And  this  is  a  battle  in  which  the  soldier  can  win  only  by  first 
conquering  himself.  Therefore  I  said  to  you  that  if  you  would 
honor  this  flag  and  would  do  what  you  could  to  make  it  a  i*eal 
glory  in  the  world,  you  must  aim  in  your  daily  lives  not  only  to 
be  proud  scholara,  but  what  is  far  better,  to  be  good  boys  and 
girls. 

Training  youi'selves  in  this  way.  you  will  be  good  men  and 
women  when  your  time  shall  come.  And  you  and  others  like 
you  will  be  able  to  put  down  these  internal  enemies  of  whom  I 
have  spoken.  And  this,  our  beloved  flag,  shall  ccmtinue  to  float 
over  a  nation  knit  together  in  the  bonds  of  mutual  giK)d 
will,  fearing  God,  and  by  its  example  of  justice  and  charity 
leading  this  world  in  it»  onward  march  of  righteousness,  prosperity 
and  peace. 

This  country  is  unexampled  in  its  growth  of  poi>ulation,  unex- 
ampled in  its  increase  of  wealth,  unexampled  in  its  opportunity 
to  do  good  to  the  world.  But  numbers  and  wealth  are  sourees 
of  danger  if  the  uumbei*s  are  vicious  and  if  the  wealth  is  used 
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oDiy  for  selfish  display.     Here,  then,  are  the  perils  against  which 
we  must  contend. 

The  flag  has  led  brave  men  in  past  years.  Let  it  lead  us  all 
henceforth  to  a  conflict  against  everything  which  threatens  it ; 
against  all  vice  and  crime  and  injustice,  against  all  sensuality  and 
wickedness.  And  when  we  hand  over  this  flag  to  a  coming 
generation  let  it  be  the  emblem  known  all  over  the  world  of 
purity  and  justice. 

Closing  Remarks  by  Rev.  F.  J.  Maouirb. 

My  Friends — We  of  this  school  district  have  much  reason  to 
be  hjippy  on  this  occasion.  We  have  the  presence  here  of  many 
who  are  known  for  their  interest  in  every  movement  calculated  to 
fuither  the  public  good,  and  among  such  the  venemble  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education  of  this  city,  h  man  whose  name  or 
presence  is  an  honor  to  smy  occasion.  Representatives  of  those 
gmnd  defenders  of  our  country's  life;  soldiers  of  the  war  for  the 
Union,  are  also  with  us  to-day.  Our  assembling  here  and  the 
gathering  of  these  guests  bespeak  our  sense  of  the  importance  of, 
and  the  depth  of  our  love  for  the  gmnd  old  still's  and  stripes 
which  we  are  about  to  give  to  the  breeze  to-day.  We  place  this 
beautiful  flag  high  above  our  school  building,  and  every  day 
heucelbi-th,  it  will  greet  the  school  children  as  they  gather  to 
i-eceive  the  knowledge  which  is  to  make  them  great  or  worthy  in 
their  maturer  yeai«. 

May  it  be  to  them  a  teacher  also.  May  it  impart  to  them  a 
love  for  the  glorious  principles  of  which  this  flag  is  the  emblem, 
the  principles  of  right,  of  good  and  of  human  liberty  which 
is  embodied  in  the  Constituticm  of  the  United  States,  and  which 
have  thus  far  proven  so  valuable  to  all  mankind. 

Dear  children,  your  happy  faces  rejoice  my  heait  to-day.  I 
know  you  will  each  day  love  and  respect  more  and  more  our 
beautiful  American  flag.  But  let  me  recall  again  to  your  minds 
that  lesson  which  I  have  so  frequently  taught  you  and  which  you 
will  i*eadily  i-emember.  That  is  that  after  love  for  God  and  the 
salvation  of  your  soul  the  noblest  sentiment  of  your  l>eing  is  love 
of  your  country.

Your  Committee  on  Instriiclion  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report : 

lu  1886  Appleton's  Standard  Arithmetic  was  substituted  for 
Quackenbush's  Arithmetic  for  use  in  our  public  scho(>ls.  It  was 
found,  after  a  thorough  trial,  that  some  of  the  examples  contained 
in  the  new  arithmetic  did  not  work  out  correctly,  causing  confu- 
sion in  the  classes  and  discouragement  to  the  pupils.  The  matter 
was  under  advisement  by  the  former  Board  of  Public  Instruction 
for  some  time,  and  many  arithmetics  were  examined.  One  which 
seemed  to  meet  with  considerabU)  approval  at  that  time  was  the 
Standard  Arithmetic  by  Dr.  William  F.  Milne,  published  by  the 
American  Book  Co.,  but  the  objection  was  made  that  there  were 
not  enough  examples  given  iu  the  book  for  practical  work,  and 
the  author  8ui)eoquently  added  a  large  number  of  practical  exam- 
ples for  use  in  the  class  room,  and  the  publishers  issued  a  new 
edition  containing  the  additional  examples.  Copies  were  sent  to 
our  Principals  some  time  ago,  and  the  book  has  been  examined  by 
them,  and  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Principals  they  expressed 
themselves  in  favor  of  Dr.  Milne's  arithmetic,  in  preference  to  the 
arithmetic  now  in  use.  The  same  firm  publishes  both  books  and 
have  made  a  proposition  to  exchange  all  Appleton's  Standard 
Arithmetics  for  Milne's  Arithmetic,  without  cost.  It  would  seem 
advisable  to  make  the  change  at  this  time,  for  the  reason  that  we 
have  a  larger  attendance  in  our  schools  now  than  there  will  be  later 
on  in  the  winter,  and  a  greater  number  of  books  can  be  gathered 
in  for  exchange.  Your  committee,  therefore,  would  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

liesolved,  That  Milne's  Arithmetic  be  substituted  for  Apple- 
ton's  Standard  Arithmetic  hi  our  schools,  the  change  to  be  made 
without  cost  to  the  Board  or  the  pupils.

Albany,  February  28,  1893. 

To  the  GaminiUee  on  Instruction  : 

Gentlemen  —  On  behalf  of  the  Principals  of  the  grammar 
and  primary  schools,  I  submit  herewith  a  proposed  amended 
coui-so  of  study  in  number  for  the  tii-st,  second  and  third  years. 
This  coui*se  of  study  has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  gram- 
mar school  Principals  and  of  a  majority  of  the  primary  Prin- 
cipals. I  approve  of  it  with  one  reservation,  namely:  that  thia 
course  of  study,  like  all  courses  of  study,  shall  be  considered 
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a  minimum  requii'ement,  and  that  teachers  shall  be  made  to 
undei'stund  that  the  amount  of  work  called  for  will  be  expected 
to  be  done  ;  but  that  this  course  shall  not  be  considered  a  limita- 
tion of  the  work  that  they  are  permitted  to  do,  provided  they 
find  ample  time  to  do  additional  work,  and  that  wherever  they 
desire,  they  shall  be  permitted  at  the  various  steps  to  extend  their 
work  in  any  profitable  direction.  With  this  understanding,  I 
recommend  the  above  described  course  for  adoption. 

I  also  submit  a  coui'se  of  study  in  music  prepared  by  Prof. 
Futterer,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  printed  course,  and  I 
ask,  at  the  request  of  several  of  the  Principals,  that  this  course 
be  printed  and  considered  before  its  adoption  by  the  Board.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  have  to  be  modified  in  several  places 
Ijefoi-e  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  both  the  music  teacher  and'  all 
others  intei'ested. 

I  also  recommend  the  following  change  in  the  course  in 
reading : 

That  at  the  beginning  of  next  year,  the  Popular  Science  Reader 
Ik5  dropped  from  the  coui-se,  and  that  the  Fifth  Reader  be  begun 
at  the  point  where  the  Fourth  Reader  is  completed,  and  that  the 
*»  Choice  Readings"  be  placed  in  the  eighth  year  to  take  the  place 
thus  vacated.

Improvement  of  Kindergaxtens. 
The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Instruction  and  ordered  to  be 

printed: 

Albany,  June  1,  1893. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Inairuclimi  : 

The  following  plans  for  the  farther  improvement  of  the  kinder- 
gartens are  resi3ectfully  recommended  for  adoption  ;  the  plans, 
if  approved,  to  go  into  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school- 
year  : 

1st.  The  establishment  of  a  department  for  the  training  of  kiu- 
dergartoners  in  the  Teachers'  Training  Class  ;  said  department  to 
be  in  charge  of  a  special  iuotructor,  well  versed  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  kindergartening. 

The  course  for  the  Training  Class  pupils  to  embrace  two  exer- 
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cises  a  week  in  theory,  and  as  much  practice  as  can  be  afforded 
in  the  kindergailen  at  School  No.  24. 

2d.  A  post-graduate  €001*86  in  kindergartening  to  be  conducted 
by  the  special  instructor,  and  which  shall  consist  of  five  lessons  a 
week  for  one  year,  shall  also  be  established  for  the  benefit  of  the 
kindergarten  teachers  in  the  employ  of  the  Board.  All  such 
teachers  who  have  not  already  taken  a  two  yeara'  course  in  a  kin- 
dergarten training  school  shall  take  the  post-graduate  coui'se. 

3d.  The  special  teacher  shall  devote  thi-ee  mornings  of  the 
school  week  to  supervision  of  the  kindergaitens ;  and  the  salary 
should  not  be  less  than  $700.  It  should  be  noted  here  that  the 
State  appropriation  for  conducting  the  Teachei-s*  Class  will  nearly 
pay  this  expense. 

4th.  The  sessions  of  the  kindergartens  shall  be  from  9  o'clock 
A.  M.  to  12  o'clock  M.,  with  two  recesses  of  ten  minutes  each,  in 
the  opeu  air  when  practicable ;  the  teacher  to  accompany  the 
pupils,  conduct  their  play  and  supervise  their  conduct  The 
twenty  minutes  of  recess  may  l)e  differently  divided  if  the  teacher 
wishes. 

In  the  afternoon,  teachers  not  required  to  pui'sue  the  post-grad- 
uate course,  shall  give  the  time  from  1:15  to  3  o'clock  p.  M.  to 
putting  away  materials,  preparation  of  work  for  next  day,  and  to 
visitation  of  the  families  of  their  pupils. 

5th.  No  kindergarten  shall  have  an  average  i*egistration  of 
more  than  thirty-six  pupils  ;  luiless  the  Board  furnishes  an  addi- 
tional ^kindergartner.  If  the  Bcmrd  permits  an  average  registra- 
tion exceeding  thirty-six,  an  assistant  kindergartner  shall  be 
appointed,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  assistant  teachers  are  ap- 
pointed, and  at  the  same  salary,  but  in  no  kindergarten  shall  the 
average  registration  be  allowed  to  exceed  forty-eight. 

The  assistant  kindergartner  shall  b6  under  the  senior  kinder- 
gartner, in  respect  to  the  daily  program  of  work  ;  but  in  other 
respects  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  are 
all  other  teachers.

I 
have  obtained  the  following  sUitenteuts  from  Prof.  Home,  who 
imposed  the  above  conditions,  and  from  the  Principal  of  the 
school. 
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Prof.  Horue :  **  The  couditioii  in  Virgil  was  given  Miss  Guur- 
dineer  (and  I  think  she  was  informed  of  it  in  Sej)teinber  lust)  for 
poor  work  during  the  year  for  which  she  received  lepeuted  warn- 
ings, and  on  account  of  receiving  forty-seven  (47)  per  cent,  on 
the  final  examination.

AxmuaUBeports. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  the  following  re- 
port for  thejyear  ending  June  30,  1893,  which  was  ordered  to 
be  printed : 

Albany,  September  1,  1893. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Iiiatruction: 

Gentlbmem— In  aocordance  with  your  rules,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this,  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Beport  of  the  condition  of 
the  schools  of  this  city  : 

Attendanob. 

During  the  past  year,  as  well  as  during  the  two  preceding 
years,  the  attendance  of  our  schools  was  very  much  broken  in 
upon  by  the  necessity  of  I'estricting  so  many  schools  to  single 
sessions.  Many  parents  withdrew  their  child  ran  and  sent  them 
to  private  schools  in  preference  to  ours,  because  they  could  then 
be  kept  off  the  streets  and  also  could  get  full  school  hours  of  in* 
struction.  The  extent  to  which  this  condition  affected  our  a^ 
tendance  will  be  readily  understood  when  it  is  stated  that  during  the 
whole  of  this  last  year  there  were  seventy-one  (71)  classes  restrict- 
ed to  single  sessions.  With  the  beginning  of  the  next  school 
year,  the  indication  is  that  every  class  in  the  city  will  be  upon 
full  time.  The  following  items  of  statistics  are  taken  from  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Principals :

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These  figures  show  a  falling  off  in  the  item  of  enrollment  of 
three  hundred  forty-nine  (349;.  The  average  attendance  was  one 
hundred  twenty-five  (125)  less  than  last  year,  while  the  average 
membership  is  only  ninety  (i^O)  less.  The  variations  in  attendance 
for  the  past  three  or  four  years  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
city  is  not  increasing  in  population,  and  that  additions  to  the 
number  in  attendance  will  be  more  likely  to  come  from  dissatis- 
faction with  other  schools  than  from  ordinary  causes.  With  the 
lietter  accommodations  to  be  offered  •  next  year  in  the  new  build- 
ings, it  is  fan*  to  expect  a  somewhat  increased  attendance  and  a 
gmdual  return  to  the  figures  of  twQ  years  ago.  The  best  infor- 
mation we  can  obtain  shows  that  in  spite  of  the  accommodations 
now  offered  and  the  large  attendance  on  private  and  parochial 
schools,  that  something  like  one  thousand  (1,000)  children  of 
school  age  are  not  I'egular  attendants  anywhere.  Tnis,  of  course, 
could  be  remedied  had  we  an  efficient  compulsory  attendance  law. 
Efforts  wei*e  made  last  winter  to  secure  the  passage  of  such  a  law, 
but,  as  had  been  the  case  for  the  past  eight  or  nine  years,  the 
effoit  ended  in  complete  failure.  It  is  not  easy  to  explain  why  a 
measure,  the  propriety  and  justice  of  which  are  not  seriously  de- 
nied, should  not  be  adopted  vei*y  readily  by  our  legislature. 
But  all  who  have  had  experience  with  legislatures  will  testify 
that  laws  based  upon  sentiment  and  wholly  of  an  abstract,  or 
moral  nature,  are  very  easily  put  aside  to  make  the  road  clear  for 
political  and  peraonal  legislation.  Still,  those  in  charge  of  this 
matter  are  by  no  meims  deterred  from  farther  effort  and  expect 
annually  to  ask  for  remedial  legislation.  What  may  l)e  done 
through  a  compulsory  attendance  law  conscientiously  carried  out 
may  be  easily  seen  by  the  following  extract  from  the  last  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  New  York  City  : 

''Although  the  present  law  in  i^elation  to  com}iul8ory  education  is  not  entirely 
satisfactory,  nevertheless  the  community  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
iinp]*oyement  wi*ought  bv  the  efficient  enforcement  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands. 
This  is  shown  in  a  marked  degree  by  the  companson  of  the  statistics  of  the 
Police  Department  of  this  city  for  the  present  year  with  those  for  the  yeaiiB 
preceding  the  enactment  of  the  law  under  which  the  Tiiiancy  Depaiitnent  was 
orranijEeu  and  is  now  acting. 

Dunng  the  year  1892,  the  whole  number  of  childi'en  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  fourteen  years  arrested  and  committed  or  held  for  eKamination  was 
495 ;  during  the  five  yeara,  1870-1874,  the  average  number  was  1,221.  If 
we  recall  the  very  large  increase  in  population  that  has  taken  place  in  the  in- 
terim, we  can  estimate  very  fairly  the  value  of  the  Truancy  Department  as  a 
deterrent  influence  upon  juvenile  crime." 


The  regularity  of  attendance  has  been  practically  unchanged  ; 
the  per   cent,  of  attendance   being  ninety-four  (94)  instead   of 
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ninety-five  (95),  the  usual  figui'e.  The  number  of  cases  of  tardi- 
ness was  7,935  or  3,375  more  than  last  year,  while  the  number 
of  half-day  absences  shows  a  reduction  of  1 1,388.  These  changes 
are  largely  due  to  the  half-session  plan,  referred  to  above,  on 
which  so  many  of  our  classes  are  compelled  to  run.  It  will  lake 
another  year  and  the  changed  condition  of  school  buildings  to  get 
us  back  to  the  normal  figures  in  these  items. 

The  discipline  and  customary  good  order  of  the  schools  were 
maintained  without  friction.  Corpoml  punishment  was  abolished 
a  little  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  experience  of  the  year  con- 
firms what  has  long  been  my  opinion,  that  the  difficulties  of  school 
management  are  lessened  by  disuse  of  the  rod.  There  were  eigh- 
teen cases  of  suspension  during  the  year ;  only  three  mora  than 
in  the  preceding  year,  a  nominal  increase,  when  it  is  considered 
that  suspension  is  now  the  last  resort  I  believe  that  none  of  our 
teachers  would  be  willing  to  return  to  the  use  of  corporal  punish- 
ment 

New  Buildings. 

All  the  new  school  buildings  whose  construction  was  under- 
taken by  the  city  have  lieen  completed  and  occupied,  with  the 
exception  of  School  No.  6,  which  is,  however,  ready  for  occupa* 
tion,  and  will  be  used  on  the  opening  of  the  next  school  yetir. 
The  first  one  to  be  occupied  was  School  No.  4,  on  the  comer  of 
Ontario  street  and  Madison  avenue.  This  is  a  plain,  substantial 
structure  of  three  stories  and  contains  twelve  school  rooms  and  a 
large  assembly  hall  accommodating  about  one  thousand  (1,000). 
On  the  same  floor  with  the  assembly  hall  are  two  unfinished 
rooms  which  may  be  used  sometime  in  the  future  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  school.  This  building  is  heated  and  ventilated  on 
what  is  known  as  the  Smead  system  and  has  also  a  set  of  dry- 
closets.  After  a  year's  use,  we  have  nothing  but  the  most  un- 
qualified praise  to  give  to  the  workings  of  the  entire  system.  The 
teachers,  and  uU  who  have  observed,  unanimously  report  that  the 
building  is  amply  supplied  with  pure  and  sufficiently  heated  air 
under  all  conditions  of  weather,  and  that  the  system  of  closets 
has  withstood  every  kind  of  adverse  criticism  and  test. 

The  building  was  fiiist  occupied  November  1,  1893,  and  has  an 
attendance  at  present  of  about  three  hundred  (300),  while  its 
accommodations  at  present  are  for  about  six  hundred  (600) 
pupils.  The  seating  capacity  may  be  increased  when  the  occasion 
aiises,  to  eight  or  nine  hundred.    This  building  was  erected  with  a 
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view  to  the  future  wants  of  the  vicinity.  It  is  plain  that  within 
the  course  of  three  or  four  years,  it  will  advance  in  grade  so  as 
to  cover  our  full  gittmmar  school  course  and  will  afford  ail  the 
school  room  needed  for  many  yeai'S.  The  school  rooms  are 
furnished  with. single  desks  of  an  improved  pattern  and  all  the 
arrangements  of  the  building  are  in  accordance  with  the  best  sug- 
gestions of  experience.  The  excellent  character  of  the  mechanical 
construction  of  this  building  calls  for  q)ecial  remark.  The  masons 
and  carpenters  and  all  the  other  mechanics  have  pertbi*med  their 
work  in  a  highly  satis&ctory  manner. 

The  second  building  completed  and  occupied  was  the  extension 
to  the  High  School  building,  into  which  the  offices  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  were 
moved  about  the  firet  of  February.  The  completion  of  this  ex- 
tension has  enlarged  the  compacity  of  the  High  School  consider- 
ably and  has  afforded  very  much  needed  class  room.  With  the 
additional  room  afforded,  the  High  School  can  now  accommodate 
its  seven  hundred  thirty  (730)  pupiK^  with  ease  and  stands  ready 
to  take  in  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  more,  should  that  number  ever 
be  reached.  The  Manual  Training  rooms  have  been  also  extended 
and  increased  space  given  to  the  gymnasium,  a  much  needed  re- 
lief from  the  packed  and  unwholesome  r(X)ms  that  the  girls  have 
been  obliged  to  use  during  recess  for  the  past  five  or  six  years. 

The  administrative  offices  of  the  schools  have  never  been  so 
well  located  as  in  the  new  building,  and  transaction  of  business 
has  been  veiy  much  facilitated.  The  large  meeting-room  afforded 
the  Board  is  not  only  much  more  healthful  and  pleasant  for  them 
but  also  affords  a  commodious  meeting-room  for  the  use  of  the 
teachers  of  the  city.  The  location  of  the  Library  in  the  new 
building  has  been  one  of  the  most  notable  improvements  effected. 
The  arrangement  of  the  cases  and  the  easy  access  to  the  books 
now  afforded  to  all  who  wish  to  use  the  library  are  specially  to  be 
commended.  Every  book  or  pamphlet  is  within  reach  of  any  one 
without  the  use  of  a  ste|j-ladder  or  the  risk  of  a  fall.  Far  better 
facilities  are  given  also  for  the  use  of  the  reference  depaitnient  of 
the  Library.  The  room  is  in  great  contrast  to  the  one  before 
used  by  being  amply  furnished  with  light  and  by  having  plenty 
of  space  for  reading-tables  and  other  conveniences. 

The  sub-basement  is  used  for  the  storage  of  fuel  and  for  the 
three  large  boilera  which  furnish  the  heat  for  the  entire  structure, 
that  is,  both  the  old  and  the  new  parts  of  the  building.  The  base- 
ment, the  floor  of  which  is  some  five  or  six  feet  above  ground,  is 
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occupied  by  the  girls'  Mauual  Training  shop  aiid  two  large  rooms 
which  are  at  present  used  for  gymnasium  purposes. 

The  fiiiBt  floor  of  the  now  [>art  is  occupied  by  the  admiuistratave 
offices  and  the  Library,  as  before  described.  The  floor  above 
contains  one  large  study-hull  witli  accommodation  for  about  one 
hundred  (100)  pupils,  and  four  I'ecitation  rooms.  One  of  the 
most  important  and  most  satisfactoiy  improvements  is  the  enlaq^e^ 
meut  of  the  assenibly  hall  of  the  High  School  which,  with  its 
nine  hundi'ed  twenty-eight  (928)  opera  chairs  and  ooiuddenible 
qiace  in  the  rear,  makes  a  beautiful  audience  room  in  which  more 
than  one  thousand  (1000)  i>eople  can  lie  comfoitably  seated. 
With  the  additional  fiicilities  aflforded  through  the  new  building, 
the  High  School  isceitainiy  prepared  to  maintain  its  high  reputa- 
tion and  to  perform  even  bettor  than  in  the  past  its  impoilant 
ftinctions  in  relation  to  the  youth  of  this  city. 

New  School  No.  24  is  very  happily  located,  occupying  the  entire 
square  bomided  by  Delaware  avenue,  Delaware  square,  Morris 
street  and  Lark  street.  With  the  broad,  open  grounds  leading  to 
the  penitentiary  on  its  southern  and  western  ^ides,  it  has  unob- 
structed light  and  air  on  every  side.  From  the  southern  windows 
the  view  of  the  distant  Helderbergs  and  the  tips  of  the  Catskill 
mountains,  adds  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  location.  The  build- 
ing has  the  noble  and  lofty  air  demanded  by  its  peculiar  situation, 
ainl  while  nothing  has  been  sacrificed  to  external  appeai^ances,  the 
aohitecture  is  sufficiently  elaborate  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
such  a  prominent  location. 

This  School  is  provided  with  twelve  school  itioms  which  will 
seat  about  six  hundred  (600)  pupils  and  a  large  assembly  hall  on 
the  third  floor,  opening  from  which  is  a  conimodius  class-room 
for  the  use  of  our  teachers'  class.  As  the  school  is  used  as  the 
practice  department  of  the  training  classes,  the  above  arrange- 
ment has  proven  to  be  exceedingly  advantageous,  and  superior  as 
has  been  the  work  done  in  the  training  class,  heretofor,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  with  the  present  facilities  even  better  work  may  be 
accomplished.  This  building  is  heated  and  ventilated  by  the 
Smead  plan.  It  has  the  Hyde  automatic  latrines  instead  of  diy- 
closets.  Every  room  is  funnshed  with  single  dcbks  of  an  approved 
pattern.  This  building  was  occupied  May  1st,  and  although  the 
season  has  not  permitted  us  to  test  thoroughly  the  heating  and 
sanitary  arrangements  of  the  building,  we  have  no  doubt  at  all, 
from  the  evidence  given  by  partial  tests,  of  their  meeting  all  the 
requiroments.    The  attendance  of  this  school,  which  had  run  down 
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to  very  low  point  on  account  of  half-day  sessions,  was  immediately 
increased  to  a  considerable  degree  on  entering  upon  the  use  of  the 
new  building,  and  all  the  indications  are  thiit  in  the  fall  the  ample 
accommodations  provided  will  be  no  gi^eater  than  necessary  for  the 
number  who  will  wish  to  attend. 

New  School  No.  6  will  be  occupied  at  the  fii'st  of  the  next 
school  year  and  at  present  is  nearly  completed.  The  building 
has  sixteen  (D)  school  rooms,  and  accommodations  for  about 
eight  hundi*ed  (800)  pupils.  Its  accommodation  is  capable  of 
being  increased  by  furnishing  two  small  rooms  on  the  second  floor. 
The  heating  and  ventilation  are  furnished  by  Fuller  and  Warren 
Company,  and  it  is  l>elieved,  will  be  ample  and  satisfactory, 
although  they  can  not  be  tested  until  the  coming  winter.  This 
building,  as  a  whole,  is  the  finest  of  the  recent  erections.  It  has  an 
imposing  front  and  its  great  depth,  wide  halls,  full  means  of 
ingress  and  egi'ess,  together  with  the  excellent  character  of  the 
workmanship  dbplayed  and  the  ample  means  of  lighting  fur- 
nished, I'ender  it  the  most  cheerful  and  best  appointed  school  build- 
ing in  the  city.  The  people  in  its  vicinity  have  waited  uumy  years 
for  a  proper  school  building,  and  they  are  well  rapaid  for  their 
patience  and  long-suffering  by  the  exceedingly  pleasant  and  health- 
ful one  which  the  city  has  provided  for  the  use  of  their  child- 
ren. As  stated  in  my  last  report,  the  original  plan  was  to  make 
this  a  twenty-four  room  building  and  thus  provide  for  the  entire 
school  population  of  the  vicinity.  The  lack  of  sufficient  funds 
compelled  the  erection  of  a  sixteen-room  building  instead,  and  it 
is  evident  that  all  the  childi*en  of  the  vicinity  will  not  be  accom- 
modated in  this  one  building.  It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  an 
additional  building,  to  he  located  between  Clinton  and  Central 
avenues  and  west  of  Lark  street,  before  the  needs  of  this  territory 
are  properly  provided  for. 

Altogether,  the  work  of  the  Public  Building  Commissioners 
ha^  been  well  done,  and  the  citizens  of  Albany  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  obtaiuing  so  many  fine  improvements  in  their  school 
buildings  within  so  short  a  time.

The  figures  above  displayed  show  practically  no  difference  in 
the  results  obtained  for  several  yeai-s  past,  and,  tberefoi*e,  call  for  no 
special  comment  In  accordance  with  my  recommendation,  tlie 
mid-winter  examination,  formerly  held  in  January,  has  been  dis- 
continued and  the  experience  for  the  past  year  has  satisfied  me 
that  ihe  change  is  a  beneficial  one.  Owing  to  the  observance  of 
the  Columbian  holidays,  a  number  of  suspensions  of  school  work 
from  local  causes,  and  the  special  attention  paid  to  the  prepara^ 
tion  of  work  for  the  educational  exhibit  at  Chicago,  the  ordinary 
routine  of  school  exercises  was  interrupted  to  a  greater  degree 
than  during  any  year  in  my  experience.  Nevertheless,  the  work 
of  the  schools  was  never  better  done  I  attribute  this  chiefly  to 
the  time  gained  by  the  disuse  of  the  January  examination.  In« 
eluding  the  week  that  has  been  generally  given  to  this  exercise, 
and  the  interruption  to  steady  progi^ess,  due  to  reviews  and 
their  special  preparation,  fully  two  weeks  of  school  time  has  here- 
tofore been  diverted  from  the  ordinary  progressive  work  of  the 
schools.  When  carefully  considered,  this  is  really  an  immense 
gain,  not  only  in  the  actual  amount  of  time,  but  also  on  account 
of  the  more  rapid  advance  made  possible  by  continuous  and  un- 
inteniipted  exercises. 
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-  I  renew  the  suggestion  made  last  year  that  no  loss  would  en- 
sue, and  perhaps  a  great  gain  would  be  made  by  the  entire 
disuse  of  formal  written  examinations  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing, promotions.  During  the  year,  I  took  occasion  to  look  into 
this  phase  of  school  management  very  carefully,  and  upon  com- 
paring opinions  with  yery  many  who  are  engaged  in  school 
supervision,  I  am  more  strongly  conyinced  than  ever  that  the 
balance  of  good  is  on  the  side  of  the  disuse  of  such  examinatioiis. 
I  think  the  opinion  of  most  of  our  Principals  is  that  it  is  well  to 
retain  one  foimal  examination  each  year,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  promotions  at  all,  because  they  all  agree  with  me 
that  promotions  can  not  only  be  more  safely,  but  more  justly 
determined  from  the  opinicnis  of  teachera  than  by  any  single 
arbitrary  test,  but  nither  as  ix  stimulus  to  the  work  of  the 
teachers. 

The  opinion  of  the  Princiimls  is  that,  while  perhaps  the  majo- 
rity of  the  teachers  will  work  just  as  well  without  such  stimulus, 
there  will  always  be  so  many  who  feel  the  need  of  something 
outside  of  thei*e  own  daily  efforts  to  be  used  as  a  standard  by 
which  their  work  can  be  measured,  that  it  is  better,  for  the  sake 
of  keeping  such  teachera  up  to  the  mark,  to  retain  the  annual  test 
It  seems  to  me  that  if  this  is  the  only  good  purpose  to  be  subserved, 
the  same  effects  would  lie  reached  even  better  by  occasional  tests 
submitted  by  the  Principals  themselves  in  the  regular  course  of 
their  supeiTisory  work.  Indeed,  it  is  the  practice  of  all  of  our 
Principals  constantly  to  test  the  work  of  their  teachers  and  pup- 
ils by  brief  but  sufficient  examinations.  And  as  these  exami- 
nations ai*e  given  without  notice  and  are  deprived  of  all  the  form- 
ality which  accompanies  a  Superintendent's  examination,  the 
possible  evils  coming  from  them  are  ceilainly  reduced  to  a  mini- 
mum. Besides,  there  would  be  a  very  large  gain  of  time  for 
advance  work  equal  at  least  to  that  already  made  by  the  omission 
of  the  January  examinations,  should  those  given  at  the  end  of 
the  year  also  cease.  It  would  be  possible  then  for  the  classes  to 
[ye  kept  upon  fi'esh  and  stimulating  work  up  to  the  very  end  of 
the  year,  a  condition  which  immediately  commends  itself  to  all 
who  ai*e  thoughtful  upon  these  subjects.  Again,  there  would  be 
also  a  decided  gain  of  time  to  the  Superintendent  for  what  he 
regai'ds  as  more  important  supervisory  work.  A  complete  set  of 
properly  graded  and  carefully  prepared  question  papers  for  all 
the  schools  can  not  be  made,  including  the  time  given  to  proof- 
i*eading  and  the  many  details  that  accompany  a  formal  examination, 
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in  leM  tluui  four  wedoB.  For  muny  years,  the  Superintendent  did 
this  work*  two  examinations  a  year,  with  little  as^tanoe,  Imt  for 
the  part  three  or  four  years  he  has  ealled  upon  the  Principals 
and  their  teaohers  to  assist,  in  preparing  these  queetioua  and  in 
that  way  has  saved  a  portion  oS  this  time.  Still,  with  all  this 
assbtanoe,  the  preparation  of  the  examination  papers  and  their 
aecessaries  has  consumed  an  undue  proportion  of  time  lo  view 
of  all  these  considerations,  I  again  ask  that  the  whole  matter  be 
seriously  considered  during  the  cominfir  year. 

I  have  r^rred,  on  several  oecasicms  in  the  past,  to  certain  evils 
that,  it  seems  to  me,  have  always  accompamed  the  use  of  the 
Begents'  examinations  in  our  schools.  I  am  willing  to  admit 
that  these  examinations  have  been  yery  useful  throughout  the 
state  in  i*aising  the  standard  of  scholarship  especially  in  second- 
ary schools,  and  to  a  certain  exteiYt  in  the  lower  gnides ;  and  I 
am  loath  to  assume  a  position  of  even  apparent  antagonism  to 
a  system  which  has  \yeen  pi'oductive  of  much  good.  That 
good  has  been,  however  necessarily  limited  in  extent.  In  looali- 
ties  where  the  sehoob  have  always  been  conducted  cm  a  toler- 
ably high  plane,  the  work  has  in  many  i*espects  been  in  advance 
of  that  demanded  by  the  Regents'  examinations,  and  such  schools 
have  either  not  needed,  or  have  gone  so  fai*  beyond,  the  need  of 
stimulus  from  an  outside  source,  that  the  effect  ot  these  examin- 
ations has  been  repi*esttive  and  narrowing  rather  than  stimolatiiig 
and  broadening.  School  systems  conducted  with  the  end  in 
view  of  meeting  simply  tte  requirements  of  examiniitions  sub- 
mitted from  an  outside  source,  will  usually  fail  to  produce  the 
kijid  of  scholarship  and  tmining  that  the  present  high  ideals  in 
educational  work  imperatively  demand.  The  restrictive  efhcis 
of  such  tests  upon  the  work  of  our  teachers  has  never  been  so 
apparent  to  me  as  during  the  past  year.  1  have  found  many 
oases,  both  in  the  primary  and  secondary  grades  in  which  studies 
were  conducted,  i)erhaps  unconsciously,  but  none  the  less  certainly, 
entirely  with  a  view  to  get  as  many  pupils  as  possible  ready  to  an- 
swer all  the  questions  proposed  by  the  offioe  of  the  Regents.  And 
that  the  teaohers  have  learned  how  to  do  this  is  evident  from  the 
large  numbers  that  meet  these  roquhements.  The  mere  state- 
ment of  such  a  condition  of  things  is  certainly  a  condemnation. 
It  is  ull  well  enough  to  say  that  teachei's  should  l)e  bixiad-minded 
enough  to  do  their  wm*k  in  the  very  l)cst  mamier  without  regard 
to  any  outside  mfluences ;  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  great 
minority  are  so  imbued  with  the  idea  that  the  character  of  their 
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work  is  to  be  judged  wholly  by  the  number  of  pupils  that  pass 
these  tests,  that  they  can  not  refraiu  from  giving  them  the  kind  ot 
preparation  they  have  found  out  will  most  likely  secure  the 
desired  results.  I  have  not  infrequently,  upon  suggesting  a 
line  of  work  in  some  subject,  l>een  met  with  the  remark  that  the 
teacher  addi*e8sed  would  he  delighted  to  teach  in  that  way,  but 
that  if  that  were  done,  the  pupils  would  never  be  ready  to  pass 
the  Regents'  examinations.  Of  coui'se,  this  means  that  the 
examinations  are  made  the  end  of  a  course  of  study  and  not  the 
means  to  promote  the  development  sought  by  a  well-arranged 
course.  I  think  that  the  evils  complained  of  would  be  reduced 
to  a  minimum  were  we  to  adopt  another  method  of  promotion 
to  the  High  School,  whereby  the  Itegents'  examinations  would 
be  stripped  of  their  deteriorating  influences.  I  should  make  the 
estimates  of  the  class-teacher  and  the  Principal  the  determiming 
factors  in  such  promotions,  and  then  I  should  supplement  this 
plan  by  oifering  a  fair  test  to  all  pupils  of  the  Ninth  Year  grade 
who  were  not  i^ecommended  for  promotion,  so  as  to  eliminate,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  personal  element  from  the  final  decision.  By 
following  such  a  plan,  eveiy  pupil  would  feel  that  he  had  full 
opportunity  to  obtain  the  desii*ed  promotion  and  that  such  pro- 
motion depended  entirely  upon  his  industry  and  very  little,  if  at 
all,  upon  his  good  fortune  in  meeting  a  set  of  questions  that  he 
might  happen  to  be  able  to  answer. 

What  I  have  said  thus  far  has  reference  almost  entirely  to  the 
influence  of  the  Regents'  questions  upon  the  lower  grades.  I 
feel  that  the  same  remarks  may  be  applied  to  the  efiects  produced 
in  many  cases  in  the  High  School.  The  Regents'  office  has  pro- 
vided such  a  variety  of  ways  by  means  of  which  pupils  desiring 
to  obtain  certain  certificates  by  gaining  credits  for  passing  in  sub- 
jects by  no  means  allied  in  the  course  of  study,  that,  it  appears  to 
me,  the  work  of  the  pupils  must  be,  unless  modified  by  the  very 
highest  kind  of  teaching,  of  a  decidedly  superficial  and  fragment- 
ary character.  It  would  seem  as  if  the  Regents'  office  had  adopted 
non  mtiltum  sed  muUa  as  a  guiding  principle,  the  very  opposite  of 
that  upon  which  all  agree  a  coui'se  of  instruction  should  be  based. 
It  may  be  said  that  any  harmful  result  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
Regents'  office,  but  of  the  schools  under  their  charge,  in  the 
administration  of  their  own  affairs ;  and  that  such  schools  are 
not  justified  in  departing  from  what  they  know  to  be  a  sound 
policy  for  the  mere  purpose  of  gaining  as  many  awards  as  possible 
from  the  office  of  the  University.     I  can  certainly  agree  with 
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this ;  but  the  unfortunate  effects  remain,  that  as  long  as  the  Re- 
gents publish  repoils  showing  what  they  i*egard  as  the  comparative 
excellence  of  schools  as  asceitained  by  the  standards  which  they 
have  adopted ;  and  as  long  as  there  is  a  financial  consideration  con- 
nected with  the  attainment  of  as  many  of  these  awards  as  possible, 
there  will  be  comparatively  few  of  those  who  have  the  manage- 
ment of  secondary  schools,  who  will  not  listen  to  the  flatteiing 
voices  of  reputations  and  pecuniary  benefits  so  readily  obtained. 
In  the  English  board  schools,  the  distribution  of  public  money 
has  been  made  for  many  yeai's  in  accordance  with  the  number  of 
pupils  passing  in  certain  subjects ;  but  the  authorities  ai-e 
coming  to  see  that  what  was  an  easy  and  appamntly  just  plan 
of  distribution  has  resulted  in  an  iueificient  system  of  instmction 
and  the  agitation  for  the  abolishment  of  these  grants  has  become 
very  determined  and  will  undoubtedly  soon  result  in  their  entire 
disuse.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  must  soon  come  when  the 
Board  of  Regents  will  feel  that  it  would  be  well  U>  provide  some 
other  plan  for  the  distribution  ot  the  State  money  intrusted  to 
them.  Were  it  possible  to  keep  from  the  hands  of  teachers  and 
pupils  the  copies  of  past  Regents'  exan)inations,  and  wei*e  the 
syllabi  and  their  paraphcA'nalia  also  restricted  to  the  tew  who  can 
use  them  judiciously,  the  worst  tendencies  of  these  examinations 
would,  in  my  opinion,  disappear. 

The  i*esult  of  the  June  examinations  on  the  preliminary  sub- 
jects offered  by  the  office  of  the  University  are  summarized 
below :

The  usual  examinations  for  admission  to  the  High  School  were 
held  in  Juue;  the  Begeuts'  questions  being  used  in  the  ele- 
mentai'y  subjects  and  all  the  other  examinations  being  conducted 
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by  the  Superintendent.  Four  hundred  sixteen  (416)  of  our  own 
pupib  were  examined,  all  of  wbom  gained  admission  ;  twenty-one 
(21)  from  other  schools  in  this  vicinity  appeai*ed  for  examination 
and  seventeen  (17)  of  them  were  successful.  The  total  number 
admitted  was  four  hundred  thirty-thi'ee  (433).  The  extension  of 
the  High  School  building  affords  ample  ai;commodation  for  the 
large  incoming  class. 

Pbimabt  Instbugtion. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  the  primary  schools  during  the  past 
year,  conducted  by  means  of  personal  visits  to  a  very  large 
number  of  school  rooms  and  without  the  embarrassing  parapher- 
nalia of  either  a  written,  or  a  formal  oral,  examinatioo,  reveals  a 
condition,  which,  in  many  I'espects,  is  very  satisfactory.  Our 
primary  classes  rarely  exceed  fifty  (50)  in  number  of  pupils,  the 
average  number  for  the  year  being  about  forty-five  (45).  This  is 
a  great  advance  on  the  state  of  things  that  existed  only  a  few 
yeara  ago  when  it  was  very  common  for  a  primary  teacher  to 
have  sixty  (60)  and  not  exceptional  for  such  a  clasB  to  reach  the 
enormous  number  of  eighty  (80).  I  still  think  -that  our  aven^ 
is  a  little  too  high,  and  that  a  class  of  forty  (40)  is  as  iai^e  as 
even  the  best  primary  teachei*  can  well  instruct.  Again,  all  of 
our  primary  teachera  have  had  a  course  of  special  training,  the 
high  value  of  which  is  shown  in  the  well-plamied  and  efficiently 
executed  work  done  by  nearly  all  of  them.  While  the  great 
majority  of  the  teachers  produce  just  the  effects  that  ave  desired 
by  their  instruction,  especially  along  the  lines  of  the  leading 
studies  and  thei*e  is  little  to  criticise  and  much  to  comend,  there 
ara  some  points  in  which  many  fail.  For  instance,  a  failure 
which  is  quite  common  and  which,  I  think,  comes  largely  from 
a  misapprehension  of  the  purpose  of  the  exercise,  occurs  frequently 
in  the  management  of  what  is  generally  known,  in  primaiy 
schools  as  biist/'Work, 

When  it  became  evident,  some  years  ago,  that  no  i^imary 
teacher  could  handle  an  entire  class  as  a  unit  and  do  any 
justice  at  all  to  the  pupils,  the  plan  was  conceived  <^  divid- 
ing up  the  class  into  several  groups  so  that  the  teacher  might 
do  considerable  individual  work,  while  as  a  means  of  keep- 
ing up  interest  and  avoiding  disorder,  certain  set  exercises  were 
given  to  the  i*est  of  the  class.  Of  counse,  it  was  carefully  enjoin- 
ed that  all  of  these  exercises,  which  were  giv^  the  name  of  busy- 
work,  perhaps  an  unfortunate  title  since  it  implies  that  the  only

object  is  to  keep  the  pupils  employed,  should  be  so  I'elated  to  the 
work  done  by  the  teacher  hei*self  with  each  group,  that  all  should 
be  led  forward  together.  It  was  intended  that  nothing  should 
be  given  to  the  pupils  in  the  way  of  busy-work  which  was  not 
progressive  and  which  did  not  convey,  every  day,  something  new 
and  tend  to  the  geneml  progress  of  the  pupils.  As  long  as  this 
w&is  kept  in  view,  nothing  but  good  seemed  to  come  from  the  use 
of  busy- work.  I  tind,  however,  that  in  a  great  many  cases,  the 
scKcalled  busy-work  has  degenerated  into  a  senseless  repetition  of 
things  before  known  ;  that,  in  too  many  cases,  the  task  set  con- 
sists ot  the  writing  of  a  cerUiin  number  of  words  over  and  over, 
or  the  copying  of  certain  tables  again  and  again,  until  life  and 
intei-est  has  departed  and  the  only  object  that  the  child  seems  to 
have  is  to  get  through  with  the  t4isk  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Of 
course,  this  is  all  detrimental  and  needs  to  be  corrected.  The 
most  obvious  remedy  for  the  teacher  is  to  shorten  the  exercises 
of  the  separate  groups  and  to  see  to  it  that  those  who  are  engaged 
in  busy-work  also  have  short  and  frequently  varied  exerciser!. 
This  direction  seems  to  be  a  simple  one  and  one  that  might  eaisily 
be  carried  out ;  but  the  trouble  with  many  teachers  is  that  they 
have  too  small  a  range  of  subjects  to  draw  upon  so  as  to  furnish 
a  pleasing  variety.  In  discussing  this  matter  with  the  teacheiis 
themselves,  I  find  that  they  are  ready  to  accept  any  plan  that 
would  seem  to  remedy  the  evil  of  whose  existence  they  are  fully 
aware ;  and  that  they  readily  agree  that  these  exercises  should 
lie  made  supplemental  to  the  general  work,  and  should  never  be 
given  as  a  mere  task  to  fill  up  the  time,  but  always  with  refer- 
ence to  the  direct  advancement  of  the  pupils.  To  do  this,  of 
course,  it  is  necessary  that  the  teacher  should  think  out  her  daily 
program  very  carefully  and  see  that  every  pait  is  so  adjusted 
that  the  whole  Inidy  of  pupils  shall  be  moving  onward,  and  that 
every  exercise  should  be  a  step  forward.  The  deadening  and  re- 
pressive effect  of  an  exercise  re[)eated  so  often  as  to  become 
purely  mechanical,  is  so  apparent,  that  it  is  believed  that  to  effect 
a  cure  it  is  only  necess^uT  to  make  these  passing  comments.  I 
think  that  these  and  other  defects  in  our  primary  work  are  not  so 
much  owing  to  rcnn'ssness  on  the  part  of  the  teachere  us  to  a  lack 
of  proper  co-oidiuation  and  adjustment  of  studies  in  our  primary 
coui'ses. 

Heretofore,  in  formulating  a  coui-se  of  study,  rigid  lines  of 
proposed  progress  have  been  laid  down  in  leudin^r  subjects  and 
although  most  are  really  so  closely  connected  that  what  is  help. 
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ful  to  one  line  is  also  helpful  to  another,  too  much  has  been  left 
to  accidental  co-ordination  and  too  little  effort  hiis  been  made  to 
impart  such  a  unity  to  the  course  that  the  pui)ils  will  adrauce 
simultaneously  and  uniformly  on  every  line.  It  has,  I  think, 
been  well  suggested  that  a  course  in  i)rimary  instruction  should 
bo  built  around  some  one  subject  as  a  central  shaft.  Much  dis- 
cussion has  been  had  tis  to  what  subject  should  be  taken  to  which 
all  othei-s  should  be  subordinate  and  helpful.  I  am  inclined  to 
give  the  preference  to  geography  in  its  broadest  and  most  geneml 
meiuiing,  becauso,  I  think  that  this  subject  lends  itself  better  than 
any  other  to  this  special  purpose.  In  order  to  do  this  success- 
fully, however,  it  would  be  necessary  to  introduce  in  our  lowest 
grades,  subjects  which  have  scarcely  ever  been  touched  upon  by 
our  teachei-s-  It  is  evident  that  the  subjects  of  number,  language 
and  drawing  can  readily  be  made  to  illustrate  the  general  subject 
of  geography  in  the  lower  grades,  and  that  history  is  a  necessaiy 
accompaniment  to  geograi)hicaI  study  in  more  advanced  classes. 
I  should  add  to  these,  from  the  beginning,  Biology;  namely,  the 
study  of  the  simple  elements  of  plant  and  animal  life,  including 
what  we  call  Physiology,  to  be  followed  by  such  a  coui-se  in 
Physics  as  would  lead  to  an  intelligent  study  of  Physical  Geo- 
graphy, or  course,  all  instruction  of  this  nature  should  be  with- 
out the  use  of  text  books  and  entirely  inductive  in  plan.  The 
success  of  such  a  plan  would  depend  entirely  upon  its  being  based 
upon  the  pei-sonal  observation  of  the  child  and  would  be  entirely 
defeated  should  the  teacher  ever  yield  to  the  tenii)tnti(ni  of  giving 
anything  in  the  form  of  memory  lessons.  The  main  difficulty 
that  seems  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  adoption  of  such  a  i)lan  as 
this,  is  the  supi)osed  inability  of  teachers  to  carry  out  such  a  plan 
succesjjfully,  becanse  of  inadequate  knowledge  of  the  topics  to  be 
introduced.  That  this  objection  is  only  api)arent  is  clear,  how- 
ever, from  the  fact  that  it  has  been  successfully  carried  out  in 
school  systems  whose  teachers  have  had  no  better  chances  for 
special  preparation  than  our  own.  All  the  new  subjects  that 
would  need  to  be  introduced,  form  part  of  our  regular  High 
School  course,  and  should  any  special  study  be  needed,  the 
opportunity  could  reiidily  be  afforded  in  our  teacheiV  training 
class.  The  objection  that  the  adoption  of  the  plan  suggested 
would  necessitate  a  recasting  of  our  course  of  study  is  not  a 
serious  one.  Changes  far  more  radical  have  been  frequently 
made  with  east*,  since  no  coui-se  of  study  has  ever  been,  or  will 
ever  be,  framed  that  has  not  been  constantly  changed  and  modi- 
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fied  in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  experience.  To  be  sure, 
changes  should  not  be  lightly  made,  and  those  above  suggested 
are  presented  now  with  a  view  to  their  careful  study  and 
gradual  adoption,  should  they  approve  themselves  to  mature 
ludgnient 

Changes  in  Course  of  Study. 

As  I  have  said  above,  a  course  of  study  should  never  be 
regarded  as  a  finality.  It  should  alwa3^s  be  a  suggestion  rather 
than  an  attempt  at  complete  direction,  a  set  of  limitations,  up 
to  which  all  should  come,  but  beyond  which  many  will  go — a 
series  of  movable  bairicrs,  readily  shifted  tis  experience  dictates, 
not  an  immoveal)le  wall  against  which  the  tides  dash  in  vain.  It 
is,  therefore,  to  be  expected  that  slight  changes,  at  least,  shall 
constantly  be  made  in  any  course  of  study,  no  matter  how  skill- 
fully worked  out.  The  changes  made  during  the  past  year  are 
not  mdical,  but  ara  plainied  rather  on  the  line  of  improvement. 
A  re-casting  of  the  couibc  in  Vocal  Music  made  with  the 
unanimous  consent  of  all  immediately  concerned,  has  given 
a  better  distribution  of  the  work  and  after  several  months' 
trial  has  proved  quite  satisfactory.  A  more  inipoilant  change  has 
been  made  in  the  introductory  work  in  number.  For  five  or  six 
yeai-s  the  Grube  method  had  been  employed  with  considerable 
satisfaction  in  some  respects,  but  without  the  desired  good  results 
in  many  others.  I  think  all  teachers  agree  on  the  general  princi- 
ples of  development  and  that  a  better  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  Number  and  the  oi*dinary  processes  was  obtained  than  by  th3 
simple  memorizing  of  abstract  ideas  that  had  prevailed  for  many 
years.  But  the  tendency  in  the  use  of  the  Grube  plan,  to  devote 
an  undue  proportion  of  time  to  development  and  too  little  to  the 
fixing  of  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  constant  drill,  without  which 
both  accuracy  and  facility  in  the  use  of  numbers  is  impossible, 
led  us  to  adopt  some  modifications  whereby,  we  believe,  that  the 
defects  above  described  will  be  largely  eliminated.  It  should  be 
clearly  understood  that  the  general  principles  of  the  Grube 
method  still  form  the  basis  of  our  work  and  that  a  large  liberty 
is  left  to  teachei-s  in  the  application  of  special  methods.  The 
amended  courae  simply  sets  up  a  series  of  points  of  advancement 
to  which,  we  think,  every  teacher  should  bring  her  pupik.  A 
large  number  of  teachere,  who  hiid  been  very  successful  in  using 
the  Grube  plan  to  the  full  extent,  desired  to  retain  the  privilege 
of  doing  their  work  in  that  way,  while  the  majority  desired  to 
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uso  a  modified  method.  It  is  clearly  undei-stood  that  no  teacher 
is  to  be  haiiii)ered  in  these  respects.  All  that  they  are  asked  to 
do  is  to  bring  their  classes  up  to  the  points  indicated  in  the  course 
of  study,  and  should  any  desire  to  carr}''  them  farther  along  on 
the  lines  of  development,  they  are  at  full  liberty  so  to  do. 

The  most  imporUnt  change  in  the  coui^e  of  study  made  during 
the  past  year  is  the  adoption  of  the  siK'cial  coui-se  of  study  called 
the  *' Modern  Language  and  Indu^strial  Coui*se"  for  the  High 
School  pupils,  which  was  printed  in  full  in  my  last  report.  This 
coui'se  was  adopted  by  the  Board  towards  the  close  of  the  year 
mid  will  be  put  into  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school 
year.  The  use  of  this  new  course  affords  to  pupils  entering  the 
High  School  an  extension  of  the  privilege  of  choosing  a  line  of 
studies,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  modern  tendency  to 
afford  all  students  an  oi)portunity  to  obtain  instruction  in  the 
directions  that  seem  best  adapted  to  their  individual  wants.  I 
have  always  felt  that  every  student  should,  if  possible,  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  study  at  least  one  language  l>esides  his  (uvn. 
There  has  always  been  a  large  class  of  studente  whose  parents  are 
unwilling  that  they  should  study  the  ancient  languages  ;  but  it  is 
doubful  if  any  are  unwilling  that  their  childi'en  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  modern  language,  and,  I  believe,  that 
the  innnediate  effect  of  the  opening  of  this  new  course  will  be 
that  heie:ifter  every  pupil  entering  the  High  School  will  study 
at  least  one  language  besides  his  own.  The  new  coui'se  provides 
that  any  pupil  undertaking  it  may  have  four  years  of  continuous 
instruction  in  either  French  or  German,  as  much  time  being 
devoted  to  either  language  sis  has  been  given  hitherto  to  any  of 
the  leading  subjects.  The  new  course  also  gives  much  more  time 
to  Manual  Training.  In  order  to  give  this  depaitment,  however, 
the  full  scoi)e  which  it  deserves,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  provide  some  additional  falilities  and  I  earnestly  renew  my 
recommendation  that  proper  provision  \ye  made  for  extending  the 
coui'se  in  wood-working  by  the  installation  of  the  necessary 
machinery  and  motor  power.  A  course  in  metal  woikhig  should 
also  be  added.  The  apartments  needed  for  this  purpose  are 
already  provided  in  the  addition  to  the  High  School  building 
and  a  moderate  expenditure  would  afford  the  comparatively  few 
facilities  necessary  for  this  extension  to  the  course.  We  have 
already  had  strong  indications  of  public  approval  of  the  oppor- 
tunities afforded  by  the  new  course,  and,  I  l)elieve,  it  will  soou 
become  one  of  the  most  popular  departments  of  the  school. 
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A  revised  coarse  of  study  will  be  issued  within  a  short  time, 
in  which  all  the  chaugos  made  within  the  past  four  years  will  be 
fully  set  forth. 

ElXDERQARTENS. 

The  popular  estimate  in  which  the  kindergarten  is  held  was 
shown  emphatically  last  year  by  the  large  attendance  and  the 
considerable  mnnbei*s  to  whom  we  were  obliged  to  i^efuse  ad- 
mission. Fifteen  of  these  rooms  were  in  opemtion  diu'ing  the 
year,  and  the  opening  of  the  new  school  building  No.  6  will  af- 
ford one,  pcrhai)s  two,  more.  The  Board  has  fully  realized  the 
impracticability  of  one  teacher  doing  this  kind  of  work  well  with 
the  large  classes  that  have  heretofore  i)re vailed  and  very  readily 
adopted  my  vecommendation  that  heieafter  the  number  ofpupiU 
in  these  classes  be  restricted  to  thirty-six  (36).  The  Board  also 
veiy  readily  authorized  the  adoption  of  the  single  session  to  be 
held  in  the  morning  for  two  horn's  and  a  half,  in  order  to  give 
the  teachers  the  much  needed  time  for  the  preparation  of  the 
work  for  the  following  day  and  an  opportunity  to  come  into 
closer  touch  with  the  children  by  visiting  their  homes  and  be- 
coming acquainted  with  all  their  surroundings.  Heretofore,  our 
kindergartnei's,  with  the  exception  of  the  partial  courae  and  the 
small  opportimity  afforded  for  practice  in  our  teachei-s'  training 
cluss,  have  been  obliged  to  pui'sue  a  course  of  study  at  their  own 
expense  in  a  private  training  school.  JThis  has  always  been  re- 
garded as  too  burdensome  upon  those  whose  pay  \yi\s  not  fixed 
with  a  view  to  such  external  demands  ;  beside^,  although  the  in- 
struction afforded  in  the  private  training  school  was  of  a  very 
high  character,  it  was  obtained  slowly  and  somewhat  intermit- 
tently and  at  much  sacrifice  of  tithe  and  convenience.  This 
situation,  however,  has  been  happily  relieved  by  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  establishing,  in  connection  with  the  teachcre'  training 
class,  a  special  department  wherein,  under  the  guidance  of  a 
skilled  instructor,  a  complete  three  yeaL*s'  course  is  open  to  those 
of  our  kindergartners  already  employed  who  have  not  had  such 
a  coui'se,  and  to  all  who  may  hereiiftei*  become  candidates  for  like 
positions.  With  these  provisions  for  renewing  our  coi-ps  of 
kindergartners,  this  department  enters  upon  a  career  of  enhanced 
usefulness  that  niUi>t  meet  the  approbation  of  all  who  are  interest- 
ed in  the  progress  of  our  school  system.

Training  Class. 

Two  full  terms  of  instructiof)  in  the  training  class  were  cou- 
tUictod  luider  the  rules  of  the  Depailment'of  Public  Instructiou, 
and  the  sum  of  four  hundred  eighteen  dollaiB  ($418)  was  received 
from  the  fund  provided  by  the  state.  This  makes  the  total 
amount  received  from  this  source  iii  eleven  yeai*8  five  thousand 
eighty  dolljii-s  ($6,080).  This  amount  far  exceeds  what  has  been 
ex)>ended  for  this  department  during  the  whole  time  of  its 
existence.  The  high  standard  of  admission  adopted  by  the 
Board  i*edueed  the  number  of  this  class  to  twelve  (12).  As  was 
to  be  expected,  the  quality  of  the  class  was  very  high.  The 
meml)ere  of  the  class  were  not  only  well-equipped  iii  scholarship, 
but  wei-e  unusually  enthusiastic  and  devoted,  and  responded  with 
great  readiness  to  all  demands  made  upon  them  by  their  instruc- 
tors. The  opportunities  offered  in  new  school  building  No.  24 
for  the  presentation  of  the  theory,  and  for  practice  in  the  ait, 
ot  teaching  have  resulted  in  placing  this  training  department 
upon  a  higher  plane  of  usefulness  than  it  has  ever  occupied,  and 
I  am  i)leased  to  siiy  that  the  work  done  has  met  with  the  warm- 
est approval  of  the  inspectors  employed  by  the  State  Department 
for  the  supervision  of  teachere  classes. 

Teachers. 

There  were  in  the  emi)loyment  of  the  Board,  during  the  year, 
two  hundred  eighty-eighjb  (288)  teachers.  Two  hundred  sixty-five 
(265)  of  these  were  women  and  twenty-three  (23)  men.  One 
hundred  ninety-five  (195)  were  graduates  of  our  High  Sch(K)l, 
sixteen  (16)  were  collegiates,  forty-eight  (48)  State  Noniial 
graduates,  and  thirty-four  (34)  were  educated  at  private  schools 
and  academies.  One  hundred  two  (102)  were  graduates  of  our 
Training  Class,  an  increase  of  eight  (8)  over  last  year. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Principals  were  held  as 
heretofore  and  were  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  practicsil 
questions  relating  to  school  management.  Monthly  meetings  of 
the  teachers  were  also  held  in  every  school,  where  similar 
questions  were  considered.  The  kindergarten  teacliei*s  held 
weekly  meetings  for  the  comparison  of  experiences  and  the 
arrangement  of  programs.  A  large  majority  of  our  teachere 
attended  the  two  courses  of  lectures  given  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Qnivei-sity  Extension  Centre,  and  the  spirit  of  study  and  the 
desire  for  seU-improvement  was  evident  on  every  hand.  The 
new  plan  of  appoiutmeut  of  teachcra  from  the  Merit  List  was 
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fully  tested  during  the  year,  fifteen  (15)  vacancies  having  been 
filled  from  this  list.  It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  our  Prin- 
cipals that  they  never  have  received  such  uniformly  excellent 
accessions  to  their  corps  of  assistants  as  have  been  given  to  them 
this  year.  This  plan  hjis  very  quickly  passed  from  the  stage  of 
experiment  to  that  of  assured  success,  and  as  all  have  become 
convinced  that  the  system  is  administered  with  absolute  imparti- 
ality,- it  has  received  the  seal  of  approval,  not  only  from  the 
public  at  large,  but  also  from  the  candidates  themselves.  The 
l)lan  of  employing  a  permanent  substitute  corps  has  been  now 
in  successful  operation  for  a  year  and  has  proved  itself  to  be  of 
very  high  usefulness.  The  casts  of  this  corps  has  been  consider- 
ably less  than  the  original  estimate.  It  was  supposed  that  the 
small  fee  i)aid  for  reporting  when  the  seiViccs  of  the  substitute  is 
not  needed  would  amout  to  over  eight  himdred  dollai-s  a  year. 
The  total  cost  for  the  year  just  closed  was  less  than  six  hundred 
dollai-s.  This  expense  has  been  amply  compensated  for  in 
economy  of  sschool  time,  because  under  the  present  system,  a 
class  is  seldom,  if  evei,  kept  waiting  a  moment  for  the  arrival  of 
a  substitute;,  while,  under  the  old  i)lan,  scmietimes  a  whole  half- 
day  was  lost  before  a  substitute  could  be  secured. 

Two  tejichers  died  during  the  year,  Gertrude  M.  Gordon,  of 
School  No.  23,  on  January  11,  and  Sarah  J.  Iinrie,  of  School  No. 
2,  on  April  5.  The  former  had  served  sixteen  and  the  latter  ten 
years,  with  more  than  usual  acceptability.  Both  were  highly 
esteemed  by  their  associates  and  their  pupils,  for  their  earnest  and 
conscientious  performance  of  their  duties,  as  well  for  their  fine 
mental  and  moral  qualities. 

This  school  year  has  closed  the  Jictive  career  of  the  veteran 
of  our  teaching  force.  Arethusa  A.  Vance,  whose  resignation  has 
just  been  received,  after  a  year's  leave  of  absence  on  account  of 
illness  which  has  resulted  in  a  total  loss  of  sight,  began  to  teach 
in  our  schools  in  1849,  and  during  the  forty-three  years  of  her 
active  service,  a  period  that  has  few  parallels  in  the  teaching  pro- 
fession, served  faithfully  and  skilfully.  Her  field  wjis  in  the 
primary  grades,  and  her  work  Jis  class  teacher  and  principal  in- 
delibly impressed  her  sterling  personality  on  the  characters,  as 
did  her  fine  teaching  qualities  on  the  mental  growth,  of  thousands 
of  children  who  might  well  rise  up  and  call  her  blessed.  Her 
associates  have  taken  a  praiseworthy  interest  in  their  afiiicted 
friend,  and  are  seeing  that  her  declining  da3's  are  brightened  as 
far  as  possible  b^  consUmt  kindness  and  attention. 
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Evening  Sohools. 

Evening  Schools  were  held  in  the  same  buildings  as  for  the  past 
two  yeai-s  and  with  about  (he  same  general  experience  The 
attendance  was  considerably  less  in  all  the  schools,  except  at  No. 
1,  whose  district  has,  for  several  years,  shown  more  interest  in  the 
opportunities  afforded  than  any  other  section  of  the  city.  '1  he 
very  small  number  attending  at  School  No.  13  indicates  that  it 
is  wholly  unprofitable  to  attempt  the  continuance  of  the  work 
there.  This  is  also  true  of  the  separate  school  for  girls  hi  the 
High  School,  and  judging  from  the  experience  of  these  for  the 
past  two  years,  it  will  be  unwise  to  continue  this  as  a  8ei)ai'ate 
school,  but  to  treat  the  matter  of  sex  in  education  in  the  Evening 
Schools  hi  the  same  way  that  we  deal  with  it  in  the  day  schools. 
For  obvious  geogiiiphical  reasons,  I  have  already  recommended  to 
the  Boai'd  that  the  school  heretofore  conducted  in  School  No.  1 1 
be  transferred  to  School  No.  12  as  a  more  accessible  location 
for  evening  school  purposes.  I  believe  that  successful  evening 
schools  can  be  maintained  in  School  No.  1  and  School  No.  12, 
but  I  also  believe  that  all  who  are  really  desirous  of  attending 
can  be  accommodated  in  these  two  buildings.  The  fi)llowing  table 
shows  the  principal  items  of  intei-est  in  connection  with  the  Even- 
ing Schools.  It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  instruction  given,  and, 
a8  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  i)rogress  made  in  these  schools, 
have  l)een  of  a  very  high  and  satisfactory  order. 


Statistics    Concerning    Evening    Schools  —  Period    from 
October  10,  1892,  to  January  26,  1893. 
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Columbian  Exhibit. 

The  question  naturally  crops  out,  when  one  thinks  of  an  educa- 
tional exhibit,  whether  such  a  thing  can  actually  be  made.  When 
the  farmer,  or  the  mechanic,  or  the  manufacturer  prepares  his 
exhibit  for  the  state  and  county  fair,  he  does  it  with  the  greatest 
convenience,  because  he  has  merely  to  select  the  finished  products 
of  bis  hibor  and  transport  them  to  the  place  of  exhibition.  As 
the  finished  products  of  a  system  of  education  are  the  men  and 
women  sent  out  into  the  world,  it  is  ol)vious.  that  these  pro- 
ducts, with  all  their  varying  qualitias  of  mind  and  characti^r, 
can  not  ba  displayed.  It  is  practicable,  however,  to  show  some 
of  the  things  which  are  done  in  the  school,  and  the  attempt  has 
been  made  many  times  to  show  what  a  school  system  is,  by 
exhibiting  the  work  of  pupils ;  but  as  the  shavings  that  litter 
the  floor  of  the  workshop,  are  only  indications  that  the  carpenter 
has  been  toiling,  such  exhibits  show  quite  imperfectly  the  real 
results  of  school  work. 

When  it  was  determined  to  prepare  a  state  exhibition  for  dis- 
play at  Chicago,  it  was  also  determined  that  every  locality  that 
prepared  one  should  do  it  under  strict  regulations  and  that  one  or 
two  leading  rules  should  l)e  especially  observed.  The  most  ini- 
portsuit  of  these  was  that  the  work  shown  should  be  done  in 
the  school-room  and  that  ihe  exercises  of  entire  classes  should 
be  shown;  the  good,  the  bad,  and  the  indifferent  being  alike 
displayed  in  every  instance.  Those  rules  were  conscientiously 
followed  in  the  preparation  of  our  contributions  to  the  state 
exhibit.  The  doubt  which  existed  for  several  months  sis  to  the 
amount  of  space  that  would  be  given  to  any  particular  locality  in 
the  State,  absolutely  prevented  the  preparation  of  the  exercises 
until  midwinter.  It  is  well  known  that  in  consequence  of  this 
•  delay,  very  many  places  refused  to  contribute  any  thing.  But  it 
seemed  best  that  Albany,  as  the  capital  of  the  State,  should  not  be 
found  wanting  in  proper  state  and  civic  pride,  and,  as  soon  as  it 
was  determined  that  there  should  be  an  exhibit,  all  concerned 
entered  upon  the  work  with  vigor  and  enthusiasm.  In  fact, 
practically  the  whole  of  the  preparation  was  completed  within 
thi-ee  months.  The  plan  which  was  adopted  for  obtaining  the 
various  exhibits  included  in  its  scope  all  the  kinds  of  instruction 
given  in  our  schools,  from  the  normal  exercises  of  the  Training 
Chiss,  through  all  the  courses  of  the  High  School,  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  Schools,  and  the  kindergartens.  The  written  work 
of  the  pupils,  bound  up  in  some  twenty-six  (26)  volumes,  the  one 
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hundred  (100)  frames  (»f  drawings,  the  thirty  (30)  frames  con- 
taining photographs  of  school  buildings,  typical  groups  of  school 
pupils,  interior  views  of  school-rooms,  and  school  work  not  trans- 
portable,  four  enormous  frames  of  manual  tniining  work  and 
several  frames  of  kindergarten  work,  constitute  the  general  cata- 
logue of  the  exhibit. 

Of  the  special  character  of  the  written  work,  I  will  only  say, 
in  passing,  that  a  careful  examination  would  show  any  disinterested 
pei-son  that  the  work  was  certainly  genuine.  I  think  it  is  fair  to 
say  that  none  of  it  was  too  good  and  that  most  of  it  was  exceed- 
ingly creditable  to  both  the  teachci-s  and  the  pupils.  With  the 
exception  of  the  first  year,  all  of  the  written  work  was  done  ia 
pen  and  ink,  and,  in  some  instances,  the  fii-st-year  work  even  was 
performed  in  this  way.  The  evident  superiority  of  the  pen  and 
ink  work  over  that  done  with  the  lead  pencil  is  a  full  justification 
of  our  custom  of  placing  pen  and  ink  in  the  hands  of  the  pupil  at 
the  very  outset  of  his  career.  One  thing  is  clearly  shown  in  this 
connection,  and  that  is,  that  the  progress  in  written  expression  is 
far  more  satisfactory  with  the  use  of  i)aper  and  pen,  or  pencil, 
than  by  means  of  slates.  There  is  no  d»>ubt  in  my  mind  that 
much  improvement  would  be  made  in  very  many  directions  should 
we  substitute  the  use  of  paper  for  slates.  This  would  involve 
some  additional  cost  for  the  paper  supply,  but,  I  am  sure,  would 
be  wholly  compensated  by  the  gains  made  in  the  direction  of 
order,  neatness  and  exactness.  A  pupil  will  naturally  be  veiy 
much  more  careful  in  setting  down  what  can  not  be  easily  erased 
than  in  performing  work  upon  a  slate  where  it  may  be  rubbed  out 
and  replaced  constantly,  A  noticeable  feature  of  the  written 
work  shown  by  the  High  School  pupils  was  the  excellent  pen 
and  ink  sketches  that  were  introduced  to  illustrate  and  embellish 
their  efforts.  The  written  class  work  exhibited  was  in  every  caso 
designed  to  show  not  merely  so-called  results*,  but  especially  the 
plan  in  accordance  with  which  such  results  were  reached.  To 
this  end,  every  teacher  placed  before  her  class- work  the  portion 
of  the  course  of  study  which  she  was  supposed  to  illustrate,  and 
u  written  account  of  the  special  plan  on  which  her  work  wjis  con- 
ducted. With  this  prefice,  any  intelligent  student  of  educational 
systems  would  get  some  insitrht  into  the  actual  school-room  work. 
The  great  variety  of  methods  and  devices  described  illustrate  the 
freedom  with  which  our  teachers  are  permitted  to  retain  their 
personality  and  independenc€*. 

The  drawings  necesstu-ily  constituted  the  most  attractive  portion 
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of  the  exhibit.  They  caught  the  eye,  and,  we  may  sjiy  with  con- 
fidence, detained  it.  While  art  instruction  is  not  earned  so  far 
in  our  schools  i\s  ini  some  othei-s,  we  :n*e  confident  that  we  are 
doing  at  least  as  good  W(n'k  np  to  the  point  leached  as  any  placed 
on  exhibition  from  this  State.  The  Drawing  Master  and  all  the 
teachers,  for  JiU  of  them  give  insti  action  in  drawing,  should  cer- 
tainly receive  full  credit  for  the  most  pleasing  portion  of  the  en- 
tire exhibit.  It  should  be  understood  that  the  regular  class-work 
in  drawing  of  every  grade  in  the  city  was  bound  up  and  exh-ibited 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  subjects  were  ti*eated.  This 
enables  any  one,  whose  curiosity  leads  him  in  that  direction,  to 
see  the  work  of  entire  classes  with  its  great  variance  in  excel- 
lence, as  well  as  the  selected  drawings  that  were  exhibited  in 
frames.  An  examination  of  these  drawing  books  and  of  the 
drawing  work  in  gent  ral  has  convinced  me  that  it  is  time  to  take 
a  step  forward  and  to  make  a  change  in  the  system  of  dniwing 
now  in  use.  Our  Drawing  Master  concui*s  in  this  opinion,  and  1 
suggest  that  he  be  directed  to  look  for,  and  i)resent  to  the  Board 
for  adoption,  during  the  coming  year,  some  other  system  of  Draw- 
ing which  he  may  beconje  satisfied  will  im[)rove  the  work  done 
in  his  department.  I  also  sugge^it,  in  this  [)lace,  for  lack  of  a 
more  appropriate  one.  that  there  is  great  need  of  a  skilled  assistant 
to  aid  in  the  sui>ervision  of  the  drawing.  I  should  ssiy  that  a 
division  should  be  made  of  the  work  in  the  Primary  and  Gran:- 
mar  Schools  so  that  the  work  of  supervision  may  be  done  with 
more  frequency  and  continuity. 

The  Manual  Training  specimens  were  confined  entii-ely  to  the 
simple  exercises  in  wood-wr.rking  from  the  boys'  shop  and  a  line 
of  productions  in  Sloyd,  illu5>trating  the  entire  course  in  that 
branch,  from  the  shoi)  of  the  girls.  Both  of  these  exhibits  were 
prepared  almost  at  the  last  moment  and'quite  impeifectly  set  forth 
the  whole  range  of  work  done  in  the  shops.  But  they  were  sent, 
because  they  made  the  entire  exhibit  complete  and  certainly  told 
the  truth  about  our  Manual  Training  department,  namely,  that 
it  is  wholly  confined  to  shop-work  in  wood. 

The  exhibit  from  the  kindergartens  was  very  interesting  and 
was  highly  creditable.  The  frames  of  enclosed  work  of  the 
kindergarten  children  illustrated  the  plan  of  a  week's  work  in  all 
the  kindergartens  and  was  made  up  by  bringing  together  the 
work  jierfoirmed  by  the  children  and  simply  arranging  it  in  con- 
secutive order.  In  this  way  eveiy  kindergarten  was  represented 
and  yet  no  competition  or  false  emulation   was  excited  among 
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teachers,  as  there  was  nothing  to  indicate,  in  the  whole  exhibit, 
that  tiny  portion  of  it  cunie  from  any  particular  school.  The  en- 
tire range  of  work — the  gifts  and  occupations,  etc., — was  quite 
adequately  lepresented. 

The  photographs  of  the  school  buildings  and  of  interioi-s,  etc., 
were  exceedingly  well  done  and  next  to  the  drawings  fonned  the 
most  attractive  part  of  our  contribution  to  the  World's  Fair.  In 
the  appendix  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  varicius  elements  of  the 
entire  exhibit. 

Now  that  there  hsis  been  time  to  reflect  upon  the  preparation 
of  this  exhibit,  I  am  in  considerable  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
whole  affair  wiis  of  any  benefit  to  the  schools.  It  deducted  con- 
siderably from  the  time  that  should  be  properly  devoted  to  <»rdi- 
nary  school  work,  it  divert«*d  the  minds  of  pupils  and  te{ichci"s 
from  the  same,  it  occupied  a  large  share  of  time  and  attention  of 
supervisory  officei*^,  and,  when  completed  and  sent  out,  it  wsts 
found  to  be  after  all  a  very  inadequate  representation  of  our 
school  system.  On  the  other  hand,  the  [)romptiiigs  of  aUxte  and 
civic  pride  were  followed  and  our  city  fulfilled  its  promise  to  the 
state  by  furnishing  its  quota.  And  again,  a  certain  amount  of 
stimulus  in  some  ilirections  wiis  imparted  and  in  a  few  cases  a 
spur  to  extraordinary  efEu't  undoubtedly  improved  the  quality  of 
the  class-work.  Upon  the  whole  I  think  that  such  effects  are 
only  tmnsient  and  produce  very  little  permanent  benefit 

In  drawing  this  report  to  a  close,  I  desire  to  renew  my  thanks 
to  the  mombei-s  of  the  Board,  and  to  all  who  have  aided  me  in 
our  common  work,  for  their  continuance  of  confidence  and  their 
frequent  words  and  acts  of  support  and  encouragemenL

Address  to  Members  of  Graduating  Class. 

My  Young  Fi^iends : 

By  the  liberality  of  the  city  you  have  been  educated  at  its 
High  School.  A  large  and  coiiyeuient  building  has  been  erected 
for  your  use ;  able  aud  zealous  teachers  have  been  employed,  and 
books  and  apparatus  have  been  procured.  All  this  has  beeu  done 
freely  and  without  any  burden  on  you.  You  have  not  been  com- 
pelled, as  many  a  worthy  man  has  been,  to  labor  with  your  kinds 
in  order  to  procure  the  means  to  pay  for  }'our  instruction.  But 
all  has  been  given  to  you  gratuitously. 

It  is  often  the  case  that,  when  good  things  of  any  kii>d  come 
to  us  without  our  working  for  them,  we  do  not  value  them  at 
their  full  worth.  The  man  who  receives  a  large  property  from 
his  father  seldom  knows  the  viilue  of  money  as  one  does  who  has 
labored  for  it.  And  so  it  may  be  that  some  of  you  do  not  appre- 
ciate the  value  of  what  you  have  received  in  the  High  School 
because  it  has  cost  you  nothing  in  money. 

Pcrhai)s  too  you  may  have  the  feeling,  unexpressed  and 
hardly  recognized  by  youi-selves,  that  all  which  has  been  done  for 
you  has  not  cost  any  one  anything.  That  abstract  body,  the  city, 
has  paid  for  it  all.  And  practically  we  are  all  liable  to  think 
that  the  city  has  a  kind  of  Fortunatas'  purse ;  always  filled  by 
some  good  fairy,  however  much  the  city  may  spend. 

Now  I  wish  to  call  you  back  from  any  such  fancies  and  to 
impress  on  you  the  plain,  bald  fact  that  all  these  expenses  of  your 
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education  have  been  paid  for  from  the  pockets  of  individual  citi- 
zens. The  man  of  property  hiis  paid  so  much  more  in  his  taxes. 
And  the  man  dependent  on  his  daily  hibor  for  the  support  of 
hin)self  and  family  has  paid  his  share  in  the  increase  of  his 
monthly  rent  and  other  expenses  of  living.  Rich  and  [Kior, 
through  the  machinery  of  levying  and  collecting  tiixes  have  paid 
every  year  the  money,  of  which  you  have  received  the  l)enefit. 
The  bonds  of  the  city  issued  to  build  school  houses  where  you 
might  study  have  put  indirectly  a  mortgage  on  every  man's 
house,  be  it  laige  or  small.  All  this  has  been  done  without 
grudging  and  with  a  free  hand. 

You  may  Jtsk  why  I  say  this  to  you.  Because  I  wish  to  show 
you  the  debt  you  owe  to  the  city  and  to  urge  you  lo  discharge  it. 

The  city  gives  this  education  to  its  youth  not  to  gratify  their 
artistic  or  .^-cholarly  tastes — not  sim[)ly  to  enable  you  to  read 
foreign  languages  or  to  enjoy  abstract  mathematics.  The  city 
gives  this  eJucaticm  to  you  to  make  you  better  and  more  uiseful 
citizens.  If  this  were  all  done  nierely  for  your  personal  gratifi- 
cation ;  merely  that  you  might  rejoice  in  the  possession  of  a  little 
more  knowledge  than  some  othere  have,  it  would  be*  a  misappre- 
ciation  of  pul)lic  money.  The  poor  boy  who  has  not  time  to 
obtain  such  education  might  complain  of  the  partiality  of  the 
city.  But  it  is  the  expectation  that  by  this  education  you  will 
better  discharge  the  duties  of  citizenship  ;  it  is  such  an  expecta- 
tion only  which  justifies  the  city  in  this  expenditure. 

Just  as  the  city  provides  fire  engines  to  check  the  danger  of 
files  ;  so  it  provides  education  in  the  hope  of  checking  the  perils 
which  may  ari^e  from  an  immoral  population. 

There  is  an  old  conceit,  familiar  to  me  long  ago  : 

That  man  may  last,  but  never  lives 
Who  much  receives,  but  nothing  gives. 

You  have  received  much  ;  what  are  are  you  going  to  give  to 
the  city  in  return  ?  A  beggarly  tramp  takes  the  food  given  him, 
and  intends  to  do  nothing  in  return.  An  honorable  man  accepts 
a  kindness  and  resolves  that  sooner  or  later  he  will  give  his  bene- 
factor two  fold.  Be  you  the  honorable  men  and  women. 
Through  the  coming  years  remember  what  the  city  has  done  for 
you  and  repay  it,  and  more  than  repay  it,  by  good,  faithful  and 
useful  lives,  full  of  activity  for  the  best  interests  of  our  city. 

When  I  consider  that  this  High  School  has  been  in  existence 
for  some  twenty-five  years,  and  that  in  those  yeara  some  two 
thousand  young  men  imd  women  have  been  graduated,  and  a  still

greater  number  have  been  under  it«  cure  for  two  or  three  yeara  ; 
and  when  I  further  consider  that  probably  a  large  part  of  all 
these  are  still  residents  of  our  city  ;  I  ask  myself:  do. we  see  in 
the  pi-esent  conditions  of  our  city  the  beneficial  i*esults  of  all 
which  has  thus  been  done  for  our  boys  and  girls  ? 

If  a  stranger  were  to  come  here  and  were  to  observe  the  admi- 
mble  working  of  our  High  School  and  were  to  see  the  numbers 
of  intelligent  young  men  and  women  annually  infused  into  our 
population,  would  he  not  say  that  we  must  have  a  city  nearly 
|)erfect  ?  Would  he  not  say  ;  there  can  be  no  rum-shops  or 
saloons  in  your  city  ;  no  streets  given  up  to  foul  and  disgraceful 
licentiousness.  Your  Common  Council  nevti*  can  permit  questions 
of  party  to  interfere  with  considerations  of  the  good  of  the  city. 
No  gambling  dens  are  allowed  to  entrap  the  foolish  or  the  weak. 
The  water  which  is  pumped  into  your  houses  must  be  pure  as  a 
mountain  stream.  And  your  streets  must  be  smoothly  paved 
and  as  clean  as  the  floor  ot  a  shaker  house. 

He  would  be  painting  a  picture  in  roseate  colors ;  and  you 
would  have  to  reply  that  an  occasional  saloon  might  l)e  found ; 
that  thei'e  were  some  streets  full  of  the  lowest  vice  ;  and  that  the 
lessons  on  hygiene  and  on  the  neglect  of  healthful  conditions, 
received  in  the  schools  could  l>e  illustrated  by  the  muddy  water 
and  dirty  streets  of  your  city. 

If  you  ask  why  I  sny  these  things,  I  answer,-  because  in  our 
country  government  must  correspond  with  public  opinion  ;  and 
educated  young  men  and  women  should  strive  to  make  public 
opinion  to  be  sound  and  just. 

If  you  have  no  opportunity  to  repay  to  the  city  what  it  has 
given  you,  you  can  at  least  do  this. 

Whatever  else  in  the  High  School  you  may  have  acquired  or  may 
have  failed  to  acquire  here,  1  trut»t  you  have  gained  one  thing — 
hUeginty.  I  trust  you  have  learned  to  be  true  and  honest  to  each 
other  luid  to  your  instructoi's.  I  trust  you  are  able  to  look  back 
on  a  cleiui  record  of  whole- hearted  obedience  ;  of  generous  kind- 
ness. Though  this  school  cannot  directly  inculcate  this  virtue, 
yet  I  believe  'that  the  whole  atmosphere  of  the  school,  the  char- 
acter of  the  teachers  and  the  si)irit  of  the  scholar  must  inspii*e  it. 
If  not,  the  school  fails  of  the  best  result.  This  is  a  virtue 
always  needed  in  this  world  ;  never  more  than  now.  By  its  aid 
you  will  do  your  work  well  whether  your  position  in  life  be 
prominent  or  obscure.

My  Dear  Professor  Robinson. —  The  accompanying  report 
on  the  Graduating  Essays,  probably  contilns  all  that  is  of 
general  interest  in  the  mattei* ;  but  perhaps  your  teachers  and 
pupils  would  like  a  few  words  of  further  explanation. 

First.  I  want  to  send  a  line  oj-  two  of  warning  to  the  next 
senior  cla^s.  The  fault  of  this  year's  essays  :is  a  lot,  wsis  that  the 
writers,  like  most  youn<;  people,  were  too  ambitious,  too  anxious 
to  run  before  they  could  walk.  The  success  of  the  winnei-s  of 
the  prize  and  of  the  first  two  mentions  was  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  knew  their  powers,  and  so  chose  matter-of  fact  sub- 
jects Qpou  which  they  might  naturally  have  something  definite 
to  sjiy.  They  Siiid  it,  Uk),  with  (dejirness  and  direrituess.  On  the 
other  hand,  some  of  the  class,  with  more  ambition  than  discre- 
tion, chose  subjects  capable  of  sentimental  ti*eatment,  and,  as  a 
result,  produced,  instead  of  soinid  sentiment,  vague  sentiment- 
ality. 

To  this  criticism  I  must,  in  justice  to  the  High  School  teachei>> 
and  pupils,  add  my  congratulations  on  the  excellent  work  done. 
Though  many  freshman  enter  Harvard  fiom  the  best  academies, 
with  an  uncommonly  thorough  training  in  English,  yet  the  truth 
i«  that  the  esssiys  to  which  the  committee  gave  honorable  men- 
tion have  fewer  faults  than  the  themes  of  the  average  freshman; 
and  some  of  these  High  School  essays  are  l>etter  even  than  the 
themes  of  not  a  few  sophomoi"es  who  have  been  di-illed  here  for 
a  yejir. 

If  I  can  ever  be  of  any  service  to  the  High  School,  to  which  I 
owe  so  much,  I  hope  you  will  call  upon  me.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  committee  selected  to  ad- 
judge the  merits  of  the  dravving  submitted  by  the  pupils  of  the 
High  School  and  the  Grammar  Schools  in  competition  for  the 
Annesley  Prize,  High  School  Art  Medal  and  Grammar  School 
Art  Medal,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  various  specimens  of  work  examined  by  them  showed  a

From  the  large  number  of  drawings  it  was  no  easy  task  for 
your  committee  to  make  its  selections,  requiring  over  three  houiB' 
careful  consideration. 

The  Annesley  Art  Prize,  for  the  best  original  drawling  capable 
of  direct  application,  your  committee  award  to  Marie  Miller 
Kobbins,  of  the  High  School,  her  design  being  a  doylie  with  a 
margin  of  tiger  lilies,  its  application  being  shown  by  the  accom- 
panying, executed  work  in  silk  floss  on  linen.  For  the  fii'st  hon- 
orable mention  the  award  is  to  £dith  M.  Stoneman,  of  the  High 
School,  for  her  designs  for  four  cups  and  saucers,  **  Spring, 
Summer,  Autumn  and  Winter  ; ''  the  second  honorable  mention  to 
John  H.  CcK)k,  of  the  High  School,  for  his  design  for  a  wood 
panel  with  spray  of  larch  across  the  face ;  the  third  to  W.  H, 
Stoneman,  of  the  High  School,  for  design  for  a  book  cover,

To  Alice  McHarg  is  given 
second  honorable  mention  for  her  copy  of  the  **  Ave  Maria."

The  committee,  appointed  to  examine  candidates  for  the 
German  medals,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  I'eport : 

Eight  pupils  presented  themselves  for  examination,  four  of 
whom  were  of  German  and  four  of  English  parentage.  The 
examination  was  in  two  sessions — the  fii*st  for  written,  the  second 
for  oral  work. 

The  questions  for  the  written  test  preparetl  by  Professor  Meyer 
consisted  of  practical  questions  in  grammar  and  of  prose  trans- 
lations  from  German  into  English  and  from  English  into  German, 
and  wei-e  remarkably  clear  and  fair. 

The  oral  examination  conducted  by  the  committee  (the  teacher 
being  absent  from  the  room)  consisted  of  tmpslatiou  at  sight  and 
critical  questions  in  grammar. 

The  pupils  gave  evidence  of  careful  and  thorough  teaching  and 
of  readine^  in  understtmding  and  speaking  the  language. 

The  committee    ai*e  pei*suaded   that   as  the  students  become 
further  acquainted    with  German   literature,  so  rich  in  thought 
and   feeling  and  so  practical  in   value,  they  will  be  grateful  to . 
Pi-ofessor  Meyer  for  his.  conscientious  and  thorough  foundation 
work. 

The  committee  are  unanimous  in  recommending  that  the 
medal  offered  to  students  of  non-German  parentage  be  conferred 
upon  the  student  known  as  **C,"  with  honorable  mention  of  "D." 

They  are  likewise  in  full  accord  in  conferring  the  medal 
offei-ed  to  students  of  German  parentage  to  the  pupil  who  is 
known  as  **  No.  8,''  with  hononible  mention  of  **  No.  4."

Examinations. 

Both  oral  and  written  examinations  wci*e  held  at  the  close  of 
Oiicb  semester  in  all  the  regular  stndies  completed.  In  estimating 
the  total  credits  lo  be  given  on  examination,  the  oral  work  is 
counted  once  and  the  written  thnce.  For  the  past  two  yeai*8  we 
have  taken,  for  our  oral  examination  markb,  an  average  of  the 
recitation  maiks  given  during  the  time  devoted  to  general  re- 
views. This  method  has  proved  very  sjitit^factory  to  both  teachei's 
and  pupils  and  eliminates  the  only  valid  objections  so  frequently 
urged  against  **oral  examinations." 

In  making  up  the  yearly  records  of  scholarship,  on  which 
depend  the  promotions  from  class  to  class,  examination  marks 
count  for  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  record.  The  tbl-

Our  year  opened  September  12,  1892,  with  all  the  teachers  at 
their  posts  and  with  the  largest  registration  in  the  history  of  the 
school.  But  with  these  encouraging  features  there  were  serious 
draw-backs.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  main  building  had  been 
materially  lessened  by  the  alterations,  with  no  prospect  of  addi- 
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tional  desk-room  for  many  mouths.  The  uumber  of  recitation 
rooms  was  insufficient,  while  to  further  complicate  matters,  car- 
pentera,  masons  and  paintere  were  carrying  on  their  work  both 
in  the  main  building  and  the  annex.  But  our  study  hall  teachers 
filled  their  rooms  to  the  utmost  cui)acity  with  extra  seats  ;  other 
teachers  cheeifully  submitted  to  various  inconveniences,  the  same 
teachei's  sometimes  occupying  no  less  than  three  diflferent  recita- 
tion rooms  in  the  same  day,  while  our  pupils — always  considerate 
—exercised  more  than  their  usual  self-control,  and  thus  we  were 
able  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  school  without  the  loss  of  a 
single  recitation. 

On  the  morning  of  September  28,  our  school  assembled  for 
the  first  time  in  our  beautiful,  newly  enlarged  and  newly  furnish- 
ed chapel.  The  occasion  was  I'endered  especially  interesting  by 
the  presence  of  President  Learned,  Superintendent  Cole  and  Rev. 
Dr.  McLeod,  all  of  whom  made  brief  addresses  happily  adapted 
to  the  occasion. 

Not  until  March  13,  1893,  did  we  receive  any  addition  to  our 
seating  capacity  ;  at  that  date  the  beautiful  new  study  hall  in  the 
main  building  was  opened  and  occupied  by  the  girls  of  the  Senior 
Class.  On  April  10,  the  new  study  hall  in  the  *'Auncx"  was 
ready  for  use  and  was  occupied  by  the  pupils  from  room  '*  F." 
The  latter  room  will  in  future  be  used  for  the  drawing  recitations 
and  as  an  **  over-flow  "  study  hall. 

The  four  excellent  recitation  rooms  in  the  annex  supplied  a 
long  felt  want,  and  altogether  the  changes  miide  in  our  High 
School  building  leave  little  to  be  desired  save  in  the  single  matter 
of  laboratories.  The  new  electrical  clock  has  proved  a  most 
valuable  addition  to  our  equipment. 

Teaghebs. 

No  change  was  made  in  our  teaching  force  during  the  year. 
Miss  Zeitler  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  new  study  hall  in  the 
main  building  and  has  given  entire  satisfaction.  The  substitutes 
for  the  year  have  been  successively  Miss  Grace  Parsons,  Miss 
Mar}'  J.  McLaughlin  and  Miss  Lizzie  Flinn.  The  new  system 
of  having  a  substitute  report  daily  proved  highly  advantageous. 

Textbook  and  Course  of  Study. 

The  change  from  SewelFs  to  Mi/er^s  History  of  Rome  gave 
entire  satisfaction.     I  think  a  similar  change  should  be  made  in 
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the  History  of  Gi-eece.  Mac  Millan's  "  Helvetian  War "  was  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  text-booka  in  Firat  Year  Latin.  Our 
new  text-book  in  Physiology — Martin's  **  Human  Body  " —  was, 
as  shown  by  the  work  of  the  year,  an  admirable  selection  for  the 
grade  of  pupils  pursuing  that  study.  I  would  respectfully  renew 
the  request  that.  Lock  wood's  *' Lessons  in  English"  be  adopted 
in  place  of  the  two  books  now  used  in  First  Year  classes. 

I  also  earnestly  recommend  that  some  suitable  text-book  in 
Rhetoric  be  introduced  for  use  in  the  Second  Year  Latin-English 
classes — reciting  only  twice  each  week.  I  believe  some  change 
should  be  made  in  the  classical  course  that  will  enable  the  pupils 
to  take  one  science  study — Physics  or  Chemistry  or  a  combination 
of  the  two — ^for  at  least  one  semester  of  the  four  yeara.  The 
adoption  of  a  Modern  Language  course  foi  the  coming  year, 
whether  it  prove  popular  or  not,  will  remove  the  ground  of  a 
chronic  criticism  on  our  curriculum.  I  believe,  however,  that 
this  coui'se  will  prove  an  attractive  and  valuable  one. 

The  expenditure  of  $245.50  from  the  Regents'  fund  for  refer- 
ence books  and  wall  maps,  supplied  a  long  felt  want  in  this 
direction. 

PUBMOS. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  public  exercises  of  the  year,  "Co- 
lumbus Day  "  was  fittingly  celebrated  on  the  afternoon  of  October 
20,  in  the  study  halls,  and  on  the  morning  of  October  21,  in  the 
chapel.  The  exercises  of  the  afternoon  were  so  arranged  that  a 
large  number  of  pupils  could  participate. 

In  the  senior  class  room  the  following  topics  were  discussed 
by  Prof.  Sanford  and  members  of  the  senior  class  :  **  Columbus 
and  other  discoverei-s  compared;"  **  Naval  architecture  in  the 
fifteenth  century ;  The  caravals  of  Columbus;"  **  Illustrious  con- 
temporaries of  Columbus  ;  "  **  Names  given  to  western  continent 
and  its  inhabitants  ;  "  "  Portraits  of  Columbus  and  Columbus 
medals;"  **  Conflicting  accounts  in  regard  to  the  character  of 
Columbus  and  of  his  first  voyage  of  discoveiy  ;  "  **  Diflference 
in  dates— »0.  S.'  and  *  N.  S.'  " 

Exercises  in  the  other  study  halls  consisted  of  dialogues,  reci- 
tations, declarations  and  quotations  with  lemarks  by  the  teachei'S. 
In  room  •*  C"  (first  year  boys),  Prof.  Onderdonk  gave  a  lecture 
on  the  **  Life  and  Times  of  Columbus,"  illustrated  with  stereopti- 
can  views.  On  the  morning  of  October  21st,  the  chapel  was 
crowded  with  the  pupils  and  their  friends  to  celebrate  the  state 
and  national  holiday. 
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The  following  brief  account  of  the  exercises  appeared  in  the 
Argus  of  October  22d  : 

The  Albany  High  School  hiis  always  been  paitial  to  holidays 
and  celebrates  each  one  in  a  manner  that  has  become  rather 
famous  among  its  many  friends  and  adherents.  But  though  the 
exercises  in  commemoration  of  Washington  and  Memorial  Day 
are  always  interesting  and  attract  many  to  hear  them,  it  is  a  long 
while  since  more  fitting,  patriotic  and  enthusiastic  exercises  have 
been  held  in  the  chapel. 

There  were  many  handsome  flags  crossed  over  the  chandeliers, 
and  on  the  stage  the  stars  and  stripes  glittered  in  a  most  pleasing 
armugement.  The  exercises  were  opened  with  a  song,  **  The 
High  School  Anthem,"  by  the  choir,  which  was  very  finely 
rendered,  as  weitj  all  the  choruses  under  Prof.  Oliver's  direction. 
Then  the  proclamation  was  read,  clearly  and  distinctly,  by  C.  J. 
Vrooman,  which  was  followed  by  a  very  pretty  dialogue,  in 
which  the  following  took  part :  H.  C.  SHngerland,  G.  Prest,  R. 
N.  Fort,  W.  Swann,  C.  Herrick  and  Ralph  Home.  This  was  a 
very  pretty  feature  of  the  day.  Then  came  a  rousing  chorus  of 
•'America,"  by  the  choir,  after  which  Miss  Grace  L.  Atkinson 
gave  a  vei-y  artistic  and  finished  rendering  of  **  The  Views  of 
Gomez";  W.  H.  Hawkins  declaimed  **The  Last  Night  of  the 
Voyage"  in  an  eflective  manner ;  then  to  give  international  color 
to  the  exercises  the  choir  sang  ''  The  Guard  on  the  Rhine  "  and 
"Our  Native  Land."  "The  Mate's  Appeal  to  Columbus"  was 
the  next  reading  by  Miss  Mary  C.  Robinson,  and  was  very  taste- 
fully given,  after  which  Ira  Hotaling  declaimed  "  The  American 
School  House,"  the  choir  sang  "  Our  Country,"  Miss  Heath  read 
"  Our  Great  Derby,"  and  with  another  singing  chorus,  "  The  Star 
Spangled  Banner,"  the  exercises  were  over.  Many  pretty  com- 
pliments were  paid  to  those  who  had  charge  of  the  exercises  on 
their  character  and  the  fine  maimer  in  which  each  event  was 
rendered. 

On  May  29th,  in  accordance  with  our  custom,  the  Regents' 
higher  credentials,  won  during  the  year,  were  distributed  to  the 
pupils,  in  connection  with  our  Memorial  Day  exercises.  Regent 
McNeirny,  Bishop  of  AH>any,  after  a  few  well-chosen  remarks, 
presented  the  credentials.  Brief  addresses  were  also  made  by 
Vi«ir-General  Burke  and  Rev.  Dr.  McLeod. 

On  June  9,  the  membera  of  the  giaduating  class  presented  to 
the  school  a  beautiful  stained  glass  memorial  window,  consti- 
tuting  the   fifth   gift   of  the   kind   by    successive   classes.     An 
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account  of  the  exercises  was  printed  in  the  *'  Argus "  of  June 
10,  from  which  we  quote  in  part  as  follows : 

The  Seniors  were  Happy  and  the  High  School  got  another 
Memorial  Window — Enjoyable  Class  Day  Exercises  in 
THE  Chapel  Yesterday — Unveiling  the  New  Window. 

It  was  a  gala  day  at  the  High  School  yesterday.  It  was  the 
seniors  one  day  and  they  were  proud  and  happ3^  At  12 :  46  the 
school  assembled  in  the  chapel  and  the  senioi^  in  summer  attire 
and  the  girls  fi*esh  and  pretty  as  the  flowers  they  wore,  were  the 
centre  of  attraction.  Principal  Robinson  made  a  brief  speech  in 
regard  to  the  day  and  exercises,  after  which  the  following  pro- 
gramme was  rendered : 

Chorus,  **How  Swiftly  O'er  Life's  Ocean  ;"  quotations  by  the 
foUowins:  membei-8  of  the  senior  class:  Misses  Kathleen  Wilson, 
Laura  Stephens,  Genevieve  Cooney,  Florence  Tower,  Harriet  A. 
W.  Burton,  Fannie  Heath,  and  Messrs.  George  A.  Reilly,  Ira  B. 
Hotaling,  Alexander  Davidson,  James  G.  Hurty,  William 
Hawkins,  Robert  Conklin,  Clarence  H.  Lodge,  Charles  J.Vroo- 
man  ;  reading  of  the  chiss  history.  Miss  Grace  L.  Atkinson  ; 
reading  of  the  class  poem,  by  Miss  Elva  Hitmian  ;  class  prophecy, 
William  Stoneman  ;  vocal  solo,  Miss  Fannie  Heath. 

Then  came  the  event  of  the  day.  President  RoUin  B. 
Sanford,  of  the  senior  class,  presented  to  the  school  the  gift  of 
the  chiss  in  the  following  speech  : 

**  True  gratitude  is  the  humblest  sentiment  of  life  !  Though 
meek  and  unpretentious,  no  power  can  force  it,  no  craft  of  men 
can  crush  it.  It  springs  from  the  human  heart  as  the  richest 
offering  from  that  limitless  repository. 

**  The  class  of  '93  of  the  Albany  High  School  is  not  unmind- 
ful of  its  duty  to  its  faculty,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
people,  and  all  that  we  are  as  scholai's,  we  now  dedicate  to  their 
continued  praise  and  service.  Four  years  ago  they  welcomed  us 
with  warmth  of  wise  friendship,  and  now,  having  completed  our 
voyage,  Jis  we  lower  the  sails,  we  hoist  a  banner  which  we  hope 
will  adequately  express  to  all  our  perpetual  gratefulness. 

**  We  have  learned  to  regard  this  institution  as  the  old  home- 
stead, wherein  we  have  obtained  our  best  and  truest  lessons  of 
wisdom,  and  the  kind  faculty  as  the  watchful  mother  of  our  in- 
tellect, who  has  taught  us  to  know  light,  life  and  love. 

**The  paths  along  which  she  has  led  us  have  often  seemed 
rough.     Now  we  realize  that  where  that  road  has  been  the  hard 
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est  to  travel,  where  the  hills  have  been  the  longest  and  the  de- 
scents the  steepest,  there  we  have  received  the  most  helpful  and 
liisting  descipline.  Our  skies  have  often  been  darkened  with 
gloomy  clouds.  To-day  they  have  all  cleared  away  and  left  us 
happier  and  better,  teaching  us  that  no  man  can  appreciate  light 
until  he  has  known  darkness,  that  no  heart  can  leap  with  joy  un- 
til it  has  been  weighted  down  with  sorrow. 

**  We  cherish  a  precious  jewel,  if  we  can  comprehend  but  this, 
that  trials  and  problems  work  on  the  mind  as  the  strokes  of  the 
heavy  hammer  on  the  rough  metal,  to  give  it  more  strength. 

**  In  recognition  of  all  we  have  received  from  her,  we  present 
to-day  to  our  beloved  Alma  Mater,  through  our  Principal,  as  a 
token  of  our  loyalty  and  devotion,  this  window. 

"  May  your  lives  I)e  cheered  by  nature's  pure  rays,  made 
doubly  beautiful  by  their  refractions  through  this  memorial  of 
love.  As  through  it  the  sunlight  may  shine  upon  you,  so  we  are 
mindful  that  through  you  as  wisdom's  windows,  there  has  been 
reflected  upon  us  the  light  that  strengthens  and  ennobles." 

In  a  few  brief  and  happy  thoughts.  Principal  Robinson,  with 
feeling,  accepted  the  window  in  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  school. 

The  gift  is  placed  in  position  in  the  middle  opening  in  the 
north  wall  of  the  school  chapel,  but  Wiis  closely  veiled  until  yes- 
terday. During  the  delivery  of  the  presentation  speech  of  the 
class  by  President  RoUin  B.  Sanford,  the  veil  was  dropped  and 
the  handsome  token  of  respect  and  gratitude  of  the  departing 
students  was  displayed  to  all.  The  window  is  about  six  feet  by 
two  and  a  half  feet.  The  border  is  of  tri-color  bhx^ks,  which 
sets  oflT  the  centre  strongly.  The  body  consists  of  a  conventional 
fleur-de-lis,  with  a  background  of  deep  red;  above  this  is  the 
class  motto  in  Greek :  *'  No  perfection  without  labor."  Sur- 
mounting the  whole  is  a  fac-simile  of  the  class  pin. 

Judge  Learned,  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction, 
was  present  and  spoke  a  few  words  to  the  school. 

Medals. 

The  German  medals  for  the  past  year  were  given  respectively 
by  Mr.  Fred  C.  Ham  and  Rev.  Hugo  Hofiman,  both  former 
members  of  the  school.  The  President's  medal  for  excellence  in 
declamation  was  donated  by  past  President  of  the  Board,  Mr. 
Michael  F.  Walsh. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  repoils  of  teachei's  relating  to 
the  work  of  the  year  will  be  of  interest : 
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Report  of  the  Teaoher  of  Stenografht. 

At  the  close  of  our  second  year's  work  in  Stenogniphy  we 
notice  a  great  inprovernent  over  the  work  of  last  year.  Pupils 
seem   more  intei-ested  and  work  harder  than   they  did  at  firet. 

Each  year  we  have  had  Regents'  examination  (50  word  test)  ; 
the  first  year  eleven  passed  the  examination,  while  the  second  year 
the  number  was  nearly  doubled-  We  cannot  expect  to  brin^f  up 
the  speed  to  moi'e  than  50  words  a  minute  while  the  study  is 
only  taken  during  the  senior  year ;  but  when  it  becomes  a  junior 
study,  under  the  new  course,  we  will  be  able  to  bring  the  s|3eed 
up  to  75  and  100  words  a  minute. 

Report  of  the  Second  Assistant  in  Latin. 

''In  making  the  written  statement  in  i*egard  to  my  classes 
which  you  requested,  I  have  only  to  state  in  regard  to  the 
Roman  History  class  that  we  have  just  finished  our  first  year's 
work  with  Myei-s'  History  as  a  text-book,  and  I  consider  it  a 
great  improvement  on  Sewell's. 

Considering  the  small  amount  of  time  we  have  to  devote  to  it, 
the  work  of  the  class  has  been  quite  satisfactory,  and  I  trust  that 
another  year  will  find  it  still  more  so. 

In  the  first  year  Latin  classes  the  introduction  of  MacMillan's 
**  CsBsars  Helvelian  War  "  hiis  been  a  great  advantage,  and  will,  I 
am  sure,  prove  a  gi'eat  benefit  when  they  take  up  their,  work  in 
Caesar." 

Report  of  First  Assistant  in  Mathematics. 

**  In  three  classes  in  Plane  Geometry  we  have  done  all  the  work 
of  our  course  that  is  given  in  our  text-book  and  in  addition  we 
have  had  original  work  both  in  demonstration  and  in  applications 
of  principles.  I  have  collected  this  work  from  various  sources, 
finding  much  of  it  in  the  new  edition  of  Wentworth. 

This  new  edition  is  better  than  the  old.  It  would  be  a  great 
advantage  to  our  classes  if  the  new  should  be  substituted. 

The  work  in  book-keeping  was  almost  entirely  given  from 
sourcej  other  than  our  textbook  which  is  a  poor  one.  I  hope  it 
will  soon  be  replaced  by  a  better  one." 
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Report  of  Teaoheb  of  Manual  Tbainino — Girls' 

Department. 

In  our  work  this  year,  on  account  of  the  very  limited  time 
given  to  this  subject,  we  have  found  it  better  to  reduce  the 
number  of  models,  and  allow  the  exercises  to  follow  each  other 
more  rapidly,  combining  the  exercises  formerly  included  in  two 
or  three  models  into  one.  We  have  also  substituted  in  several 
instances,  models  more  appropriate  to  American  girls  than  those 
provided  in  the  system. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  models,  the  wood  employed  in 
making  them,  the  tools  used  and  the  new  exercises  introduced 
into  each : 
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III  presenting  this,  my  seventh  annual  raport  I  desire  to  make 
acknowledgement  of  the  cheerful  cooperation  of  the  pupils,  the 
hearty  and  united  assistance  of  the  faculty  and  the  generous 
support  and  untiring  aid  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction.  In 
this  connection  it  is  a  pleasure  to  i-ecord  that  every  suggestion  of 
the  principal  and  faculty  has  been  accorded  a  patient  hearing,  and 
every  request  has  been  granted  so  far  as  the  means  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board  would  warrant. 

Under  the  most  favorable  ausi)ices,  then,  do  we  enter  upon  the 
work  of  another  year,  and  I  hazard  nothing  in  pledging  the 
best  effoils  of  every  member  of  the  faculty  to  give  to  our  school 
in  the  future  the  high  rank  which  it  has  maintahied  among  the 
secondary  schools  of  the  state  dui'ing  the  first  quarter-century  of 
of  its  existence.

Vaccination. 
The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  printed  : 

Albany,  December  12,  1893. 

2b  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Gentlemen — Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Board,  I  have 
conferred  with  Dr.  Lewis  Balch,  th«  Health  OflScer  of  the  city 
and  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  relation  to  the 
execution  of  the  sections  of  the  pul)Iic  health  law  of  the  state, 
which  relate  to  the  vaccination  of  public  school  children,  with 
special  reference  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  full  intent  of  that  law 
with  the  least  practicable  expense.  The  Health  Officer  agreed 
that  he,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  district  physicians  of  the 
city,  would  perform  all  the  viiccinations  needed  to  bring  our 
schools  into  compliance  with  the  law  of  the  state,  without  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  Board  or  city.     There   had   been  strong 
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grounds  for  believing  that  a  considerable  number  of  pupils  attend- 
ing our  schools  had  never  been  vaccinatedt  although  the  usual 
precautions  of  making  inquiries  of  parents  and  the  children 
themselves  had  been  taken;  and,  upon  consultation  with  the 
President  of  the  Board,  it  was  deemed  wise  that  immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  that  would  liring  our  schools  into  compliance 
with  the  Btatiite.  Accordingly,  directions  were  given  to  the 
Piincipalsand  teachers  to  carry  out  completely  what  had  been 
for  many  yeai-s  the  rule  of  not  permitting  the  attendance  of 
un vaccinated  pupils.  As  suspected,  the  investigation  showed  that 
a  very  large  number  were  not  vaccinated.  It  is  believed  that 
ninety-five  per  cent,  of  these  have  already  complied  with  the  law, 
and  that  the  remainder  will  gradually  do  likewise  and  return  to 
school. 

The  Principals  were  directed  to  give  a  reasonable  time  in  every 
case  for  compliance,  and  to  tidminister  the  rule  firmly  but  judi- 
ciously and  with  as  little  annoyance  to  parents  and  pupils  as  pos- 
sible. I  am  glad  to  report  that^  with  a  few  exceptions,  the 
requirements  of  the  rule  have  been  met  by  parents  and  i)upils 
with  gi*eat  cheerfulness.  Some  protests  and  a  few  complaints 
from  those  who  have  prejudices  against  vaccination  have  been 
made,  but  no  more  than  the  number  that  we  have  met  every 
year.  It  is  the  intention  to  report  the  names  of  those  who  finally 
neglect  or  refuse  to  become  vaccinated  to  the  Board  of  Health,  as 
a  precautionary  measure  should  an  epidemic  occur. 

It  had  been  ascertained  sometime  since  that  either  through  a 
misunderatanding  or,  perhaps  in  a  few  csises,  through  wilful  mis- 
representation, children  who  never  had  been  vaccinated  were 
reported  as  thus  protected,  and,  onc(^  having  been  entered  upon 
the  rolls  as  vaccinated,  of  course  these  pupils  were  carried  along 
without  farther  investigation.  But  when  I  became  satisfied  that 
it  was  not  safe  to  rely  entirely  upon  the  i-eports  of  pupils  them- 
selves, I  directed  that  farther  evidence  should  be  obtained  by  a 
ceitificate  of  a  physician,  or  by  the  inspection  of  the  children  by 
a  teacher.  This  is,  of  courae,  a  simple  device  in  order  to  get 
information.  It  is  not  prescribed  by  any  rule  or  law.  In  the  great 
majority  of  coses,  the  children  prefer  to  submit  to  a  personal  ex- 
amination rather  than  take  the  tiouble  to  get  the  certificate  of 
the  family  physician ;  but  either  one  or  the  other  test  has  been,  or 
is  being,  applied  to  all  the  pupils  in  the  schools.  A  few  pi*actical 
questions,  arising  in  cases  where  a  family  physician  has  died  or 
where  the  scar  has  become  veiy  obscure,  will  be  decided  ou  good 
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sense  principles  and  with  every  consideration  for  this  feelings  and 
the  welfare  of  both  pai'ents  and  pupils. 

It  is  believed  that  the  vigilance  of  teachers  will  be  largely  in* 
creased  in  consequence  of  their  experiences  in  the  present  juncture 
and  that  hereafter  no  scholar  will  be  admitted  to  our  schools 
without  giving  conclusive  evidence  of  being  protected  from  small- 
pox by  vaccination.

The  Principals  of  the  Grammar  and  Primary  schools  unanim- 
ously unite  with  me  in  recommending  that,  until  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board,  the  promotion  of  pupils  shall  be  made  in 
the  following  manner :

Dear  Sir — In  aecordauce  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor 
to  render  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Drawing 
Department  during  the  past  school  year,  and  to  offer  a  few  sug- 
gestions : 

The  com*se,  as  laid  down  in  the  manual,  has  been  faithfully  carried 
out,  and  the  usual  enthusiasm  has  been  displayed  by  both  teachers 
and  pupils.  I  have  examined  all  the  clai^ses  in  the  city,  and  with 
a  few  exceptions,  the  results  were  satisfactory.  Much  good  work 
was  done  in  the  Teachei-s'  Training  Class,  and  I  teei  it  my  duty  to 
say  that  all  the  membei-s  were  earnest,  faithful  and  progressive 
beyond  any  previous  class.  During  the  year,  one  hundred  eleven 
(Illy  High  School  pupils  have  passed  the  Regents' examination 
in  drawing,  which  fact  tells  its  own  stoiy. 

Drawing  begins  as  a  regular  study  in  the  second  year,  but  the 
third  year  gi-ade  is  the  lowest  to  use  a  book.  I  am  the  author  of 
the  system  used,  but  it  was  made  to  fit  a  period  which,  in  my 
opinion,  has  \\o\y»  come  to  an  end.  I  believe  that  more  of  the  ele- 
ment of  manual  training  should  enter  into  the  coui'se.  I  also  be- 
lieve that  the  pupils  should  occasionally  work  from  solid  models 
and  nature,  and  also  that  some  instrumental  work  should  l>e 
accomplished  in  the  lower  schools. 

At  the  Columbian  Exposition,  I  had  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  make  a-comparison  of  the  work  done  in  Albany  with  that  of 
other  cities,  and  since  Septembei*  I  have  devoted  njuch  time  to  the 
question  of  a  change  of  system.  1  made  special  visits  to  Jei*sey 
City  and  Y<»nkei-s,  and  observed  in  operation  the  two  systems 
which  had  pleased  me  most ;  and,  as  a  result,  I  have  to  earnestly 
request  that  you  will  communicate  my  desire  to  the  Board,  that 
White's  **  New  Course  in  Art  Instruction  "  be  substituted  in  the 
primary  and  grammar  grades  in  place  of  the  system  now  in  use, 
and  that  Thompson's  *'  Educational  and  Industrial  Drawing  "  be 
used  in  the  High  School,  the  change  to  take  place  next  Septem- 
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ber.     I  would  also  recommeud  that  books  be  used  in  the  second 
year  grade  of  the  primai-y  schools. 

The  time  has  now  arrived  when  I  should  have  an  assistant  to 
relieve  me  of  the  work  in  the  lower  grades,  in  order  that  I  might 
devote  more  time  to  the  upper  grammar  and  High  School  classes, 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  such  an  assistant  be  employed  by 
the  Board.  There  are,  among  the  young  women  of  our  own 
training,  several  who  possess  all  the  necessary  qualifications. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  thank  you  and  every  meml)er  of 
the  School  Board  for  the  hearty  cooperation  I  have  received  in 
discharging  my  duties.

Comptdsory  Education  Act. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Lynch,  it  was  ordered  that  the  compulsory 
education  act,  lately  approved  by  the  Governor,  be  printed  in  the 
proceedings  of  this  meeting.     Chapter  671  of  the  Laws  ot  1894. 

AN  ACT 
To  pn>vide  for  the  compulsory  education  of  children. 

The  Pwpleofihe  Slate  of  New  Torkt  represented  in  Senate  and  AseeiMy,  do 
enact  oMfoUowa: 

Section  1.  Short  title. — ^This  chapter  shall  be  known  i\s  the 
compulsoiy  education  law. 

§  2.  Definitions. — When  used  in  this  act,  the  term  school  au- 
thorities, means  the  trustees  or  board  of  education  or  correspond-

ing  officers,  whether  one  or  moi*e  and  i)y  whatever  name  known, 
of  a  city,  union  free  school  district,  common  school  district,  or 
school  district  created  by  special  law  ;  the  term  persons  in  parental 
relation  to  a  child,  includes  the  parents,  guardians  or  other  per- 
sons, whether  one  or  more,  lawfully  having  the  care,  custody  or 
control  of  such  child.  A  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  re- 
quired by  the  persons  in  parental  relation  to  such  a  child,  to 
attend  upon  lawful  instruction  at  a  school  or  elsewhere,  upon 
which  such  child  is  entitled  to  attend,  is  lawfully  required  to 
attend  such  school.  A  child  between  eight  and  sixteen  years  of 
age,  who  is  required  by  law  to  attend  upon  instruction,  and  is 
required  by  the  persons  in  parental  relation  to  such  child,  to 
attend  upon  lawful  instruction  at  school  or  elsewhere,  upon  which 
such  child  is  entitled  to  attend,  is  lawfully  required  to  attend 
upon  such  instruction,  and  if  not  required  by  the  persons  in 
parental  relation  to  such  child  to  attend  upon  any  instruction,  is 
lawfully  required  to  attend  u  public  school. 

^  8.  Required  attendance  upon  instruction. — Eveiy  child  be- 
tween eight  and  sixteen  yeaiB  of  age,  in  proi)er  physical  and 
mental  condition  to  attend  school,  shall  regularly  attend  upon 
instruction  at  a  school  in  which  at  lea^t  the  common  school 
branches  of  reading,  spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  English  gram- 
mar, and  geography  are  taught,  or  upon  equivalent  instruction 
by  a  competent  teacher  elsewhere  than  at  a  school,  as  follows : 
Every  such  child  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  yeara  of  age,  not 
regularly  and  lawfully  engaged  in  any  useful  employment  or 
sei'vice,  and  eveiy  such  child  between  eight  and  twelve  years  of 
age,  shall  so  attend  upon  instruction  tis  many  days  annually, 
during  the  period  between  the  first  days  of  October  and  the  fol- 
lowing June,  as  the  public  school  of  the  district  or  city  in  which 
such  child  resides,  shall  be  in  session  during  the  same  period. 
Every  child  between  twelve  and  fourteen  yeara  of  age  in  proi3er 
physical  and  mental  condition  to  attend  school,  shall  attend  upon 
instruction  during  such  period,  at  least  eighty  secular  days  of 
actual  attendance,  which  shall  be  consecutive  except  for  holidays, 
vacations  and  detentions  by  sickness,  which  holidays,  vacations 
and  detentions  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  such  eighty  days, 
and  such  child  shall,  in  addition  to  the  said  eighty  days,  attend 
upon  instruction  when  not  regularly  and  lawfully  engaged  in  use- 
ful employment  or  service.  If  any  such  child  shall  so  attend 
upon  instruction  elsewhere  than  at  a  public  school,  such  instruc- 
tion shall  be  at  least  sul)6tantially  equivalent  to  the  instruction 
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fiyen  to  children  of  like  age  at  the  public  school  of  the  city  or 
istrict  in  which  such  child  resides ;  and  such  attendance  shall 
he  for  at  least  as  many  hours  of  each  day  thereof,  as  arc  required 
of  childi*eu  of  like  age  at  public  schools ;  and  no  greater  total 
amount  of  holidays  and  vacations  shaH  be  deducted  from  such 
attendance  during  the  period  such  attendance  is  required  than  is 
allowed  in  such  public  school  to  children  of  like  age.  Occasional 
absences  from  such  attendance  not  amounting  to  irregular  attend- 
ance in  the  fair  moaning  of  the  term,  shall  be  allowcxl  upon  such 
excuses  only,  as  would  be  allowed  in  like  cases  by  the  general 
rules  and  pnictice  of  such  public  school. 

§  4.  Duties  of  |)ersous  in  parental  relation  to  children. — Every 
person  in  parental  relation  to  a  child  between  eight  and  sixteen 
years  of  age  in  pi'oi)er  physical  ttnd  mental  contlition  to  attend 
school,  shall  cause  such  child  to  so  attend  upon  instruction  or  shall 
give  notice  to  the  school  authorities  of  his  city  or  district  of  his 
inability  so  to  do.  A  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor, punishable  for  the  first  offense  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  doUare,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  doUai's  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  Courts  of  special  session 
shall,  subject-to  I'emoval  as  provided  in  sections  fifty-seven  and 
fifty-eight  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction, in  the  fii'st  instance,  to  hear,  try  and  determine  chai*ges  of 
violations  of  this  section,  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

§  5.  Persons  employing  children  unlawfully,  to  be  fined. — It 
shall  be  unlai^l  for  any  person,  firm  or  corpomtion  to  employ 
any  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twelve  years  in  any  busi- 
ness or  service  whatever,  during  any  part  of  the  term  during 
which  th<i  public  schools  of  the  district  in  which  the  child  resides, 
are  in  session  ;  or  to  employ  any  child  between  the  ages  of  twelve 
and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  does  not,  at  the  time  of  such  employ- 
ment, present  a  certificate  signed  by  the  superintendent  of  schools 
of  the  city  or  district  in  which  the  child  resides,  or,  where  there 
is  no  sui^erintendent,  by  such  other  officer  as  the  school  authori- 
ties may  designate,  certifying  that  such  child  has  complied  with 
the  law  i-elating  to  attendance  at  school  during  the  school  year 
between  September  and  July,  then  current ;  and  any  person  who 
shall  employ  any  child  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  for  each  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  ti*easurer  of  the  city 
or  village  or  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  in  which  such  ofiense 
shall  occur,  a  penalty  of  fifty  doUai-s,  the  same,  when  paid,  to  be 
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added  to  the  public  school  moueys  of  the  city,  village,  or  district 
in  which  the  offense  occurred. 

§  6.  Teachei's'  records  of  atteudauce. — An  accurate  i-ecord  of 
the  attend  mce  of  all  children  between  eight  and  sixteen  years  oi 
age,  shall  be  kept  by  the  teacher  of  every  school  showing  each 
day  by  the  year,  month,  day  of  the  month  and  day  of  the  week, 
such  attendance,  and  the  number  of  bout's  in  each  day  thereof; 
and  each  teacher  upon  whose  instructicm  any  such  child  shall 
attend  elsewhere  than  at  a  school,  shall  keep  a  like  record  of  such 
attendance.  Such  records  shall,  &\  all  times,  be  open  to  the 
attendance  officci's  or  other  persons  duly  authorized  by  the  school 
authorities  of  the  city  or  district,  who  may  inspect  or  copy  the 
same  ;  and  every  such  teacher  shall  fully  answer  all  inquiries  law- 
fully made  by  such  authorities,  inspectoi'S  or  other  perscms,  and  a 
willful  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  answer  any  such  inquiry  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor. 

§  7.  Attendance  officers  in  cities  and  union  fi*ee  school  districts. 
— The  school  authorities  of  etich  city  and  union  free  school  dis- 
trict shall  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  one  or  more  attendance 
officers  of  such  city  or  district,  and  shall  fix  their  compensation  ; 
and  may  prescribe  their  duties  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and 
may  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  performance  thereof;  and 
the  superintendent  of  schools  of  such  city  or  district,  if  there  be 
one,  shall  supervise  the  enforcement  of  this  act  within  said  city  or 
district. 

§  8.  Arrest  of  truants. — ^The  attendance  officer  may  arrest  with- 
out warrant  any  child  between  eight  and  sixteen^  years  of  age, 
found  away  from  his  home,  and  who  then  is  a  truant  from  in- 
struction, upon  which  he  is  lawfully  required  to  attend  within  the 
city  or  district  of  such  attendance  officer.  He  shall  forthwith 
deliver  a  child  so  arrested  either  to  the  custody  of  a  person  in 
parental  i-elation  to  the  child,  or  of  a  teacher  from  whom  such 
child  is  then  a  truant,  or,  in  case  of  habitual  and  incorrigible 
truants,  shall  bring  them  before  a  police  magistrate  for  commit- 
ment by  him  to  a  truant  school  as  provided  for  in  the  next  section. 
The  attendance  officer  shall  promptly  report  such  ari'est,  and  the 
disposition  made  by  him  of  such  child,  to  the  school  authorities 
of  his  city  or  district  or  to  such  person  as  they  may  direct. 

§  9.  Truant  schools. — ^The  school  authorities  of  a  city  or  union 
free  school  district  may  establish  schools,  or  set  apart  separate 
rooms  in  public  school  buildings  for  childi*en  between  seven  and 
sixteen  yeara  of  age,  who  are  habitual  truants  from  instruction 
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which  they  are  lawfully  required  to  attend,  or  who  are  insubordi- 
nate or  disorderly  during  their  attendance  upon  8uch  instruction, 
or  irregular  in  such  attendance.  Such  school  or  room  shall  be 
known  as  a  truant  school ;  but  no  person  convicted  of  crimes  or 
misdemeanors,  other  than  truancy,  shall  be  committed  thereto. 
Such  authorities  may  provide  for  the  confinement,  maintenance 
and  instruction  of  such  children  in  such  schools  ;  and  may,  after 
reasonable  notice  to  such  child,  and  the  persons  in  pai*ental  rela- 
tion to  such  child,  and  an  oppoilunity  for  them  to  be  heai*d,  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  persons  in  parental  relation  to  such  child, 
order  such  child  to  attend  such  school  or  to  be  confined  and  main- 
tained therein  for  such  period  and  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  such  authorities  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  the  re- 
mainder of  the  school  year,  or  may  order  such  child  to  be  confined 
and  mahitained  during  such  period  in  any  private  school,  orphans' 
home  or  similar  institution  controlled  by  persons  of  the  same  reli- 
gious faith  as  the  peraons  in  parental  relation  to  such  child,  and 
which  is  willing  and  able  to  receive,  confine  and  maintain  such 
child,  upon  such  tei*ms  as  to  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  such  authoiities  and  such  private  school,  orphans'  home 
or  similar  institution.  If  the  pei'sons  in  parental  relation  to  such 
child  shall  not  consent  to  either  such  order,  such  conduct  of  the 
child  shall  be  deemed  disorderly  conduct,  and  the  child  may  be 
proceeded  against  as  a  disorderiy  pei'son,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  if  the  child  was  lawfully  required  to  attend  a  public  school, 
the  child  shall  be  sentenced  to  be  confined  and  maintained  in  such 
truant  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  school  year ;  or  if 
such  child  was  lawfully  required  to  attend  upon  instruction  other- 
wise than  at  a  public  school,  the  child  may  be  sentenced  to  be 
confined  and  maintained  for  the  balance  of  such  school  year,  in 
such  private  school,  orphans'  home  or  other  similar  institution,  if 
there  be  one,  controlled  by  pei'sons  of  the  same  religious  faith  as 
the  persons  in  parental  relation  to  such  child,  which  is  willing  and 
able  to  receive,  confine  and  maintain  such  child  for  a  reasonable 
compensation,  which  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  city  or  district. 
Such  confinement  shall  be  conducted  with  a  view  to  the  improve- 
ment, and  to  the  restoration,  as  soon  as  practicable,  of  such  child 
to  the  institution  elsewhere,  upon  which  he  may  be  lawfully  i-e- 
quired  to  attend.  Every  child  suspended  from  attendance  upon 
instruction  by  the  authorities  in  charge  of  furnishing  such  instruc- 
tion, for  more  than  one  week,  shall  be  required  to  attend  such 
truant  school  during  the  period  of  such  suspension.     The  school 
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authorities  of  any  city  or  school  district  not  having  a  truant  school, 
may  contract  with  any  other  city  or  district  or  county  having  a 
truant  school,  for  the  coniineineut,  maintenance  and  instruction 
therein  of  children  whom  such  school  authorities  might  require  to 
attend  U  truant  school,  if  there  wei'e  one  in  their  own  city  or  dis- 
trict. Industrial  training  shall  be  furnished  in  every  such  truant 
school. 

§  10.  Withholding  state  moneys  by  state  superintendent. — ^The 
sttite  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may,  upon  or  after  Jan- 
uary first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  employ  an  assistant 
at  a  siilary  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  and  may  I'emove  him  from  time  to  time,  and  appoint 
his  successor.  Such  iu^sistimt  shall  also  be  paid  his  necessary  tmv- 
eling  and  other  expenses  audited  by  such  state  superintendent 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  assistant  to  make  investigation  mid 
report  to  the  said  state  superintendent  under  his  instmctiou,  the 
extent  to  which  this  act  is  complied  with  in  the  cities  and  school 
districts  of  the  state.  Such  state  superintendent  may  withhold 
one-half  of  all  public  school  moneys  from  any  city  or  district, 
which,  in  his  judgment,  willfully  omits  and  refuses  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  after  due  notice,  so  often  and  so  long  as 
such  willful  omission  and  refusal  shall,  in  his  judgment,  continue; 
but  whenever  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  complied  with, 
uU  moneys  so  withheld  shall  be  paid  over  by  said  state  superin- 
tendent to  such  city  or  district  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treas- 
ur3^  not  otherwise  appropriated,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comp- 
troller to  the  order  of  said  superintendent  of  public  instruction  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  services  of  such  assistant  and  the 
clerical  and  other  expenses  coiuiec^ed  with  the  enforcement  of  this 
act,  for  the  year  commencing  with  January  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five. 

§  11.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

^  12.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  January  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five. 

§  13.  This  chapter  shall  l)e  known  as  title  sixteen  of  the  *'  Con- 
solidated School  Law."

The  Committee  on  Buildings  respectfully  i*eports  that  the  fol- 
lowing bills  have  been  duly  examined  and.  found  correct  Their 
payment  is  recommended  :

Admission  to  the  High  School. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  the  following  list  of 
names  of  pupils  who  had  been  admitted  to  the  High  School  on 
examination.  There  were  four  hundred  ninety  (490)  applicants 
for  admission,  four  hundred  thirty-seven  (437)  of  whom  were 
from  the  city  grammar  schools  and  fifty-three  from  other  schools 
in  the  vicinity.  All  the  grammar  school  scholara  but  one  wei*e 
succe^'sful  in  passing  the  examination,  and  twenty-eight  from  other 
schools  were  also  successful,  making  a  total  of  464  admissions, 
33  more  than  last  year.  The  unprecedented  number  of  four 
hundred  thirty-four  (434)  Regents'  scholars  is  worthy  of  record. 
Three  hundred  ninety-eight  (398)  of  these  were  from  the  gram- 
.mar  schools,  being  ninety-one  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  our  own 
pupils  taking  the  examinations.

Your  Committee  on  Instruction  respectfully  recommends  that 
the  several  courses  of  study  of  the  High  School  be  amended  and 
le^^mmged  so  as  to  read  as  recited  below. 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  new  subjects  of  study  have  been 
introduced,  nor  have  any  old  ones  been  eliminated.  The  changes 
are  almost  entirely  those  of  i*e-arrangement  made  with  the  purpose 
of  rendering  the  school  work  more  economical  and  more  effective. 

Four  courses  are  offered  io  pupils  entering  the  High  School, 
viz. : 

The  English  and  Modem  Language  Course. 

The  Latin-English  Coui-se. 

The  Industrial  and  Modem  Language  Coui*se. 

The  Classical  Course. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  these  courses  is  that  each  pupil  has 
at  least  one  languacre  to  study  beside  his  own  ;  and  that  the  study 
of  German,  or  of  French,  is  given  the  same  relative  importance 
as  the  study  of  Latin. 

The  other  changes  consisl^  of  transpositions  of  topics,  which 
have  been  made  in  such  a  manner  as  to  enable  the  Principal  to 
assign  classes  so  as  to  conserve  and  concentrate  teaching  energy 
and  at  the  same  time  permit  a  free  selection  of  studies  by  all 
students. 

The  revision  was  made  under  the  direction  of  your  committee 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Principal  of  the  High 
School,  both  of  whom  recommend  all  the  amendments.  Your 
committee  recommends  the  immediate  adoption  of  the  revised 
courses  in  order  that  they  may  be  put  into  operation  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year.

Section  24c.  All  matters  relating  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  school  buildings,  out-houses  and  grounds,  and  the  healthful 
condition  of  the  public  schools,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Hygiene.

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  request  of  the  18th  iiist,  as 
to  the  measurement  of  the  coal  already  in  the  bins  at  the  various 
school-houses,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  I  shall  be  ready  to  measure 
the  bins  at  such  time  as  they  may  be  empty,  if  you  will  then 
uotily  me.    I  do  not  regard  it  as  practicable  to  make  a  sufficiently 
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exact  measuremeut  of  the  bins  after  they  arc  filled,  since  the 
exact  floor  level  cannot  be  obtained,  in  most  cases,  and  very  oftei 
projections  of  various  sorts  exist  below  the  top  level  of  the 
coal. 

It  would  be  a  matter  of  very  great  intei'est  to  make  exact  de- 
terminations of  the  weight  of  the  unit  of  volume  of  the  various 
kinds  »nd  sizes  of  coal.  If  you  wish  to  have  this  done,  and 
will  furnish  me  with  a  list  of  the  places  where  the  different  sizes 
and  kinds  have  been  delivered,  I  will  take  occasion  to  make  care- 
ful measuiements  which  may  be  mattei's  of  I'ecord  and  the  basis 
of  future  measurements  of  weight,  as  deduced  from  the  ascer- 
tained bin  capacity.

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  his  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1894,  which  was  receiyed  and  ordered 
to  be  printed. 

Albany,  September  1,  1894. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

Gentlemen. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  Seyenteenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  this  city,  pi'e- 
pared  in  accordance  with  your  regulations.' 

Attendanoe. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  the  attendance  promised 
to  be  the  largest  of  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  schools ;  the 
average  in  the  month  of  October  being  10,940,  the  largest  month- 
ly attendance  ever  recorded.  During  November,  it  became 
necessary,  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  several  places  in 
the  state,  to  institute  an  examination  into  the  condition  of  the 
pupils  in  respect  to  vaccination.  It  was  found  that  a  very  large 
number  of  pupils  had  neglected  to  comply  with  the  state  law  in 
this  regard  and  as  a  necessary  protection  to  the  public  health, 
they  were  all  directed  to  become  vaccinated  immediately,  or 
cease  attendance.  The  season  of  the  year  was  not  especially 
favorable  to  the  execution  of  this  order  and  large  numbers  of 
pai*ents  were  unwilling  to  subject  their  children  to  the  o))eration 
during  cold  weather.  In  consequence  of  this,  many  pupils  were 
withdrawn  from  school,  while  others  were  absent  for  considerable 
periods  awaiting  convalescence.  In  December,  the  average  fell 
about  twelve  hundred  (1200)  below  that  of  October,  and  in  Feb- 
ruary and  March,  the  avenige  was  hardly  up  to  the  normal  fig- 
ures. In  spite  of  this  break,  however,  the  average  for  the  year 
exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  in  the  very  satisfactory  num- 
ber of  three  hundred  twenty  (320),  which  is  only  one  hundred 
eleven  (111)  less  than  the  highest  average  of  previous  years. 
This  gratifying  result  was  largely  due  to  the  placing  of  a  large 
number  of  classes,  wherein  ^tingle  sessions  hud  prevailed  during 
the  previous  year,  on  full  attendance  ;  there  being  but  two  classes 
on  single  sessions  during  the  year  just  closed.  The  following 
statistics,  taken  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  Principals,  show  the 
chief  items  concerning  attendance :

The  total  registration  was  one  hundred  sixty*four  (164)  less, 
the  average  memberahip  two  hundred  twenty-two  (222)  greater, 
the  average  attendance  three  hundi*ed  twent}*^  (320)  greater  than 
last  year,  while  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  based  on  registration 
showed  an  advance  of  three  per  cent.,  and  that  based  on  member- 
ship an  advance  of  one  per  cent  These  results  indicate  that  the 
general  attendance  upon  the  schools  is  slowly  but  steadily  advanc- 
ing in  uniformity  with  the  very  moderate  increase  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  city. 

The  opening  of  new  school  building  No.  6  enabled  the  Board 
to  suspend  the  organization  of  School  No.  23  and  to  place  its 
pupils  in  Schools  Nos.  6  and  7.  This  was  only  effected,  however, 
by  placing  seats  in  two  small  rooms  on  the  second  floor  at  School 
No.  6,  which  were  not  originally  intended  for  school  use.  These 
two  rooms  accommodated  about  seventy  puiiils  and  their  use  was 
continued  throughout  the  year,  although  the  heating  and  ventila- 
tion were  not  at  all  satisfactory.  It  was  ascertained,  after  this 
consolidation  had  been  aflfected,  that  there  were  i^till  about  one 
hundred  (100)  pupils  in  the  vicinity  of  Nos.  6,  7  and  22  that 
could  not  be  accommodated  ;  while  the  primary  grades  of  Nf>s. 
10,  12,  and  21  were  over-crowded.  It  is  clear  that  at  the  opening 
of  the  next  school  year,  there  will  be  no  relief,  except  by  resort- 
ing to  single  sessions  in  peveral  buildings,  a  remedy  which  is 
fraught  with  many  evils,  the  teachers  being  necessarily  over-worked 
and  the  parents  being  naturally  dissatisfied  with  the  inadequate 
provision  for  the  advancement  of  their  children.  As  suggested 
in  my  report  of  last  year,  there  is  but  one  remedy  for  these  evils; 
namely,  the  erection  of  a  new  primary  school  in  the  overcrowded 
district.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Board  and  the  city  authorities  will 
see  tj^e  necessity  of  this  provision  and  that  during  the  coming 
year  such  a  primary  school  will  be  erected. 
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CSOMPULSOBT   EdUOATION. 

The  strenuous  effoits  made  for  the  past  nine  yeare  by  the 
friends  of  public  education  throughout  the  state,  were  last  year 
crowned  with  success.  The  new  compulsory  act  was  passed  by 
the  legislature  and  signed  by  the  Governor.  The  law  will  go 
into  effect  on  the  firet  day  of  January,  1895  ;  this  date  being 
settled  upon  in  order  to  permit  all  localities  to  make  the  financial 
provisions  necessary  for  the  execution  of  the  mandates  of  the  law. 
The  principal  features  of  the  statute  are  as  follows  : 

All  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twelve  years  must 
attend  upon  some  school,  either  public  or  private,  or  be  instructed 
at  home  in  certain  elementary  subjects  during  the  entire  time  that 
the  public  schools  are  in  session. 

Children  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  foui*teen  years  must 
attend  upon  instruction  eighty  days  of  each  school  year,  and  those 
between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  must  either  be  lawfully  em- 
ployeil  or  be  in  attendance  upon  instruction. 

Parents  who  fail  to  send  their  childi*en  to  school,  as  directed 
by  the  law,  will  be  subject  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  and  employers 
of  any  description  who  are  convicted  of  giving  employment  to 
children,  unlawfully,  may  also  be  heavily  fined. 

Parents  who  are  unable  to  control  or  secure  the  attendance  of 
their  children  upon  instruction,  may  be  relieved  from  such  control 
by  giving  up  the  children  as  incorrigible  and  putting  them  under 
the  care  of  the  public  authorities,  who  must  detain  and  instruct 
them  in  institutions  to  be  hereafter  provided. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  appointment,  in  the  cities  and  villages, 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  attendance  officere  to  insuie  the  full  exe- 
cution of  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  It  is  my  judgment,  afier 
careful  investigation  of  experience  in  many  cities  in  this  and  oUier 
states,  that  Albany  will  require  two  of  these  attendance  officetis  at 
least.  The  law  also  provides,  where  necessary,  for  the  e^tabliab- 
ment  of  institutions  for  the  detention  and  instruction  of  incorrig- 
ible truants  and  permits  localities  to  establish  such  institutions  for 
themselves  or  to  contract  with  neighboring  localities  which  have 
such  institutions,  for  the  detention  and  instruction  of  their  incor- 
rigibles.  The  peculiar  location  of  Albany  in  relation  to  surround- 
ing cities  and  counties  makes  it  highly  probable  that  such  an 
institution  will  have  to  be  established  heie.  It  will  not  be  neces- 
sary, however,  to  take  any  steps  in  this  dii*ection  until  the  law  has 
been  in  operation  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  determme  the 
necessity  and  advisability  of  organizing  such  an  institution. 
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It  is  also  provided,  in  order  to  secure  prompt  and  efficient  exe> 
oution,  that  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instmction  shall, 
in  his  discretion,  whenever  he  becomes  satisfied  that  a  locality  is 
not,  after  due  notice,  obeying  the  mandates  of  the  l^w,  withhold 
from  such  locality  one-half  the  public  moneys  until  the  provisions 
of  the  law  have  been  complied  with.  The  power  thus  given  to 
the  State  Superintendent  will,  of  course,  be  exercised  with  the 
gi*eatest  care  in  order  that  every  locality  may  be  given  full  opor- 
tunity  to  get  in  line  with  the  regulations  of  the  law. 

It  is  impracticable  to  predict  what  will  be  the  immediate  effect 
of  putting  the  law  into  operation  on  the  firat  of  Januaiy  next. 
We  may  naturally  expect,  however,  that  a  large  number  of  chil- 
dren, who  are  not  now  in  attendance  upon  instruction  anywhei*e, 
will  be  drawn  into  om*  schools  as  well  as  into  the  private  and 
parochial  schools.  In  this  connection,  a  veiy  important  feature 
demands  attention.  It  is  clear  that  a  considerable  number  of  chil- 
di-en  who  will  thus  be  brought  into  our  schools  will  be  of  an  age 
and  size  which  will  make  it  not  only  difficult  but  unwise  to  pla(^ 
them  in  our  graded  rooms,  and  some  provision  for  their  special 
instruction  niusst  certainly  be  made.  I  suggest  that  the  two  unoc- 
cupied rooms  in  School  No.  13  and  one  in  School  No.  25  be  fitted 
up  for  the  reception  of  the  children  who  are  reclaimed  from  the 
streets  and  who  cannot  be  graded  into  the  regular  school  rooms. 
In  order  to  give  these  the  kind  of  instruction  needed,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  employ  pei-sons  who  either  have  had  special  expe- 
rience in  the  conduct  of  ungraded  schools,  or  who  have  shown 
that  they  possess  the  special  qualifications  needed.  The  work  of 
such  teachers  will  he  peculiar  and  difficult,  as,  generally,  it  will 
be  impossible  to  form  classes  and  the  instruction  will  have  to  be 
largely  individual.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Board  cannot  draw 
such  teachers  from  the  Merit  List  in  the  regular  way,  but  will  be 
obliged  to  suspend  its  ordinary  plan  of  appointment  and  thus  be 
fi'ee  to  obtain  persons  with  the  requisite  qualifications.  Pupils 
placed  in  these  ungraded  rooms  would,  of  course,  after  being 
brought  up  on  their  work  so  that  they  can  enter  graded  classes, 
be  transferred  to  regular  rooms.  It  is  ))robable,  however,  that 
constant  accessions  to  their  number  will  compel  the  continuance 
of  ungraded  rooms  for  a  long  time. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  law  promptly  and 
effectively,  special  regulations  must  be  adopted  concerning  the 
work  of  the  attendance  officers.  A  Committee  of  the  State  Q)un- 
cil  of  School  Superintendents  is  now  at  work  preparing  a  set  of 
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regulations  and  the  various  blank  forms  and  reports,  all  of  which 
will  be  submitted  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Superintendents  in 
October.  Of  course,  these  rules  and  blank  formis  will  be  only 
suggestions  to  the  Boards  of  Education  throughout  the  State,  but 
it  is  believed  that  this  work,  based  upon  the  experience  of  several 
cities  which  have  executed  the  old  compulsory  law,  will  be  very 
helpful  in  listening  the  prompt  execution  of  the  new  one.  The 
friends  of  public  education  are  to  be  heartily  congratulated  in 
obtaining  the  passage  of  the  law  which,  it  is  believed,  will  result 
in  freeing  our  streets  from  the  presence  of  children  who  have  been 
growing  up  in  ignorance  and  with  every  tendency  to  vice  and 
crime  and  who  have  been  a  constant  threat  to  the  good  order  and 
welfare  of  the  state.  The  following  piissage  from  the  last  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  New  York  city  shows  how 
much  has  been  done  in  the  past  under  the  provisions  of  an  imper- 
fect statute : 

**  The  statiRtics  of  the  Police  Department  continue  to  ehow  the  beneficent 
effects'  of  the  enforcement  of  the  *  Compuleory  Education  Act.'  Dunng  the  year 
1893  the  number  of  childmu  between  the  ag-es  of  eitpbt  and  fourteen  years  who 
were  arrested  and  committed  or  held  for  examination  was  441.  Dni-ing  the 
years  1870  to  1874,  immediately  preceding  the  enactment  of  the  present  law,  the 
average  number  of  arrests  was  1,221.  A  moment's  contrast  of  the  great  de- 
crease of  the  number  of  arrests  with  the  enormous  inci*ease  in  the  population 
will  make  clear  the  efficiency  of  the  Truancy  Dei>artment  as  a  means  of  remov- 
ing the  youthful  population  from  influences  that  lead  to  crime." 

May  we  not  expect  an  equally  favorable  outcome  of  the  execu- 
tion of  the  new  law  throughout  the  entire  state  under  its  more 
rigorous  and  far-reaching  provisions  ? 


Discipline. 

The  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  schools  were  maintained 
throughout  the  year  with  ease.  The  action  of  the  Board  in  abol- 
ishing corporal  punishment  has  been  justified  by  our  subsequent 
experience.  Last  yeai*  there  were  recorded  eighteen  cases  of  sus- 
pension while  this  year  the  ntmiber  has  fallen  to  eleven.  As  sus- 
pension is  the  very  last  resort  in  securing  discipline,  it  is  evident 
that  the  difficulties  of  ensuring  good  order  have  'been  largely 
reduced  by  the  disuse  of  bodily  punishment.  I  can  safely  siiy 
that  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  our  principals  and  teachera  that 
the  argument  of  experience  is  entirely  on  the  side  of  the  action 
ot  the  Board  in  this  direction. 
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EXAMXKATIONS   AND   PBOMOnON& 

I  addressed  the  following  communioation  to  the  Board  iu 
Marah  last : 

*^ To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction: 

The  Principals  of  the  Grammar  and  Primary  schools  unani- 
mously iinitu  with  me  in  recommending  that,  until  otherwise 
dii*ected  by  the  Board,  the  promotion  of  pupils  shall  be  made  in 
the  following  manner : 

1.  All  promotions  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  schools,  ex- 
cepting the  promotion  from  the  Grammar  schools  to  the  High 
School,  shall  l)e  made  on  the  basis  of  the  opinions  of  the  class 
teacher  and  the  Principal  of  the  school. 

2.  In  relation  to  the  pupils  of  the  First,  Second  and  Third 
Teai-s,  the  decision  of  the  class  teacher  and  the  Principal  shall  be 
final ;  but  in  all  other  gi*ades,  the  pupils  who  are  not  recom- 
mended for  promotion  shall  be  granted,  on  the  request  of  the 
pei-sons  in  parental  relation  to  such  pupils,  an  examination  in 
the  subjects  of  th^ir  gmdes. 

3.  While  the  above  plan  is  in  operation,  section  43  of  the  By- 
Laws  shall  be  suspended." 

Acting  on  these  reconmiendations,  the  Board  decided,  at  a 
subsequent  meeting,  to  abolish  the  formal  written  examinations 
heretofore  used  as  the  basis  for  promotions  and  to  substitute  for 
them  the  estimate  of  class  teachers  and  the  opinions  of  the  prin- 
cipals in  determining  whether  pupils  should  be  advanced.  It 
should  be  clearly  understood  that  this  action  does  not  prevent  the 
use  of  examinations  for  the  purpose  of  tasting  the  progress  of 
pupils  from  time  to  time.  Examinations  of  that  nature  are  not 
only  proper,  but  really  necessary,  and  every  principal  and  teacher 
is  fully  privileged  to  have  as  many  of  such  examinations  within  a 
reasonable  limit,  as  may  be  desired,  with  the  restriction,  however, 
that  none  of  such  tests  shall  be  pre-announceJ  or  held  at  regular 
intervals.  That  is,  these  tests  shall  be  nothing  more  than  a  writ- 
ten exercise  in  review. 

In  order  that  the  teachers  may  be  able  to  give  their  impressions 
as  to  the  progi*ess  of  their  pupils,  a  set  of  blanks  has  been  fur- 
nished whereon,  once  a  month,  they  may  record  their  opinions  of 
the  work  done  by  each  pupil  in  their  classes  in  every  subject.  The 
records  thus  made  will  permit  the  promotion  lists  to  be  made  up 
very  promptly  and  easily  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  The 
promotions  of  the  past  year  were  made  on  the  new  plan,  and  we 
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shall  be  able  to  note  its  adyautages  or  disadvantages  early  in  the 
coming  year.  I  have  every  confidence  that  the  removal  of  the 
pressure  heretofore  exerted  upon  teachers  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  an  official  examination  will  result  in  more  independent 
and  more  fruitful  work  in  every  class-room  in  the  city,  and  Diuat 
really  lead  teachers  to  endeavor  to  do  in  their  class-rooms  the  whole 
work  laid  down  in  the  course  of  study  far  better  than  heretofore, 
because  consciously  and  unconsciously,  in  the  past,  nearly  every 
teacher  in  the  city  has  been  working  the  year  through  to  prepare 
her  class  to  pass  with  high  averages  the  sets  of  questions  that 
were  annually  or  semi-annually  submitted. 

The  only  exception  to  the  use  of  written  examinations  is  the 
test  for  admission  of  pupils  to  the  High  School.  My  peraonal 
opinion  is  that  such  examinations  are  no  more  needed  at  this  point 
than  at  any  other ;  but  the  teachers  immediately  concerned  were 
united  in  asking  that  these  tests  be  retained,  and  where  so  much 
was  to  be  gained  by  abolishing  the  tests  at  all  other  points,  I  readily 
yielded  ;  and  hereafter  the  admission  to  the  High  School  will  be 
upon  special  wiitten  tests  as  heretofore.  I  earnestly  advise,  how- 
ever, that  the  Regents'  question  papers  l>e  no  longer  used  us  a  test 
for  admission  to  the  High  School,  and  I  propose  to  substitute  there- 
for question  papei-s  prepared  by  me  and  bjised  upon  our  own 
course  of  study.  I  have  no  objection  to  the  continuance  of  the 
Regents'  examinations  in  the  elementary  subjects,  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  are  to  be  regarded  as  incidental  and  are  not  to 
be  considered  at  all  in  the  promotion  of  pupils.  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  in  this  way,  the  bad  effect  of  these  examinations,  in  nar- 
rowing the  line  of  work  of  the  teac*hei*s  of  the  higher  grades  will 
be  minimized,  if  not  entirely  removed.  If,  however,  experieuce 
shows  that  these  examinations  still  hold  their  place  as  incubi  on 
the  work  of  teachei's  and  pu[)ils,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  advise 
their  entire  disuse.  I  have  seen  no  reason,  during  the  past  yeiir, 
to  change  the  opinions  expressed  in  my  last  report  in  regard  to 
the  general  working  of  the  Regents'  examinations,  and  sincerely 
believe  that  a  change  of  plan  must  soon  be  made  to  counteract 
the  over-weening  influence  upon  the  educational  woi'k  of  the 
city  wielded  by  these  tests. 

The  several  examinations  emanating  from  the  offices  of  the  Re- 
gents' of  the  University,  held  during  the  year,  resulted  in  the 
passing  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  pupils.  The  following 
table  shows  the  result  of  the  examinations  taken  in  June, 
1894:

The  usual  examinations  for  admission  to  the  High  School  were 
held  in  June,  the  Regents' questions  being  used  in  the  elementary 
subjects  us  heretofore.  Four  hundred  thirty-seven  (437)  of  oirr 
pupils  were  examined,  four  hundred  thirty-six  (436)  of  whom 
were  admitted.  Fifty-three  (53)  from  other  schools  in  this  vicin- 
ity appeared  and  twenty  eight  (28)  of  them  were  successfiiL  The 
total  number  admitted  was  four  hundred  sixty-four  (464).  Four 
hundred  thirty-four  (434)  of  these  pansed  all  the  examinations  re- 
quired by  the  Regents'  office. 


School  Work. 

A  general  survey  of  the  work  done  by  teachers  and  pupils  dur- 
ing the  last  school  year  shaws  that  they  are  performing  the  duties 
and  functions  assigned  them  in  a  harmonious  and  progressive  man- 
ner. The  leaven  of  the  kindergaiten  .spirit  hjus  been  working  its 
way  upward  through  the  grades  with  remarkable  rapidity  and 
the  teachers  especially  have  generally  become  so  imbued  with  this 
spirit  that  their  point  of  view  of  their  daily  relations  to  their 
pupils  has  been  materially  changed.  As  an  inevitable  result,  the 
lines  upon  which  the  teachei-s  are  working  have  become  broader 
and  their  efforts  have  been  turned  more  and  more  in  the  direction 
of  the  development  of  character  and  intellect  and  away  from  the 
rigid  lines  of  mere  drill  and  the  pouring  in  of  unrelated  facts. 

The  criticism  made  last  year  of  the  misdirected -efforts  of  many 
priniaiy  teachera  in  the  application  of  what  is  called  busy-work 
has  borne  excellent  fruit,  ai>d  I  believe  there  is  little  danger  of 
relapse  in  this  regard.  My  observations  during  the  past  year  lead 
me  to  animadvert  on  the  serious  loss  of  time  and  energy,  on  the 
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part  of  quite  a  number  of  teachers,  from  their  failure  to  properly 
prepare  before  baud  the  work  of  every  session.  I  have  found  in 
too  many  instances  that  from  five  to  eight  minutes  at  the  opening 
of  each  session  has  been  occupied  in  the  laborious  calling  of  the 
roll  and  noting  the  presence  or  absence  of  pupils.  After  the  first 
week  or  two  of  the  year,  eveiy  teacher  can,  without  effort,  become 
so  familiar  with  the  names  and  the  faces  of  the  pupils  that  it  is 
only  necessary  for  her  to  note  the  vacant  seats  and  mark  the  ab- 
sentees only,  since  an  unmarked  space  opposite  the  name  on  the 
roll  will  just  as  well  indicate  presence  as  the  insertion  of  any  mark 
for  that  purpose.  The  entire  record  may  be  made  in  this  way  in 
a  few  seconds,  and  the  time  thus  saved  at  each  session  will  become 
of  grQat  importance  in  the  aggregate  of  the  entire  school  year.  I 
shall  feel  obliged  to  report  to  their  Principals  for  admonition 
teachers  who  pei-sist  in  wasting  so  niuch  valuable  time  in  calling 
the  roll.  The  same  criticism  will  apply  to  teachera  who  neglect 
to  make  thorough  [)reparation  of  their  work  and  who  are,  there- 
fore, not  ready  to  make  the  instantaneous  transitions  from  one 
exercise  to  another,  so  necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
requirements  of  the  course  of  study.  The  number  of  teachers 
who  are  neglectful  in  this  respect  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  not  very 
large  ;  but  it  is  too  serious  a  matter  to  pass  unheeded. 

While  I  should  not  for  a  moment  lose  sight  of  the  high  useful- 
ness of  a  continuous  and  progressive  course  in  the  art  of  ordinary 
expression  in  reading  and  should  not  advise  any  relaxation  in  the 
drill  work  absolutely  necessary  in  this  direction,  I  feel  that  the 
use  of  the  ordinary  school  reading  book  may  be  dispensed  with 
at  a  much  eailier  period  than  Is  now  the  custom.  The  objects  of 
a  coni-bC  of  instruction  in  reading  are  manifold  ;  but  the  two 
chief  ones  are  :  fii-st,  to  impart  the  ability  to  grasp  the  thought 
nipidly,  and,  second,  to  cultivate  a  pleasing  and  correct  ond  ex- 
pression. Of  these  two,  the  first  is,  without  question,  by  far  the 
more  impoitant,  since  the  occjisions  through  school  life  and  there- 
alter  for  intelligent  silent  reading  are  a  thousand  fold  more  fre- 
quent than  for  reading  for  the  benefit  of  others.  Keeping  this 
wide  difference  in  the  two  objects  of  teaching  reading  in  view,  it 
seems  to  me  that  there  can  be  no  question  that  heretofore  an  un- 
due amount  of  .time  has  been  given  to  formal  reading  lessons. 
Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  right  direction  by  the  use, 
for  some  yeai*s,  of  large  quantities  of  additional  reading  matter, 
thus  aff(u-ding  opportunities  for  acquiring  facility  in  silent  reading 
which  the  use  of  a  single  set  of  Readei-s  did  not  permit ;  and  I 
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should  say,  right  here,  that  while  the  use  of  supplementary  read- 
ing books  in  the  regular  class  exercises  is  wholly  advisable  since 
they  add  variety  and  i'reshne.^  and  thus  keep  up  the  interest  of 
the  class,  yet  they  should  also  be  constantly  used  by  the  pupils  in 
acquiring  the  habit  of  readily  reading  at  sight,  through  the  eye, 
as  well  as  by  use  of  the  voice.  No  one  will  gainsay  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  formation  of  the  reading  habit  should  be  started  at 
the  earliest  practicable  moment  and  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  this 
habit  should  be  turned  in  the  right  direction  by  placing  in  the 
liands  of  pupils  real  literature  in  the  form  of  complete  produc- 
tions instead  of  the  scraps^  and  detached  passtiges  found  in  the 
ordinary  reading  book.  In  my  opinion,  the  use  of  the  regular 
series  of  reading  books  may  properly  cease  with  the  completion 
of  the  Foui*th  Reader,  and  from  that  point  onward  all  the  reading 
done  by  pupils  should  be  from  books  that  are  recognized  as 
healthful  and  inspiring.  I  recommend  then,  that  the  use  of  the 
Fifth  Reader  be  hei-eafter  dispensed  with,  and  that  it  be  replaced 
by  complete  works  of  the  character  just  indicated. 

As  an  aid  in  inculcatmg  a  taste  for  the  best  I'eading,  a  plan  for 
making  a  wider  use  of  our  school  libraiy  will  be  put  in  operation  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  school  year.  A  certain  immber,  say  from 
fifty  to  one  hundred,  carefully  selected  books  calculated  to  rouse  the 
interest  and  direct  the  tase  of  our  grammar  school  pupils,  will  be 
sent  to  each  school  liuilding  for  the  use  of  the  Eighth  and  Ninth 
Year  pupils.  These  small  libraries,  when  read  by  the  pupils,  as  they 
are  very  likely  to  be  in  the  course  of  a  half-year,  are  to  be  inter- 
changed among  the  grammar  schools  so  that  fresh  reading  matter 
may  be  available  at  all  times.  The  great  advantage  to  be  derived 
from  this  plan  is  that  the  choice  of  reading  matter  will  be  con- 
stantly under  the  direction  of  the  Principal  and  the  class  teacher, 
and  not  left  to  the  haphazard  and  ^sometimes  misguided  choice 
inevitable  when  the  selection  of  a  book  is  left  to  the  pupil  himself 
at  the  general  library.  Should  this  plan  prove  beneficial,  the 
small  libraries  may  be  gradually  increased  in  number  by  additions 
to  be  purchased  throughout  the  year.  In  this  connection,  it  is 
worthy  of  mention  also,  that  the  special  library  for  the  use  of 
teachers  hiis  been  enlarged  by  many  volumes,  and  that  a  full  op- 
portunity is  now  given  to  all  teachers  to  procure  professional 
reading.  There  can  l>e  no  valid  excuse  now  for  any  teacher  fail- 
ing to  keep  abreast  with  the  leading  educational  thought  of  the  day. 

An  interesting  experiment  in  penmanship  was  instituted  last 
spring.     It  had  been  noted  for  many  yeai-s  that  while  the  copy- 
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book  work  of  our  pupils  was  admirable  and  oonstantly  elicited 
great  praise  from  all  observei's  of  the  geneml  penmanship  of  the 
pupils  as  shown  in  their  examination  papers,  u  daily  written  exer- 
cise was  Car  more  satisfactory.  In  fact,  it  was  evident  that  every 
pupil  had  two  kinds  of  hand-writing,  or  rather,  that  most  of  them 
bad  become  proficient  in  the  art  of  pen-drawing,  but  that  few  had 
acquired  a  genuine,  good  hand  writing.  The  inference  was  inevit- 
able that  the  system  of  mstruction  heretofore  used  had  failed  to 
produce  the  desired  results.  A  plan  of  instruction  baaed  upuo 
the  idea  that  each  pupil  should  acquire  a  rapid,  flowing  and' 
legible  hand-writing,  and  that  it  should  become  so  natural  mid 
easy  that  thei*e  would  be  no  more  painful  drawing  after  a  model, 
but  that  the  writing  as  shown  in  the  copybook  shcmld  be  idetitt- 
cal  with  that  produced  in  the  exercises  in  Spelling  or  Greography, 
has  been  in  (Operation  for  a  few  mouths,  and  if  the  promise  of 
this  short  experience  is  kept  during  the  coming  year,  we  abkll 
prove  that  we  have  at  Inst  solved  the  difficult  problem  of  giving  at 
least  eighty  per  cent,  of  our  pppils  a  legible,  flowing  and  rapid 
hand-writing.

Suggestions. 

Perhaps  in  the  whole  history  of  education  in  the  United  States, 
thetx3  has  appeared  no  document  that  has  excited  such  wide-spi^ead 
interest  and  created  so  much  discussion  as  the  now  famous  **  Re- 
port of  the  Committee  of  Ten."  This  report  has  been  so  widely 
distributed  and  so  earnestly  discussed,  not  only  in  current  educa- 
tional literature,  but  also  at  all  educational  gatherings  during  the 
past  year,  that  it  would  be  a  work  of  supererogation  for  me  to 
re-prcsent  even  the  salient  features  of  this  pregnant  report.  Origin- 
ally intended  to  pi-epare  a  common  couiise  of  study  for  the  high 
and  college  preparatory  schools  of  the  country,  the  Committee 
was  made  up  entirely  of  college  professors  and  piincipals  of  sec- 
ondary schools.  It  was  soon  found,  however,  that  in  order  to 
present  a  feasible  course  that  would  l)e  applicable  to  the  varying 
conditions  surrounding  the  secondary  schools  of  the  country,  that 
the  courses  of  study  of  grammar  schools  should  be  carefully 
investigated  and  be  made  a  basis  on  which  the  praposed  course 
for  secoudaiy  schools  should  be  built  up.  In  order  that  this 
work  might  be  intelligently  done,  the  main  committee  called  to 
its  aid  a  number  of  sub-committees  drafted  almost  entirely  from 
colleges  and  secondary  schools.  To  these  sub-committees  was 
assigned  the  labor  of  suggesting  courses  in  the  separate  branches 
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which  all  tigrced  should  form  the  component  parts  of  an 
elementary  and  a  secoi»dary  course.  It  whs  untbi'tunate,  in  my 
estimation,  that  few  of  the  menibeni  of  these  suh-commiltees  had 
the  advantage  of  actual  experience  in  the  work  of  elementary 
schools  and  that  the  names  of  many  superintendents  of  schools, 
who  arc  unquestioned  experts  in  primary  education,  should  have 
been  conspicious  only  by  their  absence  from  the  lists  of  the  sub- 
committees. It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  however,  that  the  sev- 
eral sub-committees  in  their  intelligent  and  well  considered 
discussions  of  the  topics  assigned  them  show  evidence  of  careful 
study  aiid  that  they  have  piesented  to  the  educational  world 
plans  of  work  in  elementary  education  that  ai*e  ne^irly,  if  not 
quite,  up  to  the  lines  that  have  been  for  some  time  established  in 
the  best  city  school  systems.  If,  as  a  result  of  the  labors  of  these 
sub-committees,  the  scho'^l  work  of  the  country  at  large  shall  lie 
brought  up  to  the  standaixl  of  the  more  progi-essive  city  systems, 
certainly  a  great  step  in  advance  will  follow  the  promulgatiotn  of 
their  reports.  I  have  failed  to  find  in  all  the  suggestions  made 
upon  the  several  topics  of  btudy  commonly  used  in  elementary 
schools  any  valuable  plans  of  work  that  have  not  been  in  opera- 
tion for  some  time  in  many  of  the  school  systems  of  the  country. 
It  is  well,  nevertheless,  that  these  ideas  should  be  given  a  wider 
field  of  operation  through  so  important  a  document  as  Ihebleport 
of  the  Committee  of  Ten,  because  probably  in  no  other  way 
would  the  progressive  ideas  therein  set  forth  be  bi'ought  into  so 
immediate  and  helpful  a  relation  to  all  the  schools  of  the  country. 
Had  the  !^(ational  Educational  Association  performed  no  other 
great  function  in  its  relations  to  the  schools  in  the  country  than 
the  preparation  and  dissemination  of  the  sound  and  progressive 
doctrines  generally  prevading  the  report,  it  would  have  justified 
its  existence  by  this  act  alone. 

The  scheme  proposed  by  the  report  for  shoitening  and  enriching 
the  course  in  Arithmetic,  which  very  neai'Iy  corresponds  with  the 
courses  now  in  operation  in  many  places  and  which  were  worked 
out  and  adopted  long  before*  the  Committee  of  Ten  was  in  exist- 
ence, has  met  with  quite  gcnei'al  approval.  In  form  and  content, 
I  preter,  however,  the  principles  laid  down  for  the  conduct  of  a 
course  in  Arithmetic  by  Superiutendent  Bright  of  Cook  county, 
Illinois,  which  seem  to  me  to  express  the  best  thought  of  the 
day  on  this  topic  and  which  may  be  summarized  as  follows : 

First.  All  opemtions  in  number  can  be  peifoimed  with  num- 
bers of  things* 
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Second.  The  subjects,  the  terminology  and  the  processes  used 
shall  he  determined  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  child,  not  from 
that  of  the  educated  aduit. 

Third.  Every  topic  should  be  either  Practical ;  that  is,  have  to 
do  wfth  the  affairs  of  life ;  or  Disciplinary ;  that  is,  to  insure  men- 
tal growth  and  strength. 

Fourth.  Abstract  examples,  for  which  conditions  stated  in 
problems  can  not  be  made,  should  never  be  used  ;  for  instance, 
complicated  abstract  examples  in  complex  and  compound 
fractions. 

Fifth.  Definitions  and  rules  should  close,  not  begin  a  subject, 
and  should  always  be  made  by  the  students. 

Sixth.  Lessons  in  Arithmetic  should  not  be  assigned  for  home 
study. 

Seventh.  Operations  in  Arithmetic  which  have  become  obsolete 
or  have  never  existed  anywhere  else  in  the  world  should  become 
obsolete  in  the  school-room. 

Eighth.  Problems  should  employ  the  best  effort  of  the  pupil, 
but  should  never  go  beyond  it.  He  grows  through  what  he  does 
for  himself. 

A  course  in  Arithmetic  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  prin 
ciples  laid  down  above  would  be  so  shortened  and  improved  that, 
in  our  elementary  schools,  ample  time  would  be  given  toward  the 
close  of  the  course  for  the  instruction  of  a  brief  but  veiy  valuable 
course  in  elementary  Algebra.  I  believe  that  all  the  essential 
ground  in  Arithmetic  can  be  easily  covered  in  our  schdols  by  the 
middle  of  the  Ninth  Year,  thus  leaving  five  months  for  advanced 
work  in  mathematics.  Indeed  in  one  of  our  grammar  schools,  the 
Principal  has,  for  1  he  past  two  years,  given  to  the  Ninth  Year 
Class,  toward  the  close  of  the  year,  a  short  oral  course  in  Algebra 
which  has  been  of  great  advantage  and  profit  to  the  class  in  the 
accomplishment  of  the  First  Year  work  in  the  High  School.  I 
suggest  that  this  plan  be  adopted  in  all  Ninth  Year  Classes,  and 
that  an  elementaiy  course  in  Algebra,  with  a  text-book,  be  con- 
ducted during  the  last  half  of  the  Ninth  Year. 

There  has  been  much  said  of  late  concerning  a  comprehensive 
plan  of  school  work,  which  should  lead  to  the  correlation  of  all 
studies.  Correhition  has  been  well  defined  to  be  the  putting  of 
such  subjects  side  by  side  at  a  given  time  in  the  course  as  will 
help  to  bring  to  view  the  universal  relations  involved  in  the  study 
of  any  one  of  them.     That  this  maybe  brought  about  is  agreed 
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on  all  hands  to  be  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished.  But 
how  to  bring  it  about  is  a  large  and  mooted  question.  No  one 
has  yet  presented  a  practical  plan  by  which  a  complete  corralation 
of  studies  may  be  made.  Nevertheless  a  great  deal  is  being  done 
in  a  practical  way  in  the  correlation  of  various  topics ;  for  instance, 
language  work  and  number  work  are  constantly  made  helpful  to 
each  other,  while  geography,  elementary  science  and  history  are 
successfully  co-ordinated.  It  is  highly  probable  that  many  exper- 
iments and  extended  investigation  will  be  needed  for  the  solution 
of  the  general  problem. 

Observation  lessons,  involving  the  study  of  natural  phenomena 
have  been  in  vogue  in  many  of  our  schools  for  a  long  time.  As 
an  aid  to  their  pursuit,  I  suggest  that  a  moi-e  frequent  use  may 
be  made  by  both  teachers  and  pupils  of  large  institutions  in  our 
city.  For  example,  the  State  Museum  of  Natural  History  with 
its  wealth  of  illustrative  material  would  afford  a  great  field  for 
study.  Excellent  use  may  he  made  also  of  the  many  manufac- 
tories in  our  city  as  well  as  the  large  public  buildings,  the  canals, 
the  shipping,  the  railroiids  and  the  other  forms  of  commercial 
enterprise  daily  exhibited  among  us  in  great  variety.  These  ob- 
servations could  be  made  by  sections  of  classes  accompanied  by 
the  teacher  or  by  the  older  pupils  singly  under  intelligent  direction. 

The  results  attained  through  all  the  plans  heretofore  in  general 
use  intended  to  give  the  pupils  even  ordinaiy  fiicility  in  the 
written  expression  of  thought,  have  l>een  more  discoumging  to 
earnest  teachei-s  than  any  other  problem  they  have  to  deal  with. 
I  have  l)een  long  of  the  opinion  that  this  was  largely  because  the 
teachers  have  done  too  much  and  the  pupils  too  little  independ- 
ently. The  device  brought  forward  by  Superintendent  Maxwell 
of  Brooklyn,  in  an  article  published  in  the  March  numlier  of  the 
'*  Educational  Review,"  impressed  me  so  strongly  with  its  evident 
utility  and  its  (ihilosophical  basis,  that  I  determined  to  make  a 
personal  experiment  with  the  Ninth  Year  Classes.  Accordingly, 
last  spring,  I  conducted  the  following  exercise  in  each  of  the  six- 
teen senior  classes  of  the  grammar  schools. 

While  the  final  result  of  instruction  in  composition  writing  should 
be  the  easy  expression  of  individual  thought,  it  is  essential  in  the 
earlier  steins  that  expression  should  be  made  easier  to  the  pupils  by 
the  assignment  of  topics  which  call  upon  the  memory  rather  than  on 
the  innigination.  and,  as  in  these  fii-st  efforts  the  form  is  more 
important  than  the  subject-matter,  the  children  should  be  called 
upon  to  relate  those  things  which  they  know,  theretbre,  the  sub- 
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ject  of  tbe  composftion  exercises  should  be  taken  from  the  matter 
ali*ea(]y  studied  up  in  the  pursuance  of  one  of  their  regular  studies. 
Natuiuiiy,  in  ttie  Ninth  Year  Class  tbe  subject  of  History  lends 
itself  more  readily  to  this  purpose  thau  any  other.  I,  therefore, 
called  upon  each  class  to  state  what  topics  they  had  i-ecently  been 
studying  in  Uuited  States  History  and  selected  one  that  would 
give  sufficient  material  for  a  fifteen-minute  exercise  in  composi- 
tiou,  and  asked  them  to  tell  me,  in  the  best  English  they  could 
use,  what  they  remembered  about  the  topic  assigned.  The 
fifteen-minutes'  work  resulted,  generally,  in  the  coverii^  of  from 
oue  to  two  pages  of  letter  paper.  A  pupil  was  then  immediately 
called  upon  to  arise  with  his  paper  in  his  hand  and  was  asked 
what  he  had  placed  at  the  top  of  the  page.  If  he  had  written  tbe 
title  correctly,  the  attention  of  the  entire  class  was  called  to 
this  point  and  each  pupil  made  cori-ectious,  if  any  were  necessary. 
Another  pupil  was  then  called  and  was  asked  into  how  many 
paragraphs  he  had  divided  his  composition.  Very  often  this  re- 
veabd  the  fact  that  no  pai^agniphing  was  used  ;  whereiii3on,  the 
pupil  was  asked  if  he  ki>ew  what  a  paragmph  was.  If  he  did 
not,  be  and  the  entire  class  were  referred  to  the  text-book  and 
asked  to  find  the  definition,  when,  not  unfrequently,  much  to 
the  surprise  of  tbe  class  teacher,  the  pupil  showed  that  he  did  not 
know  how  to  use  the  index  of  the  book.  The  definition  found,  it 
w^s  carefully  read  aloud  and  discussed  until  we  were  satisfied  that 
the  pupils  understood  its  meaning.  Immediately  the  whole  class 
was  dii-ected  to  divide  their  composition  into  what  they  should 
regard  as  proper  paragraphs.  Another  pupil  was  then  called 
upon  to  define  a  sentence,  and  the  whole  class  was  directed  to 
investigate  every  sentence  in  the  production,  to  see  that  it  coi^ 
tained  a  subject  and  a  predicate  and  that  tbe  propei*  relations  of 
the  parts  of  speech  were  maintained.  Where  erroi's  were  discov- 
ered iomiediate  correctioik>  were  made.  The  same  course  was 
followed  in  regard  to  capitalization,  punctuatiou  and  spelling, 
recourse  being  had  at  all  necessiiry  points  to  text-books  and  dic- 
tionaries in  proof  of  the  corrections  made. 

The  exereises  occupied  about  tbirt}"^  minutes,  and  I  think, 
in  every  case,  the  teacher  was  convinced  (hat  this  was  .a 
practical  device  which  must  result  in  the  rapid  progress 
of  the  pupils  and  in  the  conservation  of  the  time  and  energy 
of  the  teacher,  which  had  been  largely  thrown  away  here- 
tofore in  following  the  beaten  paths  of  connection  by  the  teacher 
and  subsequent  re-writing  by  the  pupil.     It  should  be  distinctly 
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observed  that  an  exerciae  of  this  kind  would  be  of  yery  little, 
if  any,  value  were  it  given  only  occasionally.  To  he  of  imme- 
diate and  progressive  use,  it  should  be  a  daily  exercise.  It 
should  be  also  observed  that  the  same  plan  can  easily  be  followed 
in  lower  grades  by  using  the  lessons  in  Geography,  Language,  or 
Numlwr  as  sources  of  written  expression.  The  length  of  the  ex- 
ercises should  be  in  accordance  with  the  point  of  advancement  of 
the  pupils. 

In  this  connection,  another  import^uit  fact  should  not  be 
lost  sight  of;  namely,  that  through  this  means,  the  com- 
plete co-ordination  of  two,  and  in  some  cases  more,  subjects  is 
made.  While  I  do  not  believe  in  confining  teachers  generally  to 
any  one  special  device,  I  feel  that  in  this  pailicular  matter  it 
would  be  wise  to  insist  that  the  plan  above  described  shall  be 
carried  on  in  all  the  grades  until  it  can  be  at  least  thoroughly 
tested.  Composition  work  would  then  be  made  as  it  should  be,  a 
daily  exercise,  and  the  individual  pupil,  no  longer  leaning  upon 
the  teacher,  but  depending  upon  self-help  only,  must,  with  the 
constant  practice,  acquire  such  a  facility  in  correct  forms  as  to 
permit  of  his  subsequent  development  in  fields  of  independent 
thought  and  imaginative  writing  far  more  easily  than  heretofore. 
He  will  have  made  his  own  tools  and  need  think  only  of  the  final 
production,  without  being  hampered  by  a  limitation  which  cir- 
cumscribes one  who  is  constantly  obliged  to  think  about  how,  and 
not  what,  he  is  writing. 

Tlie  only  changes  in  the  course  of  study  made  during  the  past 
year  are  those  agreed  upon  in  i^espect  to  the  High  School  course, 
by  means  of  which  every  pupil  in  the  school  will  be  obliged  to 
study  one  other  language  I  resides  English.  I  consider  this  one  of 
the  most  important  ami  most  progressive  steps  taken  in  regard  ti) 
the  High  School  in  many  years,  and  l(H>k  forward  with  confidence 
in  ofwisequence  thei'eof  to  a  fuller  attendance  and  a  more  prolonged 
slay  in  the  institution  thiui  we  have  been  ahle  to  secui'e  in  the  past. 
The  omiirsion  of  stated  exercises  in  Spelling,  Penmanship  and 
Elocutionary  Reading,  made  in  accordance  with  my  reeom- 
mendaticm,  will  give  additional  time  amounting  to  about  tbree 
houi*8  a  week  for  the  leading  studies,  a  great  b<x>n  in  view  of  the 
hkvge  nun>ber  of  pupils  in  nearly  all  the  clasnes. 

The  introduction  of  wood-turning  and  an  eleclrie  motor  will 
give  a  new  impulse  to  the  work  in  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Board  will  be  able,  before  loog, 
to  add  a  netal  work-sho|>  to  the  pi^esent  plant  and  thus  be  able 
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to  present  the  complete  course  in  this  department,  the  educational 
value  of  which  has  been  fully  demonstrated. 


KiNDBROABTENS. 

The  work  of  the  kindergartens  has  been  prosperous  and  pro- 
gressive. An  additional  kindergai-ten  was  opened  in  School  No. 
6  in  September  laat,  making  the  wliole  uuml>er  in  operation 
seventeen.  The  ex[)eriment  of  an  afternoon  kindergarten  has 
proved  to  be  entirely  satisfactory,  and  in  view  of  the  pressure 
on  this  department  in  several  localities,  notably  in  Schools  Nos.  1 
and  12,  I  recommend  that  afternoon  kindergartens  be  started  in 
these  schools  at  the  beginning  of  next  year.  The  public  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  kindergartens  ha^  developed  rapidly  in  nearly 
every  section  of  the  city,  although  in  a  few  localities  the  parents 
have  not  yet  become  habituated  to  the  notion  of  sending  their 
children  to  school  at  so  early  an  age,  and  singularly  enough  this 
reluctance  is  shown  in  localities  whei*e  the  pai*ents  are  supposed  to 
be  exceptionally  intelligent.  Attention  is  directed  to  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Kindergartens  : 

To  Charles  W.  Cole, 

Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Sir — At  your  request  I  make  the  following  report :  The  work 
of  the  year  just  completed  in  the  several  kindergartens  has  been 
characterized  by  an  earnestness  of  purpose  and  a  sincere  desire  on 
the  part  of  each  teacher  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  little 
ones  in  her  charge.  The  giowth  and  development  of  the  childi*en 
has  been  easily  discernible  to  one  visiting  the  kindergartens  fre- 
quently during  the  year,  and  would  have  been  even  more  marked 
had  they  not,  in  the  majority  of  the  kindei*gartens,  l>ecu  hampered 
by  the  fact  that  there  wei*e  tar  too  many  children  for  one  teacher 
to  guide  properly. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year  the  students  pursuing  the  post- 
graduate coui'se  of  the  Teachers'  Training  Class  will  be  of  suffi- 
cient number  to  furnish  an  assistant  for  at  least  every  kindergar- 
ten having  an  avenige  attendance  of  thirty  or  more.  The  intei-est 
and  painstaking  of  the  two  young  ladies  who  began  the  coui'se 
this  year,  each  faithfully  assisting  in  a  kindergaiten,  is  encourag- 
ing. A  good  piano  in  every  kindergarten  room,  not  already  fur- 
nished with  one,  would  be  a  much  needed  addition  and  would 
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greatly  enhance  the  work  of  the  teacher,  however  successful  she 
may  be  without  it.

Music  and  Drawing. 

These  depailments  have  been  conducted  with  the  vigor  and 
progfessiveness  characteristic  of  their  work  for  some  years.  The 
subjoined  brief  reports  from  the  director  contain  their  views  and 
recommenilations :

Hon.  Chas.  W.  Cole, 

Superintendent  of  Schools : 

My  Dear  Sir — I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  as 
my  report  on  vocal  nmsic  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools 
for  the  year  just  closed. 

The  course  in  music  was  re-airanged  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  previous  school  year.  This  re-arrangement  was  brought  about 
after  a  great  deal  of  consulbition  and  discussion  with  the  teachers 
and  principals  of  the  several  schools.  There  ai*e  still  a  feiy  things 
that  I  would  prefer  to  have  differently  graded,  but  1  do  not  think 
it  opportune  to  suggest  a  change  at  this  time.  It  pleases  me  to 
be  able  to  say  that  this  gradation,  which  was  put  in  o^^eratlon  in 
every  grade  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  has  resulted  in  general 
satisfaction  to  the  teachers  and  myself,  and  in  marked  advantage 
to  the  pupils.  I  would  commend  especially  the  wisdom  of  having 
extended  the  instruction  to  begin  with  the  Fii'st  Year,  instead  of 
the  Third  Year,  as  heretot'ore.  This  change  will  be  materially  felt 
throughout  the  coui'se.  With  but  very  few  exceptions  the  teach- 
ers have  not  only  done  their  grade  work,  but  'in  many  instances 
have  gone  far  beyond  it.  I  have  found  that  a  judicious  use  of  the 
pitch  pipes  supplied  to  the  teachers  is  of  great  assistance  to  both 
the  teachers  and  the  pupils.  As  usual,  I  gave  a  separate  examt 
ination  to  each  member  of  the  Ninth  Year  Class,  and  I  was  par- 
ticularly gratiBed  with  the  proficiency  shown  by  these  pupils,  bu- 
the  pupils  in  the  other  grades  did  excellent  work  also,  and  so  did 
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ihe  teachers — ^altogether  the  year  has  been  a   very  succoefiii 

one.

Dear  Sir — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor 
to  render  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Drawing 
Depaitnient  during  the  past  school  year,  and  to  offer  a  few  ciug- 
gestions : 

The  course,  as  laid  down  in  the  manual,  has  been  fauthfuUy 
curried  out,  and  the  usual  enthusiasm  has  been  displayed  by  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  I  have  examined  all  the  classes  in  the  city, 
and  with  a  few  exceptions,  the  results  were  satisfactory.  Much 
good  work  was  done  in  the  Teachers'  Training  Class,  and  I  feci  it 
my  duty  to  say  that  all  the  membei-s  were  earnest,  iaithful  and 
pi-ogi-essive  beyond  any  previous  class.  During  the  year,  one 
hundred  eleven  (1)  I)  High  School  pupils  have  passed  the  Re- 
gents' examination  in  dniwing,  which  fact  tells  itis  own  story. 

Di-awing  begins  as  a  regular  study  in  the  Second  Year,  but  the 
Third  Yejir  grade  is  the  lowest  to  use  a  book.  I  am  the  author  of 
the  system  used,  but  it  was  made  to  tit  a  period  which,  in  my 
opinion,  has  now  come  to  an  end.  I  believe  that  more  of  the  ele- 
ment of  nmnual  training  shonld  enter  into  the  coui-se.  I  also  be- 
lieve that  the  pupils  should  occasionally  work  from  solid  models 
and  nature,  and  also  that  some  instrumental  work  should  be 
accomplished  in  the  lower  schools. 

At  the  Columbian  Exposition,  I  had  an  excellent  oppoi-tunity 
to  make  a  comparison  of  the  work  done  in  Albany  with  that  of 
other  cities,  and  since  September  I  have  devoted  much  time  to  the 
question  of  a  change  of  system.  I  made  special  visits  to  Jersey 
City  and  Yonkers,  and  observed  in  opeifation  the  two  systems 
which  had  pleased  me  most ;  and,  as  a  result,  I  have  to  earnestly 
request  that  you  will  communicate  my  desire  to  the  Board,  thiit 
White's  *'  New  Course  in  Art  Instiiiction  "  be  substituted  in  the 
primary  and  grammar  grades  in  [xlace  of  the  system  now  in  use, 
and  that  Thompson's  **  Educational  and  Industrial  Drawing"  be 
used  in  the  High  School,  the  change  to  take  place  next  Septem- 
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ber.  I  would  also  recoBuaeud  that  books  be  used  in  the  Second 
Year  grade  of  the  primary  schools. 

The  time  has  now  arrived  when  I  should  have  au  assistant  to 
relieve  me  of  the  work  in  the  lower  grades,  in  order  that  I  might 
devote  more  time  to  the  upper  grammar  and  High  School  classes, 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  such  an  assistant  be  employed  by 
the  Board.  There  are,  among  the  young  women  of  our  own 
training,  several  who  possess  all  the  necessary  qualifications. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusicm,  to  thank  you  and  every  member  of 
the  School  Board  for  the  hearty  coopemtion  I  have  received  in 
discharging  my  duties.

Evening  Sohools. 

Evening  schools  were  opened  last  year  during  the  latter  part  of 
September  in  School  Buildings  Nos.  1  and  12.  As  the  following 
statistics  will  show,  the  attendance  was  somewhat  smaller  than 
dming  the  year  preceding.  The  work  done  was  unquestion- 
ably of  an  excellent  and  profitable  kind,  and,  although  it  is 
evident  that  our  E.ening  Schools  will  not  command  a  very  large 
attendance  because  there  appears  to  be  small  need  of  instruction 
in  elementary  subjects,  yet  a  sufficient  number  will  undoubtedly 
present  themselves  to  warrant  a  continuance  of  this  work.  I  beg 
leave  to  repeat  my  conviction  that  these  schools  will  not  fulfil  the 
high  function  that  they  should  until  the  Board  is  prepared  to 
ofier  instmction  in  more  advanced  subjects  than  have  been  taught 
heretofore. 

Statistics  of  Evening  Sohools. 
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Traikino  Class. 

Two  terms,  embracing  our  entire  school  year,  were  held  in  the 
Training  School  under  the  sanction  and  regulations  of  the  De- 
paitment  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
sixty-one  dollars  ($461)  was  received  from  the  fund  provided  by 
the  State  for  the  encouragement  of  teachers'  classes.  This  in- 
creased the  total  amount  received  during  the  past  twelve  (12) 
years  to  five  thousand  five  hundred  forty-one  doUai-s  ($5,541). 
As  has  been  frequently  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  amount 
received  from  the  State  exceeds  all  expenses  of  this  school  by  a 
very  large  balance.  The  class  numbered  fourteen  (14)  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  twelve  (12)  were  graduated  and  given 
certificate.^  of  qualification  to  teach.  The  study  of  Biology,  with 
special  investigations  into  plant-life,  was  begun  with  this  class,  the 
subject  being  made  a  branch  of  the  couree  in  kindergartening.  It 
is  clear  that  in  a  few  years,  by  giving  all  pupil  teachers  this 
oppoitimity  of  the  practical  study  of  elementary  science,  they 
will  become  pi*epared  to  aid  in  introducing  this  subject  into  our 
primary  instruction.  The  most  important  feature  of  the  year 
was  the  introduction  of  a  complete  kindergarten  course  with  a 
special  instructor.  By  this  means,  in  the  first  place,  all  of  our 
kindergartners  who  had  not  completed  a  full  course  were  enabled 
to  make  rapid  progress  and  to  perfect  themselves  in  their  imme- 
diate work.  Several  of  our  regular  kindergartners  completed 
the  third  year  of  the  course  and  nearly  all  of  the  remainder  will 
have  done  so  at  the  close  of  the  coming  school  year,  and  then  we 
shall  have  as  competent  and  fully-equipped  a  corps  of  kinder- 
gartners as  can  be  found  anywhere.  The  Training  Class  com- 
pleted one  year  of  its  coui^sc  and  several  of  their  number  have 
decided  to  go  on  with  the  second  year  of  the  courae.  These  have 
agreed  to  give  their  services  during  the  coming  year  as  assistants 
in  our  more  fully  attended  kindergartens,  gratuitously.  As  we 
shall  probably  have  a  number  of  these  cadets  every  year,  it  seems 
likely  that  we  shall  be  able  to  come  nearer,  in  future,  to  the  ideal 
conditions  of  kindergarten  instruction.  It  is  an  encouragement 
to  these  pupil  teachei*s  to  know  that  under  the  rules  for  appoint- 
ment, as  soon  as  they  have  completed  their  second  year  of  train- 
ing, they  will  be  given  the  preference  in  the  appointment  of 
kindergartnei*s,  above  all  those  on  the  Merit  List  who  have  not 
taken  the  course. 

It  would  unquestionably  be  advantageous  were  we  able  to  give 
the  members  of  our  Training  Class  an  opportunity  for  practice  in 
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the  higher  grades  in  our  schools.  But  I  can  see  no  way  of 
affording  this  opportunity  except  to  lengthen  the  course  to  two 
years  and  make  the  second  year  almost  entirely  a  year  of  practice. 
School  No.  11,  which  is  entirely  on  the  upper  grades,  would 
affoi*d  an  excellent  field  for  this  purpose.  I  call  attention  to 
this  matter,  and  ask  that  it  be  seriously  considered.  The  large 
number  on  our  list  awaiting  appointment,  the  most  of  whom  are 
well- fitted  for  ordinary,  positions  in  our  schools,  furnishes  an  addi- 
tional argument  for  making  the  courae  in  the  Training  Cla^s  two 
years,  since  such  action  would  postpone  for  a  year  the  entry  of 
new  names  upon  tbe  list  and  give  the  average  number  of  appoint- 
ments to  those  who  have  been  waiting  for  several  years. 

Teachers. 

The  Board  employed  during  the  past  year  two  hundred  eighty- 
seven  (287)  teachers.  Two  hundred  sixty-four  (264)  were 
women  and  twenty-three  (23)  were  men.  One  hundred  ninety- 
three  (193)  were  graduates  of  our  High  School,  sixteen  (16)  were 
collegiates,  fifty  (50)  State  Normal  graduates  and  thirty-two  (32) 
were  educated  at  private  schools  and  academies.  One  hundred 
five  (105)  ai*e  graduates  of  our  Training  School,  an  increase  of 
three  over  last  year.  Regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Principals 
were  held  throughout  the  year,  at  which  practical  questions  of 
school  management,  the  course  of  study,  and  kindred  topics  were 
discussed.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  teachei's  in  each  school 
were  also  maintained  as  heretofore,  and  the  kindergarten  teachers 
held  their  weekly  meetings  for  arrangement  of  programs.  The 
two  coui-ses  of  lectures  in  the  University  Extension  Course  were 
attended  by  our  teachers  in  large  numbere  and  a  progressive  spirit 
was  evinced  by  nearly  the  entire  corps.  The  plan  of  appointment 
from  the  Merit  List  and  the  iise  of  the  regular  substitute  corps 
have  met  with  continued  approval  during  the  year.  The  work  of 
the  teachers  as  a  whole  is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation,  and 
although  there  are  some  weak  spots,  these  are  receiving  such 
intelligent  supervision  and  help  from  our  skilful  and  experienced 
Principals  that  a  decided  improvement  is  constantly  shown  in 
cases  that  have  heretofore  been  thought  almost  hopeless. 

Four  teachers  died  during  the  year.  Miss  Anna  M.  Halpin,  of 
the  High  School,  died  on  October  4,  1893 ;  Miss  Sarah  E. 
Bartley,  of  School  No.  8,  on  Januaiy  24,  1894 ;  Miss  Sophia  J. 
Sprague,  of  School  No.  5,  on  February  1,  1894 ;  Miss  Pauline 
Fox,  of  School  No.   24,  on  July  6,   1894.     Miss  Halpin  had 
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served  fourteen  years,  Mi^«8  Bartley  thirty-three  years,  Miss 
Spragiie  twenty-six  j  ears,  and  Mis*8  Fox  seven  j^ears.  The  following 
communications  will  show  the  esteem  in  which  these  teachers 
wei'e  held  by  their  associates  (an  extended  notice  of  the  death  of 
Miss  Halpin  will  be  found  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  High  School)  :

Sir — ^I  beg  leave  to  report  to  you  and  the  •*  Board  of  Public 
Instruction,"  that  Miss  Sarah  E.  Bartley,  a  nieniber  of  the  official 
corps  of  School  No.  8,  died  January  24.  She  was  first  appointed 
as  a  teacher  in  1861,  and  on  September  19,  1882,  was  transferred 
to  School  No.  8,  where  she  finished  her  work  on  November  1, 
1893. 

She  wa8  a  faithful,  industrious  and  successful  teacher.  Ever 
conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  her  owu  duties,  she  taught 
her  pupils  many  a  lesson  of  honesty  and  integrity  not  found  in 
the  textbooks. 

She  w}is  a  strict  disciplinarian,  and  in  this  way  gained  the  last- 
ing respect  of  her  scholars,  who,  as  they  reached  matui*e  years, 
fully  prized  and  appreciated  that  firm  will,  tempered  with  kind- 
ness, which  kept  them  to  their  various  duties.  She  has  ended  a 
long  and  active  term  of  service,  and  fully  merits  the  commenda- 
tion, *•  Well  done."

Dear  Sir — The  lite  of  Miss  Sophia  J.  Sprague,  a  teacher  of 
this  school,  so  suddenly  and  lamentably  ended,  is  eminently 
worthy  of  special  notice. 

Graduating  from  the  Albany  Normal  School  in  1866,  she  was 
appointed  teacher  in  School  No.  5,  in  1868,  where  slie  taught 
uninterruptedly  till  her  death,  February  1,  1894. 

The  ambition  that  prompted  her  as  early  as  1864  to  fit  herself 
for  her  chosen  profession  was  ever  present  with  her.  Always 
enthusiastic  and  progressive,  she  allowed  no  oppoitunity  to  escape

active  participation  in  University  Extension  work  drew  forth  the 
enconniums  of  all  educational  people.

Her  work  as 
a  teacher  evinced  the  highest  regard  for  her  pupils,  and  was 
marked  by  the  most  scrupulous  care  for  their  present  progress  as 
well  as  a  conscientious  foresight  for  their  moral  character  in  after 
yeare. 

The  present  teachera  and  pupils  of  School  No.  5  will  greatly 
mias  her  energetic  counsel  and  the  incentive  to  higher  work  in- 
spired by  her  sacred  devotion  to  duty.

.Twenty-fifth  ANNrvEBSARr  or  the  High  Sohool. 

The  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  celebration  of  the  Twenty- 
fifth  Annivei-saiy  of  the  establishment  of  the  High  School,  which 
occurred  in  November  last.  The  general  catalogue  published  last 
June  by  the  Alumni,  gave  a  detailed  account  of  this  most  inter- 
esting and  inspiring  occasion  ;  but  my  own  long  connection  with 
the  school  as  instructor  and  supervisor,  I  having  been  the  firet 
teacher  appointed  on  its  faculty,  and  having  served  thereon  for 
ten  years,  forbids  my  passing  it  over  with  a  mere  reference. 
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A  great  contrast  is  presented  to  those  who  remember  the  con- 
test for  existence  caiTied  on  by  this  institution  in  the  first  two  or 
three  years  after  it  was  opened  ;  for,  tliough  there  never  were 
any  doubts  in  the  minds  of  the  friends  of  the  school  as  to  the  issue 
of  the  contest,  its  opponents  were  sturdy  and  determined,  and 
many  friendly  but  timid  supporters  of  the  school  prophesied  its 
failure.  On  its  opening  there  were  only  some  one  hundred  thirty 
(130)  pupils >;  to-day  there  are  nearly  eight  hundred  (800).  The 
faculty  then  numbered  but  five  :  to-day  twenty-five  are  not  suffi- 
cient properly  to  instruct  the  school.  Then  the  school  was  quar- 
tei*ed  in  leased  premises  which  not  only  soon  became  inadequate 
in  size,  but  could  not  be  placed  in  healthful,  sanitary  condition. 
Now  the  school  occupies  an  ample,  commodious,  modem  structure, 
that,  in  most  respects,  has  as  complete  an  outfit  for  high  school 
work  as  can  be  found  anywhere.  Since  its  opening,  this  school 
has  sent  foith  over  sixteen  hundred  graduates,  while  more  than 
four  thousand  others  have  received  more  or  less  benefit  from  par- 
tial courses.  This  army  of  former  pupils,  who  now  form  a  stead- 
fast band  of  friends  and  defenders,  possess  a  standing  and 
influence  in  the  community  creditable  alike  to  themselves  and  to 
the  institution.  The  public  interest  taken  in  the  anniversary 
occasion  showed  bow  strong  a  hold  the  school  has  obtained  upon 
the  afi*ection8  .  of  our  fellow  citizens.  The  densely  packed  au- 
dience that  listened  with  delight  and  appreciation  to  the  extended 
literary  exercises  of  the  first  day,  the  enthusiastic  class-meetings 
that  followed  the  next  morning,  and  the  delightful  reunion  in  the 
chapel  of  all  graduates  in  the  aftenioon,  and  the  brilliant  banquet 
which  closed  this  memorable  affair,  all  evinced  the  deep  esteem 
with  which  this  institution  is  held  by  the  community,  as  well  as 
the  high  loyalty  of  its  alumni.  Certainly,  since  the  two  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  the  city's  establishment,  no  civic  event  has 
called  forth  as  much  enthusiasm  and  manifold  evidences  of  local 
pride  as  did  this  long  to  be  remembered  celebration. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  have  this  opportunity  again  to  return 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Principals  and  teachers  of  the  schools  for 
their  hearty  cooperation,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for 
their  earnest  acts  of  support  in  our  common  work.

Young  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

Four  yeara  you  have  labored  for  this  supreme  hour.  The  trials 
aud  disuppoiutments  of  the  past  years  are  behind  you,  and  you 
staud  here  in  the  preseuce  of  admiring  relatives  and  friends  to 
complete  one  important  period  in  your  lives,  and  to  commence 
another  of  greater  importance. 

Fifteen  hundred  graduates  of  the  Albany  High  School  have  gone 
before  you  and  have  taken  their  position  hi  life.  The  history  of  the 
first  twenty-five  years  of  Alma  Mater  has  been  made  and  written. 
Her  silver  wedding  has  been  joyously  celebrated.  You  are  the  finst 
class  to  begin  the  history  leading  up  to  her  golden  wedding. 
Stron<y  in  numbers,  strong  in  intelligence,  strong  in  all  those 
atti^ibutes  which  go  to  make  good  citizens,  the  class  of  1894  will 
do  her  credit  If  you  will  apply  the  knowledge  which  you  have

With  many  of  you  your  school  life  ends  to-day.  You  come 
here  flushed  with  triumph.  Success  is  yours.  As  you  leave  this 
place  your  paths  separate,  and  each  one  c(mimences  another  period 
in  his  life.     What  will  be  the  end  ?     Will  it  be  another  triumph, 
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or  will  it  be  failure  ?  We  have  done  all  we  can  for  yovu  We 
have  furnished  you  earnest,  able,  and  faithful  teachers,  who  have 
ever  been  ready  to  extend  the  helping  hand.  You  must  now  rely 
on  yourselves.  Dreaming,  wishing,  hoping  will  never  gain  you 
distinction.  Hard,  severe,  and  persevering  work  ai*e  the  sine  qua 
noTi  to  success.  As  has  been  truly  said  :  ''Take  it  for  granted 
that  there  is  no  excellence  without  labor."  You  have  been  spe- 
cially prepared  for  this.  You  all  remember  the  tmuble  you 
experienced  in  conjugating  your  fii*st  Latin  verb,  or  in  demon- 
strating your  first  proposition,  and  what  a  feeling  of  pleasure  and 
triumph  there  was  when,  after  houi^  of  hard  work,  you  had  thor- 
oughly mastered  it.

Many 
of  our  great  men  and  women  stiuiied  in  life  with  a  poorei*  equip- 
ment than  you  have.  What,  othoi-s  have  done  you  can  do.  The 
paths  to  eminence  and  distinction  ai*e  open  to  all,  but  he  who 
would  gain  the  end  must  work  for  it.  Keep  before  you  the  ex- 
cellent motto  of  your  class,  Medan  Agan^  and  the  victory  is 
youra. 

And  now  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  I  wish 
you  God  speed  in  your  future.  Do  not  forget  Alma  Mater.  The 
latchstring  of  her  door  will  always  hang  on  the  outside  for  you. 
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A  hearty  welcome  will  be  yours  from  Faculty  aud  Board.  Foster 
and  keep  alive  the  love  which  you  have  so  touchingly  expressed 
in  the  beautiful  window  you  have  left  in  the  chapel  of  the  school.

Examinations. 

Both  oral  and  written  examinations  were  held  at  the  close  of 
each  semester  in  all  the  regular  studies  completed.  In  estimating 
the  total  credits  to  be  given  on  examination,  the  oml  work  is 
counted  once  and  the  written  thrice.  For  the  past  thi-ee  years  we 
have  taken,  for  bur  oral  examination  marks,  an  average  of  the 
recitation  marks  given  diu*ing  the  time  devoted  to  general  re- 
views. This  method  has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  both  teachers 
and  pupils  and  eliminates  the  only  valid  objections  so  frequently 
urged  against  ''  oral  examinations.'' 

In  making  up  the  yearly  records  of  scholai*ship,  on  which  de- 
pend the  promotions  from  class  to  class,  examination  marks  count 
for  more  than  one-fbuith  of  the  whole  record. 

For  our  final  written  examinations  we  generally  take  the 
Kegents'  question  papers  in  all  subjects.  Partial  or  '*  test  exam- 
inations'' are  frequently  given,  especially  in  the  elementiiry  por- 
tions of  our  work,  of  which  the  following  papera  are  fair  samples:

Our  school  opeued  September  11,  1893,  with  teachers  all 
present  and  a  registration  of  nearly  700  pupils.  Room  '*  F  "  was 
not  used  as  a  study  hall  during  the  year,  but  was  utilized  for 
drawing  classes  and  occasionally  for  examinations.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  while  the  absolute  registration  of  the  past  year  was 
slightly  less  than  that  of  1892-93,  there  was  a  decided  increase 
in  the  ^*  average  number  belonging ^^  and  the  ''average  attend- 
ance," while  the  tardiness  was  reduced  from  .005  to  .003.  This 
last  reduction  was  due  to  the  remarkable  tardiness  record  in  a 
single  large  study-hall. 

Teaohebs. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  school,  a  regular  teacher 
in  active  service  was,  during  the  last  yetir,  removed  by  death. 
On  the  morning  of  October  4,  1893,  when  the  school  assembled 
for  their  daily  work,  scholai's  and  teachei's  were  alike  shocked  to 
learn  of  the  sudden  death  of  Miss  Annie  Halpen.  As  pupil  and 
teacher  she  had  been  associated  with  the  High  School  almost  from 
lis  inception,  and  was  always  its  stanch  friend  and  advocate.  For 
the  past  two  years  she  had  rendered  most  valuable  and  efficient 
aid  as  assistant  in  one  of  the  large  study-halls,  and  her  death  cast 
a  cloud  of  sorrow  over  the  whole  school.  The  following  memo- 
rial was  adopted  by  the  members  of  the  faculty  at  a  special  meet- 
ing held  October  5,  1893  : 

**  The  teachers  of  the  Albany  High  School  desire  to  express  their 
sympathy  for  the  family  of  their  late  associate,  Annie  M.  Halpen, 
believing  that  words  of  sympathy  are  grateful  to  every  afflicted 
heart. 

**  We  appreciate  the  beauty  of  her  character  in  every  relation 
in  which  we  have  known  her. 
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**A8  a  student  and  as  a  teacher,  8he  has  done  honor  to  this 
school.  She  has  been  untiring  in  her  devotion  to  its  interests. 
We  who  have  been  co-laborers  with  her  for  years  wish  to  testify 
to  her  many  noble  qualities  of  mind  and  heart. 

'*■  Some  of  us  remember  her  as  a  pupil,  one  whom  it  was  a  pleas- 
ure to  teach  because  of  the  eagerness  and  strong  bent  of  her  mind 
after  knowledge.  Some  of  us  have  known  her  only  as  a  teacher, 
one  who  had  a  high  ideal  of  professional  excellence  toward  which 
she  was  ever  advancing.  But  those  of  us  who  had  personally 
known  her  as  a  friend  feel  that  her  loss  is  irreparable.  Although 
her  sudden  death  has  been  a  great  shock  to  us,  there  is  a  consoling 
thought  connected  with  it  when  we  reflect  that  in  the  midst  of 
her  daily  active  life  she  did  not  neglect  to  prepare  for  that  higher 
and  better  life  into  which  she  has  now  entered."

Miss  Martha  A.  Pultz,  from  Grammar  School  No.  2,  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  in  Mathematics  and  English,  and  entered  upon 
her  duties  October  30.  1893.  The  enviable  record  already  estab- 
lished bv  Miss  Pultz  as  a  successful  teacher  was  fully  maintained 
by  her  year's  work  in  the  High  School. 

Miss  Carrie  P.  God  ley  was  selected  as  Assistant  Manager  in 
study  hall  **  C" — a  very  important  position,  since  it  is  the  study- 
hall  of  100  first  year  boys,  and  Prof  Onderdonk,  in  general 
charge  of  the  room,  is  obliged  to  be  most  of  the  day  absent  in  the 
laboratory.  The  selection  was  a  most  fortunate  one,  as  shown  by 
the  attendance  record  which  surpassed  by  far  that  of  any  other 
study-hall,  while  the  deportment  record  was  on  a  par  with  that 
of  the  best  managed  rooms  in  the  building. 

The  substitutes  tor  the  year  were  Miss  Lizzie  Flinn,  who  had 
charge  of  Miss  Hatpin's  classes  for  one  month  ;  Miss  Mary  M. 
Morrissey,  who  attended  to  Miss  Cochran's  classes  from  May  10 
till  the  end  of  the  year ;  and  Miss  Clara  Kirchwey,  who  took 
charge  of  Prof  Goewey's  Latin  classes  from  April  9  till  the  end 
of  the  year. 

A  part  of  the  classes  beginning  German  were  assigned  to  Miss 
Home,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 
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Thxt-Books  and  Courses  op  Study. 

No  changes  were  made  iu  text-books  during  the  year,  but  our 
teachers  of  English — particularly  those  in  charge  of  fii-st  year 
classes — are  very  desirous  of  efiecting  a  change,  or  of  securing 
additional  text-books,  for  work  in  their  department.  The  new 
*^  Industrial  and  Modern- language  Cour^^e  "  was  selected  by  about 
fifty  pupils  of  the  entering  class,  and  promises  to  be  a  popular  and 
valuable  course.  I  believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  con- 
tinuous study  of  at  least  one  foreign  language  (either  ancient  or 
modern)  should  be  required  in  eveiy  courae.  The  sub^^titution  of 
*'  Physics"  for  **  Classical  ReviewH,"  in  the  senior  classical,  first 
semester,  was  a  valuable  change,  and  I  recommend  that  in  the 
second  semester.  Chemistry  be sulistituted  for  mathematical  reviews 
in  the  same  division.  I  have  also,  after  careful  investigation  and 
a  comparison  of  our  coui'ses  of  study  with  those  of  the  best  schools 
of  similar  grade,  recommended  various  changes  which  I  hope  the 
Board  will  see  fit  to  adopt.  These  suggested  changes,  if  adopted, 
will  bring  our  various  coui'ses  of  study  largely  into  harmony  with 
the  recommendations  contained  in  the  repoit  of  the  *'  Committee 
of  Ten "  of  the  National  Educational  Association.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  recall  the  fact  that  our  school 
was  highly  honored  by  being  accorded  a  representation  on  the 
committee  above  named,  whose  report  has  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  educational  world  and  received  high  commendations  from 
the  leading  educators  in  all  countries. 


Publics. 

Notable — not  only  among  the  public  exercises  of  the  school — 
but  among  the  public  events  of  our  city,  was  the  celebration  of 
the  25th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Albany  High 
School,  November  15  and  16,  1893.  It  is  safe  to  a.ffirm  that  not 
within  the  lifetime  of  our  institution  hi\s  any  public  occasion — 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  city's  bi-centennial — ^aroused  so 
much  local  enthusiasm  or  excited  such  general  interest  through- 
out the  municipality  as  did  the  celebration  of  the  '-  silver  anni- 
versaiy  "  of  our  High  School.  Through  the  generosity  of  the 
gniduates  and  friends  of  the  school  a  full  account  of  the  exercises, 
together  with  a  general  catalogue  of  the  graduates  for  the  quarter 
of  a  century  just  completed,  hiis  been  printed  iu  attractive  form 
and  widely  distributed. 
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No  educational  institution  ever  had  more  just  cause  to  be  proud 
of  the  noble  record  of  its  graduates  and  the  enthusiastic  devotion 
of  its  former  pupils  than  did  the  Albany   High  School  on  that  ' 

occ<ision.  But  for  the  substantial  aid  and  valuable  assistance  ren- 
dered by  the  membei-s  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  the 
celebration  must  have  come  far  short  of  attaining  the  complete  , 

success  that  characterized  its  every  feature.  ' 

The  other  public  and  simi-public  exercises  for  which  our  school 
has  long  been  noted,  maintained  the  high  standard  of  excellence 
which  has  ever  rendered  them  profitable  to  the  pupils  and  attrac- 
tive to  our  best  citizens. 

On  the  afternoon  of  February  21,  patriotic  addresses  were 
made  by  Rev.  Dr.  Seldon,  Rev.  Mr.  Eastwood  and  Hon.  Charles 
R.  Skinner.  The  school  program  consisted  of  patriotic  songs, 
recitations  and  declamations. 

On  May  29,  in  accordance  with  our  custom,  the  Regents'  cre- 
dentials, won  during  the  year,  were  distributed  to  the  pupils  in 
connection  with  our  Memorial  Day  exercises. 

Secretary  of  State  Hon.  John  Palmer  delivered  a  patriotic  ad- 
dress, and  Secretary  Dewey,  of  the  Board  of  Regent-s,  after  a  few 
felicitous  and  well  chosen  remarks,  presented  the  Regents' 
diplomas. 

The  following  extract  is  reprinted  from  the  Evening  Journal  of 
May  29  :

Taken,  but  this  Year  there  is  not  only  an  80  but  also 
A  90,  THE  First  One  yet  Taken  in  the  School. 

The  Memorial  day  exerci>es  at  the  High  School  this  afternoon 
eclipsed  anything  in  this  line  that  has  been  held  in  previous  years. 
The  visiting  speakers  were  all  men  of  prominence,  and  it  was  ex- 
pected this  moining  that  Governor  Flower  woujd  Ije  present,  but 
he  was  unavoidably  detained  at  the  capitol.  The  singing,  both 
in  the  form  of  solos  and  the  chorus,  wus  of  uniform  excellence. 

Among  the  visitors  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  occa- 
sion were  Secretary  of  State  John  Palmer,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  Charles  W.  Cole,  General  Frederick  Townsend, 
General  John   F.  Rathbone,  Angus   D.  Shoemaker   and    Melvil 
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Dewey.  Mr.  Dewey  addi'essed  the  school  directly  after  the  cre- 
dentials had  been  given  out  by  Prof.  Robinson.  The  prognam 
was  rendered  as  follows  :

Owing  to  the  fiict  that  our  March  examinations  occurred  the 
last  week  before  the  spring  vacation,  the  usual  **  Easter  public" 
was  omitted.  i 

**  Class  day  exercises"  were  observed  on  the  afternoon  of  June 
8,  1894,  when  the  cha))el  hall  was  crowded  to  overflowing.  On 
this  occasion  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  preeenied  a 
beautiful  stained  glass  window  for  the  chapel,  constituting  the 
sixth  gift  of  the  kind  by  successive  classes. 
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The  following  brief  account  is  reprinted  from  the  Pfe99  mnd 
Knickerbocker  of  June  9,  1894  : 

At  the  High  School — Interesting  Class  Day  Exeboibbs — 

Presentation  of  a  Window. 

The  class  day  exercises  of  the  graduating  daes  of  the  High 
School  yeslei'day  afternoon  were  of  ummual  excellence.  The 
ehapel  was  filled  by  the  pupils  of  the  school,  old  graduates  and 
the  fiiends  of  the  class  of  '94.  Among  the  visitoTB  wore  Judge 
Learned,  General  John  F.  Bathboae  and  the  Hon.  Jtunfin  M. 
Kuso. 

The  program  was  opened  with  the  chorus,  **  How  Swiftly  O'er 
Life's  Ocean,"  followed  by  quotations  by  the  Misses  Thereaa 
Morgan,  Katherine  Meader,  Kittie  Poole,  Grace  Sanderson.  Mary 
Bobiuson,  and  Messrs.  Sweers,  Gardner,  Slingerland,  Cooley, 
Gutherie  and  Fort. 

The  High  School  choir  then  sang  the  chorus,  **  Glide  On  ;  " 
after  which  Miss  Laura  Schlesinger  delivered  the  class  history, 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  amusing  records  that  has  erwr 
been  read  in  the  chapel.  The  class  poem  W2is  delivered  by  Miaa 
Susie  L.  Hey  wood,  and  it  was  very  creditable.  Horace  Haight 
then  read  the  class  prophesy.  His  prophesy  was  listened  to  with 
the  utmost  attention,  and  was  one  of  the  interesting  features  of 
the  exercises. 

An  address  was  delivered  by  Judge  Learned,  who  was  followed 
by  €ren.  Rathbone.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Thnill  was  then  intitxluced 
and  gave  a  very  interesting  short  talk  to  the  graduating  ciass^ 
after  which  the  Hon.  James  W.  Ruso  made  a  witty  address,  eali* 
ing  himself  the  fi^eshman  of  the  Board.  He  spoke  from  the  hack 
of  the  room,  as  he  claimed  that  he  was  too  modest  to  appear 
uix)n  the  platform. 

At  the  close  of  the  above  program  the  class  window  was  pre^ 
sented  by  the  pi^esident  of  the  class,  Walter  Swann.  The  aoeept- 
aoce  was  by  Prof.  O.  D.  Robinson,  who  responded  to  Presadmt 
Swatin  8  i*emarks  with  a  few  well  chosen  words. 

The  new  window  is  eight  feet  high,  and  four  wide,  aod  is  eita- 
ated  on  the  south  side  of  the  chapel.  The  elaas  flower  is 
the  jacqueminot  rose,  and  on  either  side  and  along  the  bottom 
of  the  window  are  bunches  of  this  rose.  In  the  centre  is  placed 
the  fac-simile  of  the  class  pin,  and  the  letters  A.  H.  S.  At  the 
top  are  the  figures '94,  and  under  them  the  class  motto.  Between 
the  center  of  the  window  and  the  top  is  a  wreath  of  roses. 
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The  window  was  designed  by  Mr.  T.  B.  Blocksidge,  and  exe- 
cuted by  Mr.  W.  B.  Chapman. 

Below  is  a  brief  extract  from  the  presentation  address  of  Class 
President  Walter  Swaini : 

"  This  afternoon  we  have  gathered  to  review,  as  it  were,  the 
four  ye&YH  we  have  spent  in  this  our  High  School.  As  the  days 
of  our  meeting  together  draw  to  a  nlose,  we  feel  the  bond  of  class 
association  growing  stronger  and  stronger,  and  are  convinced  that 
we  shall  never  have  any  but  the  kindliest  th()ughts  of  all  who 
have  been  associated  with  us  during  our  school  life. 

**  To  our  teachei-s,  who  have  labored  with  us  so  earnestly  and 
zealously,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, who  have  caixjfully  guarded  our  every  interest,  we  offer  our 
heait-felt  thanks.  No  words  that  we  may  say,  no  visible  token  of 
gratitude,  can  adequately  show  our  feelings. 

**  To  you,  who  will  remain,  menibei-s  of  the  under  chisses,  we 
can  only  say  that  we  hope  you  may  surpass  us  in  any  little 
success  we  may  have  won,  and  raise  the  standard  of  our  beloved 
school  still  higher. 

**  We  here  lay  aside  past  associations  and  enter  upon  a  new 

life.     Though  a  feeling  of  sadness  naturally  comes  over  us  when 

we  think  of  leaving  our  companions,  still  this  should  not  occasion 

sorrow.     Our  separation  is  but  one   of  the  changes  that  must 

'  enter  into  all  our  lives. 

**  As  a  token  of  our  appreciation  of  the  benefits  we  have  re- 
ceived, we  have  asked  the  privilege  of  placing  in  this  chapel,  the 
scene  of  many  events  pleasant  for  us  to  uecall,  a  memorial  window. 
Were  it  in  our  power  we  would  leave  something  far  more  costly 
and  magnificent  to  more  adequately  express  our  gratitude. 

**  In  behalf  of  the  Class  of  '94,  kind  sir,  I  present  through  you 
to  the  High  School,  this  window.  Accept  it,  as  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  inebtimable  services,  from  thankful  pupils  to  their  alma 
mater.  .To  you  may  it  be  a  memorial  of  the  years  we  have  spent 
with  each  other,  in  the  mutual  relations  of  instructor  and  pupils. 
To  us  may  it  be  an  incentive  to  noble  action,  and  when,  in  years 
to  come,  we  revisit  these  halls,  may  we  be  able  to  say  that  we  have 
lived  up  to  our  motto,  that  nothing  has  been  too  lofty  for  our 
endeavora." 
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Conclusion. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  united,  zealous  effort  on  the  part 
of  teachers,  and  faithful  work  on  the  part  of  pupils. 

The  only  drawback  (in  the  wtxi-k  of  the  year)  was  caused  by 
the  unavoidable  absence  of  teachei's  on  account  of  illness.  This 
misfortune  was  remedied,  so  far  as  possible,  by  the  work  of  fiiith- 
ful  substitutes  and  by  the  willingness  of  teachers  to  take  upon 
themselves  additional  labor  for  the  good  of  the  school. 

In  closing  this  my  eighth  annual  report,  I  desire  to  place  on 
record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  which  I 
have  constantly  received  from  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the 
Superintendent. 

I  believe  the  plans  now  maturing  for  certain  modifications  in 
our  coui*se  of  study  will  advance  our  standard  of  scholarship  and 
prove  a  substantial  benefit  to  the  school  in  every  respect.

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Mr.  Fuller,  aAer  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  School  No. 
6,  there  were  some  sixty  pupils  without  proper  school  accom- 
modation and  suggesting  that  either  new  school  rooms  be  pro- 
vided in  the  attic  of  School  No.  6  or  that  transfers  of  large 
numbers  of  pupils  be  made  to  other  schools,  moved  that  the  whole 
subject  of  providing  ample  accommodation  for  the  children  liv- 
ing in  the  districts  belonging  to  Schools  Nos.  6,  7.  10,  12,  21  and 
22,  and,  if  thought  necessary,  the  re-arrangement  of  the  boundar- 
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ies  of  said  districts,  be  refcried  to  a  special  committee  of  three 
members  of  the  Board. 

Adopted. 

Tlie  Chair  named  as  such  special  committee  Messrs.  Fuller, 
Shoemaker  and  Learned  ;  they  being  the  special  Commissioners 
in  charge  of  the  schools  affected. 

Election  of  a  Teacher. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  election  of  teachera  who  had 
served  the  probationary  period  of  one  year,  and,  after  balloting, 
the  Cbair  announced  that  Elizabeth  G.  Fliun  of  School  No.  21 
had  been  elected.

Additional  Teachers  in  the  High  School. 

The  Principa]  of  the  High  School  presented  the  following 
fllatement  of  facts  showing  the  crowded  condition  of  High  School 
rlnwrn  and  the  need  of  additional  teachers,  especially  the  need  of 
oae  man  as  a  general  assistaiit  in  Freoch  and  Ocrman,  Greek  and 
the  Sciences. 

Important  Facts  rbilatino  to  the  Hioh  Sohooi^ 

1.  Our  enroHment  lAis  increased  about  200  in  the  last  eight 
years. 

2.  We  have  two  (2)  more  regular  teachers  than  we  had  eight 
years  ago. 

3.  Eight  years  ago  Chemiatiy  was  taught  by  a  special  teacher, 
BOW  the  same  work  (class  number  about  70)  is  done  by  a  regular 
teacher. 

4.  Grenaan  and  French  are  now  on  the  list  of  required  studiesi 
and  must  be  taught  by  '*  regular"  rather  than  *^ special "  teacfaen. 
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5.  Many  of  our  classes  are  too  large  to  afford  anything  like  an 
individual  direction  of  pupils.  In  some  classes  pupils  do  not  re- 
cite, on  an  average,  more  than  once  a  week. 

6.  To  do  effective  work,  classes  in  most  subjects  (foreign  lang- 
uages especially)  should  not  exceed  25  pupils  in  number. 

7.  Our  CScero  class  numbera  about  60;  our  Virgil  classes 
average  about  40 ;  our  Oesar  classes  number  about  40  ;  our  class 
beginning  French  numbei*s  about  60 ;  o<ar  two  classes  in  Oermau 
Biainber  each  about  60 ;  our  classes  in  Civics,  Physiology,  Rhe- 
toric and  English  History  number  from  50  to  60  each. 

8.  Our  pupils  ought  to  have  as  good  an  opportunity  to  learn 
French  or  German  as  Latin  or  Greek,  but  at  present  these  modern 
knguage  studies  are  terribly  haudicapi^ed  by  the  oveix^rowdiiig  of 
classes. 

Beferred  to  the  Committee  on  Instruction. 

Afternoon  Kindergartens. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ruso,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  was 
directed  to  open  afternoon  kindergartens  at  Schools  Nos.  I  and 
12  and  to  assign  as  the  teachers  of  the  same,  the  kindergartnei^ 
vrfio  had  completed  the  full  course  of  instruction  in  the  Training 
Clans ;  thus  meeting  the  immediate  needs  of  these  two  schools 
without  any  additional  expense  to  the  city.

Suggested  Form  of  By-Laws  in  Relation  to 
CoMPULSOEY  Education. 

ARTICLE.... 

Compuisof*y  Education, 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of 

do  hereby,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  May  12,  1894,  entitled 
**An  Act  to  provide  for  the  compulsory  education  of  children," 
make  the  provisions,  arrangements,  rules  and  regulations  concern- 
ing truancy  from  instruction  in  the  city  of , 

which  are  contained  in  the  following  six  sections,  viz. : 

J.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  of  every  school,  when 
he  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  abs^e  of  a  pupil  from 
school  is  due  to  truancy,  to  notify  the  parents  or  guardians  of 
said  pupil  by  mail  or  otherwise,  if  such  pupil  is  between  the  ages 
of  8  and  16  years ;  and  if,  after  a  second  notification,  he  is  not 
returned  to  school  by  his  parents  or  guardians,  or  satisfactory 
explanation  of  his  absence  is  not  made,  said  Principal  shall  report 
the  case  to  the  attendance  oflGcer  for  the  district  in  which  the 
school  is  situated.  Said  attendance  officer  sliall  use  all  lawful 
means  to  secure  the  return  of  said  pupil  to  a  punctual  attendance 
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upon  school.  Should  such  pupil  prove  incorrigible,  he  shall  be 
dealt  with  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  truants. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  of  erery  school  to  keep 
a  record  in  a  register  especially  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  years,  who  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  attendance  officer  hereinafter  mentioned  for  a  viola- 
tion of  said  Act  of  May  12,  1894,  together  with  an  accurate 
recoi'd  of  the  disposition  made  of  each  case  by  said  attendance 
officer,  when  reported  by  them  to  S4iid  Principal. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Principal,  when  an  attendance 
officer  shall  bring  to  a  school  any  child,  between  the  ages  of  8 
and  16  yeai*s,  not  registered  as  a  pupil  of  said  school,  to  enter 
his  or  her  name  upon  siiid  special  register,  and  to  note  upon  said 
register  any  facts  relating  to  said  child  that  may  have  been  com- 
municated to  said  Principal  by  said  attendance  officer. 

3.  The  Principal  of  every  school  shall  transmit  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  at  the  close  of  each  week,  a  list  of  the 
children,  if  any,  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  years,  that  such 
Principal  shall  have  reason  to  believe  have  left  the  school  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  in  any  employment.  Said  Principal  shall 
state  the  home  address  of  every  child  so  reported,  and  shall  state 
whether  or  not  the  child  has  received  a  certificate  of  attendance 
in  accordance  with  the  law. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  attendance  officera  for  the 

several  attendance  districts  into  which  the  city  of 

shall  have  been  divided  to  i)rocure  the  required  attendance  of  the 
children  within  their  respective  districts,  and  elsewhere  in  the 
city,  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  yeai-s,  at  some  public  or  pri- 
vate school  or  upon  other  instruction  as  legally  prescribed,  and 
to  carry  out  and  enforce  said  law  of  May  12,  1894,  and  to  do  so 
by  means  of  argument  and  pei*suasion,  and  by  means  other  than 
force,  if  the  same  can  be  done  ;  that  eacli  of  said  attendance 
officers  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  mid  duties,  and  shall  have 
such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Education ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such 
attendance  officers  as  may  be  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  make  at  such  times  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  an  examination  into  the  employment  of  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  8  and  14  yeai-s  in  any  of  the  districts  to 
which  they  may  be  assigned,  and  to  report  all  violations  of 
said  law  of  May  12,  1894,  to  the  said  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 
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5.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  attendance  officere 
shall,  during  the  school  year,  meet  once  each  week,  or  oftener,  if 
the  Superintendent  shall  deem  it  needful,  and  transact  such  busi- 
ness in  relation  to  their  affairs  as  may  be  necessary  at  such  meet- 
ing ;  and  said  attendance  officera  shall  each  at  such  meetings,  and 
from  time  to  time,  repoi*t  to  said  Superintendent  all  matters  and 
things  done  by  him,  or  which  ought  to  l>e  done,  or  which  may 
have  come  to  his  knowledge,  or  otherwise  relating  to  currying  out 
and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  said  Act  of  May  12,  1894,  and 
said  reports  shall  be  kept  by  said  Superintendent  for  the  use  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  lie  transmitted  to  it  or  its  Clerk 
whenever  required  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  siiid  Superintend- 
ent to  repoi-t  to  the  Board  of  Education,  at  its  first  meeting  in 
each  month,  the  doings  of  himself  and  of  said  attendance  officers 
during  the  preceding  calendar  month,  and  all  matters  which  relate 
to  the  enforcement  of  said  law  ;  and  said  attendance  officei*s  shall 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  3oard  of  Education. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Attendance  is  hei-eby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  cause  all  the  necessary  books,  blanks,  etc.,  to  be 
prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
attendance  officers,  the  bills  for  the  same  to  be  paid  upon  the 
approval  of  the  said  Committee.     This  Committee  shall  consist  of 

membera,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  mattei'S  coming 

under  the  requirements  of  the  law  to  provide  for  the  compulsory 
education  of  children. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

Minimum  requv'ements^  as  recommended  by  the  Council  of  City 
and  Village  Superintendents  of  Schools. 

Age. — ^The  attendance  officer,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment, 
should  not  be  less  than  thirty-Jive  nor  more  than  fifty  years  of 
age. 

Physique. — As  a  prerequisite  for  appointment,  there  should  be 
filed  a  ceitificate  of  a  physician,  selected  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, stating  that  the  applicant  is  in  good  bodily  health,  is  suffi- 
ciently active  to  perfoi  m  efficiently  the  duties  required  of  an 
attendance  officer,  and  is  possessed  of  good  sight  and  hearing. 

Education. — Each  applicant  should  be  examined  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  following  particulars :  1.  Writ- 
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ing  a  letter.  2.  Writing  a  report.  3.  Ability  to  read  haud- 
writing.  Ttie  letter  and  the  report  should  be  filed,  together  with 
the  result  of  the  examination  as  attested  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schoola

School  Accommodations. 

Mr.  Buso  stated  that  the  well-known  crowded  condition  of  the 
primary  departments  of  Schools  Nos.  6,  12  and  21  called  for 
prompt  i*e1ief.  Two  plans  had  been  under  considcmtion,  the  first 
being  the  erection  of  a  new  primary  school  building  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  schools  not  affording  sufficient  accommodation. 
It  had  also  been  proposed  to  build  an  addition  uf  four  rooms  to 
School  No.  21  which  action  would,  of  course,  relieve  the  conges- 
tion in  that  school,  but  would  give  no  relief  to  the  other  over- 
crowded buildings.  If  any  new  structures  are  to  be  erected,  the 
only  plan  that  would  give  permanent  relief  would  be  the  erection 
of  a  new  building  located  as  above  described.  He  would  not, 
however,  at  this  time  suggest  the  appropriation  of  any  money 
for  such  a  building,  but  would  suggest  the  trial  of  another  ex. 
pedient  with  the  understanding  that  if  that  expedient  should  not 
bring  the  desired  relief,  stpps  be  taken  by  applicatiou  to  the  legis- 
lature for  peiiuission  to  sell  city  bonds  to  sufficient  amount  to 
ei'ect  a  building. 

The  second  plan  is  as  follows :  To  reduce  the  grade  of  School  No. 
1  to  the  Sixth  Year;  to  transfer  the  pupils  of  the  Seventh,  Eighth 
and  Ninth  Years  to  Schools  Nos.  14,  15,  and  to  No.  8,  if  neces- 
sai'y  ;  to  transfer  a  Grammar  School  principal  and  three  teachens 
to  School  No.  4  to  which  shall  also  be  transferred  a  Seventh,* 
Eighth  and  Ninth  Year  Class  from  School  No.  12 ;  to  fill  the 
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three  rooms  thus  vacated  in  School  No.  12  by  a  transfer  of  pupils 
from  School  No.  10,  and  to  fill  the  rooms  in  School  No.  10  thus 
emptied  by  a  transfer  of  the  pupils  now  on  single  sessions  in 
School  No.  21.

Report  of  Sx)ecial  Committee. 

Mr.  Hall,  on  behalf  of  the  special  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  meeting  to  formulate  rules  concerning  compulsoiy  attend- 
ance, submitted  the  following : 

Albany,  November  27,  1894. 

To  the  Board  of  Pvblic  Inairxieiiaa : 

The  special  committee  to  which  was  assigned  the  duty  of  pre- 
paring and  submitting  rules  concerning  compulsory  attendance, 
respectfully  presents  and  recommends  for  adoption  the  following : 

ARTICLE  XV. 

OOMPUIiSORY   BDDOATION. 

81.  The  Board  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  city  of  Albany 
does  hereby,  pui-suant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  671  of  the 
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Laws  of  1894,  entitled  '*An  act  to  provide  for  the  compulsory 
education  of  children,"  make  the  following  I'egulations  concerning 
truancy  from  instinictiou  in  the  city  of  Albany,  viz.: 

1.  For  the  puipose  set  forth  in  the  following  rules,  the  city  is 
hereby  divided  into  two  districts  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  river 
through  the  centre  of  State  street  as  far  as  the  junction  of  said 
street  with  Western  avenue,  and  through  the  centre  of  Western 
avenue  as  fiir  as  the  western  boundary  of  the  city.  That  part  of 
the  city  which  lies  south  of  the  line  above  described  shall  be 
called  the  Southern  Attendance  District  and  that  part  of  the  city 
which  lies  north  of  said  line  shall  be  called  the  Northern  Attend- 
ance District. 

2.  Two  attendance,  officers,  one  for  each  of  the  districts  above 
mentioned,  shall  be  appointed  by  this  Board.  Each  of  said 
attendance  officers  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  duties  of 
his  office  and  shall  have  such  annual  salai'y  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  determined  by  this  Boai*d,  and  shall  hold  office  during  its 
pleasure.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  said  attendance  officers 
for  the  attendance  districts  into  which  the  city  of  Albany  is  herein 
divided,  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  childi-en  between  the  ages  of 
8  and  16  years  within  their  respective  districts,  and  elsewhere  in 
the  city,  at  some  public  or  private  school,  or  upon  other  instruc* 
tion  to  the  extent  i*equired  by  said  chapter  671  of  the  Laws  of 
1894,  and,  in  the  first  instance,  to  do  this  by  argument  and  per- 
suasion, if  possible.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  each  of  such 
attendance  officers,  when  designated  for  that  puipose  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  make  at  such  times  as  said  Super- 
intendent may  deem  necessary  in  either  of  the  districts  to  which 
such  officer  may  be  assigned,  an  examination  into  the  employment 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  8  and  14  years,  and  to  report  to 
the  said  Superintendent  all  violations  of  said  chapter  671  of  the 
Laws  of  1894. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  of  every  school,  when 
he  shall  have  treason  to  believe  that  the  absence  of  a  pupil  from 
school  is  due  to  truancy,  to  notify  foithwith  the  parents  or  guard- 
ians of  said  pupil  by  mail  or  otherwise,  if  such  pupil  is  between 
the  ages  of  8  and  16  years ;  and  if,  after  a  second  and  similar 
notification,  he  is  not  immediately  ratumed  to  school  by  his 
parents  or  guardians,  or  satisfactory  explanation  of  his  absence  is 
not  immediately  made,  said  principal  shall  at  once  report  the  case 
to  the  attendance  officer  for  the  district  in  which  the  school  is 
situated.     Thei'eupon  daid  attendance  officer  shall  use  all  lawful 
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means  to  compel  the  i*eturh  of  said  pupil  to  a  punctual  attendance 
upon  school. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the'  principal  of  every  school  to  keep 
a  record  in  a  register  especially  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  all 
childi*en  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  years,  who  have  been 
repoi-ted  to  the  attendance  officer  heretofore  mentioned  for  a  viola- 
tion of  said  chapter  671  of  the  Laws  of  1894,  together  with  an 
accurate  record  of  the  disposition  made  of  each  case  by  said 
attendance  officer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  principal,  when  au 
attendance  officer  shall  bring  to  a  school  any  child,  between  the 
ages  of  8  and  16  yeara,  not  registei'ed  as  a  pupil  of  said  school, 
to  enter  his  or  her  name  upon  said  special  register,  and  to  note 
upon  said  register  any  facts  relating  to  said  child  that  may  have 
been  communicated  to  said  principal  by  said  attendance  officer. 

5.  The  principal  of  every  school  shall  transmit  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  at  the  close  of  each  school  week,  a  list  of  the 
children,  if  any,  between  the  ages  of  8  and  16  years,  that  such 
principal  shall  have  reason  to  believe  have  left  the  school  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  in  any  employment.  Said  principal  shall 
state  the  home  address  of  every  child  so  reported,  and  shall  state 
whether  or  not  the  child  has  received  a  ceitificate  of  attendance 
in  accordance  with  chapter  671  of  the  Laws  of  1894. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  attendance  officers 
shall,  during  the  school  year,  meet  once  a  week,  or  oftener,  if  the 
Superintendent  shall  deem  it  needful,  and  tmnsact  such  business 
in  itilation  to  their  affiiirs  as  may  be  necessary  at  such  meeting  ; 
and  said  attendance  officer  and  each  of  them  shall  at  such  meet- 
ings, and  from  time  to  time,  report' to  said  Superintendent  all 
matters  and  things  done  by  him,  or  which  he  deemed  proper  to 
be  done,  or  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge,  or  which 
otherwise  relate  to  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
said  chapter  671  of  the  Laws  of  1894.  JSaid  reports  shall  be 
kept  by  said  Superintendent  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  be  transmitted  to  it  whenever  requirad  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Sui)erintenden{^co  repoit  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Instruction,  at  its  first  meeting  in  each  month,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  himself  and  of  said  attendance  officers  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  month,  and  all  mattei-s  which  t*elate  to  the 
enforcement  of  said  law. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Attendance  is  hereby 
formed.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  membei*s,  and  shall 
have  charge,  in  addition  to  the  duties  already  prescribed  by  the 
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rules  for  the  Committee  on  Hygiene,  of  all  mattei*s  coming  under 
the  requirements  of  chapter  671  of  the  Laws  of  1894.  This  com- 
mittee is  hereby  empowerad  to  cause  all  the  necessary  books, 
blanks,  etc.,  to  be  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Principals,  and  the  attendance  officers. 

8.  The  qualifications  of  applicants  for  appointment  as  attendance 
officers  shall  be  determined  as  follows  : 

First.  E^h  applicant  shall  file  the  certificate  of  a  physician, 
selected  by  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  stating  that  the  appli- 
cant is  in  good  bodily  health,  is  sufficiently  active  to  perform  effi- 
ciently the  duties  requii'ed  of  an  attendance  officer,  and  especially 
that  he  has  good  eyesight  and  good  hearing. 

Second.  Each  applicant  shall  be  examined  by  the  Superintend- 
ent, of  Schools  in  the  following  particulara  :  1.  Writing  a  letter. 
2.  Writing  a  i-eport*.  3.  Ability  to  read  hand-writing.  The  let- 
ter and  the  repoil  shall  be  filed,  together  with  the  result  of  the 
examination  as  attested  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Third.  When  favorable  i*eports  from  the  physician  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  have  been  filed,  the  applicants  named 
in  such  favorable  reports  shall  become  eligible  to  a{)pointment.
